first  consideration." 

The  Wilmington  Star  says:  "North  Carolinians  should 
like  the  way  Highway  Commission  Chairman  A.  H.  Graham 
has  promoted  former  assistant  division  engineers  or  senior 
construction  engineers  to  be  heads  of  the  new  highway 
divisions. 

".  .  .  Apparently  there  is  no  politics  involved  in  Mr. 
Graham's  engineering  assignments.  That  is  to  be  welcomed. 
Advancement  of  good  men  in  the  department  when  the 
opportunity  develops  not  only  boosts  morale  but  strengthens 
the  aspect  of  career  service." 

The  Greensboro  News  observes:  "Highway  and  Public 
Works  Commission  Chairman  A.  H.  Sandy  Graham  said  what 
needed  to  be  said  in  his  first  press  conference  after  being 
inducted  into  office. 

"As  for  the  highway  problems  which  face  him  and  the 
new  commission,  Chairman  Graham  placed  two  emphases. 
Primary  highways  will  get  first  consideration  because  they 
need  to  be  put  in  shape  to  handle  'the  present  day  traffic' 

".  .  .  As  a  second  pressing  responsibility.  Chairman 
Graham  foresaw  the  'big  job'  of  carrying  forward  a  great 
deal  of  rather  heavy  maintenance  on  the  secondary  roads 
built  in  the  last  few  years  to  preserve  the  State's  investment." 


Today,  Graham  returns  to  his  highway  post  after  the 
busiest  four  years  in  roadbuilding  in  the  State's  history.  The 
$200,000,000  rural  road  bond  program  brought  black  top  and 
crushed  stone  to  hundreds  of  miles  of  county  roads.

Governor  Names  New  Commissio 
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HEN  Governor  William  B.  Um- 
stead  created  a  14-member  State  High- 
way Commission  May  11,  he  appointed 
A.  H.  (Sandy)  Graham,  chairman. 

Mr.  Graham,  Hillsboro  attorney, 
former  Lieutenant-Governor,  former 
Speaker  of  the  House  and  Highway 
Chairman  from  1945  to  1949  during 
the  Cherry  administration,  took  his 
oath  of  office  May  12,  in  the  Governor's 
office. 

The  Governor  appointed  a  prominent 
group  of  businessmen  to  serve  as  High- 
way Commissioners:  J.  Emmett  Win- 
slow  of  Hertford,  First  Division;  H. 
Maynard  Hicks  of  Snow  Hill,  Second; 
C.  Heide  Trask  of  Wilmington,  Third; 
M.  E.  Robinson  of  Goldsboro,  Fourth; 
Donnie  A.  Sorrell  of  Durham,  Fifth; 
C.  A.  Hasty  of  Maxton,  Sixth;  John 
"Jack"  Van  Lindley  of  Greensboro, 
Seventh;  Forrest  Lockey  of  Aberdeen. 
Eighth;  James  A.  Gray,  Jr.,  of  Winston- 
Salem,  Ninth;  James  A.  Hardison  of 
Wadesboro,  Tenth;  W.  Ralph  Winkler 
of  Boone,  Eleventh;  June  F.  Scar- 
borough of  Statesville,  Twelfth;  J.  F. 
Snipes  of  Marion,  Thirteenth;  and 
Harry  Buchanan  of  Hendersonville, 
Fourteenth. 

A  bill  passed  by  the  19  53  North  Caro- 
lina General  Assembly  gave  the  Gover- 
nor and  a  five-man  study  committee  the 


right  to  say  how  and  whether  the  Com- 
mission should  be  changed. 

The  Governor  named  T.  Boddie  Ward 
of  Wilson,  J.  Hampton  Price  of  Leaks- 
ville,  William  T.  Saunders  of  Aberdeen, 
Walter  H.  Woodson,  Sr.,  of  Salisbury 
and  Reuben  Robertson  of  Canton  to  the 
committee.  They  agreed  on  and  recom- 
mended a  geographic  redivision  of  the 
State  into  14  highway  divisions. 

Since  the  middle  thirties,  the  State 
had  been  divided  into  ten  highway  divi- 
sions. 

For  the  four  new  division  engineer- 
ing posts,  Hunter  D.  Irving  of  Raleigh, 
C.  E.  Brown  of  Fayetteville,  J.  H.  Coun- 
cill  of  Boone  and  G.  G.  Page  of  Asheville 
were  named.

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Origin-Destination  Study  Made

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HERE  ARE  you  coming  from, 
Please?  "Where  are  you  going?  Thank 
You"  became  familiar  questions  to  Raleigh 
motorists  who  were  stopped  during  a 
recently-completed  origin-destination  sur- 
vey. 

The  survey,  started  in  mid-April  and 
completed  in  May,  was  conducted  by 
the  Statistics  and  Planning  Division. 

Many  a  driver  may  have  wondered: 
What's  the  purpose  of  an  origin-destina- 
tion survey? 

Since  future  highway  and  street  plans 
are  projected  on  the  basis  of  "traffic  de- 
mand", an  origin-destination  survey  is 
made  to  show  definite  "traffic  demand" 
patterns. 

Such  basic  questions  as  how  many 
trips?  How  many  intracity  ones?  What 
routes  do  they  follow?  What  parts  of  the 
city  do  they  come  from  and  go  to?  are 
answered  by  the  survey. 

Suppose  an  expressway  is  proposed 
such  as  the  Dawson  Street  project  in 
Raleigh,  Independence  Boulevard  in 
Charlotte,  Lee  Street  in  Greensboro  or 
West  Patton  Street  in  Asheville.  How 
should  it  be  designed?  How  much  traffic 
will  use  it?  Where  will  traffic  enter  and 
exit?  Where  should  interchanges  be 
planned  and  of  what  character?  Again, 
the  "traffic  demand"  pattern  of  an  origin- 
destination  survey  gives  the  answers. 

Only  through  trips — a  very  minor  por- 
tion of  all  total  trips  in  a  city — can  be 
by-passed.  Most  trips  go  into  or  out  of 
the  city,  or  have  both  ends  within  the 


city  limits  and  such  traffic  is  not  served 
by  a  by-pass. 

Why  record  the  short  trips  which  start 
and  end  in  the  city?  Because  a  short  trip 
car  is  as  big  a  "traffic  unit"  as  a  New 
York-to-Florida  trip  car.  Both  take  up 
the  same  amount  of  road  space.  Each 
adds  equally  to  traflEic  congestion.  Short 
trips  within  a  city  far  outnumber  the 
through  trips. 

Information  is  easily  available  on  the 
volumes  of  traffic,  since  the  Highway 
Commission's  traffic  count  machines 
record  this  regularly.  An  origin-destina- 
tion survey  goes  far  beyond  mere  traffic 
counts.  The  basic  information  needed 
concerns  the  "traffic  demand"  in  terms 
of  ivhere  drivers  wish  to  go,  based  upon 
the  origin  and  destination  of  their  trips. 

An  origin-destination  survey,  made  in 
1945  in  Raleigh,  showed  that  many  road 
improvements  were  necessary.  As  a  re- 
sult, US  64  through  Longview  Gardens 
was  widened.  Western  Boulevard  was 
double-tracked,  the  Raleigh-Durham  high- 
way was  graded  for  dual-laning  and 
South  Wilmington  Street  was  extended 
as  a  wide  boulevard.  The  need  for  the 
current  Dawson  Street  project,  to  funnel 
residential  traffic  in  and  out  of  the  busi- 
ness district,  was  evident  from  that  sur- 
vey. Since  1945,  several  one-way  street 
patterns  have  been  developed  and  high- 
way routings  have  been  changed. 

In  April  of  this  year,  about  30  local 
Raleigh  residents  who  know  their  city's 
streets  were  hired  temporarily  as  "inter- 


viewers". About  50  "interview  stations"' 
were  set  up  at  carefully  selected  points 
around  the  edges  of  the  city,  around  the 
business  district,  and  at  intermediate 
points  between  the  center  and  the  city 
limits.  For  one  full  day,  at  each  of  these 
stations,  all  drivers  were  stopped  and 
asked:  "Where  are  you  coming  from? 
Where  are  you  going?" 

Traffic  Analyst  Leroy  V.  Jay  of  Statis- 
tics directed  the  work  of  the  "inter- 
viewers." 

City  Police  and  State  Highway  Patrol- 
men assisted  in  maintaining  traffic  order 
and  safety.  A  card  was  handed  each 
driver  which  read:  "We  are  asking  for 
information  on  traffic  movements  in  this 
vicinity,  in  order  that  we  may  best  plan 
highway  and  street  improvements  to 
serve  this  community.  Please  give  our 
man  the  true  facts  on  this  trip.  You  will 
not  be  detained  longer  than  about  one 
minute. 

"We  are  not  asking  for  your  name, 
and  we  are  not  taking  your  license 
number.  We  will  appreciate  your  coopera- 
tion. Thank  you." 

The  stations  were  not  used  for  law 
enforcement  purposes. 

Public  cooperation  was  excellent. 
Officials  received  only  two  complaints 
from  any  interviewed  driver.  The  "inter- 
viewers" were  drilled  to  be  brief  but 
courteous  to  each  driver. 

The  local  newspapers  and  radio  stations 
helped  to  inform  the  public  about  the 
survey.  About  160  civic  clubs  made 
announcements  about  the  survey. 

Thanks  to  advance  information  and 
courteous  treatment,  the  public  cooperat- 
ed. 

The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  and 
the  City  of  Raleigh  joined  the  State  in 
financing  and  conducting  the  survey.  The 
data  on  the  85,000  trips  is  being  put  on 
punch  cards  for  machine  analysis. 

The  final  report  will  be  ready  this 
summer.

Cutting  Wins  McCrary  Award 


In  may,  W.  Lloyd  Cutting,  56-year  old 
building  construction  superintendent  for 
the  Bridge  Maintenance  Department,  was 
named  winner  of  the  1952  D.  B.  McCrary 
Award  for  outstanding  service  to  the 
State  Highway  Commission. 

In  announcing  Cutting's  selection  as 
the  1952  McCrary  Award  Winner,  High- 
way Chairman  Graham  said: 

"I  am  indeed  happy  that  W.  Lloyd 
Cutting  has  won  the  D.  B.  McCrary 
Award  for  1952.  Mr.  Cutting  has  done 
many  difficult  jobs  for  the  State  Highway 
and  Public  Works  Commission  and 
through  the  years,  the  savings  to  the  State 
of  North  Carolina  that  have  been  effected 
by  the  efficient  handling  of  many  building 
and  rebuilding  jobs  has  been  a  large 
item. 

"No  job  of  building  or  reconstruction 
of  existing  buildings  is  too  complicated 
or  involved  for  Mr.  Cutting  to  accomplish, 
and  the  influence  that  he  has  exerted  over 
prisoners  and  the  effect  of  his  influence 
with  these  prisoners  has  been  a  splendid 
example  of  what  rehabilitation  can  accom- 
plish." 

Chairman  Graham  presided  over  the 
presentation  which  was  held  May  29  at 
noon  in  the  auditorium  of  the  highway 
building.  First,  he  recognized  the  14 
new  commissioners  and  then,  he  called 
on  Charles  McCrary  to  make  the  award 
to  Cutting-. 

Cutting  was  picked  for  his  outstanding 
work  in  supervising  prison  labor  in  the 
construction  of  the  following  projects: 


Fire-prooflng  and  remodeling  Central 
Prison,  building  the  industry  and  ware- 
house buildings  at  Central  Prison  (in- 
cluding the  cold-storage  plant  and  the 
new  warehouse  for  the  Division  of  Pur- 
chase and  Contract),  the  Prison  Apart- 
ments on  Morgan  Street  in  Raleigh,  new 
division  office  buildings,  the  Bridge 
Maintenance  warehouse  at  the  Raleigh 
Equipment  Depot,  and  equipment  and 
maintenance  shops  for  the  various  divi- 
sions. 

In  the  construction  of  all  these  build- 
ings, Cutting  took  prison  labor  and  gave 
them  vocational  training  as  carpenters, 
brickmasons,  electricians,  plasterers,  con- 
crete finishers,  plumbers,  steam  fitters, 
steel  erectors  and  mechanics.  Men  trained 
by  Cutting  have  been  fitted  to  find  employ- 
ment upon  their  release  from  prison. 

The  joint  nomination  by  State  Bridge 
Maintenance  Engineer  C.  B.  Taylor  and 
Prisons  Director  Walter  F.  Anderson 
said: 

"We  commend  Cutting  for  the  oppor- 
tunity he  has  given  men  in  prison  to 
receive  this  type  training,  for  his  under- 
standing of  the  men  assigned  to  him  and 
for  his  sacrificial  service  in  teaching  and 
training  them." 

Cutting,  a  Statesville  native,  has 
lived  in  the  State  all  his  life.  He  has  been 
employed  by  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion for  the  past  22  years.  A  veteran  of 
World  War  I,  Cutting  is  a  member  of 
the  American  Legion  and  40  &  8.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Statesville.  His  wife  is  the  former  Cora 


Bell  McHone.  They  have  one  daughter, 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Cutting  Schroeder. 

In  recommending  Cutting  for  the 
McCrary  Award — given  by  highway  em- 
ployees in  honor  of  the  late  D.  B.  McCrary 
of  Asheboro,  Highway  Chairman  from 
1941  to  1943  — Taylor  and  Anderson 
summed  it  up: 

"We  believe  the  services  rendered  the 
State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Com- 
mission during  these  past  22  years,  the 
tremendous  savings  made  to  the  State 
through  the  construction  of  necessary 
buildings  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the 
State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Com- 
mission and  the  Prison  Department  and 
the  opportunities  afforded  men  in  prison 
for  vocational  training  amply  qualify  him 
for  the  McCrary  Award." 

They  cited  Cutting  as  a  "faithful,  loyal 
and  energetic  employee." 


Vance  Baise  Passes 

Wade  VANCE  baise,  56,  state  High- 
way Engineer  of  the  Commission  from 
1935  to  1949.  died  June  13,  at  his  home 
in  Raleigh. 

He  was  born  October  22,  1896,  in  Pel- 
ham.  He  was  educated  in  the  Pelham 
schools  and  Mars  Hill  College.  In  1920, 
he  graduated  from  N.  C.  State  College. 
He  immediately  began  work  with  the 
State  Highway  Department  as  a  drafts- 
man. 

He  rose  steadily  as  squad  leader, 
assistant  engineer  and  then  became  chief 
draftsman  in  1922.  In  1931,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  Federal  contact  engineer,  and 
in  1932,  he  became  assistant  state  high- 
way engineer.  Upon  the  death  of  John 
D.  Waldrop  in  1934,  he  became  acting 
chief  engineer  until  he  was  named  chief 
engineer  in  1935. 

Mr.  Baise  was  general  manager  of  the 
State  Asphalt  Association  when  he  died. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  the  Theta  Tau  Engineering  Fra- 
ternity, the  Rotary  Club,  and  was  a 
former  president  of  the  N.  C.  Society  of 
Engineers  and  the  Raleigh  Engineering 
Club. 

Funeral  services  were  held  from  the 
Edenton  Street  Methodist  Church.  Burial 
was  in  Montlawn.  Pallbearers  were  T.  V. 
Fahnestock,  L.  W.  Payne,  Edward 
Cothran,  Robert  Hairston,  Jr..  S.  C. 
Austin,  and  W.  Trent  Ragland. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  the  former 
Rachel  Mitchell;  three  sons,  W.  Vance 
Baise,  Jr.,  of  Burlington,  and  William  W. 
Baise  and  Donald  G.  Baise  of  Raleigh; 
and  one  daughter,  Virginia  C.  Baise  of 
Raleigh. 
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was  highway  chairman  from  1931-34.  He 
cited  Page's  "duty  to  public  service." 

Lt.-Gov.  Luther  Hodges  then  spoke 
briefly. 

Jordan  introduced  Dr.  Poteat  who  read 
his  funeral  oration  at  Page's  funeral  in 
1934  in  Aberdeen.  He  spoke  on  "Character 
Pays."  He  listed  Frank  Page  as  a  "superi- 
or person  with  qualities  of  benevolence, 
integrity,  courtesy,  wisdom  and  action." 

The  invited  guests  then  adjourned  to 
the  lobby  for  the  unveiling  of  the  plaque 
which  reads: 

"Frank  Page,  1875-1934,  Chairman,  State 
Highway  Commission,  1919-1929. 

"His  response  to  an  unprecedented 
challenge  made  North  Carolina  one  of 
the  first  American  States  to  build  an 
integrated  system  of  highways  drawing 
more  closely  together  the  people  of  one 
hundred  counties. 

"By  his  leadership,  his  wisdom,  his 
integrity  and  fidelity,  he  set  an  example 


of  distinguished  service  faithfully  emu- 
lated but  never  surpassed. 

"His  organization  of  highway  craftsmen 
endures  as  his  living  memorial." 

Page  was  a  roadbuilder  of  national 
prestige  who  served  as  president  of  the 
American  Association  of  State  Highway 
Officials,  president  of  the  American  Road 
Builders'  Association;  and  Chairman  of 
President  Herbert  Hoover's  Highway 
Safety  Council.  President  Calvin 
Coolidge  appointed  him  a  member  of  a 
flve-man  delegation  to  attend  the  Pan- 
American  Road  Congress  which  was 
held  in  1925  in  South  America. 

Page  was  a  president  and  director  of 
the  Raleigh  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He 
was  also  president  of  the  Raleigh  Rotary 
Club. 

Upon  his  retirement  from  highway  work 
in  1929  until  his  death  in  1934,  he  was  a 
vice-president  of  the  Wachovia  Bank  and 
Trust  Company.

Plaque  Dedicated 

A  BRONZE  PLAQUE  commemorating 
one  of  North  Carolina's  outstanding 
pioneer  roadbuilders  was  unveiled  in  the 
lobby  of  the  new  highway  building  in 
Raleigh,  April  30. 

Dr.  Henry  Jordan  presided  over  cere- 
monies dedicating  the  Frank  Page  Memo- 
rial Plaque. 

Dr.  Edwin  McNeil  Poteat,  pastor  of 
Raleigh's  PuUen  Memorial  Baptist 
Church,  gave  the  invocation. 

Dr.  Jordan  read  a  joint  resolution  of 
the  1935  legislature  directing  that  a 
plaque  in  memory  of  Frank  Page  be 
placed  "either  in  the  corridor  of  the 
Capitol  or  a  highway  building  when 
built."  An  appropriation  of  $500  was  made 
for  this  plaque. 

Jordan  then  recognized  former  commis- 
sioners present  for  the  ceremonies.  The 
follcwing  men,  with  their  years  on  the 
Commission,  were  recognized:  T.  F.  Hick- 
erson  of  Chapel  Hill,  1915-19;  J.  C.  McBee

Jordan  then  introduced  E.  B.  Jeffress 
of  Chapel  Hill,  the  only  former  highway 
chairman  who  could  be  present.  Jeffress 
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II  HEN  THE  ceiling  of  the  Beaucatcher 
Tunnel  in  Asheville  needed  repairs  and 
fresh  paint  this  spring,  bridge  mainten- 
ance superintendent  F.  S.  Yount  was 
called  in  to  do  the  job. 

He  faced  a  two-fold  problem  in  painting 
the  ceiling  of  the  1,200  foot  tunnel:  How 
to  keep  tralTic  moving  while  the  repairs 
were  made  and  how  to  protect  his  work- 
men at  the  same  time. 

First,  a  rolling  scaffold  with  four  16- 
inch  wheels  to  span  both  traffic  lanes  was 
made.  The  top  of  the  scaffold  was  floored 
solid  with  plywood.  The  platform  gave 
the  workmen  standing  room  and  neither 
paint  nor  material  could  fall  on  traffic 
underneath.  A  canvas  curtain  was  hung 
on  each  side  of  the  scaffold  to  protect 
traffic  from  damage. 
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Then  the  crew  wirebrushed  the  ceiling. 
Next  all  cracks  were  cleaned  and  cut  deep 
and  large  enough  for  insertion  of  copper 
drain  pipes.  The  pipes  were  then  covered 
with  concrete.  The  pipes  will  funnel  off 
excess  Avater  and  prevent  large  icicles 
from  forming  next  winter. 

Two  coats  of  Master  Tex  were  brushed 
on  by  six  men  on  top  and  three  men  on 
each  side.  The  tunnel  was  lighted  by  ex- 
posed wire  so  the  current  was  cut  off  to 
protect  the  workmen.  Two  D-C  generators 
furnished  light  for  the  workmen  and  red 
danger  lights — to  warn  the  travelling 
public — on  the  rolling  scaffold. 

With  heavy  traffic  passing  underneath, 
the  workmen  were  especially  watchful  of 
car  fumes.  Not  a  single  accident  occurred.

Barely  larger  than  a  postage  stamp,  the 
SR-4  strain  gauge  is  an  amazing  device 
used  by  the  Research  Department  of  the 
Division  of  Materials  for  stress  analysis. 
The  gauge  can  be  used  to  measure  static 
or  slowly  varying  strains,  strains  result- 
ing from  impact  loads,  and  dynamic 
strains  with  frequencies  up  to  50,000 
cycles  per  second.  It  is  capable  of  detect- 
ing" movements  of  one-millionth  of  an 
inch. 

The  principle  of  the  SR-4  strain  gauge 
is  very  simple.  Fundamentally  it  is  a 
length  of  tine  copper-nickel  wire  arranged 
in  a  grid  and  bonded  to  a  special  paper 
base.  The  wire,  of  course,  is  the  strain- 
sensitive  element.

As  used,  the  gauge  is  securely  bonded 
with  nitro-cellulose  cement  to  the  speci- 
men to  be  tested.  When  stress  is  applied 
to  the  gauge,  it  is  strained  or  deformed — 
in  either  tension  or  compression — the 
same  as  the  test  piece.  Strain  may  be  de- 
fined as  change  of  length  per  unit  length ; 
stress  is  defined  as  applied  force  per  unit 
area. 

Under  field  conditions  or  when  exposed 
to  excess  moisture,  the  strain  gauge  must 
be  completely  waterproofed,  the  method 
varying  with  the  specific  requirements. 
Usually  a  combination  of  sheet  rubber, 
rubber  cement,  petrolatum,  and  plastic 
roofing  putty  is  used  for  field  installation, 
while  in  the  laboratory  a  coating  of 
Cerese  or  Petrosene  wax  is  usually  suffi- 
cient. 

To  measure  strain,  a  small  electric 
current  is  passed  through  the  strain 
gauge.  Change  of  resistance  of  the  wire 
varies  with  the  applied  strain  or  change 
in  length  of  the  wire.  This  change  in 
resistance,  measured  in  micro-inches  per 
inch  by  appropriate  instruments,  is  a 
very  accurate  measure  of  the  strain,  and 
consequently,  the  stress  or  load.  Measur- 
ing instruments  that  may  be  used  to 
record  strain  are  a  simple  potentiometer, 
a  good  Wheatstone  bridge  with  a  sensi- 
tive galvanometer,  or  an  electronic  strain 
indicator.  The  latter  is  used  by  the 
Research  Department.  For  recording 
dynamic  strains,  an  oscillograph  or  an 
oscilloscope  must  be  used. 

At  present,  laboratory  technicians  of 
the  Research  Department,  under  C.  E. 
Proudley,  Chief  Materials  Engineer,  and 


the  immediate  supervision  of  A.  D. 
Morgan,  Materials  Research  Engineer, 
are  engaged  in  several  projects  utilizing 
SR-4  strain  gauges.  On  State  Project  8521 
— the  relocation  of  US-70  between  Old 
Fort  and  Ridgecrest — strain  gauges  were 
installed  in  a  66-inch  corrugated  metal 
pipe.  This  pipe  is  576-feet  long  and  is 
covered  by  173  feet  of  fill — the  highest 
highway  fill  in  the  United  States.  Strain 
gauges  are  being  used  in  the  pipe  to 
determine  its  behavior  under  this  tre- 
mendous load.  Measurements  of  strains 
have  been  taken  at  frequent  intervals 
since  the  culvert  was  first  assembled  and 
are  to  be  continued  for  a  period  of 
years.  Strains  developing  in  the  pipe 
as  the  fill  continues  to  settle  may  thus 
be  observed  and  analyzed. 

In  addition  to  the  metal  pipe  research, 
strain  gauges  are  being  used  both  in  the 
field  and  in  the  laboratory  to  determine 
stresses  produced  in  concrete  pavements 
by  temperature  and  moisture  content

FOREMEN,  NOTE 

The  safety  department  has  had 
several  complaints  regarding  the  placing 
of  "Slow"  and  "One-Way  Traffic"  signs 
on  heavily-travelled  highways  when  main- 
tenance work  was  being  done.  Proper 
precautions  were  not  taken  to  warn  the 
motorists  and  protect  the  workmen.  The 
warning  signs  were  not  placed  far  enough 
in  advance  of  the  work  operations. 

The  Safety  Rules  and  Regulations  say: 
"Particular  attention  must  be  given  to 
the  proper  advance  warning  of  traffic 
where  patching  operations  are  being  con- 
ducted on  a  curve,  or  hill,  and  are  hidden 
from  the  view  of  an  approaching  driver. 
The  same  applies  to  patching  operations 
adjacent  to  narrow  bridges  or  other  haz- 
ardous points  or  conditions,  such  as  when 
working  In  heavy  traffic.  Double  advance 
warning,  with  flags,  signs  and  lights,  is 
required  when  these  extra  hazardous  con- 
ditions exist,  and  in  addition,  a  flagman 
must  be  stationed  to  warn  traffic  when 
there  is  poor  visibility  in  the  approach 
to  the  hazardous  situation.  Where  major 
maintenance  operations,  as  patching  or 
resurfacing,  interferes  with  traffic,  a  sign 
shall  be  placed  500  feet  in  advance  of  the 
operations  warning  traffic  to  'Slow  to  15 
Miles.'  When  one-way  traffic  is  necessary, 
a  sign  'Slow  —  One-Way  Traffic'  should 
be  erected  300  feet  to  400  feet  in  advance 
of  the  speed  restriction."

Second  district  Engineer  Charles 
Alexander  ("Buck')  Hayworth  of  the 
Eleventh  was  born  February  21,  1890,  in 
Chattanooga,  Tennessee.  He  attended 
Carson  Newman  College  and  Baker 
Heimel  for  three  years. 

May  1,  1921,  he  was  hired  by  the  State 
Highway  Commission  as  a  resident  engi- 
neer. A  month  later  when  the  State  was 
expanded  from  five  to  nine  districts,  he 
worked  out  of  Winston-Salem  in  Forsyth 
and  Stokes  County  in  the  old  Seventh 
District.  Frank  Page  was  Chairman. 
Charlie  Upham  was  State  Highway  Engi- 
neer, and  the  fifty  million  dollar  bond 
issue  had  just  been  passed.  Hayworth 
was  located  in  Rural  Hall  as  resident 
icngineer.  His  first  road  of  grading  top 
soil  construction  was  built  between 
Winston-Salem  and  the  Stokes  County 
line.  The  material  was  moved  entirely 
with  mules  and  wheelers. 

His  next  big  job  was  resident  engineer 
on  the  first  reinforced  concrete  pavement 
built  by  the  State  out  of  Winston-Salem 
on  NC  60  (now  US  421)  to  the  Yadkin 
River.  Hayworth  recalls,  "It  took  about 
18  months  to  complete  this  project.  We 
used  one  steam  shovel,  one  Rex  Paver, 
one  asphalt  plant  and  about  50  mules  and 
wheelers."  On  his  next  project — 12  miles 
of  concrete  pavement  from  Winston-Salem 
to  Guilford  County — only  one  concrete 
paver  plus  75  mules  and  wheelers  was 
used.  Forsyth  County  furnished  prisoners 
as  laborers. 

In  1926,  he  worked  briefly  in  the 
Raleigh  office  as  resident  maintenance 
engineer  under  W.  E.  Hawkins.  Later 
he  moved  back  to  construction  in  the 
Piedmont  and  western  part  of  the  State. 
He  covered  all  types  of  road  work — 
grading,  concrete  and  asphalt  pavement, 
topsoil,  etc. — from  the  Georgia  line  near 
Murphy  to  the  Virginia  line  near  Reids- 
ville.  When  the  State  took  over  the 
county  roads  in  1931,  the  State  was  again 
livided  five  ways  with  division  engineers 
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handling  maintenance  and  four  con- 
struction engineers  handling  all  construc- 
tion. Hayworth  handled  construction  in 
the  western  part  of  the  State.  He  re- 
members, "We  had  a  large  amount  of 
municipal  work  in  Winston-Salem,  Char- 
lotte, Gastonia  and  Asheville."

James  Ryburn  (R.R.)  Yarbro  started 
over  30  years  ago  with  the  Commission 
as  a  truck  driver  in  old  District  Eight 
under  District  Engineer  H.  E.  Noell. 
A.  P.  Eskridge  was  maintenance  engineer 
at  the  time.

Prison  Report 


Progress  Made  at  Women's  Prison 


/ompletion  of  a  trim,  new  administration  building, 
tlie  construction  of  two  cottages  for  the  honor  grade 
prisoners,  and  a  growing  fryer  and  layer  program  are 
evidence  that  real  progress  is  being  made  at  the  Women's 
Prison. 

June  2,  the  administrative  and  clerical  staff  moved 
into  their  brand  new  administration  building.  From  a 
small,  crowded  three-olHce  frame  building,  they  moved 
into  a  compact  one-story  cement  block  building  with 
brick  veneer. 

Inside  there  is  a  large  lobby,  an  information  booth  and 
telephone  switchboard,  a  combination  conference  and 
class  room,  a  comfortable  visiting  room,  and  eight  offices. 
The  walls  are  painted  a  restful  shade  of  green.  A  display 
cabinet  for  the  crafts  made  by  the  girls  is  in  the  lobby. 

In  the  visiting  room,  inmates  can  visit  informally  with 
their  families  on  Sunday  afternoons.  There  are  informal 
groupings  of  comfortable  chairs  and  small  tables.  The 
modern  furniture  was  made  possible  by  the  donations 
of  interested  Raleigh  church  and  civic  groups  and  the 
profits  from  the  prison  commissary. 

Outside  the  fence,  that  surrounds  the  Women's  Prison, 
a  neat  one-story  honor  cottage  is  nearing  completion.  It 
will  accommodate  3  6  colored  girls.  Each  honor  prisoner 
will  live  in  a  small,  individual  room.  There  will  be  a 
games  room  and  a  central  living  room. 

Construction  on  a  second  honor  cottage,  for  white 
women,  is  well  underway.  It  should  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy in  August.  Right  now  the  girls  in  the  craft  room 
are  making  drapes,  bedspreads  and  rugs  for  each  room 
in  the  honor  cottages.  They're  using  discarded  scraps  or 
donated  material  to  weave  colorful  draperies. 


Reeves  and  Holloway,  Raleigh  architects  on  the 
Women's  Prison  renovations,  designed  the  new  buildings 
for  good  control,  security  and  comfort.  The  windows, 
specially  designed  for  Women's  Prison,  are  bar-less  but 
constructed  for  maximum  security. 

Farm  supervisor  Lewis  C.  Smith,  a  State  College  grad- 
uate in  farm  management,  is  responsible  for  the  smooth 
running  of  the  farm,  poultry,  beef  and  swine  programs  at 
the  Women's  Prison.  With  the  advice  of  the  Soil  Con- 
servation Department,  he  has  directed  the  drainage  and 
development  of  54  acres  of  worthless  swampland  into 
pastures.  Eight  baby  beef  graze  on  the  reclaimed  pas- 
tureland  now.  It  is  hoped  the  herd  can  eventually  be 
built  up  to  25. 

A  fryer  raising  program  was  the  first  step  in  the  de- 
velopment of  a  poultry  industry.  The  new  brooder  house 
provides  space  for  raising  4,500  fryers  now.  Former 
facilities  were  inadequate;  there  was  room  for  only  400 
fryers.  Today  4,500  day-old  chicks  can  be  raised  and 
ready  in  ten  weeks  for  use  on  prison  menus.  There  are 
more  than  enough  fryers  to  supply  the  needs  of  Women's 
Prison.  The  surplus  is  sent  to  the  cold  storage  warehouse 
at  Central  Prison  for  distribution  to  the  State's  prison 
camps.  Future  plans  call  for  enlarging  brooder  facilities 
so  that  20,000  fryers  can  be  raised  every  ten  weeks. 

Layer  production  has  been  stepped  up  from  500  to 
1,000  hens.  This  increased  production  adequately  fills 
the  need  for  eggs  at  the  prison. 

Caring  for  the  fryers  and  layers  has  proved  a  good 
work  activity  for  the  inmates.  It  trains  them  for  such 
work  upon  their  release  from  prison.

The  following  letter  was  recently  sent  to  all  Ohio  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  employees  by  S.  O.  Linzell,  Director  of 
Highways: 

"Dear  Fellow  Worker: 

"This  year  every  employee  of  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment was  judged  by  his  supervisor  on  nineteen  different 
phases  of  his  work.  One  of  these  is  'public  relations'. 

"To  many  of  you  this  is  the  first  time  you  have  realized 
that  'public  relations'  was  a  part  of  your  job.  Perhaps  you 
are  in  doubt  as  to  what  is  expected  of  you  in  regards  to 
dealing  with  the  public. 

"It  is  essential  for  every  enterprise,  both  public  and 
private,  to  maintain  the  respect  and  goodwill  of  the  com- 
munity. You  are  the  representatives  of  the  State  Highway 
Department  in  your  neighborhood  and  town.  Your  public 
relations  job  is  even  more  important  because  the  people  of 
Ohio  are  interested  in  the  highways,  and  as  taxpayers  they 
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have  a  right  to  question  the  way  their  tax  money  is  being; 
spent. 

"We  know  that  we  are  doing  a  good  job,  but  it  is  up  to  us 
to  tell  the  public  about  our  accomplishments,  problems,  and 
responsibilities  in  order  to  receive  public  support  for  oui 
program. 

"Under  the  heading  of  public  relations  everyone  was 
rated  as  to  his  methods  of  meeting  and  dealing  with  the 
public.  Is  he  courteous?  Does  he  avoid  sarcasm?  Does  he  give 
the  public  a  good  impression  of  the  department?  Is  he  help' 
ful?  Has  he  the  ability  to  work  harmoniously  with  co-work- 
ers and  supervisors?  Is  he  tactful?  Does  he  have  a  pleasant 
disposition?  Does  he  work  diligently? 

"Very  few  of  us  can  answer  'yes'  to  all  of  these  questions 
even  when  we  are  in  our  homes,  so  it  is  safe  to  assume  thai 
we  are  sometimes  lacking  in  our  capacities  as  representa- 
tives of  the  Ohio  Department  of  Highways. 

"The  best  advertisement  for  the  department  is  the  em- 
ployee who  takes  pride  in  his  job,  and  never  belittles  his 
work  or  the  work  of  others.  He  does  a  creditable  job  ir 
private  and  business  life.  He  is  constantly  striving  to  im- 
prove himself,  and  by  doing  so  he  Improves  his  work  and  his 
department.  Remember — you  are  the  state  highway  depart 
ment  in  the  eyes  of  others. 

"Most  highway  personnel  have  done  an  excellent  job  o; 
creating  goodwill  for  our  organization.  If  you  will  be  publi( 
relations  conscious,  you  can  further  improve  the  respect  oi 
the  citizens  of  Ohio  for  their  highway  department.  Remem 
ber  —  we  are  dependent  on  them  for  the  success  of  oui 
program."

WITH  THE  COMMISSIONERS 


The  last  few  months  have  been  busy 
ones  for  the  15  men  Governor  Umstead 
appointed  to  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission in  May.  In  line  with  the  Gover- 
nor's policy  that  the  Commission  bring 
its  work  closer  to  the  people,  the  com- 
missioners have  been  travelling  exten- 
sively in  their  various  divisions.  They've 
done  a  lot  of  listening  by  meeting  and 
talking  with  the  local  governing  bodies. 
The  Commissioners  have  carried  the 
word  that  the  bond  money  has  been 
spent  or  already  allocated  to  specific 
projects.  From  now  on,  the  emphasis 
will  be  on  rebuilding  the  primary 
system  and  maintaining  the  present 
loads. 

In  the  First  Division,  J.  Emmett 
VVinslow  has  made  arrangements  for 
the  purchase  of  a  14.3  mile  tract  of 
[and  from  the  Perquimans  County 
Board  of  Commissioners.  The  site  was 
part  of  the  county  home  property  and 
is  about  two  miles  north  of  Hertford  on 
US  17.  Part  of  the  land  will  be  used  for 
a  concrete  and  brick-veneer  building, 
208  feet  long  by  60  feet  wide,  which 
will  contain  an  office,  stock  room, 
machine  shop  and  repair  shop.  Another 
portion  will  be  used  for  a  park  for 
public  picnics  and  outings.  The  land 
:ost  $7,500. 

Winslow  announced  that  the  new  22- 
2ar  ferry  would  be  named  "Governor 
Jmstead"  and  was  put  in  operation  in 
\ugust. 

Commissioner  H.  Maynard  Hicks  of 
Snow  Hill  got  off  to  a  good  start  in  his 
livision.  In  June,  he  held  an  open  meet- 
ing in  the  Greenville  highway  office  for 
ill  the  chairmen  and  clerks  of  the 
county  boards  of  commissioners  in  his 
area. 

The  Commissioner  urged  that  the 
work  of  the  Highway  Commission  be 
brought  closer  to  the  people.  He  asked 
the  county  commissioners  to  bring  their 
road  problems  to  him  and  to  his  as- 
sistants in  the  division  and  district 
offices.  He  requested  that  the  county 
commissioners  screen  very  carefully  any 
request  for  the  addition  of  roads  to  the 
IState  system.  Hicks  announced  that  he 
[would  be  in  the  division  office  every 
Wednesday  afternoon  to  discuss  road 
problems  with  county  representatives. 

The  GREENVILLE  REFLECTOR  said 
later:  "If  the  local  governing  boards 
throughout  the  second  highway  division 
adhere  to  the  commissioner's  plea  for 
closer  work  between  communities  and 
the  highway  commission,  strive  for 
closer  work  with  the  communities,  great 
dividends  in  better  road  systems  will  be 
ihad  by  the  division  as  a  whole. 


"At  the  same  time,  work  between 
highway  officials  and  the  people  of  in- 
dividual communities  is  being  more 
closely  coordinated,  work  on  highway 
projects  between  citizens  of  individual 
communities  must  likewise  be  more 
closely  coordinated. 

"Commissioner  Hicks  has  offered  a 
sound  suggestion  to  citizens  and  all 
government  units  of  the  second  division. 
It  should  prove  profitable  to  the  area 
as  a  whole  if  followed  by  both  highway 
officials  and  local  government  officials 
and  citizens." 

Site  Pound 

Commissioner  C.  Heide  Trask  an- 
nounced at  the  July  Commission  meet- 
ing that  a  35-acre  site  had  been  found 
near  Wilmington  for  the  new  Third 
Division  headquarters.  The  Commission 
approved  the  purchase  from  the  New 
Hanover  County  Commissioners  of  3  5 
acres  at  $150  per  acre. 

The  Wilmington  Star  said:  "C.  Heide 
Trask  is  making  a  good  start  as  com- 
missioner of  North  Carolina's  third  high- 
way division. 

Shortly  after  he  took  office,  he 
assured  location  of  the  new  division 
headquarters  at  Wilmington.

Commissioner  Robinson  met  with  the 
Johnston  County  board  of  commis- 
sioners. T.  J.  McKim  reported  on  a  new 
survey  being  made  on  relocating  US  301 
through  Johnston  County.  He  indicated 
the  relocated  highway  would  run  with- 
in 2,0  0  0  feet  of  Smithfleld.  Arrange- 
ments were  made  for  the  county  com- 
missioners to  meet  with  representatives 
of  the  State  at  a  later  date  for  a  further 
conference. 

Commissioner  Donnie  A.  Sorrell  met 
with  representatives  of  the  Durham  city 
and  county  governments  and  the 
Durham  Chamber  of  Commerce,  June 
30.  Their  representatives  agreed  to 
draw  up  a  list  of  highway  needs,  in 
order  of  their  importance,  to  submit  to 
the  State  Highway  Commission.  They 
decided  to  draw  up  one  long-range  pro- 
gram for  meeting  highway  needs  in 
Durham  County.

Commissioner  James  A.  Gray,  Jr., 
held  his  first  hearing  in  June  in  the 
Stokes  County  Superior  Courthouse  in 
Danbury.

Ceremonies  Mark 

Opening  of  Road 

Impressive  ceremonies  marked  the 
completion  and  the  June  22  opening  of 
the  Heintooga  Ridge  Road,  a  new  five 
mile  link  between  the  Great  Smoky 
Mountains  National  Park  and  the  Blue 
Ridge  Parkway  in  western  North  Caro- 
lina. 

Kelly  E.  Bennett,  chairman  of  the 
North  Carolina  National  Park,  Parkway 
and  Forrests  Development  Commission 
presided.  Charles  E.  Ray  of  Waynesville 
introduced  the  principal  speaker,  Conrad 
L.  Wirth  of  Washington,  D.  C,  who  is 
director  of  the  National  Park  Service. 

In  his  dedicatory  address,  Mr.  Wirth 
complimented  the  leadership  of  North 
Carolina  and  Tennessee  residents  in 
bringing  about  the  establishment  and 
development  of  the  park. 

State  Highway  Commissioner  W. 
Ralph  Winkler  of  Boone  introduced 
Fourteenth  Division  Commissioner 
Harry  E.  Buchanan  and  Charles  McD. 
Puckette,  general  manager  of  the  CHAT- 
TANOOGA TIMES  and  a  member  of  the 
joint  North  Carolina-Tennessee  Commit- 
tee for  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains 
National  Park.  Each  spoke  briefly  in  ac- 
cepting the  road  for  the  public.  The 
mile-high  Heintooga  Overlook  was  the 
scene  of  the  noon  dedication  ceremonies. 

The  Heintooga-Blue  Ridge  Parkway 
scenic  spur,  totalling  12  miles  in  length, 
is  at  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Chero- 


kee Indian  Reservation,  which  the 
motorist  may  reach  by  continuing  west 
from  Soco  Gap  on  US  19.  Nearly  all  the 
scenic  highway  is  a  mile  high  or  more 
and  has  numerous  overlooks  giving  an 
unexcelled  view  of  the  Great  Smokies. 
Because  of  its  high  altitude,  this  new 
road  is  closed  during  the  winter,  but  is 
open  from  May  to  November.

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Landslides-Why?

For  many  years,  it  was  thought  that 
landslides  occurred  only  along  mountain 
highways.  A  recent  survey  shows  this  is 
not  true.  On  the  contrary,  slides  occur 
on  Piedmont  and  coastal  plain  highways 
as  well.  Only  the  underlying  causes  are 
different. 

The  movement  or  slipping  of  a  mass 
of  earth  or  rock  is  a  landslide.  Three 
factors  cause  earth  or  rocks  to  tumble 
onto  the  State's  highways:  climate 
(freezing,  thawing  and  weathering  of 
rock),  underground  water,  and  geolog- 
ical structure  (faults,  dykes,  intrusive 
bodies  and  layering  of  rocks). 

Last  April  slides  which  occurred  on 
US  321  about  nine  miles  south  of  Boone 
were  apparently  caused  by  underground 
water.  Upon  studying  the  area,  I  found 
the  trouble  was  due  not  so  much  to  the 
presence  of  underground  water  as  to 
the  freezing  and  thawing  of  this  under- 
ground water.  Although  the  slope  had 
been  properly  constructed,  the  freezing 
and  thawing  of  water  had  caused 
seepage  through  the  joint  planes.  This, 
in  turn,  caused  them  to  separate.  The 
result?  A  large  number  of  smaller,  lesser 
joint  planes  were  formed.  The  angle  of 
the  slope  had  changed  and  the  surface 
material  was  sliding  along  the  slope 
plane  toward  the  highway.  To  correct 
this  condition,  it  was  suggested  that  a 
wider  angle  slope  be  cut  in  this  area 
with  less  dependence  on  the  physical 
characteristics  of  the  rock. 

Many  people  think  that  underground 
water  alone  causes  most  slides.  True, 
underground  water  is  responsible  for 
about  65  per  cent  of  all  slides.  How- 
ever, 3  5  per  cent  are  caused  by  struc- 
tural topography,  climate  and  rock 
formation. 

I  have  seen  many  examples  of  under- 
ground water  causing  slides  on  high- 
ways across  the  State.  In  many  cases 
during  blasting,  small  springs  were 
blinded  and  neglected.  Later  when  these 
springs  were  active,  they  produced  small 
reservoirs  which  loosened  materials 
along  the  cuts.  In  time,  moisture  from 
the  inside  and  oxidation  from  the  out- 
side combined  to  loosen  the  surface 
material  which  then  slid  to  the  highway. 

The  placing  of  proper  drain  tiles  or 
perforated  pipe  as  artificial  outlets  for 
these  springs  usually  corrected  the 
condition. 
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The  position  of  dip  and  strike  of  a 
formation  is  important  in  cuts  along  the 
highway.  If  stratified  rocks  dip  in  the 
direction  of  the  slope  of  the  hill  of 
which  they  form  a  part,  slipping  is 
initiated  along  the  bedding  planes  of  the 
formation.  Cleavage  might  produce  the 
same  kind  of  slipping.  Slides  of  this  type 
are  likely  to  start  from  artificial  causes. 
If  the  stratification  of  cleavage  planes 
dips  towards  the  face  of  a  slope,  the 
removal  of  rocks  during  grading  leaves 
the  material  unsupported. 

Sometimes  dykes  and  faults  running 
through  an  area  can  cause  slides.  Small 
intrusive  bodies  also  contribute  to  the 
trouble.  On  the  new  road — US  441 — 
between  Franklin  and  Dillsboro,  ex- 
amples of  all  these  problems  were  ob- 
served. It  was  suggested  that  properly 
placed  benches  and  correct  angle  of 
slope  would  prevent  or  minimize  any 
trouble  in  these  cuts. 

My  service  and  advice  is  available  to 
those  who  work  with  the  problem  of 
landslides  on  the  highway.

Commissioner  Harry  Buchanan  plans 
to  do  most  of  his  office  work  from  the 
Hendersonville  office. 

Paul  J.  DuPre  is  the  district  engi- 
neer; Ernest  H.  Webb  is  maintenance 
supervisor;  Mrs.  William  E.  Strider,  Jr., 
is  the  secretary. 

DuPre  has  been  with  the  Commission 
since  1936.  He  served  with  the  Armed 
Forces  during  World  War  II.  Prior  to 
the  war,  he  had  worked  in  the  old 
Tenth  Division  which  included  Hender- 
son County.  He  was  stationed  at  North 
Wilkesboro  before  coming  here. 

Buchanan  announced  that  public 
meetings  would  be  held  each  month. 
The  meeting  places  will  be  rotated 
through  the  counties  of  the  division 
until  after  two  months,  a  meeting  will 
have  been  held  in  each  county.

Paving  Tested 

A  two-mile  section  of  US  301  near 
Godwin  in  Cumberland  County  may  hold 
the  answers  to  miles  of  highway  paving 
questions. 

The  two-mile  strip  is  an  outdoor 
laboratory  for  bituminous  fontractor's 
and  the  Highway's  research  engineers. 
The  Commission  hopes  to  get  an  accu- 
rate idea  of  which  of  14  different  types 
of  bituminous  and  asphalt  resurfacing 
stand  up  best  under  heavy  traffic. 

The  experiment  was  started  more 
than  a  year  ago.  Several  months  were 
spent  in  selecting  a  suitable  location. 
The  Godwin  section  was  picked  because 
it  is  on  one  of  the  heaviest — travelled 
roads  in  the  State  and  because  it  was 
badly  worn.  It  had  a  very  high  type  of 
bituminous  surfacing  which  had  been 
in  service  only  17  months  but  had 
failed  and  was  considered  hazai'dous. 

In  preparation  for  the  experiment,  the 
bituminous  surfacing  was  scraped  off 
with  road  machines  and  the  old  and 
worn  concrete  pavement  was  exposed  to 
traffic  again. 

Last  fall,  highway  forces  and  con- 
tractors' workers  divided  the  test  section 
into  14  sub-sections  of  1,000  feet  each. 
Into  each  sub-section,  a  different  bitu- 
minous surfacing  mixture  was  spread. 
Records  were  kept  on  each  of  the  14 
test  mixtures. 

The  strip  was  graded  in  1926,  and 
paved  with  16-foot  wide  concrete. 
After  12  years  of  service,  three  curves 
were  relocated  and  paved  with  seven- 
inch  concrete,  20  feet  wide.  The  re- 
mainder was  widened  from  16  to  20  feet. 

Results  of  the  tests  should  be  ready 
late  this  fall.

Work  Progresses  on 

Pigeon  River  Road 

Work  was  ahead  of  schedule  on  the 
grading  and  structures  of  the  Pigeon 
River  Road.  The  contractors,  A.  B.  Biur- 
ton  Company,  started  work  on  the  6.. 5 9 
mile  improvement  in  April.  Since  then, 
the  contractors  have  been  blasting 
through  rock  on  both  the  Tennessee  side 
and  the  North  Carolina  side.  The  Pigeon 
River  canyon  is  an  isolated,  uninhabited 
section.  Since  it  is  in  such  an  inaccessi- 
ble territory,  contract  forces  have  been 
walking  part  of  their  way  to  work  each 
day. 

The  Pigeon  River  project  is  the  first 
link  in  a  proposed  2  2-mile  road  from 
Waterville  at  the  Tennessee  line  through 
the  Pigeon  River  Gorge  to  Cove  Creek. 
The  highest  elevation  on  the  new  road 
will  be  about  2,500  feet.  The  maximum 
grade  is  not  expected  to  exceed  five  per 
cent.  The  proposed  alignment  calls  for  a 
800-1000  foot  tunnel  through  solid  rock 
between  Cold  Springs  and  the  Tennessee 
line. 


Work  Starts  on  New  Shops 

The  Commission  plans  to  construct 
three  brick  and  concrete  block  division 
highway  shops  at  Wilmington,  Hertford 
and  Sylva.  The  buildings  will  be  208 
feet  long  and  60  feet  wide  with  concrete 
floors  and  brick-veneer  walls.  Each  will 
be  laid  out  for  a  45  by  50-foot  office  and 
stock  room,  a  45  by  4  5-foot  machine 
shop  and  a  45  by  15-foot  lavatory,  toilet, 
machinery,  and  heating  space.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  building  will  be  used 
as  a  repair  shop. 

Bridge  maintenance  department  crews 
or  local  contractors  will  erect  the  walls 
and  main  sections  of  the  buildings. 

The  Wilmington  shop  will  serve  the 
new  Third  Division;  the  Hertford  shop, 
the  new  First  Highway  Division;  and 
the  Sylva  shop,  the  new  14th  Highway 
Division.

PAUL  DAVIS  MILLER

Cheaper  by  the  dozen,"  so  the 
father  of  Paul  Davis  Miller  must  have 
thought  when  the  stork  made  his 
twelfth  appearance  at  the  Miller  home 
in  New  London,  Stanly  County.  Paul 
Davis  Miller  was  horn  in  1900.  He's 
given  over  30  years  service  to  the  Com- 
mission. Another  of  the  twelve  Miller 
children,  John  Daniel  Miller,  is  the  as- 
sistant to  the  First  Division  Engineer  at 
Ahoskie.  He,  too,  is  a  3  0-year  man. 

From  his  first  work  as  rodman  under 
resident  engineer  Roy  Williamson  at 
Weldon  in  19  22,  Paul  Davis  Miller  has 
climbed  the  ladder  of  experience 
through  "the  good  old  days",  and  some 
not  so  good.  Today  he  is  one  of  the 
State's  best  district  engineers. 

He  has  seen  roadbuilding  progress 
during  the  past  30  years.  In  the  early 
days,  he  remembers  a  seven-mile  paving 
job  near  Ayden  which  took  a  year  to 
complete.  He  recalls  that  laying  500  to 
600  feet  of  16-foot  wide  concrete  paving 
was  considered  a  good  day's  work.  To- 
day, more  than  triple  that  amount,  2  2 
feet  wide,  can  be  paved  in  a  day. 

He  also  remembers  when  contractors 
used  mules  to  pull  one-half  yard  wheel- 
ers— a  far  cry  from  the  20  and  30  yard 
grading  pans  of  today. 

The  high  traffic  volumes  of  today 
proved  the  pavement  which  was  ade- 
quate for  the  twenties  to  be  too  narrow 
for  modern  needs.  In  recent  years, 
widening  projects  have  been  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  State's  construction 
program.  Two  problems  of  this  work 
were  excavating  the  trench  for  the  wid- 
ening and  disposing  of  the  excavation. 
Miller  built  a  special  bucket  or  scoop 
for  cutting  the  trench.  With  this  scoop 
attached  to  the  payloader,  it  is  possible 
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to  cut  a  uniform  trench  and  load  the 
excavation  in  trucks.  No  checking  in- 
struments are  needed  to  cut  a  ditch 
with  square  shoulders  on  the  outside 
and  to  the  exact  width  and  depth  de- 
sired. Hand  labor  is  eliminated.  A  motor 
grader  is  used  to  scarify  the  area  to  be 
excavated.  Time  and  labor  are  saved. 
A  mile  or  more  per  day  can  be  com- 
pleted. The  trench  can  be  filled  im- 
mediately behind  the  excavation.  That 
provides  greater  safety  for  the  traveling 
public  as  an  open  ditch  over  night  is 
eliminated. 

May  7,  1927,  Miller  was  married  to 
Nellie  Moore  in  Chase  City,  Virginia. 
They  have  two  sons.  The  older,  Dave, 
is  a  19  51  honor  graduate  in  chemical 
engineering  from  State  College.  He  just 
earned  his  master's  degree  from  State- 
The  younger  Miller,  John  Aubrey,  is  a 
15-year  old  Statesville  High  School 
Student.  The  Millers  are  Baptists.

In  JUNE,  General  Motors  announced  the  winners  of  their 
national  Better  Highway  Awards  contest. 

Robert  Moses,  New  York  City  Commissioner  of  Parks,  won 
the  $25,000  top  national  award  in  the  contest  which  General 
Motors  sponsored  to  stimulate  widespread  thinking  and  dis- 
cussion about  America's  highway  problem. 

Moses  proposed  a  10-year  program.  It's  a  $50  billion  plan — 
$5  billion  a  year  for  a  construction  war  on  poor  roads.  He 
suggested  heavy  reliance  on  increasing  the  Federal  gasoline 
tax  and  doubling  Federal  allocation  of  funds  for  highway  con- 
struction and  maintenance.  He  suggested  raising  state  taxes 
in  the  few  low-tax  areas  and  increasing  the  ton-mile  tax  on 
trucks  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

He  also,  like  many  other  contestants  and  other  highway 
authorities,  suggested  heavy  reliance  on  loll  roads.  Toll  roads.

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he  thinks,  are  the  answer  wherever  highway  use  is  adequate 
to  guarantee  amortization  of  revenue  bonds  for  road  construc- 
tion. 

Winner  of  the  South  Atlantic  regional  award  ($2,500)  was 
Lewis  W.  Waters,  Jr.,  a  wage-rate  supervisor  in  the  automatic 
blanket  department  of  the  General  Electric  plant  in  Asheboro. 
Waters  thinks  the  solution  to  the  "highway  problem"  lies  in 
"thinking  big,  informing  and  selling  the  public  on  what  is 
needed.  Then  establish  limited  and  realistic  goals,  and  attack 
individual  segments  of  the  problem  one  at  a  time."  Waters 
would  have  a  complete  "audit"  made  of  existing  roads,  bridges 
and  rights-of-way,  and  their  classification  as  to  importance 
and  adequacy;  consultation  between  Federal,  State  and  local 
authorities  and  regional  groups  to  prepare  an  "integrated" 
highway  program;  an  analysis  of  "self-sustaining  revenue 
sources"  to  determine  the  best  and  fairest  methods  of  financing 
road  improvements;  and  a  special  effort  to  determine  what 
the  trucking  industry  should  pay  as  its  fair  share  toward 
highway  costs. 

Waters  argued  that  the  "most  effective  agency  for  approach- 
ing the  highway  problem,  under  our  form  of  government,  is 
the  State." 

Warren  J.  Wicker  of  Raleigh  was  named  winner  of  the 
$1,500  top  North  Carolina  award.  In  line  with  suggestions  of 
Moses,  Wicker  also  emphasizes  the  use  of  toll  roads  and 
l)ridges.  Wicker  concludes  that  "the  greatest  saving  in  highway 
construction  and  maintenance  costs  can  come  from  building 
only  the  highways  needed  and  no  more.  This  means  that  a 
weight  limit  must  be  set  for  each  highway  and  then  strictly 
enforced  ...  If  we  allow  overloading  on  our  highways,  we 
shall  have  to  pay  higher  maintenance  costs  and  the  adequacy 
of  our  system  will  soon  be  destroyed.  This  we  cannot  and 
should  not  afford.'' 

Whether  anything  beneficial  will  come  of  the  General 
Motors  contest  remains  to  be  seen.  It  has  at  least  focused 
attention  on  the  fact  that  our  national  highway  network  is 
becoming  more  inadequate  and  that  there  is  no  cheap  or  easy 
solution.

Motor  grader  operator  Henry  Clay 
3arswell  began  his  highway  work  on  a 
floating  gang  in  Burke  County  in  1922. 
3.  B.  Brinkley  was  his  foreman.  In  1924, 
Carswell  went  to  Avery  County  as  drill 
operator.  He  worked  on  the  old  Yonah- 
losse  Trail  (now  US  221).  In  1926,  he 
worked  with  Clayton  Constance  as  a  road 
machine  operator.  This  crew  operated  in 
Avery,  Mitchell,  Yancey,  Burke,  McDowell, 
and  Polk  counties  for  four  years. 

In  1930,  Carswell  worked  exclusively  in 
Avery  County.  George  Clark  was  his 
section  foreman.  He  helped  maintain  the 
Grandfather  Mountain  section  between 
Linville  and  Blowing  Rock.  In  1934,  Car- 
swell  was  promoted  to  his  present  posi- 
tion and  assigned  a  motor  grader.  Today 
he  operates  his  motor  grader  on  regular 
maintenance  and  construction  projects. 

He  was  born  July  16,  1899,  in  Morgan- 
ton.  He  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  M. 
Carswell.  March  4,  1942.  he  was  married 
to  Edna  Pritchard.  They  have  five  child- 
ren: Bobby,  Roy,  Mary,  Sandra,  and 
John  Henry.  Carswell  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Linville  Presbyterian  Church  for 
the  last  27  years.  Gardening  is  his  hobby.

North  Carolina  is  the  host  state  to  the 
southeastern  regional  highway  con- 
ference. Over  500  delegates,  wives  and 
officials  from  the  fourteen  member 
states  —  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida, 
Georgia,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Miss- 
issippi, North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  Virginia,  West  Virgina, 
Maryland,  Texas  —  and  Washington, 
D.  C,  are  expected  to  attend.  The  George 
Vanderbilt  Hotel  will  be  headquarters  for 
the  convention. 

The  two-day  session  will  get  underway 
with  registration  of  the  delegates  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  September  3  0. 
That  night,  the  board  of  directors  will 
have  an  executive  dinner  meeting. 

Thursday  morning,  October  1,  the 
general  session  will  open  with  SASHO 
president  E.  J.  James  of  Louisiana  pre- 
siding. Rev.  C.  Grier  Davis,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Ashe- 
ville, will  give  the  invocation.  Hon.  Earl 
W.  Eller,  Mayor  of  Asheville,  will 
welcome  the  delegates  to  Asheville. 
A.  H.  Graham  as  Chairman  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Highway  and  Public 
Works  Commission  will  bring  greetings 
to  the  assembly.  Governor  William  B. 
Umstead  will  welcome  the  delegates  to 
North  Carolina.  President  James  will 
respond  on  the  part  of  SASHO  and  then 
give  an  address. 

After  a  roll  call  of  states  by  secretary- 
treasurer  J.  A.  Kinkead,  the  main

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Commissioners  Tour  the  West 


In  August,  the  Commission  met  in 
Aslieville  and  held  their  first  out-of- 
Raleigh  monthly  meeting  since  taking 
office  in  May.  Governor  William  B.  Um- 
stead  paid  a  surprise  visit  midway 
through  the  meeting  in  Asheville's  city 
hall. 

In  their  regular  business  session,  the 
Commission  appointed  William  F.  Bailey, 
State  Prisons  Director  and  adopted  rules 
liberalizing  the  treatment  of  prisoners  in 
North  Carolina.  Unlike  the  old  set  of 
rules,  the  new  code  makes  no  provision 
for  corporal  punishment  for  unruly 
prisoners. 

The  Commission  approved  the  award  of 
$2,449,000  in  road  inmprovement  con- 
tracts. However,  the  contract  for  the 
grading  of  the  proposed  nine-mile  by-pass 
of  US  301  around  Rocky  Mount  was  with- 
held subject  to  a  satisfactory  acquisition 
of  right-of-way. 

Shortly  after  the  Governor  left  the 
meeting,  the  Commission  approved  unani- 
mously and  without  discussion,  his  recom- 
mendation that  Bailey,  former  High  Point 
Mayor  and  State  Civil  Defense  Director, 
be  named  prisons  director,  succeeding 
Walter  F.  Anderson. 

The  new  prisons  code  is  divided  into 
two  sections.  The  first  deals  with  lines  of 
authority  and  organization  within  the 
prison  department,  the  second  gives  the 
rules  and  regulations  for  conduct  and 
classification  of  prisoners. 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Harry 
Buchanan,  the  Commission  appropriated 
$7,200  to  buy  property  for  a  railroad  sid- 
ing at  the  Haywood  County  prison  camp 
at  Hazelwood. 

All  the  Commissioners  were  present  for 
the  meeting  except  Forrest  Lockey  of 
Aberdeen  and  C.  A.  Hasty  of  Maxton.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hasty  and  their  daughter  joined 
the  group  Sunday  night  for  a  barbecue 
at  Boone. 

Following  the  meeting,  the  Asheville 
Chamber  of  Commerce  was  host  for  a 
luncheon  at  the  Battery  Park  Hotel. 
Wednesday  night  the  Superior  Stone 
Company  had  entertained  the  early  arriv- 
ing commissioners  and  their  wives  at  a 
dinner. 

Thursday  afternoon,  the  group  embark- 


ed on  a  four-day  tour  of  the  mountains  of 
western  North  Carolina.  The  wives  drove 
along  US  19  through  Soco  Gap  to  the 
Almond  Boat  Dock  where  they  boarded 
speed  boats  for  a  leisurely  two-hour  cruise 
35  miles  up  the  lake  to  Fontana  Village. 
The  men  drove  by  Waynesville  and  Sylva 
to  see  the  site  for  the  new  fourteenth 
division  headquarters.  At  the  boat  dock, 
they  took  a  fast  Chriscraft  ride  up  Fon- 
tana Lake  and  joined  their  wives  at  the 
Village.  That  night  the  group  was  guests 
of  Fontana  Village  and  its  operator. 
Government  Services,  Inc.,  at  a  delicious 
dinner  in  the  main  dining  room.  After 
watching  square  dancing  in  the  recrea- 
tion hall,  they  spent  the  night  in  Fontana 
Lodge. 

Friday  morning,  the  party  toured  Fon- 
tana Village  and  the  Fontana  Dam.  The

Division  engineer  G.  G.  Page  was  caught 
off  balance  just  as  truck  started  moving 
and  was  thrown  to  the  ground.  Thank- 
fully, he  was  shaken,  but  unhurt. 

Mayor  Kelly  E.  Bennett,  a  well-known 
booster  of  western  North  Carolina  and 
mayor  of  Bryson  City  welcomed  the 
guests  for  a  lunch  at  the  Nantahala  Inn. 
The  town  of  Bryson  City  was  host.  After- 
wards the  group  piled  back  in  their  cars 


and  the  motorcade  set  out  on  a  tour  o 
the  scenic  Great  Smoky  Mountains  Na 
tional  Park  and  Newfound  Gap.  Th 
group  returned  to  Cherokee  and  tourec 
the  reconstructed  Oconaluftee  Indiai 
Village. 

In  a  surprise  ceremony,  our  chairmai 
was  initiated  as  an  honorary  member  o 
the  Cherokee  Nation  of  1750  and  of  the 
Cherokee's  Oconaluftee  Village  commun 
ity.  After  smoking  the  four-way  peace 
pipe  with  three  Indians,  he  was  given  a 
set  of  feathers  used  in  the  eagle  dance  and 
was  dubbed  "Nu-nah-di-gah-neh-sku-ski' 
Mr.  Graham's  new  Cherokee  title  means 
"Trailmaker"  or  "  Chief  Roadbuilder." 


After  resting  at  the  Boundary  Tree 
Motor  Court,  the  group  dined  Friday 
night  at  the  Cherokee-Indian  School  din 
ing  room.  They  were  guests  of  the  Chero 
kee  Historical  Association  and  the  Indian 
Agency  for  both  dinner  and  the  mountain 
drama,  "Unto  these  Hills".  After  a  busy 
day  of  riding  and  sightseeing,  the  weary 
group  reformed  their  motorcade  and  lead 
by  a  State  Highway  Patrolman  sped  back 
through  the  moonlight  to  Asheville  and 
the  night  at  the  Battery  Park  Hotel. 

Saturday  morning,  the  group  toured  the 
beautiful  Biltmore  House  and  Estate 
From  there,  they  drove  to  Hendersonville 
The  group  paused  briefly  to  rest  and  re 
fresh  themselves  at  Commissioner  and 
Mrs.  Buchanan's  lovely  home  in  Hender 
sonville.  In  a  second  surprise  visit,  Gover 
nor  Umstead  joined  his  highway  commis- 
sioners and  guests  for  lunch  at  the 
Hendersonville  Elks  Club.

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New  Bridge  at  AAorehead  City  Completed 


The  handsome  new  bridge  at  Morehead  City  which  crosses  over  Bogue  Sound 
and  tlie  Inland  Waterway  to  Atlantic  Beach  was  officially  opened  to  traffic  Sep- 
tember 3.  It  replaces  an  old,  wooden  structure  which  was  inadequate  and  had  been 
posted  for  a  six-ton  load  capacity. 

The  new  bridge  has  a  concrete  floor  and  is  3,682  feet  long.  It  is  based  on  rein- 
forced concrete  pile  and  caps.  The  approaches  are  also  of  reinforced  concrete. 

The  draw  span  consists  of  a  350-foot  through  steel  tmss  which  provides  two 
90-foot  oiMjnings  for  navigation  of  boats  on  the  Inland  Waterway. 

T.  A.  Loving  and  Company  of  Goldsboro  was  the  contractor.  J.  B.  Cutchin  as 
resident  engineer  assisted  in  the  project  which  was  started  in  1951. 

The  approximate  cost  of  the  new  bridge  is  $1,500,000.

Up  here,  they 
have  to  build  through  and  around  rocks, 
while,  we  on  the  coast  have  to  go  through 
or  over  swamps  and  rivers." 


Tom  Park  was  iiromoted  from  chief 
highway  draftsman  to  roadway  design 
engineer,  September  1.  He  i-eplaces 
Edward  Cothran  who  resigned  aftei-  33 
years  of  highway  service  to  become  the 
executive-director  and  treasurer  of  the 
Carolina  Asphalt  Association.  He  fills 
the  job  left  vacant  by  the  death  of 
Vance  Baise. 

Park,  54,  is  a  Raleigh  native.  Upon 
graduation  from  State  College  in  1922, 
he  started  with  the  Commission  as  a 
draftsman  in  the  Kaleigh  office.  He 
assumes  a  job  which  requires  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  highway  construction  and 
of  the  type  and  width  of  roadway  i-c- 
quired  under  different  conditions  plus 
the  ability  to  design  roads  to  meet 
these  requirements. 

Dan  .Allen  moves  up  to  Park's  place 
as  chief  highway  draftsman. 

Though  we'll  miss  Ed  Cothran,  we 
wish  him  the  best  of  luck  in  his  new 
work.  We  know  that  Tom  Park  and  Dan 
Allen  will  continue  to  give  outstanding 
service  to  the  Highway  Commission.

Prison  Canning  Program  Now  in  Full  Swing 


The  Prison  Department  estimates  it  will  can  as  many  as 
25,000  gallons  of  prison-grown  tomatoes  by  this  fall.  The 
tomato  canning  program  is  only  part  of  its  effort  to  reduce 
prison  food  costs. 

In  past  years,  each  prison  camp  grew  and  canned  vegeta- 
bles for  its  own  needs.  This  year,  prison  officials  are  carrying 
out  farm  and  canning  operations  on  a  statewide  scale. 

After  surveying  farm  and  canning  prospects,  the  Prison 
Department  conferred  last  September  with  food  machinery 
representatives,  State  College  horticulture  specialists  and 
commercial  canning  experts.  The  conference  developed  that 
the  294,042  cans  of  prison  farm  produce  put  up  last  year 
could  be  increased.  With  more  than  9,000  prisoners  to  feed, 
prison  officials  estimated  about  600,000  cans  of  food-stuffs 
would  be  needed  this  year. 

Quotas  were  set  for  the  various  prison  farms.  Ten  acres 
were  assigned  for  cabbage,  three  acres  for  lima  beans,  101 
acres  for  snap  beans,  113  acres  for  sweet  potatoes,  live  acres 
for  pumpkins,  one,  "d  one-half  for  okra,  2  0  acres  for  field 
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peas,  75  acres  for  tomatoes,  75  acres  for  Irish  potatoes,  and 
12  5  acres  for  corn.  Squash  and  other  vegetables  were  to  be 
planted  by  the  various  camps  as  needed. 

In  May,  a  $5,250  irrigation  system  was  put  into  use  for  50 
acres  of  tomatoes  at  Caledonia  Prison  Farm.  The  irrigation 
system  already  has  proven  its  worth.  With  the  canning 
season  now  in  full  swing,  over  12,000  gallons  of  tomatoes 
already  have  been  canned.  By  the  end  of  the  season,  the  total 
is  expected  to  run  to  25,000  gallons. 

The  bulk  of  the  farm  produce  marked  for  canning  goes 
to  prison  canneries  at  Caledonia,  Creswell,  Woman's  Prison, 
and  Carthage.  Other  prison  camps  have  facilities  for  a  limit- 
ed amount  of  canning.  Production  at  the  four  main  can- 
neries runs  from  650  to  2,000  gallons  a  day. 

Apples  and  peaches  are  bought  from  private  growers.  The 
Prison  Department  has  found  it  cheaper  to  buy  than  to  raise 
these  fruits. 

Last  year,  two  big  items  canned  at  Creswell  were  herring 
fish  and  herring  roe.  The  department  reported  5  2,4  64  cans 
of  fish  and  9,913  cans  of  roe  were  processed. 
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The  new  and  retiring  officers  of  the  Soiitliea.stern  Associa- 
tion of  State  Highway  Officials  from  left  are  E.  J.  James, 
chief  engineer  of  the  Louisiana  Department  of  Highways, 
retiring  president;  B.  W.  Davis,  State  Equipment  Engineer, 
secretary-tfeasurer;  AV.

I  N  AN  unprecedented  gesture,  the  North  Carolina  State 
Highway  Employees  Association  made  the  following  resolution 
at  their  recent  State  convention: 

".  .  .  not  to  adopt  any  resolution  that  would  require  any 
request  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  or  to  the  Highway 
Commission,  for  additional  benefits  or  costs;  pledging  to  them 
our  loyalty  and  our  satisfaction  with  working  conditions  at 
the  present  time;  further,  that  with  the  granting  of  a  five-day 
work  week,  it  was  our  pledge  to  maintain  production  in  the 
shorter  work  week,  the  same  as  in  the  former  longer  work 
week,  and  our  goals  are  so  set;  that  the  recently  granted 
salary  increase  placed  our  employees  on  a  comparable  basis 
with  other  similar  employment;  that  we  want  the  public  to 
know  that  the  membership  of  this  Association  is  satisfied  and 
pleased  with  their  working  conditions  and  salaries  at  this 
time."

The  success  and 
harmony  of  the  recent  State  Convention  of  the  NCSHEA  is 
largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  these  men. 
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The  NCSHEA  was  started  in  1947  to  coordinate  the 
activities  of  the  10,000  or  more  highway  and  prison  employees. 
The  Association's  stated  aim  was  the  secural  of  an  adequate 
budget  for  the  maintenance  and  improvements  of  highways  as 
well  as  a  fair  wage  scale  for  employees.  From  a  beginning  of 
3,000  members,  the  Association  has  grown  in  six  years  to  an 
organization  with  9,000  members.  The  NCSHEA  has  had 
remarkable  success  in  promoting  goodwill  between  the  various 
highway  departments  and  bettering  the  welfare  of  the 
employees  through  increased  pay  and  a  shorter  work  week.

This  relocation  of  US  70  cuts  the  distance  between  Old  Fort  and 
Ridgecrest  by  two  miles.  It  will  replace  the  present,  narrow  twisting 
section  of  US  70. 


North  Carolina  Entertains 

Road  Scholars  in  Asheville 


North  Carolina  was  host  to  the  Twelfth 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Southeastern 
Association  of  State  Highway  Officials  in 
Asheville,  October  1-2. 

The  general  session  got  underway 
Thursday  morning  with  SASHO  President 
E.  J.  James,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Louisi- 
ana Department  of  Highways,  presiding. 
The  invocation  was  given  by  Dr.  C.  Grier 
Davis,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Asheville.  Hon.  Earl  W.  EUer, 
Mayor  of  Asheville,  welcomed  the  dele- 
gates to  his  city  and  said  that  "much 
good  can  come  out  of  this  convention  by 
discussing  your  mutual  diffculties  in 
roadbuilding." 

Highway  Chairman  A.  H.  Graham 
brought  greetings  and  welcomed  the  dele- 
gates to  North  Carolina  on  behalf  of 
Governor  Umstead  who  was  unable  to 
attend.  Graham  cited  the  steady  growth 
of  SASHO  and  praised  the  late  Vance 
Baise,  its  first  president.  "We  all  have 
our  problems  which  seem  insurmountable 
at  times.  We've  gone  a  long  way,  how- 
ever, but  we've  still  not  been  able  to  keep 
pace  with  traffic  which  has  increased  in 
size  and  weight,"  he  said.  He  referred  to 
the  big  secondary  road  bond  program 
which  had  been  a  heavy  burden  on  high- 
way personnel.  He  praised  the  employees 
for  a  "magnificent  job,"  citing  the  13,000 
or  more  miles  of  secondary  roads  which 
were  paved.  Graham  saw  the  possibility 
of  another  bond  issue  to  modernize  the 
primary  highway  system.  He  concluded, 


"We  get  a  genuine  pleasure  from  being 
your  hosts  and  hope  that  you  have  a 
pleasant  and  enjoyable  stay." 

President  James  expressed  his  appi'ecia- 
tion  for  the  welcome  to  North  Carolina 
and  said  that  this  was  the  first  state  to 
entertain  SASHO  when  it  was  founded 
in  1942. 

In  his  annual  president's  address, 
James  called  for  increases  in  state  gaso- 
line and  motor  fuel  taxes  and  in  automo- 
bile and  truck  license  fees.  He  also 
recommended  continuation  of  the  present 
two-cent  per  gallon  Federal  gasoline  tax 
tact  between  the  highway  departments 
and  the  engineering  schools.  There  should 
be  closer  contact  between  "those  who 
teach  and  those  who  practice." 

He  cited  the  urban  highway  system 
whose  efficiency  is  impaired  and  often 
nullified  due  to  vague  and  conflicting 
authority  of  the  local  officials.  He  believes 
the  solution  lies  in  the  creation  of  a  single 
city  agency  to  deal  with  highway  matters. 
He  said  by-passes  were  often  opposed  by 
businessmen  but  a  recent  survey  in  Cali- 
"with  the  understanging  that  Congress 
will  return  all  of  this  revenue  to  the 
states  in  the  form  of  regular  Federal  aid 
and  the  next  (Federal)  appropriation  bill 
provide  for  this  procedure  on  a  ten-year 
basis."  James  discussed  the  current  high- 
way needs  survey  now  being  made  in 
Louisiana.  "It  is  our  aim  to  end  up  with 
a  report  which  will  definitely  allot  all  of 
the  roads  and  streets  in  Louisiana  to  a

state,  parish  (county)  or  city  system  for 
construction  and  maintenance."  He  said 
that  the  cost  of  improving  each  of  these 
systems  should  be  arranged  on  a  ten-year 
basis.  He  believes  the  general  public  in 
each  state  looks  to  its  highway  depart- 
ment not  only  for  the  management  of  the 
state  highway  system  but  also  for  advice 
and  assistance  to  the  local  goverments. 

Secretary-treasurer  J.  A.  Kinkead.  pro- 
ject control  engineer  of  Louisiana,  then 
had  a  roll  call  of  states  with  each  group 
standing  in  a  body  to  be  recognized. 

Grant  Mickle,  director  of  the  traffic 
engineering  division  of  the  Automotive 
Safety  Foundation,  spoke  on  road  needs  in 
urban  centers,  highway  education,  the 
management  of  urban  streets  and  high- 
ways and  highway  by-passes.  He  cited  the 
congestion  in  cities,  saying  the  traffic 
jam  is  a  costly  headache.  He  dwelt  on  the 
method  of  financing  urban  transportation, 
the  relative  role  of  car  and  truck  in  mass 
tiansportation,  methods  of  pricing  (gas 
tax,  toll  fees,  and  parking  meters),  im- 
portance of  federal  and  state  aid,  the 
pioblem  of  law  in  securing  right-of-way, 
and  highway  planning  and  research.  He 
spoke  of  the  difficulty  in  recruiting  good 
highway  engineers  in  competition  with 
aggressive  companies  in  the  more  lucra- 
tive chemical  and  electronics  field.  He 
thought  upgrading  the  income  and  im- 
proving the  working  conditions  of  the 
highway  engineers  would  alleviate  the 
situation.  Mickle  called  for  a  closer  con- 
tact between  the  highway  departments 
and  the  engineering  schools.  There 
should  be  closer  contact  between  "those 
who  teach  and  those  who  practice." 

He  cited  the  urban  highway  system 
whose  efficiency  is  impaired  and  often 
nullified  due  to  vague  and  conflicting- 
authority  of  the  local  officials.  He

NORTH  CAROIjINA  ROADWAYS 


Construction  Progresses  on 
New  Road  through  the  Smokies 


They're  making  great  strides  in  grading 
the  first  6.59  mile  link  of  the  new 
Pigeon  River  Road  through  the  Great 
Smoky  Mountains.  This  is  the  first  seg- 
ment of  a  proposed  22-mile  road  between 
the  Tennessee-North  Carolina  state  line 
at  Waterville  through  the  Pigeon  River 
Gorge  to  Cove  Creek.  When  complete,  the 
new  road,  tying  in  with  US  19  and  23, 
will  become  a  part  of  an  interregional 
road  running  from  Miami  to  the  Black 
Hills  of  the  Dakotas.  There  will  be  no 
elevation  over  2,800  feet  on  the  whole 
route. 

The  Pigeon  River  Road  had  been  desir- 
ed by  the  local  residents  for  over  100 
years,  but  scarcity  of  highway  funds  and 
the  roughness  of  the  terrain  discouraged 
earlier  attention  to  its  construction. 

In  1951,  surveys  of  the  Pigeon  River 
canyon — one  of  the  wildest  and  most 
precipitous  gorges  in  the  State — -were 
directed  by  Chief  Locating  Engineer  R. 
Getty  Browning,  and  assistant  locating 
engineers  George  A.  McKinley  and  C.  H. 
Chappell.  Arnold  Crisp  and  Roy  Welch 
were  chiefs  of  locating  parties. 

Curves  were  computed  from  prelimi- 
nary lines,  eliminating  much  brush  cut- 
ting. This  method  which  was  devised  by 
McKinley  won  the  1951  McCrary  Award 
for  him.  Even  with  this  revamped  sur- 
veying method,  the  locating  parties 
fought  through  a  dense  undergrowth  of 
briars,  rhododendron  and  laurel  to  make 
their  projections  and  stake  them  out.  The 
presence  of  copperheads,  rattlesnakes, 
and  the  Japanese  yellowjacket  (similar 
to  a  hornet)  added  to  the  hazards.  The 
necessary  levels,  contours  (five  feet  verti- 
cal and  100  feet  horizontal)  and  cross 
sections  were  made. 

The  location  as  proposed  by  North 
Carolina — that  the  center  line  of  the  new 
road  follow  along  the  east  side  of  the 


Pigeon  River  and  generally  along  the  old 
narrow-guage  railroad  grade  leading  to 
the  Waterville  Lake  Dam — -was  approved 
by  the  Tennessee  authorities. 

The  plans  were  drawn  for  a  roadway 
with  44  feet  in  the  cuts,  50  feet  in  the 
fills.  There'll  be  a  24-foot  pavement  from 
a  point  about  600  feet  in  Tennessee,  on 
the  Pigeon  River  to  Cold  Springs,  a  dist- 
ance of  6.59  miles  southeast  of  the  Ten- 
nessee-North Carolina  State  line.  The 
Tennessee  Highway  Department  agreed 
to  reimburse  the  State  for  the  work  done 
in  their  state. 

Bids  were  opened  last  February  on  the 
project.  A.  B.  Burton,  Inc.,  of  Lynchburg, 
Virginia,  contractor,  made  the  low  bid  of 
$1,464,676.  Contract  forces  under  superin- 
tendent R.  W.  Chandler  started  work 
March  23,  1953.  The  contractor  has  360 
days  to  complete  the  job.  To  date,  the 
project  is  about  25  per  cent  complete. 

It  is  a  mammoth  earth-moving  job. 
Plans  call  for  1,064,500  cubic  yards  to  be 
excavated  in  the  roadway  and  27,800 
cubic  yards  in  the  tunnel.  The  tunnel  will 
be  about  1,035  feet  long  and  cut  through 
solid  rock  about  four  miles  upriver  be- 
tween Cold  Springs  and  the  state  line. 

Construction  started  at  the  Tennessee 
line  and  the  rough  grading  is  well  along. 
Hewing  out  a  service  road  along  the  old 
railroad  bed  was  pushed  so  that  the 
tunnel  contractor  could  begin  work  before 
winter. 

The  alignment  for  the  proposed  high- 
way is  excellent  as  it  follows  the  natural 
gorge.  There  will  be  no  extreme  or 
abrupt  changes  of  elevation  in  the  road. 
The  highest  elevation  will  be  a  1,000  foot 
stretch  of  roadway  at  2,500  feet. 

Better  still,  the  motorist  will  avoid  fog 
as  the  new  road  will  be  below  the  fog 
line.  The  other  two  gates  through  the 
Smokies  are  at  Newfound  Gap  with  an

elevation  of  5,050  feet  and  Cove  Creel^ 
Gap  at  4,100  feet.  In  winter,  these  twc 
routes  become  hazardous  with  fog,  snowi'j 
sleet  and  ice. 

The  maximum  grade  on  this  first  sec 
tion  is  2.5  per  cent.  The  maximum  curva 
ture  is  six  degrees.  On  the  future  links 
the  maximum  grade  will  be  around  fivi 
per  cent.  Because  of  its  easy  grades  anq 
good  alignment,  the  Pigeon  River  Roai 
should  be  a  motorist's  dream  come  truel 
for  year-round  driving. 

Fifteen  miles  of  the  proposed  22-mil( 
road  will  be  built  on  the  side  of  steei 
cliffs  running  along  the  east  side  of  th(| 
Pigeon  River.  Since  the  canyon  is  ir| 
such  an  isolated,  uninhabited  section,  thelji 
contractor  had  dynamited  as  heavily  aaWf^ 
necessary  in  the  rock  to  provide  a  shelllji 
wide  enough  to  accommodate  a  modern] 
highway. 

When  complete,  the  Pigeon  River  Road] 
will  run  22  miles  from  Waterville  at  the 
Tennessee  line  through  the  gorge  to  Cov€ 
Creek.  It  will  provide  an  easily-driveni 
and  a  much  less  undulating  route  throughl'" 
the  Smokies.  Gone  will  be  the  roller- 
coaster  effect  experienced  along  most 
mountain  roads. 

Plans  for  this  first  link  call  for  4, 50011' 
feet  of  corrugated  metal  pipe  (rangingln 
from  18  to  42  inches  in  diameter),  aboutlli 
1,430  feet  of  structural  plate  (ranginglii 
from  78  to  96  inches  in  diameter)  and 
about  250  feet  of  structural  plate  pipej 
arches  (ranging  from  six  feet  nine  inches 
by  four  feet  eleven  inches  up  to  ninej 
feet  four  inches  by  six  feet  three  inches)

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Wilson  Spells  Out  Revised 

Right  of  Way  Regulations 


aill  In  September,  State  Right-of-Way 
Engineer  T.  B.  Wilson  called  all  the 
highway  right-of-way  engineers  into 
iRaleigh  for  a  one-day  conference. 

Chief  Engineer  Rogers  met  with  the 
group  and  gave  an  instructive  talk.  He 
outlined  the  importance  of  the  duties  of 
iright-of-way  engineers  and  stressed 
icourtesy  to  the  property  owners.  He 
'urged  them  to  strive  for  favorable  public 
relations. 

Rogers  explained  the  right-of-way  agree- 
ment reached  in  an  August  conference 
between  Rogers,  R.  Brookes  Peters  and 
Commissioner  of  Public  Roads  Francis 
DuPont  in  Washington,  D.  C.  The  follow- 
ing agreements  were  reached  between  the 
Bureau  and  the  Commission:: 

1.  The  State  will  appropriate  for  high- 
way purposes  a  strip  of  land  adequate  for 
present  and  foreseeable  future  highway 
needs.  This  strip,  indicated  on  the  plans 
by  right-of-way  lines,  will  be  monumented 
and  posted  on  the  ground. 

2.  Where  present  highway  needs  do 
not  require  the  removal  of  all  structures 
within  the  right-of-way  lines,  the  State 
will  establish  and  indicate  clearance  lines 
on  the  plans.  Within  the  clearance  lines, 
all  encroachments  will  be  removed. 

3.  Where  both  of  the  above  propositions 
are  the  same,  only  the  right-of-way  line 
will  be  shown.  Where  they  differ,  the 

ight-of-way  line  and  the  clearance  line 
will  be  indicated  separately. 

4.  No  future  encroachments  will  be 
constructed  within  the  right-of-way  line 
except  as  described  in  (5)  below.  This 
does  not  apply  to  temporary  wire  fences. 


erected  to  permit  stock  to  graze  on  adjoin- 
ing properties.  These  temporary  wire 
fences  may  be  allowed  within  the  clear- 
ance lines,  provided  they  do  not  interfere 
with  the  use  of  the  right-of-way  for  high- 
way purposes. 

5.  Where  necessary,  temporary  use  of 
the  right-of-way  outside  of  the  clearance 
line  may  be  permitted  under  two  condi- 
tions: 

Wide  Right-of-Way 

A.  When  a  very  wide  right-of-way  is 
being  secured  for  a  future  four-lane  high- 
way, but  only  two  lanes  on  one  side  of 
the  right-of-way  are  being  constructed  at 
this  time,  it  will  permissible  under  an 
encroachment  agreement  for  the  abutting 
property  owner  on  the  side  away  from  the 
present  pavement  to  make  use  of  some  of 
the  excess  right-of-way  under  terms  and 
conditions  advised  by  the  State  Highway 
Commission.  Such  encroachments  must 
be  covered  by  agreements  providing  that 
the  owners  will  remove  the  encroachments 
at  their  own  cost  and  expense  when  re- 
quested to  do  so  by  the  Highway  Com- 
mission. 

B.  Agricultural  use  of  the  excess  right- 
of-way  as  specified  in  A  will  be  permitted.' 

6.  No  encroachments  other  than  the 
three  exceptions  given  in  4  and  5  will  be 
permitted. 

7.  Federal  funds  may  be  used  to  reim- 
burse the  State  on  the  customary  ratio 
for  land  acquired  within  the  right-of-way 
lines  as  well  as  within  the  clearance  lines. 
When  Federal  funds  are  used  to  pay  for 
moving  items,  such  items  must  be  moved 
back  of  the   right-of-way  lines.  Should

any  items  be  moved  to  location  partly  or 
wholly  within  the  area  between  the  right- 
of-way  and  clearance  lines,  no  reimburse- 
ment may  be  made  for  this  moving  work. 

Rogers  said,  "It  is  not  acceptable  to 
the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  for  highway 
rights  of  way  to  be  used  for  the  servicing 
of  automobiles.  Where  gasoline  pumps 
are  located  immediately  adjacent  to  right- 
of-way  lines,  it  is  not  permissible  to  pave 
a  service  lane  within  the  right-of-way  and 
pump  gas  into  cars  when  they  are  occupy- 
ing this  area.  This  means  that  service 
station  operations,  proposing  to  service 
cars  between  the  road  and  the  pumps, 
must  place  the  pumps  fully  12  feet  back 
of  the  right-of-way  line.  All  entrances 
to  service  stations  should  be  constructed 
in  accordance  with  minimum  entrance 
standards  adopted  by  the  Commission  as 
a  safety  measure  in  1951. 

"Ornamental  posts  and  walls  for  en- 
trances are  not  to  be  constructed  within 
the  right-of-way  line  under  any  condition. 
Where  temporary  wire  fences  are  erected 
within  the  clearance  line  to  permit  stock 
grazing  on  adjoining  properties  and  the 
fences  do  not  interfere  with  use  of  the 
right-of-way  for  highway  purposes,  these 
fences  should  be  erected  not  closer  than 
five  feet  to  the  outside  of  construction 
lines. 

Wilson  told  his  right-of-way  engineers, 
"To  inconvenience  the  proposed  builder 
as  little  as  possible,  I  urge  you  to  contact 
him  as  soon  as  possible  after  there  is 
evidence  he  plans  to  build.  Two  clues  that 
a  building  is  proposed  would  be  the  grad- 
ing of  adjoining  sites  and  building  ma- 
terials placed  close  to  the  highway." 

Entrance  Standards 

The  Commission's  2  0  -  p  a  g  e  booklet, 
"Minimum  Standards  for  Entrances  to 
Highways"  which  is  available  upon  re- 
quest clearly  states  the  requirements  for 
entrances  from  service  or  commercial 
businesses  to  the  highway.  Inside  the 
booklet  are  eleven  easily-understood 
sketches  dealing  with  the  proper  location 
of  service  stations  or  commercial  estab- 
lishments adjoining  a  main-line  highway.

Governor  William  B.  Umstead  allocated 
$4,755,997.88  to  13  projects  and  left  $300,-

16. 

The  Governor  made  the  following  alloca- 
tions: 

$750,000  as  a  starter  on  a  bridge  across 
the  Croatan  Sound  which  is  expected  to 
cost  around  $3,000,000. 

$500,000  for  relocating  US  1  so  as  to 
by-pass  Henderson. 

$435,000  for  a  bridge  across  the  Cape 
Fear  River  at  Tar  Heel  in  Bladen  County. 

$200,000  to  supplement  funds  for  paving 
US  70  between  Raleigh  and  Durham. 

$500,000  as  an  initial  appropriation 
toward  a  by-pass  of  Salisbury  on  US  29.

In  Mecklenburg  County,  the  Governor 
allocated  $175,000  for  renovating  and 
flreproofing  two  prison  camps.  He  set 
aside  $20,997.88  for  equipping  new  build- 
ings at  Woman's  Prison. 

"I  realize  fully,"  the  Governor  said, 
"that  there  are  many  other  worthwhile 
projects  in  the  State  and  only  wish  that 

1  had  more  funds  to  allot." 

It  has  been  estimated  that  about 
$165,000  more  would  be  needed  for  the 
Cape  Fear  bridge  at  Tar  Heel,  about 
$1,000,000  more  for  the  Salisbury  by-pass, 
about  $200,000  more  for  the  Rozzel's  Ferry 
bridge  and  between  $200,000  and  $300,000 
more  for  the  Canton  project.  More  money 
will  probably  be  needed  to  complete  the 
Henderson  by-pass.

American  Association  of  State  Highway 
Officials,  brought  the  group  up  to  date  on 
the  informal  hearings  held  by  the  House 
Committee  on  Roads  last  spring.

He 
said  there  are  now  54  million  cars  on 
the  highways  and  the  number  is  increas- 
ing by  two  million  each  year.  He  esti- 
mated an  expenditure  of  32  billion  dollars 
is  necessary  to  correct  highway  deficien- 
cies. 

A.  E.  Johnson,  chief  engineer  of  the 
Arkansas  Highway  Department,  told  of 
the  April  hearing  in  Washington  before 
the  Subcommittee  on  Roads  of  the  U.  S. 
House  of  Representatives.  Before  the 
committee,  he  said,  were  items  including 
the  proposals  of  the  Governor's  Confer- 
ence for  the  federal  government  to  relin- 
quish its  two  cent  per  gallon  gas  tax  in 
favor  of  the  States  and  for  curtailment  of 
the  activities  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads.  He  said  there  was  "not  too 
much  support"  among  those  testifying 
for  the  tax  proposal  and  that  the  Bureau

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ROAD  WORK  ON  OUTER  BANKS  REVIEWED 


Highway  Chairman  Graham  and  Com- 
lissioner  Emmett  Winslow  of  the  First 
ighway  Division  recently  gave  an  ac- 
)unting  of  the  Commission's  efforts  to 
rovide  a  paved  road  on  the  Outer  Banlts. 

They  cited  the  $896,000  the  State  had 
pent  during  the  past  six  years  in  grading 
nd  paving  55  miles  down  the  Outer 
anks. 

They  reported  the  road  from  Manteo 
own  the  Outer  Banks  to  Hatteras  is 
ow  open  to  traffic  throughout  its  entire 
ngth.  The  road,  one  long-desired  by  the 
ical  residents,  is  an  important  addition 
)  the  State  coastal  highway  system.  It 
as  an  18-foot  pavement  and  five-foot 
loulders.  Heavy  rains  and  ocean  water 
Eten  wash  over  it  and  thus  caus^'d  the 
elay  in  completing  it. 
The  cost  of  grading  and  paving  the  first 
nk,  a  17-mile  stretch  from  Avon  to 
[atteras,  totaled  $319,040.  Work  started 
the  grading  in  1947,  but  the  paving 
as  not  completed  till  1948. 
The  next  section  was  built  from  Avon 
)  Rodanthe,  a  distance  of  17.8  miles, 
rading  work  started  in  August,  1950. 
efore  surfacing,  State  forces  dug  up  the 
ase  which  had  been  damaged  by  sea 
ater  and  worked  out  the  naphta  in  the 
oad.  The  road  was  surfaced  with  sand 
ituminous  materials  in  1952.  The  total 
ost  of  this  17.8  mile  link  was  $217,475.65. 
In  January,  1952,  bids  were  taken  on 
uilding  12.34  miles  from  Rodanthe  to 
(regon  Inlet.  Work  started  a  month  later 


on  the  grading.  The  paving  was  completed 
in  September,  1953.  Total  cost  of  this 
segment  is  estimated  at  $191,838. 

The  contract  for  work  on  a  2.23  mile 
extension  of  the  road  through  Cape  Hat- 
teras State  Park  from  the  main  highway 
to  Cape  Hatteras  was  awarded  August, 
1952.  Work  was  started  last  February. 
Although  not  fully  complete,  the  project 
will  cost  an  estimated  $38,736.50. 

In  preparation  for  using  the  new  Oregon 
Inlet  ferry,  "The  Governor  Umstead,"  bids 
were  taken  last  May  for  grading  a  ferry 
landing  basin  on  the  south  side  of 
Oregon  Inlet.  The  work  was  completed 
last  July  12  at  a  cost  of  $13,790.  In 
August,  "The  Governor  Umstead",  a  con- 
verted Navy  landing  craft  with  a  22-car 
capacity,  was  put  into  service. 

A  ferry  basin  slip  on  the  north  side  of 
Orgeon  Inlet  previously  was  constructed 
in  1951  at  a  cost  of  $20,850. 

The  Whalebone  Junction-Oregon  Inlet 
road  project  was  submitted  to  contractors 
in  March,  1951.  Grading  work  got  under- 
way the  next  month,  but  the  road  bed 
had  to  be  dug  up  and  reworked  before  it 
could  be  surfaced  this  year.  The  surfacing 
was  completed  this  fall  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $94,218.33. 

Division  Engineer  W.  M.  Spruill,  Assist- 
ant Division  Engineer  J.  D.  Miller  and 
Resident  Engineer  E.  H.  Baggs  of  Manteo 
have  done  a  good  job  of  supervising  the 
construction  of  this  55-mile  road  on  the 
Outer  Banks. 


"The  Governor  Umstead",  a  convertctl  Navy  landing  craft  which  was  put  in 
iperation  in  August,  plies  tlie  waters  of  the  Oregon  Inlet.  It  carries  22  cars  and 
lias  partially  relieved  the  inadequacy  of  the  State's  ferry  service  at  the  Inlet.  From 
Xovember  1,  1953,  through  March  15,  1954,  the  Oregon  Inlet  ferries  ("The 
Governor  Umstead"  plus  the  "New  Inlet"  and  the  "Barcelona")  will  make  eight 
round  trips  from  7:00  A.M.  through  4:20  P.M.  Gross  load  limit  for  "The  Governor 
Umstead"  is  18  tons  while  the  two  smaller  boats  can  carry  only  eight  tons  apiece, 
it  takes  about  20  minutes  to  cross  the  Inlet. 


Roadside  Comment 

The  Winsto?i-8ulem  Journal  claims, 
"The  State  of  North  Carolina  is  spending 
millions  upon  millions  of  dollars  to 
modernize  its  highway  system.  Yet  the 
State  is  doing  little  or  nothing  to  protect 
its  new  multi-million  dollar  roads  from 
unsightly  and  dangerous  road-side  devel- 
opments." The  editorial  cites  a  major 
highway  in  the  Piedmont  where  the  entire 
roadside  is  "springing  up  with  a  lush 
growth  of  filling  stations,  motels,  restau- 
rants and  other  commercial  establish- 
ments which  hope  to  attract  the  passing 
motorists."  The  motorist  sees  not  the 
rolling  Tar  Heel  farm  land  but  an  endless 
succession  of  billboards  and  businesses. 
"Having  to  look  at  these  blots  upon  the 
landscape  is  bad  enough.  But  even  worse 
is  the  hazard  they  create.  Billboards  can, 
and  do,  block  vision.  .  .  .  That  means  that 
every  roadside  business  causes  cars  to 
leave  and  enter  the  highway,  and  every 
such  point  presents  a  hazard.  Where 
roadside  development  is  uncontrolled,  the 
motorist  must  keep  a  close  watch  on  cars 
entering  and  leaving  the  highway  as  well 
as  those  on  the  highway. 

"At  night,  the  hazard  is  greater. 
Almost  without  exception,  the  operators 
of  roadside  businesses  attempt  to  lure 
customers  with  blinking  neon  lights. 
These  lights  are  distracting  and  confusing 
and  make  night  driving  more  dangerous 
even  than  it  normally  is. 

".  .  .  Cities  long  ago  learned  the  neces- 
sity of  achieving  some  measure  of  control 
over  land  use  through  the  enactment  of 
zoning  ordinances.  Why  should  not  the 
same  principles  apply  to  rural  land 
adjacent  to  busy  highways — to  protect  the 
State's  investment  in  the  highways,  if 
for  no  other  reason?" 

The  Durham  Herald  says,  "The  matter 
of  highway  rights-of-way  is  of  inevitable 
and  perpetual  concern  to  the  Highway 
Commission.  Not  only  is  there  the  diffi- 
culty of  securing  rights-of-way  for  new 
roads  or  roadway  improvements;  also  of 
concern — and  increasingly  so— is  what 
happens  to  the  right-of-way  after  it  is 
established  and  whether  the  customary 
rights-of-way  provide  adequate  protection 
for  the  motorists  using  the  highways. 

"Little  is  gained  for  highway  safety  and 
the  expeditious  fiow  of  traflSc  if  a  highway 
— engineered  to  be  a  safe  highway — 
gradually  becomes  cluttered  with  road- 
side safety  menances  either  on  or  off  the 
right-of-way.  Roadside  establishments, 
creating  new  points  of  ingress  and 
egress,  can  nullify  safety  features  in- 
corporated into  a  highway.  .  .  .  And  by 
and  by  there  is  pressure  to  lower  speed 
limits  which  in  turn  leads  to  congestion 
and  defeats  the .  highway's  purpose  of 
expediting  traffic  flow."

NORTH  CAROLINA  ROADWAYS 


HONOR  ROLL  OF  30-YEAR  HIGHWAY  EMPLOYEE 


P.  H.  CLAY 

Bridgeman  P.  H.  Clay  recalls,  "I  started 
at  Hickory  in  the  road  maintenance  de- 
partment in  1921.  I'll  never  forget  those 
old  World  War  One  trucks,  cars  and 
motorcycles  we  used.  We  had  a  time  try- 
ing to  drag  the  old-time  homemade  drags 
over  the  roads.  We  were  smoothing  up 
the  roads  for  the  Model  T  Fords.  Since 
there  were  no  highway  shops  then,  we 
truck  drivers  did  the  repair  work  our- 
selves. Although  young  and  inexperienced, 
we  got  the  job  done.  In  time,  we  had 
passable  roads  from  courthouse  to  court- 
house. 

"Later  I  went  with  the  bridge  main 
tenance  department  under  F.  S.  Youni; 
who  is  still  my  superintendent.  In  1926. 
I  was  made  bridge  foreman  and  sent  to 
Madison  County  with  eight  men,  two 
camp  cars,  one  truck  and  a  few  tools.  W( 
moved  into  Marshall  on  the  island 
where  the  high  school  now  stands.  While 
we  were  setting  up  camp,  some  youngsters 
came  over  and  asked  when  the  show 
started.  Jokingly  we  said  eight  o'clock. 
About  seven  when  a  crowd  gathered  we 
decided  we  had  to  do  something.  Thinking 
we  had  some  fair  singers,  we  started  off. 
Before  we  finished  the  first  song,  the 
crowd  had  melted  away.  The  sheriff  came 
over  to  see  who  was  making  the  racket. 
I  had  a  few  bad  moments  till  the  sheriff 
accepted  my  explanation. 

"From  Marshall  we  went  to  Hot 
Springs,  a  distance  of  20  miles.  It  took 
us  all  day  to  get  our  camp  cars  over 
the  mountains.  It  was  only  nine  miles 
to  Spring  Creek  but  it  took  us  one  day 
to  get  there. 

"We  were  building  a  retaining  wall 
near  Newfound  Gap  when  the  bank  holi- 
day was  declared.  We  couldn't  get  our  pay 
checks  cashed  to  buy  food.  We  bought 


some  corn  on  credit  from  a  farmer  and 
used  our  rifles  to  keep  a  supply  of  ground- 
hog and  raccoon  meat.  A  man  gave  us  a 
gallon  of  bear  oil  which  the  cook  used 
in  making  corn  bread.  We  subsisted  on 
this  fare  till  a  kindly  doctor  cashed  our 
checks  and  we  had  our  first  square  meal 
in  three  weeks. 

"We  were  always  on  a  good  trout 
stream.  After  supper  and  Sundays,  we'd 
catch  a  nice  string  of  fish.  I  remember 
one  big  one  that  did  not  get  away.  He 
fought  so  hard  that  when  we  landed  him, 
he  was  plumb  wet  with  sweat." 

Clay  is  51  years  old. 


Supervisor  Major  Pope  Powell  is  the 
son  of  Peter  and  Nina  C.  Powell.

Dmmission  Hears  Petition 

For  All-Coastal  Highway 

After  their  regular  monthly  meeting  in 
ptember.  the  Commission  heard  a  prom- 
ent  group  of  East  Carolina  citizens 
tition  for  an  all-coastal  higliway.  The 


All  Coastal  Highway  Committee  had 
adopted  a  resolution  calling  for  the  imme- 
diate construction  of  an  All  Coastal  High- 
way, extending  from  Nags  Head  via  the 
recently  paved  road  to  the  Village  of 
Hatteras,  across  Ocracoke  Island  and  to 
the  dead  end  of  Interstate  Highway  70  at 
the  Village  of  Atlantic.  The  resolution  also 
called  for  tlie  widening  and  improving  of 
US  17. 

Alvah  L.  Hamilton  of  Morehead  City, 
chairman  of  the  coastal  liighway  com- 
mittee, was  the  leading  spokesman  for 
the  coastal  delegation.  Joseph  A.  DuBois, 
manager  of  the  Morehead  City  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  is  secretary  of  the  com- 
mittee.. 

All  that  is  necessary  to  make  the  ocean 
route  a  reality,  according  to  proponents 
of  the  plan,  is  the  construction  and  paving 
of  a  short  stretch  of  beach  from  the  Vil- 
lage of  Hatteras  to  Hatteras  Inlet,  the 
installation  of  adequate  ferry  service  at 
the  inlet,  and  the  construction  of  17  miles 
on  Ocracoke  Island.  From  Ocracoke  Vil- 
lage, the  road  would  extend,  by  ferry, 
across  20-odd  miles  of  water  in  Pamlico 
Sound  to  Cedar  Island,  to  connect  with 
a  paved  road  leading  to  Atlantic,  or  by 
ferry  to  Atlantic  to  connect  directly  with 
US  70. 

Supporters  of  the  route  claimed  such  a 
road  is  vital  to  the  economy  of  coastal 
residents,  would  attract  new  capital  and 
industry,  and  raise  the  per  capita  income 
of  local  residents. 

Highway  Chairman  Graliam  promised 
the  Highway  Commission  would  study  the 
proposal  as  submitted  ))y  the  All  Coastal 
Highway  Committee. 

Fisher  Appointed 

Safety  Director 

Chairman  Graham  recently  named  L.  R. 
Fisher,  former  Commissioner  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  Safety  Director  of  the  State 
Highway  and  Public  Works  Commission. 
Fisher  fills  the  job  left  vacant  with  the 
resignation  of  Joe  Crawford  last  summer. 

During  World  War  II,  Fisher  served  as 
a  Captain.  He  was  assigned  to  the 
American  Military  Government  as  public 
safety  director.  At  various  times,  he  was 
stationed  in  England,  France  and 
Germany  and  became  Governor  of  Kreise 
Waibling,  a  German  province. 

Following  his  release  from  service  as 
a  Major  in  July,  1945,  Fisher  returned  to 
Germany  that  same  year  to  serve  in  a 
civilian  capacity  as  an  executive  aid<>  to 
the  21  American  Judges  at  the  Nuremburg 
war  crimes  trials. 

In  1947,  he  returned  to  the  State  and 
assumed  duties  as  head  of  the  Financial 
Responsibility  Unit  of  the  Highway  Safety 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Motor 
Vehicles.  In  1950,  he  was  named  Director 


of  the  Highway  Safety  Division  and 
served  until  1951  when  he  was  appointed 
head  of  the  ABC  Board's  Malt  Beverage 
Division.  In  1952,  he  was  appointed  Com- 
missioner of  Motor  Vehicles  and  served 
until  he  was  replaced  by  Ed  Scheidt  last 
spring. 

Fisher  is  married  to  the  former  Mabel 
Rogers  of  Raleigh.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church,  a  Shriner, 
an  Elk  and  is  active  in  the  40  &  8  and 
the  American  Legion. 

Fisher,  51,  was  born  in  Mecklenburg 
County.  In  1929,  when  the  State  Highway 
Patrol  was  organized,  he  became  one  of 
its  original  members.  In  1937,  he  was 
promoted  to  captain  and  headed  the 
patrol's  western  division. 

He  plans  to  set  up  a  vigorous  program 
emphasizing  on-the-job  safety  for  highway 
employees.

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What  is  a  Modern  Road? 

Modern  I'oads  aren't  necessarily  super- 
highways, any  more  than  modern  vehicles 
are  necessarily  airplanes.  Many  people 
think  that  only  famous  highways  are 
modern.  Truth  is:  any  road  is  up-to-date 
that  docs  a  good  job  of  carrying  the 
traffic  it  was  built  for. 

A  good  road  permits  safe  passage  at  a 
safe  speed  for  the  cars  that  use  it  regular- 
ly. A  well-graded,  well-drained  dirt  road 
may  well  be  called  modern;  so  might  a 
well-cared-for  gravel  road  or  any  one  of 
the  familiar  "black  tops." 

The  moment  a  road  fails  to  meet  the 
demands  of  motorists,  it  is  obsolete. 

We  need  modern  roads  between  small 
towns,  even  between  farms.  But  we  can 
hardly  demand  that  these  roads  be  super- 
highways. 

Exactly  what  kind  of  a  road  does  a 
community  need?  A  survey  of  needs  is  just 
as  important  as  an  engineering  survey.  A 
too-expensive  road,  or  a  too-elaborate  one, 
is  just  as  bad  as  one  that  is  too  narrow, 
badly  graded  or  poorly  built. 

The  use-value  of  a  road  is  the  determ- 
ining factor.  Planning  a  modern  road  calls 
for  thorough  consideration  of  all  the  needs 
of  the  public  —  industrial,  commercial, 
recreational,  agricultural  and  social. 

There  are  three  things  necessary  to 
construct  a  good  road,  students  of  a 
famous  engineering  college  are  told  by 
one  of  its  wisest  professors.  Those  three 
things  are:  One,  a  good  foundation;  two, 
a  good  foundation;  and  three,  a  good 
foundation.

Return  Gas  Tax 

The  SASHO  went  on  record  in  favor  of 
joining  other  regional  highway  organiza- 
tions in  urging  Washington  to  return  all 
gasoline  tax  money  to  the  states. 

The  two-cent  federal  tax  per  gallon  of 
gas  yields  about  $850,000,000  a  year. 
About  $550,000,000  is  appropriated  to  the 
states  in  federal-aid  highway  funds.  The 
remainder  is  retained  and  used  for  gen- 
eral federal  expenses.  North  Carolina's 
share  has  been  about  $11,500,000  a  year. 

Federal-aid  highway  funds  are  issued 
on  the  basis  of  area,  population  and  mile- 
age for  urban,  primary,  secondary  and 
interstate  highway  system  jobs.  Under 
the  existing  set-up,  the  states  generally 
must  put  up  a  dollar  for  each  dollar 
received. 

The  SASHO  hopes  to  have  the  matching 
formula  for  allocations  to  the  interstate 
highway  system  revised.  The  Association 
feels  that  the  federal  government  should 
put  up  75  cents  for  each  25  cents  put  up 
by  the  states.

Of  the  $25,000,000  presently  set  up  for 
interstate  system  federal-aid.  North  Caro- 
lina gets  about  $613,000,  a  year. 

The  Association  would  like  to  see  the 
interstate  system  allocations  based  on 
population  with  a  guarantee  that  no  state 
would  get  less  than  three-fourths  of  one 
per  cent  of  the  total  funds.  This  would 
mean  bigger  allocations  for  North  Caro- 
lina. 


Doctor  Appointed 

November  1,  Dr.  Charles  Ely  Flowers 
of  Zebulon  took  over  as  Medical  Director 
of  the  State  Prisons  system.  He  replaces 
Dr.  Charles  B.  Angstadt  who  had  filled  the 
post  on  a  part-time  basis  since  Dr.  John 
D.  Browning  was  released  in  October. 

Prison  Director  W.  F.  Bailey  said  Dr. 
Flowers  would  set  up  offices  in  the  Centi-al 
Prison  hospital  and  devote  full  time  to 
supervising  the  medical  needs  of  the 
prison  system's  nearly  10,000  inmates. 

Three  full-time  registered  male  nurses 
will  be  on  duty  at  Central  Prison  to  serve 
in  shifts  around  the  clock.  An  assistant 
will  be  assigned  to  Dr.  Flowers  to  handle 
the  clerical  records  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment. 

Dr.  Flowers  took  two  years  of  his  under- 
graduate work  and  two  years  of  his 
medical  training  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina.  He  completed  medical 
school  in  1913  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  in  Richmond,  interned  at  St. 
Vincent  Hospital  in  Norfolk,  Virginia, 
and  practiced  general  medicine  in  Colum- 
bia, N.  C,  for  two  years.  Later,  he  moved 
back  to  Norfolk  and  practiced  there  until 
called  into  the  Army  Medical  Corps  as 
a  first  lieutenant  in  1917. 

He  spent  a  year  in  France  during 
World  War  I,  saw  action  in  the  Neuse- 
Argonne  forests  and  left  military  service 
as  a  captain  in  1919.  Since  then,  he  has 
been  practicing  medicine  in  Zebulon. 

Dr.  Flowers  is  a  former  president  of  the 
Wake  County  Medical  Society;  a  member 
of  the  international  medical  fraternity, 
Phi  Chi;  an  organizer  and  first  president 
of  the  Zebulon  Rotary  Club,  a  member  of 
the  Zebulon  Lions  Club  and  a  former  vice- 
president  of  the  Zebulon  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. A  Mason,  he  has  served  four  terms 
as  master  of  the  Zebulon  Lodge  and  has 
been  lodge  treasurer  for  the  past  eight 
years.  He  also  is  a  member  and  a  former 
steward  of  the  Zebulon  Methodist  Church. 

Dr.  Flowers  is  the  son  of  the  late

8th  Division  Offices 
To  Move  to  Aberdeen 

Division  headquarters  for  the  Eighth 
Division  will  ))e  relocated  in  Aberdeen. 
The  Commission  at  its  October  meeting 
agreed  to  purchase  2.03  acres  in  Moore 
County  for  the  building  site.  The  new 
building,  similar  in  design  to  other  divi- 
sion headquarters,  will  cost  about  $40,000. 
The  land  will  cost  about  $4,500. 

At  present,  Eighth  Division  headquarters 
are  in  Asheboro,  former  headquarters  of 
the  old  Sixth  Highway  Division.  The 
Eighth  has  no  headquarters  building  now, 
but  rents  space  in  an  Asheboro  building. 

The  change  should  mean  more  efficient 
operations  and  will  not  cause  a  duplica- 
tion of  existing  facilities.  By  transferring 
to  Aberdeen  into  a  State-owned  building, 
it  will  save  rental  money.

Tlicse  four  men — Robert  H.  Harrison,  W.  H.  Rhodes, 
Mack  Galbreath,  and  "Major"  A.  L.  Hooper — attended  the 
recent  SASHO  Convention  in  Asheville.  They  reminisced 
about  the  days  back  in  l!)i;J-'14  when  they  helped  build  a 
dirt  road  from  Greenlee  to  Swannanoa  Gap  in  McDowell 
County.  They  recalled  those  pre-World  War  I  days  before 
the  advent  of  the  N.  C.  State  Highway  Commission  when 
the  engineers  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  actually 
directed  roadbuilding  projects  in  the  State. 

They  remembered  that  $30,000  had  been  set  up  for 
grading  this  mountain  link,  a  precedessor  of  old  No.  10,  of 
the  proposed  "Central  Highway"  from  Morehead  to  Murphy. 
J.  R.  Gibson  as  contractor  graded  a  30-foot  wide  dirt  road 
from  Greenlee  through  Old  F^'ort  to  Mill  Creek.  Honor-grade 
convict  labor  was  used  to  build  from  Mill  Creek  up  the 
Mountainside  past  Andrews  Geyser  to  Swannanoa  Gap.  Will 
Morson,  a  i)ioneer  roadbuilder  who  has  since  retired  from 
State  service,  guided  the  completion  of  this  mountain  road. 

Of  the  four  men  above,  three  are  still  with  the  V.  S. 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads:  Harrison  as  division  engineer  out 
of  the  Chicago  office,  Galbreath  as  district  engineer  of 
Kentucky,  and  Hooper  as  district  engineer  of  North  Caro- 
lina. Rhodes  is  a  district  engineer  of  the  Asphalt  Institute.

Prog  ress  Report  on  Prisoner  Rehabilitation 


Prisons  Director  W.  F.  Bailey  recently  issued  a  2  4-page 
report  on  the  Prison  Department's  rehabilitation  and 
training  program. 

Through  education,  moral  and  religious  training, 
recreational  activities,  applied  psychology  and  psychiatry, 
vocational  training  and  the  expanded  use  of  books,  movies 
and  various  educational  aids,  the  report  said,  the  Prison 
Department  is  helping  its  inmates  become  better  people. 

The  report  explains,  "We  planned  our  program  to  in- 
clude something  that  teaches  right  from  wrong  and  that 
develops  in  the  prisoners  a  good  set  of  ethics  and  the 
proper  attitudes.  Our  program  is  not  designed  to  produce 
just  a  machinist,  but  an  honest  machinist." 

The  report  pointed  out  the  following  progress: 
Having  only  honor-grade  prisoners  at  Caledonia  Prison 
Farm  permits  more  attention  on  farming  and  increasing 
farm  production  and  at  the  same  time,  "provides  one  of 
the  greatest  opportunities  in  the  Prison  Department  for 
rehabilitation  of  Negro  men  through  vocational  training 
in  agriculture." 

A  library  and  classroom  have  been  built  and  equipped 
at  Caledonia,  classes  on  various  educational  levels  are 
being  conducted  and  recreational  facilities  are  being 
increased. 

The  Davie  County  prison  camp  has  been  classified  and 
set  up  to  take  care  of  4  0  physically  handicapped  Negro 
felons,  relieving  other  camps  of  caring  for  these  men. 


The  Yadkin  County  prison  camp  has  been  classified  for 
white  first  offenders  between  21  and  30  years  of  age, 
permitting  them  to  be  segregated  from  more  hardened 
criminals,  and  additional  rehabilitation  activities  are 
being  arranged  for  the  camp. 

The  Raleigh  Youth  Center  has  been  developed  to  pro- 
vide for  young  honor-grade  Negro  prisoners  the  same 
type  of  special  training  given  young  white  prisoners  at 
the  Butner  Youth  Center. 

A  program  to  aid  discharged  prisoners  find  jobs  and 
to  help  them  get  read,justed  in  free  society  has  been 
worked  out  with  the  State  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

At  Central  Prison,  a  midweek  worship  service  has  been 
added  to  the  moral  and  religious  training  program. 

More  than  3  0  per  cent  of  the  road  camps  now  have 
bookmobile  service.  At  16  camps,  permanent  libraries 
have  been  established,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to 
provide  libraries  for  all  8  7. 

To  insure  that  convicts  released  from  prison  have  a  little 
spending  money,  the  Highway  Commission  in  adopting  a 
new  code  of  prison  rules  and  policies  will  furnish  go-home 
money  to  ail  prisoners  released,  paroled  or  pardoned,  except 
short-termers  convicted  of  misdemeanors.  Those  who  have 
served  from  two  to  15  years  will  get  $15.00;  those  with  more 
than  15  years  time  will  get  $25.00.  Released  prisoners  should 
then  be  able  to  pay  their  way  until  they  can  rejoin  their 
families  or  find  work.

The  Forest  Drive-In  Theater  and  the  new  multi- 
million-dollar Westinghouse  Plant  are  shown  on  the  right  side  of  the 
road.  Employees  of  the  plant  should  be  able  to  drive  in  and  out  of  the 
plant  with  ease. 


One  of  the  hardest-working  but  least 
heralded  groups  in  the  State  Highway 
Commission  is  the  legal  department. 

Chief  Counsel  R.  Brookes  Peters,  a 
I  former  Mayor  of  Tarboro  and  a  Special 
sAssistant  to  the  U.  S.  Attorney  for  the 
Eastern  District  of  North  Carolina,  in 
Wilmington,  heads  the  highway  legal 
department.  He  is  ably  assisted  by  Ken- 
neth Wooten  (a.  Duke  law  graduate), 
Lawrence  Beltman  (a  Duke  law  grad- 
uate), and  Willys  Hooper  (a  Wake  Forest 
law  graduate).  Not  only  do  these  four 
men  handle  all  legal  matters  pertaining 
to  highway  affairs  but  they  are  also  re- 
sponsible for  all  the  legal  work  of  the 
Prison  Department. 

Before  1946,  two  attoi-neys  were  em- 
ployed to  handle  all  legal  matters  for  the 
Highway  Commission.  Since  then,  dis- 
putes over  right-of-way  damage  and  over 
claims  arising  from  accidents  with  state 
equipment,  plus  prison  cases  and  prob- 
lems, have  grown  in  such  leaps  and 
bounds  that  four  lawyers  are  necessary 
to  handle  all  the  law  work. 

This  busy  group  takes  their  vast 
responsibilities  seriously,  spending  many 
after-working  hours  poring  over  law 
briefs,  gathering  information,  and  study- 
ing past  court  cases.  In  their  group  of 
offices  on  the  second  floor  of  the  new 
highway  building  in  Raleigh,  they  have 
access  to  a  well-stocked  law  library. 

According  to  Chief  Counsel  Peters, 
about  100  law  suits  over  acquisition  of 
right-of-way  become  court  cases  every 
year.  Today's  numerous  court  cases  are 
a  far  cry  from  the  early  highway  days, 
iiome  30  years  ago,  when  Tar  Heels  were 
only  too  glad,  even  anxious  to  give  their 
land  so  that  a  road  could  go  through. 

Since  the  Commission  is  a  State  agency, 
it  is  vested  with  the  power  of  "eminent 
domain",  the  authority  to  take  and  devote 
private  property  for  public  purposes.  This 
means  that  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion has  the  right  to  condemn  land  for 
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public  highways  and  for  certain  other 
purposes. 

Peters  explains  that  the  use  of  the  right 
of  "eminent  domain"  is  a  last-resort 
proceeding.  Usually,  the  Commission, 
through  its  attorneys  and  right-of-way 
engineers,  tries  to  reach  a  fair  and  equit- 
able financial  settlement  with  property 
owners  out  of  court. 

Settlements  are  based  on  the  difference 
in  the  fair  market  value  of  the  property 
before  and  after  a  road  goes  through.  The 
price  offered  by  the  Commission  is  usually 
based  on  an  appraisal  of  this  difference. 
The  law  recognizes  that  roads  may  benefit 
property  owners.  It  says  that  in  all  in- 
stances of  settling  easement  claims  "the 
general  and  special  benefits  shall  be 
assessed  as  offset  against  damages." 
Should  a  road  devaluate  the  adjoining 
property,  the  Commission  pays  the  owner 
the  difference  in  the  land  value  before 
and  after  the  road  is  completed. 

"When  a  stalemate  develops  in  negogia- 
tions  over  a  financial  settlement  for  land, 
either  the  Commission  or  the  dissatis- 
fied property-owner  can  institute  a  pro- 
ceeding and  request  the  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  to  appoint  an  unbiased, 
disinterested  group  of  three  "freeholders" 
to  make  an  appraisal  of  the  property. 

An  appeal  from  the  ruling  of  the  Clerk 
on  the  report  of  the  three  commissioners 
can  be  made  by  either  the  property-owner 
or  the  Commission  to  the  Superior  Court. 
Then  it's  up  to  the  Commission's  lawyers 
to  represent  and  protect  the  State's  in- 
terests in  such  cases. 

An  unusual  case  developed  recently  in 
one  of  the  Piedmont  counties.  A  dissatis- 


fied property-owner  refused  the  settle- 
ment offered  by  the  Commission  and  took 
his  grievances  to  court,  suing  the  Com- 
mission for  $100,000  property  damage. 
Final  determination  of  the  amount  rests 
in  the  hands  of  the  jury  who  are  under 
instructions  from  the  court  as  to  what 
the  law  is.  In  this  case,  the  jury  rejected 
the  plea  for  $100,000  property  damage 
and  found  that  the  benefits  from  the  road 
more  than  offset  any  damage. 

Another  phase  of  the  legal  department's 
activities  deals  with  cases  arising  from 
accidents  with  state  equipment.  Since  a 
citizen  cannot  sue  the  State  except  as 
authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  the 
1951  Legislature  passed  a  "torts  claim" 
law  which  provides  that  an  individual  can 
sue  a  State  agency  for  claims  arising  as 
a  result  of  a  negligent  act  of  a  State  em- 
ployee while  acting  within  the  scope  of 
his  employment  and  without  contributory 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  claimant. 
Such  accident  claims  may  only  be  brought 
before  the  Industrial  Commission,  which 
has  been  constituted  by  the  Legislature 
as  a  court  to  hear  such  claims.  Attorney 
Kenneth  Wooten  handles  most  of  these 
claims  against  the  Commission. 

A  brief  look  into  the  highway  legal 
history  reveals  that  Walter  Calioon,  of 
Elizabeth  City,  was  the  first  attorney 
employed  by  the  fledgling  Highway  Com- 
mission back  in  1921. 

In  1925,  Charles  Ross  became  Chief 
Counsel  for  the  Commission.  His  able 
handling  of  the  Commission's  legal  affairs 
was  nationally  recognized.  He  had  the 
distinction   of   having   appeared    in  the

US  1  WILL  BE  MODERNIZED 


The  Highway  Commission  plans  to  con- 
vert narrow  and  winding  US  1  into  a 
first  class,  mainline  highway.  Worn  and 
outmoded  sections  will  be  rebuilt,  by- 
passes will  be  run  around  Henderson  and 
Sanford  and  major  improvements  will  be 
made  at  Raleigh,  between  Aberdt>en  and 
the  Richmond  County  line  and  between 
Henderson  and  the  Virginia  line. 

The  two  members  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission through  whose  areas  US  1  travels 
— Fifth  Division  Commissioner  Donnie 
A.  Sorrell  of  Durham  and  Eighth  Divi- 
sion Commissioner  Forrest  Lockey  of 
Aberdeen — said  the  work  would  be  done 
as  rapidly  as  funds  become  available. 
They  stressed  that  all  the  needed  improve- 
ments could  not  be  completed  at  once. 

They  described  their  plans  to  modernize 
US  1  as  a  long-range  policy  and  pledged 
joint  cooperation  in  getting  work  under- 
way. Their  goal  is  to  see  that  US  1,  one 
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of  the  State's  main  north-south  routes, 
would  be  modernized  to  adequately  carry 
heavy,  through  and  local  traffic. 

US  1  runs  from  Virginia  through 
Warren,  Vance,  Franklin,  Wake,  Lee, 
Moore  and  Richmond  counties  into  South 
Carolina.  Sorrell  is  responsible  for  its 
north  end.  Lockey  is  in  charge  of  the 
southern  part. 

During  the  past  eight  years,  76  per  cent 
or  114.6  miles  of  North  Carolina's  part 
of  US  1  have  been  renovated,  but  88  miles 
still  remain  inadequate  for  traffic  needs. 
The  postwar  traflBc  surge  has  put  a  heavy 
burden  on  the  road  and  rendered  many 
sections  obsolete. 

Sorrell  said  that  surveys  now  are  being 
made  for  a  I)y-pass  around  the  southeast 
side  of  Henderson.  Instead  of  running 
through  town,  the  new  road  would  leave 
US  1  in  the  vicinity  of  Bear  Pond,  head 
northeast  and  rejoin  US  1  in  the  vicinity 
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of  Greystone  Quarry,  skirting  congested 
mill  developments  on  Henderson's  east 
side. 

Governor  Umstead  recently  made  an 
initial  allocation  of  $500,000  for  the  Hen 
derson  by-pass.  At  least  $1,000,000  more 
will  be  needed.  i 

North  of  Henderson,  US  1  eventually 
will  be  relocated  and  sent  north  to  Vir-> 
ginia  as  a  segment  of  the  federal  inter-i 
state  highway  system,  joining  a  segment! 
which  comes  in  from  Greensboro  by  way: 
of  Durham  and  Oxford.  To  meet  federal; 
standards  for  safety,  this  section  willf 
have  a  260-foot  right-of-way,  separated  byj 
grade  crossings,  limited  access,  and 
divided  lanes. 

South  of  Henderson,  US  1  recently  was, 
rerouted  to  bypass  Franklinton,  Youngs- 
ville,  and  Wake  Forest.  As  funds  permit, 
this  section  will  be  made  dual  lane.  The 
Commission  acquired  a  200-foot  right-of- 
way  so  that  the  extra  lane  might  be  added 
when  needed  later. 

At  Raleigh,  plans  are  being  developed 
for  relocating  US  1  to  cross  over  US  1-A 
and  run  under  the  Seaboard  railroad  and 
back  of  the  Raleigh  Bonded  Warehouse  to 
connect  with  the  Dawson  Street  project 
now  under  construction. 

Lockey  said  that  surveys  were  being 
made  for  the  Sanford  bypass.  It  will 
carry  US  1  around  the  west  side  of  San- 
ford and  eliminate  a  number  of  bad  curves 
— including  Brantley  curve,  the  scene  of 
many  accidents — south  of  Sanford. 

Sorrell  and  Lockey  pointed  out  the 
improvements  would  take  time  and 
money.  The  program  will  not  be  com- 
pleted overnight  or  in  one  long  push. 
However,  they  assured  i-esidents  along 
US  1  that  they  are  well  aware  of  their 
traffic  problems  and  that  needed  improve- 
ments would  be  made  as  funds  become 
available. 

Editorially,  the  Henderson  Dispatch 
said,  "Thanks  to  new  highway  commis- 
sioners in  districts  which  US  1  traverses 
across  the  State,  that  original  main  artery 
of  travel  between  north  and  south  appears 
to  be  assuredly  on  its  way  back  to  its 
former  eminence  as  the  nation's  greatest 
highway.  Fortunately,  this  Henderson 
area  stands  to  benefit  tremendously  from 
such  improvement." 

And  later,  "US  1  is  on  its  way  back  to 
preference  with  travelers  and  Henderson 
will  rise  and  expand  with  it  if  the  com- 
munity will  only  grasp  the  opportunity 
that  lies  at  its  very  doorstep." 

To  reassure  those  who  feared  that  plans 
to  improve  US  1  might  mean  a  diversion 
of  the  money  allocated  to  US  301,  Chair- 
man Graham  and  Chief  Engineer  Rogers 
said  the  Commission  has  no  intention  of 
diverting  money  earmarked  for  301  to 
other  projects.

These  shots  were  made  of  construction  on  the  12.7  mile 
relocation  of  US  70  from  the  junction  of  NC  61  at  Whitsett 
to  the  junction  of  US  421  south  of  Greensboro. 

Work  was  started  in  March,  1953.  First  picture  shows  the 
falsework  for  an  arch  culvert.  After  the  concrete  is  poured, 
the  falsework  will  be  lowered,  put  on  rollers  and  pulled 
down  to  the  other  half  of  the  culvert,  put  up  again  on  wedges 
and  used  again. 


.Middle  pitturc  shows  another  type  of  structure,  a  box 
culvert,  on  the  same  project'. 

Third  scene  shows  the  completed  grading  on  this  stretcli. 

R.  L.  Hickerson  is  the  resident  engineer.  F.  A.  Triplett, 
Inc.  holds  the  structure  contract  while  Boyle  Construction 
Company  is  building  the  roadway.  Total  cost  of  the  roadway 
and  structures  will  run  close  to  $700,000  for  this  12.7  mile 
job.

trial  of  cases  in  each  of  the  100  counties 
of  the  State.  His  connection  with  the 
Commission  spanned  20  years. 

In  1937,  Ernest  Gardner  of  Shelby  was 
retained  as  a  special  attorney  for  the 
Commission  in  acquiring  land  for  con- 
struction of  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway.  He 
assisted  in  some  other  claims,  mostly  in 
the  western  part  of  the  State. 

George  Patton,  of  Franklin,  was  em- 
ployed for  a  one-year  term  in  1945  until 
a  permanent  attorney  could  be  hired. 
Since  that  time,  Patton  has  been  serving 
as  a  Special  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court. 

In  September,  1946,  R.  Brookes  Peters 
became  Chief  Counsel.  A  graduate  of  the 
Rocky  Mount  Law  School,  where  he 
studied  under  the  late  Judge  George  P. 
Pell,  Peters  was  a  practicing  attorney  in 
Tarboro  for  12  years.  Just  prior  to  head- 
ing the  Commission's  legal  staff,  he  was 
a  Special  Assistant  to  the  U.  S.  Attorney 
for  the  Eastern  District  of  North  Caro- 
lina. Peters  was  Mayor  of  Tarboro  for 
four  years,  1937-41. 

Since  joining  the  Commission,  Peters 
has  twice  appeared  before  the  highest 
legal  court  in  the  land — the  United  States 
Supreme  Court.  He  represented  the  Com- 
mission in  the  case  of  BROWN  vs.  ALLEN 
(a  proceeding  against  the  warden  of 
Central  Prison  to  stay  an  execution).  He 
argued  the  case  before  the  Supreme  Court 
and  in  its  decision  the  Court  sustained  the 
Commission's  position. 

In  1948,  Kenneth  Wooten  was  added  to 
the  legal  staff.  His  specialities  are  knotty 
property  condemnation  cases  and  accident 
cases  involving  state  equipment. 

E.  0.  Brogden  served  three  years  as  a 
highway  lawyer  before  being  recalled  to 


Navy  service  in  1951.  He  is  now  on  mili- 
tary leave. 

In  1951,  Larry  Beltman  was  employed. 
His  main  legal  forte  is  dealing  with 
prison  problems  and  cases.  Such  cases 
have  grown  to  such  proportions  in  recent 
years  that  he  spends  90  per  cent  of  his 
time  unsnarling  prison  cases. 

Since  1952  Willys  Hooper  has  been 
spending  the  majority  of  his  time  and 
talent  on  accident  and  damage  suits 
against  the  Commission. 

Daily  the  legal  staff  must  study  and 
interpret  highway  laws  in  relation  to 
each  specific  case.  They  must  call  on 
their  wealth  of  legal  knowledge  and 
experience  to  capably  present  the  Com- 
mission's side  of  any  legal  controversy. 

In  all  their  law  work,  which  calls  for 
a  high  degree  of  accuracy  and  attention 
to  details,  the  highway  lawyers  count 
heavily  on  the  services  of  four  efficient 
secretaries.  Virginia  Lyon  is  secretary  to 
Chief  Counsel  Peters;  Barbara  Sykes  to 
Kenneth  Wooten;  Ella  Mae  Sorrell  to 
Larry  Beltman;  and  Alice  Gorham  to 
Willys  Hooper.

Upham  to  Design  Good

Upham  has  been  retained  by 
Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  which  has  the 
project  under  contract.  Upham  was 
chief  highway  engineer  during  the  early 
twenties.  Frank  Page  was  chairman. 
Together  they  directed  the  building  of 
many  of  North  Carolina's  early  good 
roads. 

Upham  was  executive  secretary  of  the 
American  Road  Builders  Association  for 
many  years.  He  gained  an  international 
reputation  as  a  roads  expert.

Dr.  William 
McGehee,  chairman  of  the  Prison  Ad- 
visory  Council;  State  Representative  John 
Umstead,  Chairman  of  State  Hospital 
Board  of  Controls;  Dr.  Ellen  Winston. 
Commissioner  of  the  State  Board  of 
Public  Welfare;  and  Blaine  M.  Madison, 
assistant  director  of  Prisons  in  charge 
of  rehabilitation  and  training;  spoke  to 
the  group.  Governor  William  B.  Umstead 
delivered  the  principal  address.  He  com- 
mended his  brother,  John  Umstead,  for 
his  zealous  work  for  years  in  bettering 
institutions  and  schools  throughout  the 
State.  Mr.  Lougee  presented  the  United 


States  Flag  to  Superintendent  James 
Waite.  The  VFW  Color  Guard  of  Durham 
raised  the  flag. 

After  years  as  a  counselor  with  the 
Domestic  Relations  Court  in  Raleigh, 
James  Waite  was  offered  the  position  of 
heading  up  the  new  Youth  Center.  With 
no  precedent  to  follow,  no  similar  prison 
establishment  to  study,  Waite  through 
trial  and  error  has  slowly  evolved  a  work- 
ing organization  for  the  Center.  He  has 
gathered  an  inspired  group  of  men  to 
help  him  in  ministering  to  the  boys.  The 
assistant  superintendent  is  Robert  Jones. 
The  rehabilitation  and  guidance  staff 
consists  of  Lawrence  Kincaid  in  charge 
of  recreation  and  athletics;  William  Smith 
deals  with  administration;  Albert  Wad- 
ford,  in  charge  of  maintenance  of  build- 
ings and  grounds;  Alfred  Wilson,  Jr.,  in 
charge  of  religious  instruction  and 
property  supervisor;  Dr.  John  W.Wagner, 
medical  officer;  William  C.  Thompson, 
director  of  eduction;  and  Robert  G. 
Kellogg  who  is  in  charge  of  classification. 
Mrs.  Christine  Williams  is  secretary. 

Second  Chance 

The  Youth  Center  affords  the  young, 
white  first  law-offender  a  second  chance 
as  well  as  an  opportunity  to  find  himself. 
Waite  and  his  staff  of  counselors  strive 
to  instill  in  the  boys  an  affectionate  re- 
spect not  only  for  them  but  for  others 
in  the  community.  The  staff  realizes  the 
basic  desire  in  most  people  to  feel  ap- 
proved by  their  fellow  human  beings  so 
they  help  the  boys  to  want  to  be  approved. 

The  boys  come  to  the  Center  with 
sentences  from  one  year  through  life  for 
crimes  ranging  from  misdemeanors 
through  felonies.  Upon  arrival,  a  new 
prisoner  is  assigned  two  "big  brothers", 
boys  who  are  already  acclimated  to  life 
at  the  Center,  who  show  him  around  and 
familiarize  him  with  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations. The  new  arrival  is  given  mental 
and  personality  tests  and  then  assigned 
work  on  the  Butner  farms.  Regular  pro- 
gress reports  are  kept  on  each  boy.  Indi- 
vidual counselling  by  the  staff  members 
is  stressed.  Regularly  the  counselors  meet 
and  review  progress  of  each  boy. 

Honor  System 

A  demerit  system  similar  to  the  rules  of 
any  boys'  school  is  used.  Infractions  of 
these  established  rules  of  conduct  mean 
a  loss  of  privileges  for  the  offender.  A 
serious  infraction  of  rules  can  mean  ship- 
ment of  the  boy  to  a  road  camp.  Although 
there  are  no  bars  or  fences,  each  boy 
soon  learns  that  should  he  escape  there 
is  no  return  to  the  Center  for  him. 


Since  the  Butner  Youth  Center  is 
jointly  controlled  by  the  Prison  Depart- 
ment and  the  State  Hospital  Board  of 
Controls,  the  boys  are  assigned  in  teams 
under  a  hospital  foreman  to  work  on  the 
Butner  farms,  at  the  water  purification 
plant,  in  the  boiler  room.  They  also  help 
the  carpenters  and  electricians  to  keep 
the  Butner  community  with  its  own  water 
system,  police  and  fire  departments,  in 
repairs. 

During  World  War  II,  the  Government 
bought  up  30,000  acres  and  established 
Camp  Butner,  one  of  the  largest  military 
hospitals  in  the  country. 

Since  that  historic  day  back  in  1949 
when  the  Center  was  opened,  an  expan- 
sion program  has  seen  the  construction 
of  a  compact  administration  building  with 
staff  offices,  a  small  dispensary  and  a 
clothing  supply  office  where  each  boy  is 
assigned  clean  fatigues  every  day.  Back 
of  the  administration  building  and  con- 
nected by  a  covered  walkway  are  two  one- 
story  dormitories  with  accommodations 
for  50  boys  in  each.  The  boys  eat  in  a 
clean  dining  hall. 

Still  abuilding  is  the  new  recreation 
building  where  leatherwork  and  carpentry 
will  be  taught.  There'll  be  a  canteen, 
pool  tables,  ping-pong  tables,  barbershop 
and  a  darkroom  for  the  camera  enthu- 
siast. 

Chapel  to  be  built 

The  last  building  to  be  built  will  be 
the  religious  and  education  building. 
Soon  the  boys  will  have  a  chapel  of  their 
own.  Instead  of  attending  Sunday  School 
and  Church  at  churches  in  nearby  towns, 
the  boys  will  be  able  to  hold  their  services 
right  at  the  Center.  There'll  be  a  library 
and  classrooms  in  this  building. 

Twice  a  week  classes  are  held  at  night. 
Instruction  ranges  from  illiteracy  classes 
through  the  12th  grade  in  high  school. 
Waite  and  his  counselors  hold  open 
forums  on  topics  ranging  from  patriotism, 
narcotics,  citizenship,  new  changes  in 
prison  policy,  American  heritage  through 
alcoholism.  Importance  of  these  discus- 
sions is  to  guide  the  boys  into  a  new  sense 
of  values  and  to  remold  their  attitudes. 
Some  nights,  visual  aid  films  (borrowed 
from  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
library)  are  shown. 

Sports  play  an  important  part  in  teach- 
ing the  boys  teamwork  and  sportsman- 
ship. The  Center  has  its  own  baseball, 
touch  football,  and  basketball  teams 
which  play  outside  teams  in  the  Butner 
area.  The  boys  have  a  hill  billy  band 
which  plays  on  occasion  for  civic  groups. 
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Dunn  Protest  Heard 

The  three  State  Highway  Commis- 
sioners— Forrest  Lockey  of  the  Eighth, 
C.  Heide  Trask  of  the  Third,  and  H. 
Maynard  Hicks  of  the  Second —  assign- 
ed by  Chairman  Graham  to  hear  protests 
to  plans  for  routing  US  301  past  Dunn 
voted  after  a  hearing  in  Lillington, 
November  20,  to  let  the  plans  stand  un- 
changed. 

Harnett  County  residents,  business- 
men and  county  and  town  officials  at- 
tended the  hearing.  Tourist  court  opera- 
tors claimed  the  proposed  relocation  of 
US  301  to  by-pass  Dunn  would  hurt 
business. 

Chief  Counsel  R.  Brookes  Peters  ex- 
plained that  the  law  gives  local  govern- 
ment boards  affected  by  highway 
changes  the  right  to  file  formal  protests 
within  30  days  after  a  map  showing 
the  proposed  changes  is  posted.  If  no 
protests  develop,  the  plans  go  into  effect. 
When  there  are  protests,  then  the  High- 
way Commission  holds  a  public  hearing. 

The  Dunn  by-pass,  part  of  a  master 
plan  for  rebuilding  US  301  across  the 
State,  was  worked  out  in  line  with  re- 
quirements established  by  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads.  US  301  has 
been  designated  by  the  Federal  agency 
as  part  of  the  inter-regional  highway 
system  which  requires  broad  2  60-foot 
rights-of-way,  divided  lane  pavements, 
separated  grade  crossings,  service  roads 
and  limited  access  restrictions. 

Chief  Engineer  W.  H.  Rogers,  Jr., 
told  the  Lillington  hearing  the  federal 
government  wants  the  inter-regional 
highways  started  immediately.  It  has 
asked  that  they  be  given  top  priority 
over  all  other  highway  construction. 
The  standards  are  so  high  that  inter- 
regional highways  cannot  be  run  easily 
through  towns.  This  is  why  the  Com- 
mission must  by-pass  Dunn  and  other 
towns  along  US  301. 

Rogers  said  301  will  eventually  re- 
semble one  of  the  newer  toll  turnpikes. 
The  two  main  traffic  lanes  will  sep- 
arated. Turn-offs  will  be  limited,  and 
trafiic  will  be  able  to  leave  and  enter 
the  road  only  at  designated  points.  This 
must  be  done  to  handle  the  through 
traffic  inter-regional  roads  must  handle. 
Safety  is  another  important  factor. 

When  the  work  is  finished,  US  301 
will  run  to  the  east  of  Kenly,  Micro, 
Selma,  Smithfield,  Four  Oaks,  Benson 
and  Dunn.  The  Dunn  by-pass  will  leave 
present  highway  south  of  Dunn  and 
lead  past  town  to  the  Johnston  County 
line  at  Mingo  Creek.  It  will  join  another

Policy  Clarified 

Chairman  Graham  recently  clarified 
the  Commission's  policy  in  regard  to 
building  access  roads  to  industrial 
plants.  He  said  the  policy  for  road  build- 
ing is  no  different  for  new  industry  then 
for  established  plants. 

North  Carolina,  he  explained,  has 
many  good  plant  sites  along  side  roads 
already  built,  but  if  a  manufacturer 
wants  to  go  off  into  a  remote  section 
without  access  roads  for  some  reason, 


such  as  reaching  a  water  supply,  the 
State  will  provide  a  rock  road  during 
construction.  1 

Then  when  the  plant  has  become  a 
"citizen"  of  North  Carolina  and  has 
workers  wanting  to  move  to  and  from 
the  plant,  with  developing  transporta-l 
tion  needs,  the  Commission  will  provide 
whatever  type  of  road  is  justified. 

The  older,  established  plants  have  the! 
same  approach  to  the  State  and  will  be 
treated  as  new  plants.  They  have  noli 
been  requesting  access  roads  because 
they  largely  have  the  roads  they  need. 

Grading  Completed 

The  grading  and  structures  on  the  11.8: 
mile  relocation  of  US  29  and  70  betweer 
Groometown  and  Thomasville  was  com 
pleted  in  November. 

Total  cost  of  the  "largest  grading  jol 
ever  let  in  the  Piedmont"  was  set  at 
$2,004,694.  Kiker  and  Yount,  Inc.,  ol 
Reidsville  did  the  grading  which  cost 
$489,433.  Contracts  for  the  structures  were 
let  in  two  segments.  John  H.  Brinkley  ol 
Thomasville  and  W.  F.  Brinkley  of  Granite 
Quarry  built  the  bridges,  underpasses  and 
culverts  for  a  total  cost  of  $864,836.  I 

Right-of-way  cost  $515,000  for  the  proji 
posed  24-foot  dual  lanes  with  a  30-foot 
grass  plot  between.  A  ten  per  cent  fee  fori 
engineering  and  contingencies  of  $135,425i 
pushed  the  total  grading  project  above 
$2,000,000. 

Unusual  features  of  the  project  are  the 
260-foot  right-of-way,  the  even  greater  i 
width  at  intersections,  and  the  limited 
access  to  the  highway.  These  high  engi 
neering  standards  conform  with  the  re 
quirements  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Roads.; 

According  to  Division  Engineer  T.  A. 
Burton,  the  grading  project  involved  the 
moving  of  1,600,000  cubic  yards  of  earth.'. 
Because  of  the  uneven  terrain,  highway 
fills  were  as  deep  as  94  feet  and  cuts 
were  up  to  110  feet. 

No  provision  has  been  made  as  yet  for 
paving  the  section  from  Groometown  to 
the  northwest  edge  of  Randolph  County, 
three  miles  east  of  Thomasville.

Truck  Weight  Report 

An  interim  report  on  loadometer  truck 
weight  surveys  was  recently  made  by  the 
Division  of  Statistics  and  Planning. 

Despite  warnings  by  highway  engineers, 
the  1953  General  Assembly  raised  the 
weight  limits  for  trucks.  The  1953  legisla- 
tion "materially  weakened"  the  controls 
provided  by  1951  legislation.  The  1951 
General  Assembly  authorized  the  con- 
struction of  ten  permanent  pit-scale  truck 
weighing  stations  along  major  truck 
routes.  Definite  overweight  penalties  were 
fixed  on  an  ascending  scale  to  replace  the 
old  system  of  flat  fines. 

The  permanent  weight  stations  began 
operating  during  the  early  part  of  1952. 
The  result  was  a  "very  substantial  im- 
provement in  the  reduction  of  illegal 
axle  loads." 

Just  as  the  weighing  stations  and  the 
1951  General  Assembly's  over-weight  pen- 
alties were  beginning  to  function  well, 
the  1953  General  Assembly  lifted  the  axle 
load  limit  from  18,000  pounds  to  19,000 
pounds.  Although  penalties  for  overload- 
ing above  the  new  19,000  pound  limit  were 
increased,  the  increase  in  the  load  limit 
was  so  broad  that  very  few  truckers 
worried  about  being  penalized. 

The  report  says,  "The  legal  limit  became 
so  high  as  to  make  the  effect  of  these 
increases  (in  penalties)  questionable,  if 
not  academic." 

True,  there  was  a  "slight  but  definite 
increase  in  gross  weights  of  some  trucks 
even  before  1953."  However,  axle  weight 
and  not  gross  weight  is  the  thing  to 
watch. 

In  conclusion,  "It  is  a  fact  well  known 
to  highway  engineers  but  little  realized 
by  the  public  that  load  damage  to  roads 
is  in  terms  of  the  wheel  or  axle  load, 
rather  than  the  gross  or  total  load  of  a 
truck.  Ever  since  there  have  been  numer- 


ous large  trucks  in  North  Carolina,  the 
legal  axle  load  on  pneumatic  tires  has 
been  18,000  pounds.  Therefore,  the  high- 
ways were  designed  on  this  basis,  and 
they  constitute  the  highway  system  which 
we  have  today." 

The  Winston-Salem  Journal  commented, 
".  .  .  no  state  should  sacrifice  the  endur- 
ance of  its  own  highways  by  allowing 
more  truck  load  weights  on  its  highways 
than  they  can  stand.  The  problem  of 
establishing  uniform  weight  and  size 
standards  for  trucks  should  be  worked 
co-operatively  by  the  several  states." 

The  Hickory  Record  concludes,  ".  .  . 
Taxpayers  everywhere  are  entitled  to 
have  their  interests  protected,  and  the 
truckers  would  be  better  off  to  know  that 
a  load  which  is  legal  in  North  Carolina 
is  also  legal  in  adjoining  States,  on  all 
the  main  highways,  at  least."

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Landscape  Men  Meet 

Landscape  Engineer  Frank  Brant 
presided  over  informal  discussions  when 
his  Assistant  Landscape  Engineers  and 
Landscape  Supervisors  came  in  from 
all  over  the  State  for  a  two-day  meet- 
ing, December  9-10,  in  Raleigh. 

Chief  Engineer  W.  H.  Rogers,  Jr., 
Equipment  Engineer  B.  W.  Davis,  and 
Sam  Badgett  of  Personnel  spoke  briefly 
to  the  group. 

Brant  explained  in  detail  a  new 
system  of  keeping  landscape  cost 
records.  In  September,  each  division 
set  up  a  division-wide  betterment  fund 
to  finance  roadside  development  in  their 
respective  areas.  This  new  system  will 
give  a  more  accurate  record  of  land- 
scape expenses  as  well  as  make  for  uni- 
form records.  The  new  method  of 
distribution  will  give  a  good  idea  of  the 
total  cost  of  landscape  work  over  a 
period  of  years. 

The  men  discussed  the  kind  and  rates 
of  application  of  seed  and  fertilizer  for 
erosion  control.  Notes  were  compared 
on  the  success  of  various  methods. 

Brant  lead  a  discussion  on  the  merits 
of  a  new  hydraulic  seeder  which  mixes 
seed  and  fertilizer  together  in  a  large 
tank  of  water.  The  seed,  fertilizer  and 
water  are  then  sprayed  on  the  banks 
and  shoulders  of  roads.  Brant  empha- 
sized that  the  State's  use  of  t  he 
hydraulic  seeder  (the  Commission  has 
two)  is  in  the  experimental  stage.  The 
landscape  department  hopes  to  save 
time  and  manpower  in  using  this 
hydraulic  seeder.  To  date  the  results 
have  been  promising. 

Fescue  and  lespedeza  are  used  uni- 
versally for  erosion  control  along  the 
State's  vast  road  system.  Some  white 
clover  is  sown  in  the  west. 

By  seeding  shoulders  and  cut  and  fill 
slopes,  the  landscape  men  protect  the 
roadsides  against  soil  erosion  and  also 
obtain  an  added  dividend  of  improved 
highway  appearance.

Project  Adequate 
Roads  Explained 

After  the  December  Commission  meet- 
ing, the  Commissioners  met  with  other 
interested  highway  users  in  the  audi- 
torium of  the  highway  building  to  hear 


a  program  sponsored  by  the  Highway 
Users  Conference  and  the  Project  Ade- 
quate Roads  group.  L.  Y.  Ballentine,  State 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  introduced 
the  chairman  of  PAR,  Clem  D.  Johnson. 
Mr.  Johnson,  a  former  vice-president  of 
the  U.  S.  Chamber  of  Commerce  keynoted 
his  talk  with  "adequate  roads  don't  cost, 
they  pay."  He  cited  national  traffic,  gaso- 
line and  highway  statistics  to  back  up 
his  statement.  He  said,  "Adequate  roads 
are  essential  to  America,  we  can't  afford 
not  to  have  them." 

Earlier  Roy  Jorgensen,  consulting 
engineer  of  the  Highway  Users  Confer-

More  Federal  Aid      Brinkley  to  Graduate 


It  is  better  to  make  mistakes  in  trying 
in  to  make  the  mistake  of  not  trying

After  20  years  of  trying  to  persuade 
Congress  to  give  up  the  federal  gasoline 
tax  (two  cents  per  gallon)  in  favor  of 
letting  the  states  alone  tax  that  com- 
modity, the  American  Association  of 
State  Highway  Officials  changed  that 
policy  at  its  39th  annual  meeting  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  November  10-13.  Now 
the  AASHO  has  decided  to  drop  opposi- 
tion to  the  federal  gasoline  tax,  but 
want  Congress  to  appropriate  more  of 
the  tax  money  for  highways.  Instead  of 
the  approximately  $575,000,000  that  the 
Federal  government  now  turns  back  to 
the  states  every  year,  the  highway 
officials  recommended  that  $900,000,- 
000  be  the  very  minimum  appropriation 
for  federal  aid.  The  policy  statement 
proposes  four  authorizations  for  regular 
federal-aid  funds  on  an  annual  basis: 
Interstate  System,  $250,000,000;  Pri- 
mary System,  $292,000,000;  Secondary 
System,  $195,000,000;  and  Urban 
System,  $162,000,000.  It  was  further 
recommended  that  the  federal-aid  Pri- 
mary, Secondary,  and  Urban  allocations 
be  distributed  among  the  states  on  the 
existing  50-federal  and  50-state  basis.

Roads  Enter  New  Era

North  Carolina's  primary  highways, 
rrying  73  per  cent  of  the  State's  rural 
Dtor  vehicle  traffic,  are  definitely  head- 
into  a  new  era  known  to  engineers 
"limited   access."   This   feature  is 
|ainly  a  safety  device  in  these  days 
fast  travel  and  heavy,  ever-growing 
^afflc. 

These  arterial  highways  have  been 
ag  neglected.  Today  finds  them  the 
imediate  object  of  attention  by  our 
Commissioners  and  the  general 
idces  here.  The  secondary  roads  pro- 
am,  as  important  as  it  was  to  meet 
e  demands  of  the  people,  of  nec-essity 
nsumed  much  of  the  Commission's 
ne  and  money  since  the  end  of  World 
ar  II.  There  was  neither  the  time  nor 
e  man-power  to  keep  the  first-line 
ghways  in  step  with  the  times.  But 
w  we  face  the  demands  of  necessity; 
d  we  must  in  humaneness  try  in  every 
iv  to  prevent  more  slaughter  on  all 

our  67,500  miles  of  roads  and  high- 
,ys.   and   especially   on   the  heavier 
ed  segments. 
Limited  access"  means  greater  safe-

.  ers.  It  means  that  traffic  will  be  able 
travel   mainline   routes   safe  from

-  roads,  business  establishments  and 
ate  drives. 
Along  most  State  highways,  property 

ners  have  had  the  right  to  build  as 
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close  to  the  road  as  they  wished,  pro- 
vided they  stayed  back  of  the  right-of- 
way  line.  As  a  result,  every  local  road 
and  driveway  tied  directly  into  the  main 
highway,  and  each  entering  vehicle  was 
a  real  hazard. 

The  "limited  access"  policy,  so 
successfully  tested  in  highly  congested 
areas  of  many  states,  will  change  all 
that.  Under  it,  only  important  connect- 
ing roads  and  streets  will  tie  directly 
into  the  main  routes,  and  even  these  will 
be  fed  by  way  of  specially  engineered 
intersections.  Crossroads  will  traverse 
overpasses  and  underpasses.  Cloverleaf 
interchanges  will  become  as  common- 
place as  bypasses,  and  sideline  traffic 
will  be  handled  by  service  roads. 

In  most  cases,  service  roads  will  run 
parallel  to  main  highways.  A  motorist 
wishing  to  find  a  tourist  court  or  a  fill- 
ing station  may  pull  out  of  the  main 
traffic  stream  into  a  service  road.  Small 
side  streets  and  private  drives  will, 
where  necessary,  be  set  back  on  service 
roads.  And  service  roads  will  be  pro- 
vided for  local  use  in  towns  and  built- 
up  rural  areas. 

Strictly  speaking,  ""limited  access"  is 
not  new  in  North  Carolina.  As  early  as 
1944  and  19  45  our  Highway  officials  and 
engineers  were  trying  to  employ  this 
feattire.  We  have  several  such  segments 
in  operation  now.  Perhaps  our  major 
examples  are  the  sections  of  US  29-70 
which  bypass  Thomasville  and  Lexing- 


ton. These  were  planned  about  1947-4S 
and  opened  about  1951-52.  Other  ex- 
amples are  found  between  Durham  and 
Chapel  Hill,  on  the  Henderson  bypass, 
from  Gastonia  to  Kings  Mountain,  on 
part  of  the  Durham  north-side  bypass, 
and  others.  There  are  about  a  dozen 
more  segments  now  under  construction. 

The  basic  diffic-ulty  is  the  adverse 
reaction  of  property  owners,  especially 
those  who  derive  their  livelihoods  from 
traffic,  such  as  motels  and  service 
stations.  These  owners  plead  the  tradi- 
tional rights  of  ingress  and  egress 
which  have  always  attached  to  abutting 
property. 

Only  the  open-minded  can  see  that 
the  basic  purpose  of  the  design  is  to 
impose  safety,  and  that  if  access  is 
limited  to  all  abutting  owners,  then  the 
traffic  will  seek  out  the  owners,  al- 
though it  may  be  necessary  to  drive  an 
extra  hundred  yards  or  so. 

Though  not  yet  extensively  used,  such 
designs  have  proved  their  worth  in 
terms  of  accident  reduction.  Ac"cident 
causes  being  so  many  and  so  difficult  to 
isolate,  considerable  time  and  many 
miles  are  necessary  to  demonstrate 
safety  effects  by  comparison. 

The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  has 
reported  that  on  a  national  basis,  all 
available  comparisons  indicate  that  the 
limited  access  feature  of  design  on  rural 
highways  results  in  about  one-third  the

rate  of  fatalities  and  one-half  the  rate 
of  accidents  per  unit  of  travel  as  com- 
pared with  sections  without  this  feature. 
Other  evidence  indicates  that  such  de- 
signs are  our  most  potent  weapons  for 
accident  reduction. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  removal  of 
"side"  hazards — such  as  from  crossing 
and  entering  roads,  from  parking,  and 
from  driveways — makes  for  an  in- 
herently safer  design,  as  well  as  per- 
mitting traffic  to  move  at  desirable  road 
speeds  without  the  need  for  constant 
maneuvering,  weaving  and  other  tiring 
and  dangerous  tactics  which  lead  to 
nerve  fatigue,  irritation  and  fatal  errors 
of  driver  judgment. 

It  is  our  plan  to  push  this  feature 
wherever  conditions  justify  its  need. 
"Limited  access"  is  destined  to  become  a 
highly  important  feature  of  our  primary 
highway  system,  on  which  a  total  of 
approximately  $35,000,000  will  be  spent 
this  current  fiscal  year  ending  next 
June  3  0. 

Large  Road  System 

Ours  is  the  largest  State  system  of 
roads  in  the  United  States,  with  only 
three  other  states,  Virginia,  West 
Virginia  and  Delaware,  having  jurisdic- 
tion over  all  secondary  roads  as  well  as 
primary  highways.  Additionally,  it  is 
the  duty  of  our  Commission  to  maintain 
and  supervise  some  10,000  prisoners. 

To  build  and  maintain  roads.  North 
Carolina  employs  about  8,400  regular 
and  2,000  temporary  workers.  During 


the  $200  million  rural  road  program 
now  being  completed,  hundreds  of 
temporary  workers  were  employed. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  a  sounder  pro- 
gram, one  nearer  the  people.  Governor 
William  B.  Umstead  asked  the  19  53 
Legislature  to  consider  the  feasibility 
of  increasing  the  10  Divisions.  He  was 
authorized  to  appoint  a  study  com- 
mittee, which  he  did,  and  it  unanimous- 
ly recommended  the  establishment  of 
14  Divisions.  Defining  these  new  Divi- 
sions was  a  tedious  task  but  the  new 
structure  is  working  out  well. 

Highway  Revenue 

Money  for  highway  purposes  comes 
from  vehicles  use  tax,  gasoline  taxes 
and  Federal  aid,  but  their  expenditure 
comes  under  the  careful  scrutiny  of  the 
Legislature,  the  Budget  Bureau,  and 
the  State  Personnel  Department,  ex- 
clusive of  the  Highway  Department's 
own  officials  and  auditors. 

With  this  money  is  maintained  some 
10,800  miles  of  primary  city-to-city 
highways,  54,500  miles  of  secondary 
roads  and  aboiit  2,400  miles  of  primary 
and  secondary  links  inside  cities  and 
towns.  Another  $5,000,000  is  paid  in 
cash  as  State  street  aid  to  the  400  cities 
and  towns.  Paved  roads  total,  approxi- 
mately 28,800  miles,  placing  North 
Carolina  sixth  in  the  nation  in  this 
respect. 

Good  roads  have  been  a  North  Caro- 
lina obsession  for  many  years,  though 
it  didn't  really  get  under  way  until 
1921.  Since  then  it  has  continued  with 
unspent  force.  In  no  other  state, 
perhaps,  have  the  people  committed  so 


large  a  part  of  their  wealth  and  f- 
earnings  to  better  roads,  by  vote 
their  Representatives  or  themselves  ii 
Actually,  roads  of  a  sort  stretch 
across  the  State  before  the  Europel 
settlers  landed.  DeSoto  found  trails  hi 
in  1540.  As  the  country  grew,  pis 
roads  were  built,  along  with  d 
thoroughfares,  and  the  people  gave 
allotted  time  every  week  to  road  wo 
If  a  man  couldn't  work  on  a  particu 
day,  he  was  "fined"  his  due  share. 

Good  Roads  Association 

With  the  coming  of  Rural  Free  Ml 
Delivery  at  the  last  century's  end, 
Good  Roads  Association  was  born 
North  Carolina.  Fifteen  years  later 
the  counties  were  participating  to  soi 
degree  in  roadbuilding  activities.  T 
1915    Legislature    authorized  an 
propriation  of  $10,000  and  the  appoii 
ment    of    a    six-member    H  i  g  h  w  i 
Commission,  and  two  years  later  t 
Commission    got    the    proceeds  frc 
motor  vehicle  registration,  as  small 
it  was.  Then,  in  1919,  a  full-time  Cha 
man  was  authorized.  Locke  Craig  h 
gone  down  in  history  as  our  first  "Go 
Roads"  Governor. 

Next  came  the  Doughton-Connc 
Bowie  Act  of  1921,  at  the  outset 
Governor  Morrison's  term.  It  was  one 
the  most  important  pieces  of  Highw; 
legislation  in  the  State's  history.  A  nin 
member  Highway  Commission 
created  under  it,  headed  by  a  full-tin 
Chairman  and  served  by  a  full-tii 
Highway  engineer  to  supervise  all  roa 
building.  The  Commission  was  giv<,

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Base  for  Flexible  Pavements 
Simplified  by  Moisture  Control 


Highway  engineers  and  contractors 
Qow  that  the  most  practical  aspect  of 
staining  maximum  density  in  a  well 
raded  mixture  is  tlu>  maintenance  of  the 
jtimum  moisture  content.  Moisture 
mits  for  maximum  compaction  are 
riot,  usually  within  plus  or  minus  one 
jr  cent.  Although  they  are  familiar 
ith  this  fact,  usually  visual  inspection 
materials  is  the  only  method  followed 
determine  moisture  content  in  the 
lixture. 

On  light  traffic  roads  visual  inspection 
materials  may  be  suitable  to  obtain 
ecessary  moisture  content.  But  when 
mstruction  of  trunk  line  highways  is 
ivolved,  the  methods  for  assuring 
oper  moisture  content  in  materials  must 
5  far  more  strict.  If  tighter  control  of 
loisture  is  not  employed  in  such  con- 
ruction,  the  contractor  may  penalize 
imself.  For  example,  if  the  base  is  either 
10  wet  or  too  dry,  the  contractor  may  be 
>rced  to  use  as  much  as  double  the  com- 
ictive  effort  as  that  used  when  optimum 
loisture  content  is  maintained. 
North  Carolina  engineers  emphasized 
16  importance  of  proper  moisture  con- 
ol  when,  in  1952,  they  made  several 
langes  in  their  specifications  for  base 
)nstruction.  These  changes  include: 
1.  The  materials  for  the  base  course 
:iall  be  mixed  in  an  approved  mechanical 
lixer  and  water  shall  be  added  during 
le  mixing  operation  in  an  amount  to 
lake  the  total  moisture  content  of  the 
lixture  not  less  than  five  per  cent  nor 


more  than  nine  per  cent  by  dry  weight 
as  determined  by  the  laboratory.  When 
specified  to  be  used,  calcium  chloride 
flakes  shall  be  added  at  the  mixing  plant 
at  the  rate  of  seven  pounds  per  ton  of 
mixture. 

2.  The  base  materials  shall  be  spread 
by  mechanical  spreaders  in  layers  of 
controlled  thickness  and  each  course 
shall  be  shaped  and  immediately  com- 
pacted before  the  succeeding  course  is 
placed.  The  full  thickness  of  base  course 
to  be  constructed  shall  be  placed  in 
successive  layers  as  early  as  practicable 
after  the  preceding  layer  has  been  com- 
pacted. 

3.  The  base  material,  when  analyzed 
prior  to  spreading  on  the  road,  shall  meet 
the  following  grading  requirements:

The  first  project  to  be  constructed  under 
these  specifications  was  the  section  of 
US  Route  29,  16.55  miles  in  length,  located 
north  of  Charlotte.  The  stabilized  aggre- 
gate base  course  material  placed  on  the 
project  averaged  more  than  2,000  tons 
per  working  day,  and  all  the  work  on  the 


project  was  completed  in  October,  1952. 
The  pavement  has  a  total  compacted 
thickness  of  IQY^  inches,  14  inch  base 
course  and  two  and  one-half  inch  of 
bituminous  surface  course.  It  is  holding 
up  in  an  entirely  satisfactory  manner. 
The  traffic  on  this  section  is  approximate- 
ly 9,000  vehicles  per  day,  2,300  of  which 
are  trucks.  Since  its  construction,  the 
state  has  built  about  150  miles  of  similar 
roadway. 

Uniform  Moisture  Noted 

This  project  was  completed  with  satis- 
factory results.  However,  engineers  noted 
that  in  the  three  lower  lifts  of  the  base, 
additional  water  had  to  be  added  at  the 
job  site  due  to  evaporation  of  water 
during  the  haul  of  material  and  during 
compaction  processes  on  the  road.  They 
also  noted  that  the  top  lift,  which  con- 
tained calcium  chloride  as  an  admixture, 
required  much  less  additional  moisture 
to  obtain  necessary  compaction  after  it 
had  been  placed  on  the  road.  Therefore, 
engineers  decided  that  as  soon  as  possible 
a  project  would  be  set  up  to  include 
calcium  chloride  as  an  admixture  in  the 
full  depth  of  the  base  construction.  This 
project  is  a  relocation  of  US  Route  158 
which  runs  from  Norlina  to  Macon,  a 
distance  of  5.1  miles. 

The  rough  grading  on  the  project  was 
completed  in  1951  by  Knight  Inc.  of 
Reidsville;  and  the  contractor,  F.  D. 
Cline  Paving  Co.  of  Raleigh,  began  work 
on  the  base  about  November  1,  1953.  As 
far  as  construction  of  the  base  is  concern- 
ed, it  was  completed  in  mid-December, 
1953. 

Points  of  interest  on  this  project  are: 
1.  The  calcium  chloride  was  included

Traffic  Plan  Given 

A  master  traffic  plan  for  Raleigh  was 
icently  submitted  to  its  City  Council, 
be.  plan  called  tor  a  multipurpose  In- 

rnal  expressway  system,  the  "backbone" 
which  is  the  Dawson  Street  express- 
lay,  now  being  built. 

The  master  expressway  plan  was  in- 
uded  in  a  100-page  report  on  an  origin- 
jstination  traffic  survey  conducted  in 
aleigh  last  May  and  June.  James  S. 
urch.  Statistics  and  Planning  Engineer, 
lirected  the  survey  and  presented  the 
pport. 

The  survey  found  out  where  vehicles 
anted  to  go  "from  here  to  there"  each 
iOur    (no    matter    what    streets  they 
tually  followed)  and  where  trips  started 
ad  stopped. 

At  69  stations  on  all  entering  highways 
bd  at  "inner  circle"  crossing  streets,  all 
rivers  were  asked  for  the  origin  and 
estination  of  all  trips  for  a  full  day.  At 
le  same  time,  traffic  counts,  "speed  and 
elay"  measurements,  and  classifications 
f  vehicle  types  were  made. 

Traffic  Is  Local 

Some  of  the  facts  showed  that  traffic 
s  mainly  local  in  nature,  drivers  in 
Laleigh's  traffic  are  mainly  home  folks, 
rip  lengths  are  much  shorter  than 
enerally  supposed,  and  the  "big  trucks" 
r  tractor-truck-semi-trailers,  while  in- 
ividually  the  most  objectionable  type  of 
ehicle,  are  not  as  numerous  as  they  may 
ppear. 

The  report  concluded,  "It  is  obvious 
hat  the  great  need  is  for  additional 
nternal  arterial  streets  or  expressways, 
■ropcrly  located,  designed  and  protected 
0  provide  for  the  needs  of  ever-increasing 
raffic  volumes." 

Burch  presented  a  master  expressway 
dan  which  suggested  that  through  rural- 
ype  belt-lines  and  by-passes  are  of  no 
iresent  or  immediate  important  benefit 


in  Raleigh,  that  rights  of  way  should  now 
be  reserved  for  such  future  projects. 
These  would  then  become  inside  arterials 
when  the  city  grows  out  and  envelopes 
them.  Access  should  be  controlled  in  the 
early  planning  stages  to  prevent  them 
from  becoming  slow,  congested  streets 
within  a  few  years.  , 

Concrete  Notes 

Portland  cement  concrete,  like  most 
people,  enjoys  spring  and  fall  weather 
better  than  the  extremes  of  summer  heat 
and  winter  cold,  according  to  Chief 
Materials  Engineer  C.  E.  Proudley. 

Strength  tests  have  been  tabulated 
and  plotted  against  the  months  of  the 
year  by  various  investigators.  The 
average  curves  show  definite  dips  in 
January  and  July.  The  highest  values 
occur  in  April  and  October  even  though 
efforts  are  made  to  protect  the  test 
specimens  by  putting  a  lighted  oil 
lantern  in  the  curing  box  when  the 
weather  is  cold  or  by  placing  the  box  in 
a  shaded  place  in  hot  weather. 

Test  specimens  require  special  con- 
sideration in  protecting  them  from 
temperature  conditions  on  the  job. 
Being  small  in  volume  when  compared 
to  the  structure,  the  specimens  respond 
more  quickly  to  temperature  changes 
even  when  protected  by  the  wooden 
curing  box. 

Cold  Weather  Curing 

Low  strengths  obtained  in  cold 
weather  are  generally  not  as  serious  as 
those  occurring  in  a  hot  spell.  The  low 
strength  may  result  from  the  concrete 
being  cold  when  mixed  and  placed.  The 
hydration  (chemical  processes)  in  hard- 
ening concrete  is  fast  or  slow  depending 
upon  whether  the  temperature  is  high 
or  low.  Low  strength  in  cold  weather 


can  be  prevented.  Using  hot  mixing 
water  can  give  the  concrete  a  tempera- 
ture of  70  degrees  when  placed.  Careful 
application  of  heat  after  the  concrete 
is  in  forms  prevents  low  strength.  Ex- 
treme care  should  be  taken  to  prevent 
the  heat  from  either  drying  the  concrete 
or  causing  hot  spots.  Eventually  cold 
weather  concrete  will  attain  full 
strength  if  it  is  neither  allowed  to  freeze 
nor  otherwise  damaged  before  it  attains 
the  strength  for  which  it  was  designed. 
Should  the  surface  of  the  concrete 
freeze,  someone  should  be  on  hand  when 
it  thaws  out  to  refinish  the  surface.  No 
additional  water  is  needed.  More  than 
likely  there  never  will  be  any  evidence 
that  the  surface  was  frozen. 

Improper  Curing 

Hot  weather  low  strengths  are  very 
serious.  Nothing  much  can  be  done 
about  them  once  the  concrete  has  set. 
Improper  curing  means  loss  of  moisture. 
The  expansion  and  contraction  of  aggre- 
gates takes  place  as  the  temperature  of 
the  concrete  goes  up  and  down.  The 
concrete  is  still  not  old  enough  or  strong 
enough  to  resist  rupture  from  these 
volume  changes.  Although  these  volume 
changes  may  be  microscopic,  they  are 
enough  to  weaken  the  bond  between 
the  cement  and  aggregates. 

Anyone  who  thinks  curing  concrete 
is  only  a  matter  of  keeping  it  from  dry- 
ing out  should  make  a  study  of  the 
subject.  The  latest  information  shows 
that  keeping  the  temperature  of  fresh 
concrete  as  nearly  uniform  as  possible 
is  just  as  important  as  keeping  it  wet. 
This  is  especially  true  in  hot  weather. 

An  excellent  structure  or  pavement 
can  be  ruined  by  inattention  to  pro- 
tection against  temperature  change  as 
well  as  moisture  loss  during  the  first 
4  8  hours  of  its  life. 
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Metal  pipe  culvert'  specialists  attended  one-day  conference 
in  Raleigh  in  December.

Specialists  Confer 

Metal  culvert  pipe  specialists  met  In 
Raleigh,  December  15,  to  study  data 
obtained  after  18  months  of  observation 
of  the  experimental  multi-plate  corru- 
gated metal  pipe  line  on  project  8  521, 
Buncombe-McDovcell  counties.  The  pro- 
ject is  the  six-mile  relocation  of  US  70 
between  Old  Fort  and  Ridgecrest. 

Chief  Materials  Engineer  C.  E.  Proud- 
ley  had  invited  an  august  group:  re- 
search and  civil  engineering  professors 
from  N.  C.  State  College  and  Iowa  State 
College  as  well  as  manufacturing  repre- 
sentatives of  corrugated  metal  culvert 
pipe,  to  confer  with  the  Commission's 
engineers  and  technicians.  Chairman 
A.  H.  Graham  greeted  the  visiting 
engineers. 

Materials  Research  Engineer  A.  Duke 
Morgan  and  Nicholas  Costes,  research 
analyst,  described  the  construction  and 
investigational  procedures  used  on  the 
pipe.  Briefly,  the  pipe,  constructed  in 
the  summer  of  19  52,  Is  66  inches  in 
diameter  and  576  feet  long.  A  fill,  172 
feet  high,  was  placed  over  it  to  carry  a 
dual-lane  roadway.  ROADWAYS,  as  well 
as  technical  and  trade  magazines 
throughout  the  country,  has  carried 
articles  describing  the  construction  of 
the  road  project.  The  experiment  on  the 
pipe  has  gained  national  attention  be- 
cause of  the  magnitude  of  the  fill,  172 
feet. 

Effect  of  Load 

The  object  of  the  pipe  study  was  to 
learn  the  effect  of  load  on  this  type  of 
structure  as  influenced  by  environ- 
mental conditions  of  installation  and  the 


height  of  fill.  Periodic  inspections  and 
measurements,  checking  the  settling 
and  changing  stresses,  will  continue  for 
a  number  of  years. 

The  group  discussed  the  behavior  of 
the  various  instruments  which  measure 
the  movement  and  deformation  of  the 
pipe  line  and  the  surrounding  fill  ma- 
terial. They  tried  to  evaluate  the  data

The  hypodermic  had 
len  applied  and  within  three  months 
e  Commission  had  employed  3,000 
en  and  bought  $1,000,000  worth  of 
luipment. 

An  additional  bond  issue  of  $15,000,- 
|)0  was  floated  by  the  19  23  Legislature, 
hich  increased  the  gasoline  tax  from 

16  to  three  cents  a  gallon.  Two  years 
iter  came  a  third  serial  issue  of  $20,- 
|)0,000  and  another  cent  of  tax  was 
'^Ided,  and  in  1927,  $30,000,000  more 
,  bonds  was  issued  —  raising  the  total 
itstanding  to  $115,000,000. 

Under  the  Chairmanship  of  Frank 
ige,  North  Carolina's  roads  became 
itioiially  known;  its  primary  arteries 
ere  then  among  the  finest. 

Then  came  the  depression  and  North 
irolina  adopted  a  "pay-as-you-go" 
)licy  of  highway  financing  and  no  more 
mds  were  issued.  The  $30,000,000 
sue  had  been  financed  mostly  out  of  a 
le-cent  additional  levy  passed  for  that 
arpose  in  1929,  raising  the  gas  tax  to 
[ire-cents  a  gallon. 

Depres-sion 
I  Counties  had  a  hard  time  with  their 
()ads.  In  1931  they  placed  their  total 
^'stem  of  4  5,000  miles  in  the  hands  of 
le  State,  raising  the  Commission's  total 
iiileage  to  54,000.  That  was  the  year 
,iat  the  Legislature  directed  the  use 
|f  county  prisoners  on  the  road  system, 
md  raised  the  gas  tax  to  six-cents.  All 
,ie  gas  tax  revenue  went  to  the  State, 
wo  years  later  the  entire  State  Prison 
ystem  was  placed  under  the  Highway 
|ommission,  though  the  total  number  of 
jimates  in  those  days  was  only  3,650. 

North  Carolina  passed  through  an 
eonomic  crisis  in  the  mid-3  O's  and  the 
legislature,  amid  some  protests,  divert- 
1  $4,000,000  from  the  Highway  Fund 
)  the  General  Fund.  During  World  H, 
ighway  maintenance  was  meager, 
eather  took  no  holiday  and  truck 
eights  were  increased. 

Farni-To-Mai-ket  Road.s 

At  the  end  of  World  War  II,  during 
'hich  comparatively  little  was  done  on 
ighways,  a  farm-to-market  program 
as  launched.  More  than  5,000  miles 
f  secondary  roads  were  paved  from

1945  to  1949.  And  building  costs  mount- 
ed higher  and  higher. 

Then  in  1949  came  the  $200,000,000 
rural  roads  issue,  with  the  gas  tax  rising 
to  seven  cents.  From  January  1,  1949,  to 
June  30,  19  53,  the  Commission  had 
hardsurfaced  14,550  miles  of  secondary 
roads  and  stabilized  another  19,600 
miles  for  all-weather  use,  this  being  a 
record  unmatched  anywhere.  Construc- 
tion bonds  through  that  date  totaled 
$315,000,000  over  35  years,  exclusive 
of  countless  millions  in  current  reve- 
nues. 

Paving  a  primary  highway  now  costs 
from  $35,000  to  $60,000  a  mile  for  a 
two-lane  road.  To  that  are  added  the 
costs  of  rights-of-way,  grading,  bridges, 
structures,  removal  and  other  items. 
There  is  need  for  more  work  on  the  old- 
er highways  which  were  neither  design- 
ed nor  built  for  the  large  volumes  of 
fast-moving  cars  and  heavy  trucks  we 
have  today. 

HIGHWAY  SAFETY 

The  GREENSBORO  DAILY  NEWS 
said,  "Although  North  Carolina  is  about 
$3  00  million  short  of  enough  funds  for 
a  major  overhauling  of  primary  roads, 
Highway  Chairman  Sandy  Graham  is 
wisely  promoting  the  'limited  access' 
highway  idea  well  before  it  becomes 
heated  on  a  statewide  basis."

Browning  Honored 

Chief  Locating  Engineer  R.  Getty 
Browning  was  presented  the  annual 
award  f  or  outstanding  engineering 
achievement  by  the  North  Carolina 
Society  of  Engineers,  January  29. 

Browning  was  chosen  by  a  committee 
of  prominent  engineers:  T.  J.  Hewitt, 
C.  L.  Mann  (retired  engineering  dean  of 
State  College),  P.  D.  Davis,  and  T.  C. 
Heyward,  chairman.  Roy  Keever  pre- 
sented the  citation. 

Browning  was  recognized  for  "his 
personal  and  thorough  examination  of 
sites,  bringing  to  the  citizens  of  the 
State  routes  of  maximum  scenic  value, 
selected  with  meticulous  care  to  produce 
the  greatest  possible  safety  and  most 
economical  construction  cost." 

And,  "his  intimate  knowledge  and 
understanding  of  the  human  problems 
involved  (in  the  sacrifice  of  personal 
liberties  on  the  part  of  many  property 
holders)  has  enabled  him  through  these 
years  to  uphold  the  enforcement  of  the 
law,  with  honor  and  yet  with  all  con- 
sideration of  the  rights  of  the  individual. 

"For  his  wide  and  persistent  work  in 
the  field  of  surveying,  where,  in  hi? 
intensive  efforts  over  the  many  years,

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NEW  BASE

in  the  full  12-inch  compacted  depth  at 
the  rate  of  seven  pounds  per  ton  of 
material. 

2.  The  material  was  placed  in  two 
8-inch  loose  lifts;  formerly  it  was  placed 
in  four  4-inch  loose  lifts. 

3.  A  vibro  tamp  compactor  was  used 
along  with  pneumatic  tired  rollers  to 
obtain  required  density. 

Uniform  moisture  content  was  obtained 
throughout  the  entire  base.  With  the 
addition  of  calcium  chloride  full  depth, 
no  additional  water  was  added  to  the 
material  during  compaction  and  main- 
tenance. A  500  foot  test  section  was 
placed  without  calcium  chloride.  Com- 
parative tests  between  this  section  and  a 
calcium  chloride  treated  section  showed 
that  maximum  density  was  obtained  on 
the  calcium  chloride  section  with  25  per 
cent  less  compactive  effort  than  that 
needed  to  compact  the  untreated  section. 

The  construction  of  bases  usually 
includes  the  maintenance  of  loose  floater 
material  by  watering  and  blading.  Ac- 
cording to  the  contractor  on  the  project, 
maintenance  has  been  almost  entirely 
eliminated  due  to  the  bonding  afforded 
by  the  addition  of  calcium  chloride. 

Easier  to  Compact 

The  material  in  the  base  course  was 
placed  in  two  separate  lifts  of  eight 
inches  loose  material.  Each  was  compact- 
ed to  six  inches,  making  the  total  com- 
pacted depth  12  inches.  In  former  projects 
lifts  were  placed  with  four  4-inch  loose 
lifts  compacted  to  three-inch  lifts  making 
a  total  compacted  depth  of  12  inches.  The 
addition  of  calcium  chloride  full  depth 
played  a  great  part  in  compaction. 

Formerly  three  passes  with  a  pneu- 
matic tired  roller  were  required  for 
compaction  of  each  one-inch  thickness  of 
loose  material.  For  example,  if  the  road 
were  to  be  compacted  to  12-inch  depth, 
as  much  as  16  inches  of  material  in 
loose  condition  would  require  compaction. 
This  would  mean  a  total  of  48  passes  with 
pneumatic  tired  rollers. 

The  vibro  tamper  has  been  used 
successfully  in  construction  of  sub-bases 
for  highways  and  airports.  Weighing 
more  than  five  tons,  it  is  used  for  com- 
pacting heavy  lifts  up  to  14  inches  loose 
material.  The  vibro  tamper  method  eli- 
minates slippage  planes  frequently  found 
in  multiple  course  layer  construction. 

On  this  project  a  vibro  tamper  com- 
pactor was  employed.  It  made  a  total  of 
six  passes  to  compact  the  entire  12-inch 
depth.  This  effort  was  followed  by  eight 
passes    by    pneumatic    tired    rollers  to 


compact  the  upper  thirds  of  the  two  lifts. 

The  inclusion  of  calcium  chloride  to 
gain  more  uniform  moisture  content 
throughout  the  base  material,  the  use  of 
two  6-inch  compacted  lifts  in  place  of 
four  3-inch  compacted  lifts,  and  the  em- 
ployment of  the  vibro  tamper  compactor 
along  with  pneumatic  tired  rollers  are 
three  features  employed  on  this  project 
which  are  of  great  interest  to  engineers. 
This  construction  procedure  may  result  in 
substantial  gains  in  efficiency  and  econ- 
omy on  such  projects  in  the  future.  This 
is  true  not  only  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  engineering  but  also  from  the  con- 
tracting standpoint. 

Optimum  Moisture 

Two  significant  factors  about  main- 
taining optimum  moisture  content  are: 

1.  If  the  base  material  dries  out  too 
fast  under  rolling,  it  is  very  difficult  if 
not  impossible  to  get  moisture  back  into 
the  base.  With  dense  graded  aggregate 
bases  a  few  passes  of  the  roller  compact 
the  surface  to  a  point  where  water  from 
sprinkling  cannot  get  down  into  the  base. 

2.  If  the  base  is  too  dry  when  it  is 
compacted,  it  tends  to  be  "brittle"  even 
though  density  is  achieved.  And  there  is 
an  increase  in  the  compactive  effort  neces- 
sary to  obtain  designed  density. 

Use  of  calcium  chloride  in  construction 
provides  for  uniform  moisture  throughout 
the  base  material  during  rolling.  It  also 
helps  achieve  a  truly  "flexible"  base. 

Many  Advantages 

North  Carolina  engineers  are  watching 
the  project  on  US  158  closely  with  the 
hope  that  they  might  have  found  a  more 
efficient  procedure  for  constructing  base 
courses  of  stabilized  aggregate.  Present 
tests  have  shown  that  the  addition  of 
water  on  the  job  site  may  be  eliminated, 
there  is  less  segregation  in  material 
placed,  design  density  may  be  obtained 
with  less  compactive  effort,  and  there 
have  been  definite  savings  in  maintenance 
until  such  time  as  the  base  is  topped 
with  a  bituminous  surface  treatment. 

The  project  on  US  158  will  be  held  over 
until  spring  as  an  open  surface,  and  will 
be  used  by  local  traffic  during  that  time. 
The  contractor's  forces  will  maintain  it 
throughout  winter  months.  This  spring 
additional  density  tests  will  be  made  on 
the  project,  after  the  road  has  been 
surfaced  and  opened  to  traffic  several 
months.

.  is  an  ideal  spot  for  their  three  small 
aildren  as  it  is  completely  fenced  in  with 
Qly  one  guarded  entrance  which  gives 
lem  a  lot  of  freedom. 

Drove  To  Bavaria 
After  visiting  a  few  days  with  the 
^mily,  Virginia,  Bill  and  I  drove  down 
|)  Garmisch-Partenkirchen  in  Bavaria,  a 
icturesque  section  of  Germany.  The 
Qow-capped  mountains  in  this  section 
re  breath-takingly  beautiful — the  tallest 
eak  being  the  Zugspitze  which  is  9,721 
set  in  height.  Skiing,  ice  skating  and  bob- 
ledding  are  the  main  winter  sports. 
armisch-Partenkirchen  is  a  colorful  little 
3wn — I  was  intrigued  by  the  architec- 
.ire.  Most  of  the  houses  are  built  with 
abled  roofs  and  projecting  eaves.  Many 
ave  little  balconies  where  the  natives 
un  their  mattresses  and  pillows  which 
re  covered  in  red  material.  One  novel 
spect  of  the  houses  is  the  colorful  paint- 


ings, mostly  religious  scenes,  on  the  front 
or  sides.  Another  difference  is  the  rocks 
placed  on  the  shingles  to  keep  the  roof 
from  blowing  off.  The  natives  make  minia- 
tures of  this  type  of  house  in  music  boxes, 
complete  with  rocks  on  the  roof.  The 
music  box  plays  several  tunes  when  the 
roof  is  raised.  One  night  we  attended  a 
night  club,  operated  by  Uncle  Sam  three 
nights  a  week  for  officers  and  the  other 
three  for  enlisted  men  on  leave.  This  is 
a  beautiful  club  building.  We  saw  an 
excellent  ice  show  and  danced  to  a  good 
German  orchestra. 

We  had  a  most  interesting  trip  to 
Linderhof,  the  castle  of  Ludwig  II,  a  form- 
er King  of  Bavaria.  This  is  a  jewel  castle 
and  by  far  the  most  beautiful  one  I 
toured  on  this  trip.  Next  we  drove  to 
Oberammergau,  the  home  of  the  world- 
famous  Passion  Play  which  is  held  every 
ten  years.  The  next  performance  is  1960. 
It  is  given  entirely  by  the  local  villagers. 
It  is  considered  an  honor  to  take  part  in 
this  play.  The  principal  character  is 
portrayed  by  a  man  between  the  age  of 
thirty  and  forty  years.  Oberammergau's 
principal  industry  is  hand  wood  carving. 
They  produce  many  intricate  carvings 
ranging  from  the  crucifixion  and  manger 
scenes  to  non-religious  items.  Along  the 
highways,  there  are  many  wayside  religi- 
ous shrines  which  the  natives  decorate 
with  wreaths  and  boughs  of  spruce. 
Went  To  Lucerne 

After  a  few  days  in  this  lovely  little 
city  of  Garmisch  (the  most  beautiful  of 
all  the  places  I  visited  on  my  trip),  we 
left  for  Switzerland,  driving  through 
snow-crowned  mountains  of  Austria, 
through  the  little  Duchy  of  Lischtenstein, 
and  on  into  Switzerland.  We  spent  the 
night  in  Lucerne.  It  was  quite  a  thrill  to 
hop  on  the  "Funicular"  (similar  to  a  ski 
lift  with  tiny  cable  cars)  and  be  carried 
straight  up  the  slope  and  deposited  right 
in  the  lobby  of  our  hotel.  Switzerland  is 
a  very  beautiful  country  with  snow-capped 
mountains  and  lovely  lakes.  We  cut  our 
stay  short  as  Christmas  was  coming  and 
we  wanted  to  get  back  to  the  base.  We 
drove  to  Zurich,  Switzerland,  a  very  large 
city,  and  by  a  different  route  back  through 
Austria,  and  Liscktenstein  to  Garmisch 
where  we  spent  the  night.  Next  day  we 
drove  to  Berchtesgaden,  the  favorite  re- 
sort of  Adolph  Hitler.  It  is  just  as 
picturesque  as  Garmisch,  nestled  between 
snow-tipped  mountains  and  blue  lakes. 
Perched  on  a  nearby  mountain  is  Hitler's 
infamous  Eagle's  Nest,  which  we  viewed 
through  field  glasses.  There  wasn't  a  tour 


up  there  at  this  season  of  the  year.  We 
did  take  a  five-mile  boat  trip  down  the 
Konigssee  Lake.  On  each  side,  the  moun- 
tains tower  and  are  reflected  in  the  blue 
waters  of  the  lake.  The  Eagle's  Nest  was 
clearly  visible  from  a  point  on  the  lake. 
Our  guide  pointed  out  the  path  leading 
up  to  the  site  of  Herman  Goering's  hunt- 
ing lodge  and  the  dock  where  he  kept  his 
personal  motor  launch. 

Left  Berchtesgaden 

We  were  loathe  to  leave  Berchtesgaden 
but  Christmas  wasn't  far  away,  so  we 
headed  for  home.  Back  at  Herzo  Base,  we 
were  busy  with  holiday  preparations.  We 
did  manage  to  make  several  day  trips  to 
nearby  points  of  interest.  One  day  we 
went  to  Nuremburg,  scene  of  the  famous 
Nazi  War  Criminal  trials.  The  trials 
were  held  in  the  Palace  of  Justice,  a  most 
imposing  building.  We  saw  the  mammoth 
Sports  Plaza,  where  Hitler's  troops  goose- 
stepped  for  him,  as  well  as  the  partially 
completed,  huge  building  from  which 
Hitler  hoped  to  rule  the  world.  Nurem- 
I)urg  itself  is  a  very  large,  old  city  with 
a  walled  fortress-like  inner  city.  The  old 
city  was  the  home  of  Alfred  Durer,  the 
famous  etcher.  We  saw  his  home  as  well 
as  a  huge  statue  of  him  in  the  center 
of  this  inner  city.  Since  Nuremburg  was 
one  of  Hitler's  favorite  cities,  it  was 
severely  bombed  during  the  war.  There 
are  many  shells  of  buildings.  All  the 
rubble  has  been  completely  cleaned  up 
and  the  salvaged  material  neatly  stacked 
inside  the  shells.  This  clean-up  has  taken 
place  in  all  the  larger  cities  of  Germany, 
with  the  exception  of  the  East  Zone, 
which  I  understand  is  still  much  as  it 
was  at  the  end  of  the  war. 

"The  Master  Drausht" 

Another  enjoyable  day  was  our  trip  to 
Rothenburg,  a  completely  walled-in  city 
of  old  buildings  and  cobblestone  streets. 
The  entrances  to  this  little  gem  of  a  city 
are  an  etcher's  delight  with  their  turrets 
and  very  small  windows.  Beautiful  etch- 
ings can  be  purchased  at  a  little  shop 
where  every  customer,  or  visitor,  is  served

.  While  in  Kinstou  he  was  chairman 
of  the  Kinston  Chamber  of  Commerce 
agriculture  committee.  In  1944,  he  was 
presented  the  State  Farm  Bureau's 
award  for  distinguished  service  to  agri- 
culture. At  Wilson,  he  served  as  vice- 
president  of  the  Wilson  Chamber  of 
Commerce.

perience  from  10/1/52  to  10/1/53: 
group  life  return  was  82.7  per  cent, 
group  accident  and  sickness  return  was 
92.7  per  cent,  group  hospitalization  re- 
turn was  92.9  per  cent  and  the  com- 
bined return  was  89.5  per  cent.  A  total 
of  $678,493.10  was  paid  in  premiums, 
with  $607,292.16  being  returned  in 
claims  and  conversions.  The  Prison  De- 
partment had  a  return  of  124.7  on  life, 
109.9  per  cent  on  accident  and  sickness, 
and  113.7  per  cent  on  hospitalization; 
Highway  had  a  return  of  80.9  per  cent 
on  life,  9  2.2  per  cent  on  accident  and 
sickness,  and  90.5  per  cent  on  hospital- 
ization. We  find  in  19  52  there  were  297 
retired  with  a  total  insurance  of  $714,- 
000  as  compared  to  231  in  1949  and 
only  $504,000  insurance  liability.  Pro- 
jecting this  average,  we  find  about  22 
newly  retired  each  year  for  a  volume 
increase  of  about  $70,000  which  is  con- 
sidered dead  liability.  This  gives  us  a 
picture  of  approximately  341  employees 
for  1954  in  this  list  for  a  total  liability 
of  $854,000  insurance.  Average  in- 
surance per  retired  employee  is  $2,500 


and  10  to  15  who  die  during  the  year 
contribute  between  $25,000  and  $37,- 
5  00  loss  to  the  group  life  experience, 
plus  the  added  impact  of  probable  losses 
in  amount  of  $850,000  in  the  future. 
When  a  person  retires  and  continues  the 
insurance,  it  is  to  be  considered  a  dead 
loss  because  the  insurance  will  be  kept 
in  force.  We  find  further  in  our  search 
for  facts  there  are  7,321  with  life  cover- 
age and  including  retired,  over  70,  etc.; 
6,975  have  life  and  A&S;  7,023  have  life 
and  D&D;  7,143  have  employee  hospital- 
ization; 5,569  have  family  group  cover- 
age; all  this  as  of  November  1,  19  53. 
We  find  a  total  insurance  coverage  of 
$21,828,000.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  the 
Company  must  keep  a  constant  check  on 
our  contract,  with  the  experience  of  the 
past  few  years  showing  a  steady  increase 
in  claims,  with  a  steadily  decreasing  re- 
serve which  the  Actuary  advises  us 
must  be  built  back  up  to  forestall  future 
possible  panics,  epidemics,  etc.  and  keep 
premiums  intact.  The  recent  slight  in- 
crease in  premiums  was  justified,  and 
necessary  to  build  this  reserve  back  up, 
or  else  we  might  never  expect  stabilized 
premiums  or  possible  free  premiums  for 
one  month.  Our  premiums  have  held 
steady  over  many  years,  and  a  slight 
increase  now  is  in  line  entirely,  is  our 
belief.  We  are  grateful  for  the  fact  that 
a  small  reserve  had  been  built  up  in  our 
own  insurance  account  in  Mr.  Smith's 
ofiice,  which  is  being  used  to  defray  the 
extra  premium  cost  for  a  few  months  so 
that  the  employee  will  not  pay  any  more 
than  he  has  in  the  past.  We  are  op- 
erating with  a  good  company,  with  a 
sound  annual  contract,  and  it  is  our  aim 
to  build  back  our  reserves  to  the  point 
where  the  actuary  can  say  "safe"  so  we 
can  safeguard  our  future. 

ROBERT  RUARK,  the  famous  colum- 
nist, recently  had  this  to  say — I  thought 
I  would  pass  it  along  to  those  of  you 
who  did  not  have  opportunity  to  read  it: 
"there  never  was  a  man  whose  personal 
conceit  was  so  small  that  he  would  not 
relish  a  bigger,  better  job,  although 
the  thing  only  paid  off  in  a  badge  and 
buttons,  if  it  fattened  his  ego  a  touch.

;urines.  I  bought  a  few  souvenirs.  One  is 

musical  beer  stein  which  plays  "Auf 
iedersehen",  the  German  farewell  song, 
pher  German  products  caught  my  eye, 
iit  my  baggage  on  the  plane  was  limited, 
I  I  didn't  buy  very  much. 
Of  all  the  Europeans  I  saw,  the  Germans 
,emed  more  like  Americans.  They  are 
ean  and  industrious.  All  ages  work, 
ren  old  women  were  in  the  fields  beside 
lie  men  and  children.  We  saw  Chimney 
Weeps  (grimy,  sooty-faced  men)  bicyc- 
'ng  along  in  their  traditional  black  suits 
hid  black  top  hats.  German  law  requires 
S^eryone  to  have  his  chimney  swept  once 
month.  They  say  it's  good  luck  to  meet 
j  Chimney  Sweep  on  the  highway.  I 
iiould  have  luck  as  I  met  many  in  my 
iavels. 

The  Wanderers  (young  German  boys 
•essed  in  tight-fitting  dark  blue  uniforms 
id  wide-brimmed  hats)  are  a  novel  sight. 
I'hen  the  boys  are  15,  they  leave  home  for 
I  three-year  training  period  in  their 
losen  profession.  They  can't  return  home 
|uring   the   time   they   are   serving  as 


apprentices  to  barbers,  waiters,  printers, 
and  sat  in  one  of  the  sidewalk  cafes,  glass- 
etc.  Custom  says  the  Wanderers  may  not 
ask  for  rides.  They  can  accept  a  ride,  if 
offered.  Mostly,  they  just  wander  from 
city  to  city,  learning  their  trade  as  they 
go. 

Rode  On  Autobahns 

After  several  years  with  the  Highway 
Commission,  I  was  naturally  curious 
about  German  highways.  We  rode  over 
portions  of  the  Autobahns.  Constructed 
for  military  defense  during  Hitler's  reign, 
these  superhighways  stretch  1,300  miles 
across  Germany,  connecting  the  larger 
cities.  I  was  amazed  that  there  were  no 
speed  limits,  except  for  American  mili- 
tary personnel,  outside  cities.  The 
Germans  really  take  advantage  of  this. 
They  whiz  along  in  tiny  Volkswagens, 
German  Fords,  and  sleek  Mercedes-Benz. 

The  roadsides  were  immaculate  and 
free  of  trash  and  bottles.  Even  the  forests 
had  been  swept  clean  of  underbrush.  The 
landscape  is  like  a  patchwork  quilt. 
Every  usable  bit  of  land  is  cultivated. 
Only  winter  rye  was  growing  then,  but 
the  fields  were  plowed  and  ready  for 
spring  planting. 

Since  Medieval  days  when  the  people 
lived  close  together  for  protection,  the 
farmers  have  lived  in  villages.  In  the 
center  of  each  village  is  a  church.  Each 
morning  the  villagers  go  out  to  their 
farms.  A  quaint  sight  is  the  shepherds 
and  their  dogs  guarding  flocks  of  sheep 
on  the  hillsides.  They  brave  the  snows 
to  tend  their  flocks. 

German  Road  Signs 

German  road  signs  are  different  from 
ours.  There  are  no  words  or  lettering, 
just  illustrations.  A  German  sign  for  a 
railroad  crossing  is  diamond-shaped  with 
white  background  and  red  border.  In  the 
center  is  a  little  black  engine.  When  the 
crossing  is  guarded,  there  are  rails  on 
either  side  of  the  tiny  engine. 

It  was  refreshing  to  see  no  outdoor 
advertising  signs  or  billboards.  The 
rights  of  way  are  free  of  such  distractions. 

The  autobahns  are  fine  for  high-speed 
traffic,  but  once  you  get  off  these  you 
drive  on  narrow,  curving  roads  which 
are  clogged  with  bicycle  riders,  pedes- 
trians, horse-teams,  oxen,  carts,  little 
German  cars,  ducks  and  chickens.  When 
you  go  through  a  little  town,  you  drive 
cautiously  as  the  houses  are  built  flush 
with  the  road  and  you  can't  see  around 
the  corners. 

The  Germans  are  thrifty  and  treasure 
their  possessions.  If  a  motorist  kills  a 
duck  or  chicken,  he  pays  the  owner  not 
only  for  the  dead  fowl  but  for  any  eggs 
it  might  have  laid  for  the  rest  of  its  life. 

Went  To  Paris 

Right  after  the  holidays,  Virginia  and 
I   took  the  crack  Orient  Express,  con- ' 


sidered  Europe's  most  modern  train,  from 
Nuremburg  to  Paris  for  a  four-day  visit. 
One  morning  we  strolled  around  Paris 
enclosed  during  the  winter.  Legend  says 
if  you  sit  long  enough,  you'll  always  see 
someone  you  know.  We  never  did  recog- 
nize anyone  in  the  passing  throng. 

On  a  conducted  tour,  we  saw  the  Place 
de  la  Concorde  (a  tomb  where  Napoleon's 
ashes  are  buried),  the  Arc  de  Triomphe 
(where  the  French  Unknown  Soldier  is 
buried),  on  the  Avenue  des  Champs- 
Elysees.  Our  guide  said  the  Perpetual 
Flame  which  has  burned  night  and  day 
since  its  lighting  after  World  War  I  has 
only  been  extinguished  once.  During  the 
German  occupation  of  World  War  II,  a 
German  officer  put  it  out  briefly. 

The  Eiffel  Tower  was  impressive.  We 
didn't  go  up  to  the  top  as  it  was  foggy 
and  we  couldn't  have  seen  much.  We  tour- 
ed Notre  Dame  Cathedral  and  saw  its 
twin  towers.  One  tower  is  slightly  high- 
er than  the  other  since  one  Bishop  is 
always  a  little  higher  in  authority.  We 
saw  the  La  Conciergerie  (Marie  An- 
toinette was  held  there  awaiting  her 
execution),  the  Sorbonne  (the  Universi- 
ty of  Paris),  the  Opera  House,  the 
Madelaine,  and  the  site  of  the  Bastille 
(the  big  fortress-like  prison  was  de- 
stroyed during  the  French  Revolution). 

One  night  we  saw  the  spectacular 
Follies-Bergere.  No  tourist  should  miss 
this  experience.  Friends  of  Virginia  took 
us  to  Pigalle,  the  nightclub  section  of 
Paris.  In  one  night  spot  we  had  a  table 
by  the  stage.  We  sipped  champagne  and 
watched  the  floor  show.  The  lack  of 
clothes  on  the  show  girls  was  no  novelty. 
After  the  Follies,  we  were  shock-proof. 

The  next  day,  we  strolled  around  the 
city  and  I  bought  a  Paris  hat  and  a  few 
gifts  for  friends.  That  afternoon,  we  went 
to  Versailles  (the  palace  of  Louis  XIV, 
XV,  and  XVI),  about  11  miles  from  Paris. 
The  formal  flower  gardens  must  be  lovely 
in  the  spring.  The  many  fountains,  of 
course,  were  cut  off  for  the  winter.  The 
paintings  outlined  in  gold  leaf  on  the 
ceilings  and  walls  were  gorgeous.  In  a 
museum  on  the  palace  grounds,  we  saw 
the  gold-encrusted  carriages  of  Napoleon 
and  former  French  kings.  We  saw  the 
elaborately  decorated  sleighs  of  Madame 
du  Barry  and  Madame  Pompadour. 

We  left  Paris  and  returned  to  Herzo. 
The  six  weeks  had  flown  and  it  was  time 
to  go  home.  My  plane  left  one  hour  ahead 
of  schedule  to  miss  an  approaching  snow- 
storm.

Caledonia  Farm  Operation  To  Be  Stepped  Up 


The  Prison  Department  plans  to  step  up  farming  opera- 
tions at  Caledonia  Prison  Farm  this  year.  Last  year  3,  19  5 
acres  were  under  cultivation.  This  year  3,470  acres  will  be 
put  to  use  in  raising  food  for  the  prison  population. 

The  Department  expects  to  plant  1,2  00  acres  of  corn,  60  0 
of  small  grain,  and  500  of  soy  beans.  A  permanent  pasture 
of  50  0  acres  is  set  aside  for  the  1,000  head  of  white-faced 
hereford  cattle.  The  rest  of  the  suitable  land  will  be  planted 
with  snap  beans,  tomatoes,  alfalfa,  sweet  and  white  potatoes 
along  with  other  truck  and  garden  crops.  Prisoners  at 
Caledonia  also  tend  2,000  hogs  and  around  50  head  of  dairy 
cattle. 

For  almost  a  year,  Caledonia  has  been  classified  and  or- 
ganized as  a  camp  for  honor  grade  negro  men  prisoners. 
The  camp  has  facilities  for  about  125  men.  At  present  7  5 
negro  women  prisoners  work  at  Caledonia.  In  time,  the 
women  will  be  transferred  from  Caledonia  to  Raleigh  as 
soon  as  space  is  available  for  them  at  Woman's  Prison.

The  Prison  Department  thinks  Caledonia  offers  an  op  h 
tunity  for  more  attention  to  be  focused  on  farm  manageu  ii 
and  operation.  This  concentration  should  result  in  incre 
farm  production  at  Caledonia.  The  camp  already  supplies  i 
major  portion  of  the  prison  system's  beef  needs. 

Caledonia  provides  a  good  chance  for  the  rehabilitatioi 
negro  men.  Vocational  training  in  agriculture  teaches 
men  to  work,  as  well  as  give  them  a  skill  which  they 
use  when  released  to  civilian  life.  Ralph  Edwards  is  f; 
manager  of  Caledonia. 

State  prison  farm  supervisor  Swicegood  plans  to  set  u 
master  farming  plan  for  the  prison  system.  He  wants 
coordinate  and  unify  prison  farming  operations.  By  boost 
farm  production,  he  hopes  to  make  the  prison  system  s 
sufficient  in  regard  to  food.

Operation  is  Big  Business

the  necessary  parts  to  carry  in  stock 
plus  handling  the  minute  parts  for  the 
many  pieces  of  our  highway  equipment 
requires  accuracy,  skill  and  experience. 

Buying,  then  the  cataloging,  controlling, 
handling  and  conserving  of  equipment 
parts  is  "big  business"  in  an  organization 
the  size  of  ours.  The  job  of  selecting,  buy- 
ing and  handling  parts  and  supplies  has 
gone  through  three  distinctly  different 
phases.  Together  with  the  purchasing  de- 
partment, we've  had  to  adjust  buying 
procedures  to  meet  existing  conditions. 

First,  there  was  the  shortage  period — 
during  and  right  after  World  War  II  as 
well  as  the  Korean  War.  Just  to  keep 
highway  equipment  going,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  take  any  available  substitute  part 
and  often  every  available  substitute.  Take 
the  tire  situation.  Toward  the  end  of  this 
shortage  period  when  tires  suddenly  be- 
came plentiful,  the  change  in  trend  was 
not  realized  in  time  to  prevent  excessive 
stockpiling.  When  tire  shipments  first 
began  coming  through  on  orders  given  up 
as  hopeless,  we  were  afraid  not  to  accept 
delivery.  Then  too,  it  was  anybody's  guess 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  Korean  War 
would  get  worse  and  tires  would  again 
be  unavailable. 

Demand  is  now  catching  up  with  supply. 
Our  surplus  stock  of  tires  has  been  prac- 


tically eliminated.  Only  a  small  overstock 
remains  in  two  sizes — 9.00x24  ground  grip 
and  6.00x16  ground  grip.  Need  for  these 
two  sizes  during  the  next  six  months  will 
further  reduce  the  surplus. 

The  second  phase  came  during  the  200 
million  dollar  bond  program  when  every 
effort  was  made  to  keep  all  equipment 
operating.  Farts  and  supplies  were  stock- 
ed with  one  objective^ — continuous  equip- 
ment operation  with  minimum  delay.  The 
inevitable  result  was  a  material  increase 
in  the  stock  of  equipment. 

Equipment  Available 

Today  is  the  third  phase.  It's  a  buyer's 
market.  Equipment  and  supplies  are 
readily  available.  There's  healthy  competi- 
tion for  State  business.  This  department 
is  exerting  every  effort  to  buy  selectively 
and  operate  on  a  sound,  economical  basis. 

Our  present  equipment  program  is 
aimed  at  reducing  stocks  as  well  as  con- 
trolling purchases.  Restriction  of  "Con- 
firming purchase  order"  buying  is  now 
required.  The  minutes  from  the  February 
meeting  of  the  division  equipment  super- 
intendents show: 

"The  most  important  subject  for 
discussion  was  inventory  control  and 
reduction,  including  the  elimination

or  close  control  of  CONFIRMING 
PURCHASE  ORDERS.  We  must  be 
able  to  show  that  even  the  smallest 
item  on  a  confirming  purchase  order 
(without  exception)  is  for  an  emer- 
gency need.  As  a  rule,  an  emergency 
means  equipment  down  for  repair. 
Equipment  that  is  dismantled  and 
blocking  the  use  of  a  needed  part  of 
your  shop  could  also  create  an  emer- 
gency need  for  the  shop  space  even 
though  there  is  no  immediate  need 
for  the  unit  of  equipment.  However, 
as  stated  above,  we  must  be  prepared 
to  justify  the  emergency  need.  Floor 
mats,  filter  elements,  thermostats, 
scotch  tape  and  similar  items  will  not 
qualify  as  emergency  needs.  No  items 
in  quantity  can  qualify  as  emergency 
needs." 

Interchange  Parts 

The  strict  control  of  stocks  of  parts  and 
supplies  is  being  pushed  further  by  study- 
ing the  interchangeability  of  parts.  Assis- 
tant purchasing  agent  R.  G.  King  has  just 
made  a  study  of  engine  bearings  for  28 
motors  of  one  make.  Of  the  400  different 
part  numbers  listed  in  the  manufacturer's 
catalogs  for  the  bearings  in  these  28 
motors,  he  found  that  only  35  part  num- 
bers would  cover  all  400  numbered  parts. 
This  shows  the  possibilities  of  interchang- 
ing parts.  A  cross-catalog  has  been  set  up. 

Associate  Equipment  Engineer  J.  V. 
Clifton  and  Automotive  Parts  Supervisor 
J.  R.  Ray  have  made  similar  research  on 
anti-friction  bearings,  motor  grader  trans- 
missions and  final  drives,  electrical  parts 
(ignition,  starter  and  lights),  small  belts, 
filter  elements,  clutch  parts  and  universal 
joints.  As  a  result,  we  may  be  able  to  buy 
more  economically  by  getting  parts  that 
can  be  interchanged.

Although  much  of  our  present  equip- 
ment is  badly  worn  from  hard  and  con- 
tinuous use  during  the  bond  program, 
highway  forces  have  been  operating  effec- 
tively since  last  July  with  only  a  mini- 
mum purchase  of  new  equipment.  While 
it's  not  practical  to  buy  much  new  equip- 
ment now,  our  present  equipment  must  be 
kept  in  good  working  condition.  We  must 
make  the  best  possible  use  of  the  equip- 
ment on  hand. 

New  Superintendents 

Efficiency  in  maintaining  equipment  has 
been  increased  by  the  addition  of  four 
new  division  equipment  superintendents. 
Four  men  were  promoted  to  direct  this 
work  in  the  field :  W.  V.  Coley  at  Wilming- 
ton; J.  E.  Gregson  at  Asheboro;  J.  S. 
Zimmerman  at  North  Wilkesboro;  and 
Boyd  Hamilton  at  Sylva. 

The  new  central  equipment  depot  at 
Raleigh  has  given  us  improved  facilities 
for  major  overhaul  of  equipment.  Two 
additional  division  shops,  one  at  Wilming- 
ton and  the  other  at  Sylva,  are  now  being 
put  into  operation.  A  modern  replacement 
for  the  old  division  shop  at  Tarboro  is 
being  built  near  Hertford.  Last  year  the 
division  shop  at  Greenville  was  enlarged. 
County  shops  were  built  last  year  in 
Northampton,  Scotland,  Cabarrus,  and 
Surry.  Each  will  service  highway  equip- 
ment in  its  county;  the  one  in  Scotland 
will  service  Hoke  as  well.  The  inadequate 
shop  at  Maury  in  Greene  County  will 
soon  be  replaced.  These  added  shop  facili- 
ties will  help  us  render  better  and  more 
efficient  field  maintenance  of  machinery. 

We  now  have  an  improved  building 
design  which  gives  better  use  of  floor 
space  in  new  shops.  Instead  of  building 
a  shop  with  doors  only  at  the  end  of  the 
building,  we  are  constructing  multiple 
overhead  doors  in  the  sides  of  the  shop. 
This  means  that  equipment  down  for 
repair  doesn't  have  to  be  shifted  around 
to  make  room  for  other  machinery.  No 
longer  can  one  big  piece  of  equipment 
block  the  entire  shop.

Thomas  H.  MacDonald  as  Commission 
of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads.  Under  t 
provisions  of  the  Federal  Aid  Road 
of  1916,  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  w 
created.  MacDonald  was  appointed 
first  commissioner  in  1919,  and  serv 
till  1953.  From  the  beginning,  the  Bure 
has  cooperated  with  and  helped 
strengthen  the  states'  own  administrati 
of  their  highway  affairs.

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Centerlines  Painted 

Traffic  Engineer  Robert  A.  Burch 
jcently  reported  that  11,400  miles  of 
interlines  and  yellow  barrier  lines  were 
tinted  last  year  on  the  State's  highways. 

Burch  emphasized  that  the  mileage 
tinted  last  year  does  not  represent  the 
tal  of  painted  lines  in  use.  Many  miles 
roads  painted  in  1952  did  not  need 
painting  last  year  due  to  the  use  of  a 
iperior  paint.  Roads  painted  in  1953 
ill  not  require  new  centerlines  this  year. 

The  new  centerlines  brought  the  total 
about  25,000  miles  of  centerlined  roads, 
b  show  the  scope  of  the  work,  there  are 
)out  33,000  miles  of  paved  roads  in  the 
;ate. 

Approximately  the  same  number  of 
iles  were  painted  on  NC  numbered 
)utes  as  on  US  routes.  Twenty-eight  per 
nt  of  the  miles  painted  were  on  county 
)ads.  Rate  of  application  on  the  white 
|dp  lines  averaged  six  gallons  per  mile. 

Last  year's  painting  operation  required 
53,650  gallons  of  paint.  About  45  per 
nt,  or  61,000  gallons,  were  yellow  which 
used  to  mark  barrier  and  "No  Passing" 
(cations. 

The  lines  can  mean  the  difference 
tween  safety  and  disaster.  Burch  said, 
'It  is  dangerous  for  a  motorist  to  start 
issing  when  the  sight  distance  is  600 
■et  or  less.  The  yellow  line  means  'drive 
ith  caution,  stay  on  your  side  of  the  line, 
atch  for  intersections  and  cross  roads.' 
he  yellow  centerline  is  for  the  motorist's 
rotection.  However,  the  absence  of  a 
jllow  line  does  not  necessarily  mean 
lere  is  enough  time  and  space  for  a 
otorist  to  safely  pass  and  get  back  in 
IS  proper  lane." 

Since  centerlining  is  done  in  warm 
eather,  work  will  start  soon  on  this 
;ar's  paint  operation.  All  the  centerline 
lint  used  last  year  was  manufactured  at

with  reflectorized  beads  which  give  the 
centerlines  greater  visibility  at  night.

Asphalt  School  Held 

The  third  annual  asphalt  paving  school, 
held  in  Raleigh,  February,  15-19,  was  con- 
ducted jointly  by  the  Bituminous  Depart- 
ment and  the  Division  of  Materials  and 
Tests. 

State  Highway  Engineer  W.  H.  Rogers, 
Jr.,  opened  the  school  with  an  inspiring 
talk.  He  cited  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  the  school  and  stressed  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  the  construction 
men. 

Bituminous  Engineer  T.  V.  Fahnestock 
commented,  "It  is  a  proven  fact  that  even 
with  the  finest  specifications  and  design, 
good  pavement  cannot  be  obtained  con- 
sistently unless  all  construction  proced- 
ures are  properly  carried  out." 

The  necessity  for  adequate  and  compe- 
tent inspection  during  construction  was 
emphasized.  To  properly  control  the  pro- 
duction of  bituminous  mixtures,  two  in- 
spectors at  each  plant  are  essential.  One 
man  is  responsible  for  the  actual  plant 
operations,  e.g.,  the  drying,  screening  and 
proportioning  of  the  aggregates  together 
with  the  proportioning  of  the  bituminous 
material,  watching  temperature  controls 


of  aggregates  and  bitumen,  and  checking 
mixing  time.  He  must  see  that  truck 
bodies  are  in  good  condition  and  sprayed 
so  material  doesn't  stick  to  sides.  Then 
he  must  be  sure  that  loaded  trucks  are 
covered. 

The  other  inspector  in  the  asphalt  plant 
would  sample  and  test  aggregates  and 
bituminous  material.  He  would  test  the 
finished  mix,  prepare  samples  and  make 
daily  reports  of  roadway  and  plant 
operation. 

The  roadway  inspectors  would  check 
preparation  of  old  base  for  pavement, 
proper  application  of  prime  or  tack  coat, 
and  correct  operation  of  finishing  machine 
to  insure  proper  thickness,  grade  and 
cross  section  of  the  pavement,  and  the 
rolling  operation.  He  must  see  that  the 
new  pavement  is  not  damaged  by  traffic. 
The  roadway  inspector  was  instructed  on 
the  correct  methods  of  sampling  com- 
pleted pavements. 

The  necessity  of  having  two  roadway 
inspectors  on  bituminous  surface  treat- 
ment work  was  stressed.  It  was  explained 
that  with  the  equipment  now  in  use  for 
this  type  of  construction,  it  is  almost 
impossible  for  one  man  to  see  that  all 
phases  of  surface  treatment  work  are 
properly  handled. 

The  purpose  of  the  school  was  to 
impress  the  field  men  with  the  importance 
of  their  work  and  to  give  up-to-date 
instructions  on  the  use  of  asphalt. 

Movies  and  slides  were  shown.  These 
clearly  illustrated  the  important  items 
of  equipment  and  plants  used  in  pavement 
construction. 

Several  sessions  dealt  with  bituminous 
surface  treatment  work.  After  each  talk, 
a  general  discussion  was  held.  The  men 
from  the  field  entered  right  into  the 
question  and  answer  period. 

James  E.  Civils  of  the  Motor  Vehicles 
Department  spoke  forcefully  on  highway 
safety.

bridges.  When  completed,  this  project  will  run  from  a  point 
about  1970  feet  northwest  of  US  15,  south  crossing  Fish 
Dam  Road  and  NC  98,  to  a  point  on  US  70  about  2300  feet, 
south  of  the  Southern  Railroad.  The  new  bypass  will  con- 
nect with  new  sections  of  US  70  being  built  to  Raleigh. 
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QUITE  A  LITTLE  HASSLE  created 
recently  by  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Raleigh  City  Council  requesting  the  State 
Personnel  Department  to  change  hours  so 
that  State  Employees  would  stop  work  at 
5:15  instead  of  5:30  p.m.  daily.  They  did 
not,  of  course,  realize  the  full  implications 
of  such  a  move — to  change  just  15  minutes 
daily,  a  total  of  1  hour  and  15  minutes  in 
5  days,  could  easily  mean  the  reduction 
of  one  increment  from  the  salary  range. 
Regardless  of  how  we  once  worked,  our 
salaries  are  all  now  based  in  Raleigh  on 
the  40-hour  week  (and  in  many  other 
places  also),  and  a  change  of  2  hours  or 
major  fraction  can  mean  the  change  of 
one  increment  in  the  range.  A  poll  of 
employees  showed  they  did  not  wish  to 
begin  work  earlier  due  to  complications 
with  commuters,  taking  children  to  school, 
and  many  other  reasons;  we  could  not 
shorten  the  lunch  hour  as  it  is  too  crowd- 
ed now.  The  only  solution  left  would  be 
returning  to  work  on  Saturdays— AND 
NOBODY  WANTS  THAT— or  a  cut.  Your 
Secretary  conferred  at  length  with  Clifton 
Beckwith,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
State  Employees'  Association;  we  con- 
ferred with  Governor  Umstead  and  with 
Personnel  Director  John  McDevitt;  con- 
tacts were  made  with  City  Officials,  with 
the  Merchants  Bureau,  and  we  found  that 
it  seemed  to  be  a  tempest  in  a  teapot,  in 
fact,  the  merchants  disclaimed  any  spon- 
sorship of  the  idea  at  all.  As  a  result,  it 
was  agreed  that  both  Associations  had  the 
same  idea  on  this — no  change  at  all — and 
there  would  be  no  need  for  both  Secre- 
taries to  appear  before  the  State  Person- 


nel Council  and  present  the  identical  same 
arguments.  Consequently,  your  Secretary 
authorized  Mr.  Beckwith  to  speak  for  the 
Highway  Employees  as  well  as  his  own 
group,  and  he  did  an  excellent  job.  The 
results — NO  CHANGE — ^you  are  familiar 
with  that  fact.  It  took  too  long  to  work 
up  to  the  present  working-hour  schedule — 
let's  don't  let  anybody  tamper  with  it  in 
any  possible  way  that  might  cause  a 
change  for  the  worse. 

SALARY  BONUS  IS  OUT  APPARENT- 
LY— the  2 %  contingent  increase  seems 
to  be  lost  by  the  wayside.  The  bill  passed 
by  the  '53  Legislature  provided  this  PRO- 
VIDED General  Fund  revenues  exceeded 
appropriations  in  sulBcient  amounts 
EACH  YEAR  to  pay  the  2^^%  bonus. 
This  would  mean  additional  revenue  of 
$2,513,000  for  1953-'54  and  $2,535,677  for 
1954-'55.  According  to  present  figures,  this 
is  definitely  out  and  we  cannot  expect  it 
this  year — but  perhaps  next,  who  knows? 
This  may  be  a  blessing  in  disguise!  You 
ask  "why"?  Suppose  revenues  just  barely 
did  exceed  in  the  General  Fund  in  the 
amounts  suflicient  to  pay,  and  the  bonus 
was  paid.  Then,  next  October  or  Novem- 
ber, when  revenues  normally  decline,  we 
might  have  a  decline  of  more  than  has 
been  normal  in  the  past  few  years.  What 
would  then  happen;  More  than  likely  a 
general  salary  cut  to  take  up  the  slack 
and  we  would  be  in  worse  shape  than  ever. 
I  have  talked  with  many  and  they  feel 
this  could  easily  happen — but  that  per- 
haps the  non-payment  of  this  2 1/^  %  bonus 
now  might  be  the  stop-gap  to  save  us.  The 
Highway  Revenues  will  be  sufficient,  I 


am  told,  but  we  cannot  be  paid  the  bori 
unless  the  General  Fund  shows  the  s 
plus,  and  that  is  the  joker  in  our  de 
What  I  am  really  interested  in  and  o 
cerned  about  now  is  holding  our  own 
the  1955  General  Assembly!!  If  so 
groups  try  to  cut  taxes  and  also  ( 
services,  and  other  groups  try  to  incre; 
taxes  and  continue  present  services 
even  improve  them,  it  might  turn  intc 
real  battle.  If  revenues  are  still  declini 
at  that  time,  we  as  State  Employees  m 
be  in  the  middle  and  it  will  take  1 
efforts  of  every  single  person  and  the  i 
of  every  weapon  at  our  command  to  sa 
the  situation — let's  don't  forget  that.

Survey  To  Be  Made 

In  April,  Chairman  Graham  signed  an 
agreement  with  Parsons,  Brinkerhoff, 
Hall  and  McDonald,  an  engineering  firm 
of  New  York,  to  make  a  detailed  survey 
of  the  State's  highway  needs  and  highway 
financing. 

He  explained  that  such  a  study  is  neces- 
sary If  the  State  is  to  meet  its  obligation 
to  the  people  for  the  next  ten  years.  In 
looking  to  the  future,  he  said  the  High- 
way Commission  should  not  only  give  the 
1955  Legislature  an  accounting  of  its 
stewardship  but  its  ideas  on  highway 
needs. 

The  study  will  Involve  an  appraisal  of 
the  adequacy  of  all  road,  highway  and 
bridge  segments  on  road  systems  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion and  evaluate  the  present  and  future 
maintenance  and  Improvement  needs  and 
attendant  costs,  year  by  year,  for  the 
next  decade. 

A  similar  study  made  by  the  engineer- 
ing staff  in  1951  indicated  about  $345,000,- 
000.00  would  have  been  needed  then  for  a 
long-range  modernization  of  the  rural 
primary  system  alone. 


Study  Financing 

Parallel  studies  will  be  made  of  high- 
way fund  revenue  forecasts,  the  equity  of 
motor  vehicle  and  motor  fuel  taxation. 
The  final  phase  will  Involve  financial 
studies  and  recommendations  as  to  ways 
and  means  of  obtaining  funds  necessary 
to  meet  present  and  future  needs. 

The  New  York  firm  will  complete  the 
study  within  the  next  seven  months  at  a 
cost  of  $110,000.00. 

The  Parsons  firm  was  founded  in  1925 
and  has  specialized  in  the  field  of  con- 
sulting engineering  on  a  national  basis. 
It  is  a  highly  reputable,  capable  and 
experienced  firm.  It  has  a  staff  of  over 
425  officials  and  employees  in  the  pro- 
fessional and  technical  fields  and  has 
completed  highway  studies  in  Florida, 
Connecticut,  the  Pennsylvania  Turnpike, 
the  Ohio  Turnpike,  the  Garden  State 
Parkway  in  New  Jersey,  the  New  Jersey 
Turnpike,  and  the  New  York  State  Thru- 
way. 

At  present,  a  branch  of  the  firm  is 
conducting  a  survey  of  the  State's  inland 
ports  and  waterways. 

The  firm  will  assign  resident  directing 
personnel.  Chief  Engineer  Rogers  and 
James  S.  Burch,  Engineer  of  Statistics 
and  Planning,  will  work  closely  with  the 
firm's  engineers  and  economists  through- 
out the  survey.

Vacations  are  both  a  necessity  and  a 
privilege.  They  were  created  to  mutually 
benefit  our  employer — the  State — and  us, 
the  employees.  After  too  long  on  our  jobs 
with  no  change  of  interests  or  scenery, 
we  go  stale.  Our  efficiency  and  interest 
goes  down.  Occasionally,  everyone  needs 
a  change  of  scenery,  interests  and  a  break 
in  the  daily  routine. 

Vacations  have  a  definite  purpose  in 
the  working  world.  They  were  set  up  for 
us  to  occasionally  rest  and  re-create  our 
energies.  Vacations  were  never  intended 
to  be  hoarded  and  saved.  I  want  to 
discourage  any  of  us  from  storing  up 
excessive  vacation  time. 

Some  vacation  should  be  taken  by  each 
of  us  every  year.  Earned  vacation  days 
were  meant  to  be  used  and  enjoyed. 

On  January  1,  1954,  the  number  of  days 
vacation  we  were  allowed  to  accumulate 
was  reduced  from  45  to  30  days.  If  you 
have  less  than  30  days  of  earned  vacation 
accumulated  now,  you  are  in  a  leave-earn- 
ing capacity  right  now.  You  keep  on  earn- 
ing vacation  every  month  until  you  reach 
the  30-day  maximum  vacation  limit.  When 
you  have  30-days  vacation  to  your  credit 
and  do  not  take  anytime  off,  you  stop 
earning  vacation.  As  long  as  you  have  at 
least  a  30-day  vacation  account,  you  are 
not  in  a  leave-earning  capacity. 

If  you  have  an  even  30-days  vacation  to 
your  credit  right  now,  you  are  not  earning 
any  more  vacation.  You  don't  start  earn- 
ing vacation  again  until  you  start  to  re- 
duce this  30-day  maximum.  As  soon  as 
you  take  some  vacation,  you  immediately 
start  earning  vacation  again  the  very 
month  you  take  some  time  off. 

If  you  started  the  year  off  with  more 
than  30-days  vacation  to  your  credit,  you 
have  until  January  1,  1955  to  use  these 
excess  days.  In  order  not  to  lose  these 
days  in  excess  of  30,  you  should  take 
them,  if  it  is  convenient  and  your  work 
permits  it,  before  January  1,  1955.  You 
have  this  whole  year  to  adjust  your  vaca- 
tion account  and  get  it  down  to  the  30-day 
maximum  by  January  1,  1955. 

Suppose  you  started  this  year  off  with 
more  than  30-days  vacation  to  your  credit, 
how  could  you  get  into  a  leave-earning 
capacity  this  year?  First,  put  30  days 
(the  maximum)  in  your  regular  vacation 
account.  Next,  put  the  excess  days  over 
the  30-day  limit  in  your  extra  or  reserve 
account.  When  you  do  take  vacation, 
charge  the  days  off  against  your  regular 
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account.  This  will  reduce  your  30-day 
accumulation  and  immediately  put  you  in 
a  leave-earning  capacity  again.  In  order 
not  to  lose  the  days  accumulated  in  excess 
of  the  30-day  maximum  (which  are  in 
your  reserve  account),  you  should  take 
them  before  January  1,  1955.  However, 
you  have  all  of  1954  to  use  these  excess 
days.  After  that  time,  there  will  be  no 
reserve  vacation  account  for  any  State 
employee.  Then  the  total  of  both  the 
regular  and  reserve  accounts  cannot 
exceed  the  30-day  maximum. 

An  employee  who  works  five  days  a 
week  earns  vacation  at  the  rate  of  1% 
days  per  month.  He  keeps  on  earning 
vacation  at  this  rate  until  he  reaches  the 
30  day  maximum.  At  that  time,  he  ceases 
to  earn  vacation.  He  does  not  get  in  a 
leave-earning  capacity  until  he  starts 
taking  some  vacation. 

An  employee  who  works  six  days  a 
week  earns  vacation  at  the  rate  of  1% 
days  per  month.  He  keeps  on  earning 
vacation  at  this  rate  until  he  reaches  the 
30  day  maximum.  At  that  time,  he  ceases 
to  earn  vacation.  He  doesn't  get  in  a 
leave-earning  capacity  until  he  starts 
taking  some  vacation. 

The  30-day  maximum  accumulation  of 
vacation  applies  not  only  to  all  employees 
of  the  State  Highway  and  Public  Works 
Commission  but  to  all  State  employees.

The  most  recent  figures  show  that  the 
North  Carolina  State  Highway  and  Public 
Works  Commission  is  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  of  33,219  miles  of  hard- 
surfaced  roads  and  34,971  miles  of  non- 
hardsurfaced  roads.  That  means  that  the 
Commission  is  custodian  of  a  road  system 
totalling  68,190  miles  which  stretches 
across  the  face  of  the  State  from  the 
mountains  to  the  sea.

HUNTER'S  DELIGHT— 1  2i-lb.  Pheas- 
ant, drawn — roll  in  red  clay  with  the 
feathers  on — cover  in  hot  coals  and  bake

removes  feathers  and  skin,  leaving  a 
tender  baked  pheasant — serve  sliced  or 
split  with  your  choice  of  sauces  and 
seasonings.

Cut 
liver  in  strips  about  square;  dip  in 
egg;  roll  in  water-ground  cornmeal;  fry 
in  hot,  deep  fat  until  golden  brown.  Serve 
with  tomato  catsup — a  Gourmet's  delight! 

''RED  H088"  CORNBREAD— For  you 
boys  cooking  barbecue  for  our  Association 
meetings,  this  recipe  will  about  cover 
serving  from  a  25-lb.  pig:  3  qts.  water- 
ground  cornmeal,  sifted;  1  qt.  plain  flour; 
6  eggs;  1  tblsp.  baking  powder;  3  tblsp. 
sugar;  1^2  tblsp.  salt;  1  large  onion, 
chopped.  Mix  all  dry  ingredients  and 
onion,  well — stir  in  eggs  and,  add  sweet 
milk  until  the  mixture  has  a  stiff  enough 
consistency  to  drop  from  a  tablespoon  in 
a  solid  mass.  Have  pot  of  cooking  oil  or 
grease  ready,  about  3"  or  4"  of  oil— mould 
dough  in  a  tablespoon  and  then  scrape 
from  filled  spoon  into  the  hot  oil — watch 
'em  brown  and  pop  over  in  the  hot  oil. 
When  nut  brown,  remove  and  drain.  Also 
mighty  good  to  serve  with  fish.  Some  like 
to  add  a  little  chopped  green  pepper  in 
the  mixture. 

BANKS'  BARBECUE  SAUCE  —  same 
serving  for  about  a  25-lb.  barbecued  pig: 
1%  cups  butter;  4%  cups  hot  water;  8 
tblsp.  vinegar;  1  tsp.  salt;  1  tsp.  black 
pepper;  2  med.  onions,  chopped  fine;  2 
pods  chili  pepper;  1  tsp.  paprika;  1  tsp. 
chili  powder;  1%  tblsp.  sugar;  8  tblsp. 
prepared  mustard;  2  tblsp.  Worcestershire 
sauce.  Mix  ingredients,  boil  slowly  for  5 
minutes.  Take  the  grease  from  the  barbe- 
cue rib  cavities  and  along  with  the  sauce 
baste  the  meat  during  cooking. 

MEAT  PIE—1  lb.  chopped  beef;  I1/3  tsp. 
salt;  %  tsp.  pepper;  1  chopped  green 
pepper;  2  cups  tomato  pulp;  2  eggs, 
slightly  beaten;  2  med.  onions,  chopped. 
Line  casserole  dish  with  pastry — combine 
all  ingredients  and  pour  into  casserole — 
bake  in  hot  oven  about  20  minutes,  then 
reduce  heat  and  bake  moderately  for 
about  1  hour  longer.

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be  made  adequate  in  North  Carolina  or 
the  Nation  until  all  the  vast  revenues 
from  fuel  and  vehicular  taxes  are 
channeled  into  a  system  of  building  and 
maintaining  the  primary  and  secondary 
roads,  the  people  need."

Prison  Report 


Meat  Processed  a 


A  modern,  sanitary  cold  storage  plant  at  Central  Prison  is 
used  to  process  all  the  meat  and  meat  byproducts  produced  on 
State  prison  farms.  Fish  and  poultry  products  are  processed 
there  too. 

First,  the  hogs  and  beef  cattle  are  brought  in  from  the  farms 
to  the  abattoir  at  Camp  Polk.  Foreman  Norman  C.  Eason 
supervises  the  weighing  and  then  the  slaughtering  of  the 
animals.  From  there,  the  chilled  meat  is  taken  to  the  cold 
storage  plant. 

There  the  meat  is  carefully  cut  into  standard  cuts,  wrapped, 
boxed  and  placed  into  quick  freeze  at  subzero  temperatures. 
Eight  thermometers  record  the  hourly  temperatures  for  the 
eight  cold  storage  rooms. 

John  E.  Montague  directs  the  work  of  26  prisoners  who  are 
trained  in  all  phases  of  meat  cutting  and  processing.  The  men 


are  taught  a  useful  trade  which  can  be  used  after  release  fii, 
prison.  Several  have  subsequently  been  employed  by  ni|l 
packing  companies. 

Two  men  from  the  N.  C.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Raj 
Kelly  and  T.  E.  Green,  assist  at  the  cold  storage  plant.  KcJ 
directs  the  grading  of  eggs  and  poultry  products  while  Gn| 
supervises  the  grading  of  meat. 

Every  two  weeks,  big  refrigerated  tractor-trailers  are  loa(l 
up  with  beef,  pork,  fish,  chicken,  eggs,  cheese,  and  oil 
margarine  from  the  cold  storage  plant.  The  truck  drivers  vj 
every  prison  camp  in  the  State  and  leave  a  two  weeks  sup 
of  meats. 

Last  year  4,160  hogs  and  780  head  of  beef  cattle  w 
processed  at  the  cold  storage  plant.  The  prison  populat 
consumed  a  total  of  2,  714,693  pounds  of  meat  and  products 
well  as  341,910  dozen  eggs.

The  two  top  engineers  in  the  Thirteenth  Highway  Division 
recently  passed  30  year  work  anniversaries  with  the  High- 
way Commission.  Together  they  are  directly  responsible  for 
all  the  work,  both  new  construction  and  maintenance,  on  the 
State's  highways  and  roads  in  Buncombe,  Burke,  Madison, 
McDowell,  Mitchell,  Rutherford,  and  Yancey  counties.  That's 
a  big  order  for  the  Thirteenth  contains  some  of  the  rugged- 
est  mountain  terrain  in  North  Carolina.  But  veteran  high- 
way engineers  Corkill  and  Knight,  as  division  engineer  and 
assistant  division  engineer  respectively,  are  just  the  men  to 
do  it. 

Corkill  started  with  the  Commission  as  a  rodman,  June  1, 
1923,  right  after  he  graduated  with  a  B.S.  degree  in  civil 
engineering  from  N.  C.  State  College.  He  was  soon  promoted 
to  instrumentman.  Three  years  later,  he  was  upped  to  junior 
resident  engineer.  Then  in  1929,  he  was  transferred  to 
Taylorsville  as  senior  resident  engineer.  He  was  subsequent- 
ly promoted  to  construction  engineer  in  193  8  and  assistant 
division  engineer  in  1942.  In  1950,  he  was  made  division 
engineer  of  the  old  Tenth.  Coming  up  the  engineering 
ladder,  he  worked  out  of  Albemarle,  Mt.  Holly,  Wadesboro, 
Salisbury,  and  Winston-Salem. 

Corkill  is  a  member  of  the  N.  C.  Society  of  Engineers  and 
the  Engineers  Club  of  Western  North  Carolina.  He  is  a 
recipient  of  an  AASHO  award  for  2  5  years  of  meritorious 
service.  He  was  born  November  3,  1901,  in  Chester,  S.  C, 
and  studied  in  the  Chester  Public  Schools  and  the  Citadel 
before  going  to  N.  C.  State. 

His  wife  is  the  former  Ina  Lamar  of  Beech  Island,  S.  C. 
They  are  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  live  at  17 
Farrwood  Avenue  in  Asheville. 

Assistant  division  engineer  Knight  began  his  highway 
service  as  a  chainman  back  in  1921,  on  construction  at 
Murphy.  Two  years  later,  he  was  promoted  to  instrument- 
man  on  construction.  In  1929,  he  was  made  a  resident  engi- 
neer. From  1931  to  1933  he  was  district  engineer  at 
Andrews.  Then  in  1933,  he  was  again  a  resident  engineer 
on  construction.  In  1941,  he  was  made  district  engineer  in 
Asheville  and  continued  in  this  work  until  his  promotion  to 
assistant  division  engineer  of  the  old  Tenth  in  19  50. 

May  24,  1927,  he  was  married  to  Juliet  Cheak  Knight  of 
Big  Stone  Gap,  Va.  She  died  March  26,  1939.  He  is  rightfully 
proud  of  his  daughter,  Judy  Lee  Knight,  who  just  graduated 
from  Greensboro  College. 

Knight  is  a  member  of  the  Engineers  Club  of  Western 
North  Carolina,  the  N.  C.  Society  of  Engineers,  and  the 
Haywood  Street  Methodist  Church  of  Asheville.

It's  not  easy  either.  It's  more  than 
awing  lines  on  paper.  It's  figuring  out 
b  best  alignment  to  fit  the  State's  high 
lometric  standards.  It's  estimating  the 
iiount  of  excavation  and  the  degree  of 
rvature.  It's  allowing  for  the  slope  of 
e  cuts  and  fills.  It's  preparing  the 
oposals  and  allowing  for  the  special 
pvisions. 

The  present  drafting  room  and  offices 
p  a  big  improvement  over  the  over- 


crowded,  hot,  dirty  room  in  the  old  high- 
way building.  The  old  room,  well-remem- 
bered by  most  of  the  highway  employees, 
was  used  as  headquarters  for  road  plans 
for  over  30  years. 

What's  the  course  of  a  road  improve- 
ment from  dream  to  drawing  board  to 
construction? 

First,  men  from  the  location  department 
and  the  bridge  location  department  take 
extensive  notes  in  the  field  on  the  align- 
ment of  a  proposed  route.  They  note  care- 
fully the  topography.  They  record  level 
notes,  cross  section  notes,  and  drainage 
survey  notes.  Next,  they  make  a  detail 
map  showing  the  approved  lines.  The 
notebooks  and  map  are  then  turned  over 
to  the  roadway  department. 

Next  the  class  of  the  road  and  the 
typical  section  must  be  checked  upon  by 
the  chief  engineer,  division  engineer  and 
bituminous  engineer.  Roadway  Design 
Engineer  Tom  Park  says  the  highest  type 


highway  the  Commission  builds  is  Class 
1-A,  a  four-lane  highway  with  two  24-foot 
wide  pavements.  This  type  of  road  is 
designed  to  carry  3,000  or  more  vehicles 
per  day.  In  flat  country,  a  Class  1-A  high- 
way will  not  exceed  the  maximum  curve 
of  four  degrees.  The  grade  will  range 
from  three  to  six  per  cent.  If  possible, 
the  road  designers  try  not  to  exceed  the 
six  per  cent  grade.  This  means  the  road 
never  rises  more  than  six  feet  in  every 
100.  Minimum  stopping  sight  distance  on 
a  Class  1-A  primary  highway  is  about  800 
feet.  The  ideal  width  of  road  shoulder  is 
ten  feet  in  flat  country.  However,  the 
shoulder  often  narrows  to  six  feet  in  the 
mountains.  The  ideal  highway  has  at 
least  a  30-foot  wide  median  strip,  (usually 
a  grass  plot)  which  separates  the  two 
pavements.  The  divided  highway  has 
proved  one  of  the  safest  designed  so  far. 
The  30-foot  grass  strip  cuts  down  the

glare  of  headlights  in  night-driving. 
North-bound  cars  are  not  blinded  by 
lights  from  south-bound  cars.  The  ideal 
width  of  right  of  way  is  250  feet  which 
allows  room  for  service  or  access  roads. 
A  Class  1-A  highway  is  expensive  and  not 
required  on  all  primary  routes.  Such  a 
highway  is  designed  where  high  traflSc 
count  and  existing  congestion  require  it. 

Several  examples  of  Class  1-A  highways 
are  NC  71  from  Monroe  to  Charlotte,  US 
70  between  Raleigh  and  Durham  (the 
second  lane  is  now  being  paved),  and  the 
work  of  dual-laning  US  301  south  of 
Fayetteville. 

A  Class  1-B  highway  has  three  lanes 
undivided  and  carries  over  3,000  vehicles 
per  day.  The  third  or  middle  lane  is  for

passing  only.  Three-laned  US  1  between 
Raleigh  and  Cary  is  a  Class  1-B  highway. 
Park  explained  that  a  third  lane  is  rarely 
designed  and  built  beside  an  existing  two- 
lane  highway  today.  A  third  lane  is  built 
only  when  it  is  impossible  or  too  ex- 
pensive to  get  additional  right  of  way. 

A  Class  1-C  highway  is  a  two-lane 
undivided  highway  which  carries  between 
1,000  and  3,000  vehicles  per  day.  NC  49 
between  Misenheimer  and  Charlotte  is 
a  Class  2  highway.  Another  is  between 
Raleigh  and  Bayleaf.  A  Class  2  highway 
is  a  good  high  type  county  road.  Class 
3-4-5  highways  are  usually  designed  for 
secondary  roads  or  local  roads  which 
carry  small  amounts  of  traffic. 

Class  of  Highway 

After  the  class  of  highway  is  agreed 
upon,  the  note  books  and  all  available 
information  are  then  returned  to  the 
chief  draftsman.  He  in  turn  assigns  one 
squad  to  the  work.  In  roadway,  the 
designers,  draftsmen  and  engineers  are 
divided  into  squads  ranging  in  size  from 
three  to  six  to  a  squad.  There  are  five 
squads.  The  leaders  are  Tom  Moody,  Dick 
Turner,  Don  Freeman,  Sam  Hall  and  Bill 
Wilson.  Each  directs  the  work  of  his 
squad.  All  the  squads  are  under  the 
guidance  of  Chief  Draftsman  Dan  Allen, 
Assistant  Chief  Draftsman  R.  W.  Mc- 
Gowan,  and  Roadway  design  engineer 
Tom  Park.  However,  the  squad  leader 
bears  the  responsibility  for  the  completed 
set  of  plans  and  an  estimate  of  the 
quantities. 

Park  says  today's  improved  road 
machinery  has  made  possible  many  im- 
provements in  roadbuilding.  In  the  early 
days,  grading  was  very  expensive.  Then, 


too,  the  mule-drawn  scoops  could  cai 
such  a  small  amount  of  road  materi 
As  a  result,  roads  were  designed 
follow  closely  the  line  of  natural  terra 
Heavy  excavation  which  was  practica 
impossible  was  avoided.  So  the  ro< 
were  built  to  run  up  and  down  over  b 
and  dale.  At  the  time,  the  roads  w( 
adequate  for  the  small,  light,  slow-movi 
cars.  Today's  volume  of  heavy,  high-spe 
vehicles  have  changed  all  that. 

Old  Fort  to  Ridgecrest 

An  adequate  road  for  its  time  was  ( 
US  70  which  winds  tortuously  from  C 
Fort  up  the  mountains  to  Ridgecre 
Although  the  road  was  built  around  t 
mountains  instead  of  cutting  direc 
through  the  ridges,  it  was  considered 
engineering  feat.  The  present  relocati 
of  US  70  (the  paving  is  nearing  comp 
tion)  is  an  engineering  feat  too,  but 
a  different  way.  The  excavation  of  mo 
than  three  million  cubic  yards  of  ear 
was  made  possible  by  modern  road  n 
chinery.  No  equipment  of  the  early  da 
could  have  cut  through  the  mountaii 
The  powerful  machines  of  today  can 
heavy  grading  and  excavation  with  ea 
on  jobs  once  considered  impossible. 

In  the  eastern  part  of  the  State, 
roads  must  be  designed  high  above  t 
high  water  line.  If  not  so  designed,  tfc 
wash  out.  It's  often  a  problem  to 
borrow  material  to  build  up  the  road. 

The  significant  improvements  in  ro; 
design  are  the  super-elevation  and  spin 
ling  of  curves.  Both  features  mean  th 
the  motorist  goes  in  gradually  to 
banked  curve  and  comes  out  gradual 
from  the  curve.

June  P.  Scarborough  of  Statesville  and 
Commissioner  of  the  Twelfth  State  High- 
way Division  where  Miller  is  stationed, 
said,  "Miller  is  a  loyal  and  faithful  em- 
ployee. He  is  one  of  our  most  efficient 
engineers  and  is  outstanding  in  his 
ability  to  organize  and  follow  through  on 
construction  and  maintenance  projects." 

Twelfth  Division  Engineer  E.  L. 
Kemper  of  Shelby  commented,  "I'm  glad 
Miller's  name  was  entered  for  the  Mc- 
Crary Award  as  he  (Miller)  has  been 
with  the  division  for  a  long  time  and  is 
very  deserving.  I  consider  him  one  of 
our  outstanding  district  engineers." 

Miller  was  named  for  his  invention  of 
a  special  scoop  used  in  cutting  a  trench 
for  widening  highways.  When  the  scoop 
is  attached  to  the  payloader,  it  is  easy 
to  cut  a  uniform  trench  to  the  exact  width 
and  depth  desired.  At  the  same  time,  the 
excavation  can  be  quickly  loaded  in 
trucks.  Much  time  and  hand  labor  are 
saved.  The  trench  can  be  filled  immediate- 
ly after  excavation.  This  eliminates  an 
open  trench  over  night  and  provides 
greater  safety  for  the  motorist. 

Miller  also  improved  the  highway  equip- 
ment used  in  snow  removal  operations. 
It  is  a  wing-type  snow  drag  which  covers 
about  one-half  the  highway  at  one  time. 


The  other  half  of  the  highway  is  left 
open  to  traffic.  This  improvement  is  not 
only  more  efficient  than  other  snow  re- 
moval equipment,  but  it  is  also  much 
safer  for  the  motorist. 

Miller,  now  54,  started  as  a  rodman  in 
1922  with  the  Highway  Commission  at 
Weldon.  He  was  transferred  to  Albemarle 
as  an  instrumentman  in  1932  and  worked 
on  a  bridge  project  across  the  Pee  Dee 
River.  He  was  subsequently  promoted  to 
resident  engineer  and  transferred  to 
Shelby.  In  1937,  he  was  made  a  main- 
tenance supervisor.  In  1941,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  his  present  position  as  district 
engineer  in  charge  of  road  maintenance 
and  construction  in  Alexander,  Catawba, 
and  Iredell  counties. 

Son  of  John  N.  and  Nancy  Dry  Miller, 
he  was  born  February  1,  1900,  in  New 
London,  and  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  Stanly  County.  He  was  married 
to  Nellie  Moore  of  Chase  City,  Virginia, 
May  7,  1927.  They  live  in  Statesville  and 
are  members  of  the  First  Baptist  Church. 
The  Millers  have  two  sons;  the  oldest, 
Paul  D.  Miller,  Jr.,  is  an  engineering 
graduate  with  a  masters  degree  from 
State  College.  The  youngest,  John  Aubrey 
Miller,  is  a  Statesville  high  school  stu- 
dent.

located  shops  should  render  better  ser- 
vice. He  was  glad,  he  said,  to  see  the  shops 
brought  to  the  heart  of  the  Albemarle. 
The  new  Hertford  shops  marked  the  com- 
pletion of  a  program  of  material  construc- 
tion as  new  division  shops  were  recently 
finished  in  Wilmington  and  Sylva.  "We 
will  continue  to  build  roads  which  help 
in  the  development  and  growth  of  our 
State.  Although  many  of  our  secondary 
roads  are  in  good  condition,  our  primary 
system  is  not  adequate  for  the  volume  of 
traffic.  We  need  to  bring  back  the  title 
of  'Good  Roads  State'  which  is  the  object 
of  the  present  administration.  The  engi- 
neering survey  now  being  conducted 
should  give  North  Carolina  a  definite 
course  and  put  us  in  the  forefront  of 
other  states."

The  fire  company  will  be  built  around 
forest  fire  personnel.  The  company  com- 
mander will  be  appointed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Develop- 
ment, and  the  company's  strength  will  be 
bolstered  by  enlisting  volunteer  firemen 
in  the  division. 

The  police  company  will  be  built  around 
State  Highway  Patrol  personnel  and 
volunteer  auxiliary  police  in  the  highway 
division.  The  company  commander  will 
be  appointed  by  the  State  Highway  Patrol 
tommander. 

The  medical  and  welfare  battalion  will 
be  headed  by  a  medical  doctor  to  be 
selected  on  a  volunteer  basis  by  the  N.  C. 
Medical  Society  and  will  have  four  com- 
panies —  a  medical  company,  a  public 
health  company,  an  emergency  welfare 
company  and  an  ambulance  company. 

Medical  Company 

The  medical  company  will  be  command- 
ed by  a  doctor  appointed  by  the  State 
Medical  Society.  Its  personnel  will  be 
made  up  of  doctors  and  specialists, 
nurses,  nurses'  aides,  orderlies,  and  other 
medical  workers. 

The  public  health  company  commander 
will  l)e  appointed  by  the  State  Health 
Company  and  the  personnel  of  the  com- 
pany will  come  from  the  ranks  of  local 
public  health  departments  in  each  of  the 
counties  in  the  highway  division. 

Commanders 

The  emergency  welfare  company  com- 
nuuuler  will  be  appointed  by  the  State 


Depai'tment  of  Public  Welfare  and  the 
staff  and  per.3onnel  will  come  from  the 
various  county  welfare  departments  and 
ranks  of  volunteers. 

The  ambulance  company  commander 
will  be  appointed  by  the  North  Carolina 
Funeral  Directors  Association.  The  com- 
pany personnel  will  be  recruited  together 
with  ambulance  equipment  from  funeral 
homes  in  each  division. 

Griffin  said  Chairman  Graham  and 
Chief  Engineer  Rogers  would  act  as 
statewide  commanders  of  the  battalions 
and  would  have  authority  to  direct  the 
units  to  any  section  of  the  State. 

In  addition  to  the  14  mobile  support 
regiments.  Griffin  outlined  four  second 
echelon  corps.  Each  would  have  11  sub- 
ordinate units: 

A  second  line  medical  regiment;  a 
water  transportation  battalion  made  up 
of  big  concrete-mixer  trucks;  a  transport 
truck  regiment;  and  an  improvised  am- 
bulance regiment  made  up  of  such 
vehicles  as  delivery  vans. 

A  quartermaster  regiment  formed  by 
wholesalers  and  other  merchants;  a  com- 
mercial bus  regiment;  a  school  bus  regi- 
ment; a  public  utilities  regiment  made 
up  of  personnel  of  power,  telephone,  water 
and  gas  companies;  an  emergency  service 
regiment  formed  by  construction  and 
contractors'  personnel;  a  Civil  Air  Patrol 
Wing,  and  as  many  care  groups  as 
possible  for  handling  mass  feeding,  pro- 
viding housing  and  handling  other  needs 
of  refugees  from  disaster-stricken  com- 
munities.

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RETIREMENT  NEWS  —  Committee 
Chairman  K.  R.  Scott  of  Greensboro  was 
in  Washington  several  days  in  April  to 
attend  hearings  before  the  House  Ways 
and  Means  Committee  on  HR  7199, 
commonly  called  the  "Social  Security 
Bill".  This  has  been  approved  now  by 
the  Committee  and  should  see  action  in 
this  session  of  Congress,  expanding  SS 
to  take  in  millions  more  people  at  the 
request  of  the  President.  Several  na- 
tional organizations  were  heard  and 
presented  briefs  asking  exclusion  and 
other  changes,  but  the  Committee  voted 
favorably  on  the  bill  practically  as 
written.  This  does  not  mean  that  we 
automatically  now  go  under  SS,  but 
instead  means  (if  passed  by  Congress) 
that  we  will  have  an  opportunity  to  vote 
on  the  issue.  First,  the  Legislature  must 
appropriate  funds  for  matching  purposes 
if  we  go  under  SS;  there  must  be  a  90- 
day  period  prior  to  a  referendum  with 
notice  given  all  members  as  to  what  the 
issue  is,  and  %  of  those  voting  must 
vote  in  favor  of  supplementation  or  inte- 
gration. It  would  be  fine  if  the  State  was 
able  to  keep  the  present  Retirement 
System  and  also  allow  SS,  but  finances 
are  not  sufficient;  if  done  it  probably 
would  not  last  and  might  later  necessi- 
tate a  drastic  reduction  in  our  own  Re- 
tirement System.  The  vast  majority  of 
our  folks  want  no  part  of  SS,  but  want 
to  keep  our  own  System  which  we  be- 
lieve offers  more  to  the  employee.  We 
have  privileges  of  refunds  with  interest; 
disability  retirement;  vested  rights 
after  20  years  service;  retirement  after 
30  years  service  regardless  of  age; 
voluntary   retirement   at   age   60;  no 


maximum  allowance,  but  whatever  your 
account  will  figure;  $50  minimum  with 
2  0  years  service.  SS  has  no  disability,  no 
refunds,  employee  must  be  "covered" 
certain  period  of  tipie  prior  to  retire- 
ment, retirement  is  not  until  age  65,  and 
they  have  a  very  low  maximum  (present- 
ly $85  but  will  go  up  slightly  under  HR 
7199).  Our  present  System  is  gradually 
growing  better  and  will  be  what  we 
want  in  the  next  few  years.  If  and  when 
Congress  votes  this  bill  favorably,  it  is 
up  to  us  to  educate  our  member  over 
the  State  as  to  what  the  issue  is  and 
persuade  them  to  vote  for  the  best  of 
all  concerned. 

Messrs.  Scott,  Biggerstaff,  McDonald, 
Wesley  and  your  Secretary  appeared  be- 
fore the  Retirement  System  Board  of 
Trustees  on  May  20,  accompanied  by 
State  Personnel  Director  McDevitt  and 
his  Assistant  Mr.  Manning,  and  Clifton 
Beckwith  of  the  NCSEA.  Several  prob- 
lems were  discussed  and  we  were  re- 
ceived most  graciously  by  the  entire 
Board.  A  discussion  of  Social  Security 
brought  out  the  belief  we  had  nothing  to 
worry  about  at  present,  and  the  Board 
will  go  into  this  with  us  further  before 
they  make  any  move.  We  went  into  the 
30-day  waiting  period  for  retirement 
payments;  as  under  present  rules, 
person  separating  from  State  service  to 
retire,  and  having  terminal  leave  due, 
must  wait  until  all  terminal  leave  is 
paid  before  the  waiting  period  begins. 
We  are  to  go  into  this  further  with  a 
special  committee  and  the  Attorney 
General  shortly,  but  at  present  I  have 
ruling  from  the  Assistant  Attorney 
General  that  terminal  leave  is  something 


already  earned  prior  to  separation,  anc 
that  even  though  additional  payroll: 
might  be  submitted  after  separation  t( 
pay  this  leave,  it  is  not  for  service; 
rendered  within  that  month  the  payrol 
is  submitted  and  for  that  reason  th( 
waiting  period  may  begin  immediatelj 
following  the  last  day  of  actual  service 
This  will  be  cleared  up  we  believe  bi 
action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  theii 
next  meeting.  Another  discussion  wa: 
concerning  allowing  retired  employee: 
to  work  temporarily  for  the  State  aftei 
retirement,  not  long  periods,  but  strictlj 
1  or  2  days  a  week  to  supplement  thai: 
small  retirement.  We  had  in  mind  thos* 
with  low  income  who  might  be  availabh 
for  week-end  prison  guards,  relie 
bridge  tenders  or  night  watchmen,  etc 
with  limitation  of  time  could  work  s( 
as  not  to  create  a  situation  whereby  ai 
employee  could  retire  and  draw  pensior 
and  continue  to  work  practically  full 
time.  This  matter  is  to  be  worked  ou 
with  the  same  special  committee,  sinc< 
I  also  have  a  ruling  from  the  Assistan 
Attorney  General  to  the  effect  that  th( 
Board  has  authority  to  regulate  this.

Park  Dedicated 

A  new  roadside  park  near  Claremont 
was  formally  dedicated  Sunday,  May  16. 
Judge  Wilson  Warlick  was  the  dedica- 
tory speaker.  The  park  was  officially 
named  Connor  Recreation  Park  in  ap- 
preciation of  the  property  deeded  by  the 
Rowell  Connor  heirs  to  the  Highway 
Commission. 

Judge  Warlick  paid  tribute  to  the 
Catawba  Historical  Association,  the 
Newton-Conover  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  the  Highway  Commission  for 
establishing  the  park  and  preserving  the 
old  Bunker  Hill  Bridge.  He  commended 
the  Claremont  Lions  Club  for  sponsoring 
the  dedication.  Coyte  Carpenter,  the 
club's  president,  was  master  of  cere- 
monies. Harry  M.  Arndt,  superintendent 
of  county  schools,  introduced  the  judge. 

The  park  is  equipped  with  picnic 
tables,  drinking  fountains,  outdoor 
ovens,  and  rest  room  facilities.  There 
has  long  been  need  for  such  a  park  in 
the  area. 

After  the  dedication,  a  picnic  lunch 
was  served.  Among  those  attending  were 
Mrs.  Connor;  Mrs.  Bolick  and  her 
daughter,  Raenelle;  Commissioner  and 
Mrs.  June  Scarborough;  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
P.  D.  Miller;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  P.  J.  Corpen- 
ing;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ivey  Curlee;  and 
Joseph  Graham,  past  highway  commis- 
sioner of  Iron  Station,  and  Mrs.  Graham.

Park  says  that  any  road  construction 
within  a  city  or  town  takes  more  time  to 
plan  as  many  existing  facilities,  e.g., 
drains,  walls,  steps,  houses,  sewer  line, 
and  poles  must  be  skirted  or  removed 
from  the  right  of  way.  The  design  work 
is  more  detailed  since  each  obstruction 
must  be  allowed  for. 

The  first  concern  of  a  squad  leader  is 
to  prepare  plans  for  a  field  inspection. 
These  partially-completed  plans  are  most- 
ly in  pencil  as  they  are  subject  to  frequent 
changes  from  unforeseen  conditions.  When 
the  field  inspection  plans  which  usually 
take  from  one  to  three  weeks  to  prepare 
are  complete,  prints  are  sent  to  the 
right-of-way  department.  Then  the  right- 
of-way  engineers  start  contacting  prop- 
erty-owners along  the  route  to  acquire 
the  needed  land. 

Federal  Funds 

If  federal  aid  funds  are  to  be  used  on 
a  project,  the  plans  must  go  to  the  Bureau 
of  Public  Roads  for  their  inspection  and 
approval.  A  copy  of  the  plans  is  sent  to 
the  division  engineer  dii-ectly  concerned 
with  the  project.  He  goes  over  the  pro- 
posed route  on  the  ground  and  deter- 
mines if  the  plans  are  satisfactory.  The 
men  in  the  field  make  many  recommenda- 
tions which  may  cut  down  on  property 
damage.  They  also  clear  up  any  questions 
which  arise  from  the  notes. 

The  field  inspection  takes  from  one  to 
three  weeks.  If  line  shifts  are  recommend- 


ed, the  field  prints  may  be  studied  for 
some  time.  However,  when  the  plans  are 
returned  promptly  with  few  corrections 
or  changes,  the  roadway  designers  may 
complete  the  final  plans  in  one  to  two 
weeks. 

There's  little  lost  motion  in  roadway. 
While  the  plans  for  one  job  are  out  for 
a  field  inspection,  the  roadway  squad  is 
busy  on  another  project.  Often,  a  squad 
will  have  three  or  four  projects  on  the 
drawing  board  at  one  time. 

Set  of  Plans 

What  makes  up  a  set  of  plans?  A  usual 
set  of  plans  contains  a  title  sheet  giving 
the  exact  location  and  description  of  the 
project,  the  length  of  the  roadway,  the 
number  of  drainage  structures,  an  index 
of  the  sheets,  the  width  of  the  right  of 
way,  and  the  conventional  signs. 

Road  design  standards  have  changed 
with  the  times.  Back  in  the  twenties,  a 
16  to  18  foot-wide  road  was  considered 
a  high  type  road.  Today's  standard  pri- 
mary highway  has  a  24-foot-wide  surface. 
The  designers  are  guided  by  set  and 
approved  geometric  standards. 

A  typical  section  sheet  gives  the  width 
and  depth  of  the  base  and  pavement,  the 
width  of  the  shoulders  and  ditches,  and 
the  slopes  of  the  cuts  and  fills.  In  the 
mountains,  the  cuts  must  be  deeper  to 
catch  the  slope.  Cuts  are  often  1:1  (one 
foot  out  to  one  foot  down).  In  rock,  the 
proportion  may  be  Vi'.l.  On  fill  slopes,  it's 
often  11/^:1  and  may  go  to  4:1.  Designing 
a  road  with  the  correct  slope  reduces 
later  maintenance  and  wash  of  the  fill. 

Bid  On  Unit  Price 

A  summary  of  quantity  sheet  gives  in 
detail  the  computations  and  locations  of 
the  various  items  required  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  project.  Bids  are  taken  on 
a  unit  price  for  each  particular  item.  The 
final  estimate  of  how  much  the  Commis- 
sion pays  for  a  job  is  based  on  the  work 
actually  performed  and  the  materials 
actually  used.  The  unit  price  is  the  main 
factor  in  determining  the  final  cost  of  a 
job.  Roadway  final  estimate  engineer 
M.  C.  McEwen,  assisted  by  Jimmy  Coiner, 
spends  his  entire  time  checking  final 
estimates. 

A  typical  plan  sheet  is  divided  into  two 
parts.  The  top  half  is  usually  drawn  to 
the  scale  of  one  inch  to  100  feet  or  one 
inch  to  50  feet.  Clearly  shown  are  the 
center  line  of  the  roadway,  the  right-of- 
way  lines,  the  curve  data,  the  property 
lines,  homes,  buildings,  woods,  poles,  con- 
necting roads,  drives  and  all  other  topo- 
graphy along  or  adjacent  to  the  project. 

The  bottom  half  of  a  plan  sheet  con- 
tains the  profile  or  side  view  of  the 
center  line  and  the  proposed  grade  line. 
It  is  drawn  to  the  scale  of  one  inch  to 
100  feet  horizontal  (across)  and  one  inch

In  April  the  Commissioners  met  in 
Manteo  and  held  their  second  out-of- 
Raleigh  meeting  since  taking  office  in 
May,  1953.  In  line  with  the  Governor's 
wish  that  the  Commissioners  should 
occasionally  hold  their  meetings  in 
different  sections  of  the  State  to  acquaint 
themselves  Vv^ith  the  overall  picture  on 
roadbuilding  in  the  State,  the  Commis- 
sioners met  in  Asheville  last  August.  This 
past  April,  it  was  the  turn  of  the  Com- 
missioners in  the  East  to  show  the  pro- 
gress and  problems  of  coastal  roadbuild- 
ing. 

Emmett  Winslow,  Commissioner  of  the 
First  Division,  along  with  the  Dare 
County  Commission  was  host  for  the 
meeting.  Nine  of  the  14  Commissioners 
made  the  trip  to  Manteo.  Commissioners 
Trask,  Lockey,  Lindley,  Scarborough,  and 
Hardison  were  not  able  to  attend. 

The  Dare  County  Courthouse  in  Manteo 
was  the  scene  of  the  April  29  meeting. 
On  hand  to  welcome  the  Highway  Com- 
missioners were  Melvin  Daniels,  Bruce 
Etheridge,  Mayor  J.  L.  Murphy  of  Kill 
Devil  Hill,  County  Commissioners  Lawr- 
ence Swain  and  Will  Lewark,  Leith  Fear- 
ing, Tax  Supervisor  Fennel  Tillett,  Lost 
Colony  Manager  Dick  Jordan,  Dare  Farm 
Agent  R.  W.  Smith,  B.  H.  Mann,  Ira 
Spencer,  T.  0.

Winslow  told  the  group  that  the  High- 
way Commission  recognized  and  hoped 
to  solve  the  problems  of  the  First  Divi- 
sion.

Cleaning  up  after  the 
cows  was  a  major  problem  then  along 
with  our  constant  lookout  for  rattle- 
snakes."

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B.  W.  DAVIS  IVAX  HARDESTY 


B.  W.  Davis  was  transferred  this  summer  from  State 
Equipment  Engineer  to  State  Maintenance  Engineer.  At  the 
same  time,  Ivan  Hardesty  who  was  District  Engineer  of  the 
First  District  in  the  Fifth  Division,  was  named  State  Equip- 
ment Engineer. 

Both  men  liave  many  years  experience  in  liighway  worl?  and 
are  well-qualified  for  their  respective  positions. 

Hardesty  studied  civil  engineering  at  N.  C.  State  College 
where  he  also  played  football.  He  came  with  the  Highway 
Commission  in  the  Location  Department  in  1928.  He  spent  a 
year  in  the  early  thirties  in  the  Construction  Department, 
then  went  into  the  Right  of  Way  Department.  January  1,  1950, 
he  was  promoted  to  district  engineer,  in  charge  of  road  work 
in  Franklin,  Vance,  Wake  and  Warren  counties.

Chief  Locating  Engineer  R.  Getty 
Jrowning  discussed  the  engineering 
eatures  of  the  new  road,  calling  it  one 
)f  the  major  road  building  efforts  in 
he  country  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
oughness  of  the  territory  traversed  and 
he  amount  of  earth  moved. 


He  praised  the  men  of  his  staft"  for 
literally  hacking  a  road  location  out  of 
a  mountain  wilderness. 

Robert  Proctor,  Marion  attorney  and 
State  Senator,  introduced  Chief  Engi- 
neer W.  H.  Rogers,  Jr. 

He  paid  tribute  to  the  cooperation  of 
the  Old  Fort  and  Ridgecrest  citizens 
with  the  Highway  Commission.  Rogers 
said  the  project  was  only  three  years 
old  and  that  it  would  take  time  for  the 
high  fills  to  settle. He  pointed  out  that 
with  cuts  and  fills  of  that  size,  diffi- 
culties may  be  expected  from  slides  and 
settling.  Such  problems,  he  said,  are 
just  part  of  the  operation  of  such  a 
highway  and  that  they  must  be  expected 
in  gauging  the  value  of  the  road.  He 
praised  the  work  of  the  engineers  who 
planned  and  executed  the  project.  He 
recognized  the  following  highway  engi- 
neers who  were  present:  W.  M.  Corkill, 
J.  T.  Knight,  J.  H.  Councill,  J.  D.  Peek, 
R.  J.  Albert,  E.  R.  McGimpsey,  J.  E.

Reeves,  George  McKinley,  J.  H.

Highway  Chairman  Graham  said  the 
project  was  neither  equalled  nor  sur- 
passed anywhere  in  the  United  States. 
He  praised  the  grading  contractor,  W.  E. 
Graham  and  Sons  of  Cleveland,  saying 
the  firm  was  not  only  a  contractor  but 
a  builder. 

He  said  many  other  sections  of  the 


highway  system  are  outmoded  and 
antiquated  and  because  of  this  it  is  hard 
to  carry  out  a  successful  safety  program. 
He  asked  the  group  for  their  support 
and  cooperation  in  a  Statewide  good 
roads  program. 

Major  C.  A.  Speed,  director  of  the 
Safety  Division,  State  Highway  Patrol, 
said  the  new  highway  was  designed  to 
protect  life  and  urged  greater  caution 
on  the  part  of  drivers. 

J.  Fleming  Snipes  of  Marion,  Com- 
missioner of  the  Thirteenth  Division, 
recognized  Commissioners  Harry  Buch- 
anan, Ralph  Winkler,  and  C.  A.  Hasty, 
at  the  luncheon  that  followed  the  cere- 
mony. Other  participants  in  the  dedica- 
tion were  Mayor  L.  Riddle  of  Morganton 
and  Dr.  S.  S.  Cooley  of  Black  Mountain. 

In  commenting  on  the  new  road  be- 
tween Old  Fort  and  Ridgecrest,  the 
ASHEVILLE  CITIZEN  said  "It  was 
literally  an  earth-moving  project — this 
heavy  grading  and  careful  construction. 
Some  years  ago,  R.  Getty  Browning, 
chief  locating  engineer  of  the  State 
Highway  Commission,  made  his  first  in- 
formal survey  of  the  new  route,  going  by 
foot  over  the  six-mile  stretch  of  valley 
and  peaks.

State  Adds  Two  Boats 

This  summer  two  new  ferries  were 
put  ill  operation  on  the  Oregon  Inlet. 
In  June,  the  "Lindsay  C.  Warren", 
honoring  the  former  First  District  Con- 
gressman of  Washington,  N.  C,  who 
recently  retired  as  Comptroller-General 
of  the  United  States,  joined  the  "Gover- 
nor Umstead"  in  ferrying  vehicles  across 
the  Oregon  Inlet. 

Then  in  August,  the  "Conrad  Wirth", 
honoring  the  director  of  the  National 
Park  Service,  was  put  in  operation. 
Each  of  the  ferries  has  a  capacity  of  2  2 
automobiles. 

The  three  new  and  modern  LCU-con- 
verted  ferry  craft  operate  on  the  15- 
minute  water-link  of  the  Nags  Head 
Hatteras  highway. 

The  two  newest  vessels  were  named 
in  honor  of  men  who  have  been  very 
active  in  the  development  of  the  Outer 
Banks  from  a  state  of  isolation  into  a 
growing  resort  area. 


Roadside  Group  Meets 

The  special  committee  on  Roadside 
Planting  held  its  first  meeting  August 
6,  in  Raleigh.  The  Governor  opened  the 
meeting  by  reviewing  his  ideas  on  tree 
planting.  He  said  that  he  realized  the 
job  couldn't  be  done  all  at  one  time  but 
would  require  careful  planning. 

State  Forester  Fred  Claridge  offered 
tree  seedlings  which  are  available  and 
suitable  for  roadside  planting. 

Landscape  Engineer  Frank  Brant  said 
"we  should  take  stock  and  find  out  what 
we  already  have  in  trees  along  the  high- 
ways." He  estimated  it  would  cost  be- 
tween $2,000  and  $2,500  per  mile  to  plant 
trees  along  existing  highways.  He  com- 
pared that  figure  with  the  cost  of  selec- 
tive cutting  and  trimming  of  native 
growth  which  would  be  between  $150  and 
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$300  per  mile.  He  felt  any  extensive  tree- 
planting  program  should  be  uniform  in 
standards  though  differing  in  type  of 
trees  planted  in  each  section  of  the  State. 
He  didn't  feel  that  chemical  sprays  as 
such  (which  have  been  used  by  utilities 
to  kill  roadside  vegetation)  should  be 
abolished  but  he  did  urge  discrimination 
and  control  in  their  use. 

Chairman  Graham  requested  all  utility 
companies  to  stop  using  poisonous  sprays 
along  the  highway  rights  of  way.  He  felt 
that  indiscriminate  killing  of  roadside 
vegetation  should  be  stopped  although 
selective  spraying  would  be  permissible 
in  certain  localities  if  approved  by  the 
highway  landscape  department. 

Mrs.  J.  A.  Odom  of  Durham,  represent- 
ing the  North  Carolina  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  suggested  leaving  as 
many  trees  as  possible  when  new  high- 
ways are  built.

Farm  Operations 

Farm  foreman  J.  W.  Perry  directs  the 
iirming  operation  at  the  prison.  Under 
is  guidance,  wheat,  barley,  oats,  pota- 
)es.  beets,  cabbage,  peas,  onions, 
irnips,  corn,  cucumbers,  cantaloupes, 
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watermelons,  field  peas,  and  pumpkins 
are  grown.  Under  the  supervision  of  a 
matron,  some  3  5  to  4  0  girls,  with  farm 
backgrounds,  help  in  the  hoeing,  chop- 
ping, and  gathering  of  the  produce. 
Another  20  girls  work  in  the  small 
prison  cannery  where  the  vegetables 
are  canned.  Six  steers  wire  fattened  this 
summer  on  prison  pastures  while  60 
pigs  were  also  raised.  Every  eight  wee'.vs. 
about  4,000  chicken  biddies  from  a 
commerical  hatchery  are  brought  to  the 
prison.  The  fryers  are  fattened  till  they 
weigh  about  2 to  2V2  lbs.  dressed. 
The  layers  produce  about  240  eggs  daily. 
There  is  even  a  rabbit  raising  program 
which  mushroomed  from  a  pair  of  white 
New  Zealand  rabbits. 

The  farming  operation  at  Woman's 
Prison  has  been  so  successful  that 
enough  food  has  been  raised  and  canned 
to  feed  not  only  the  inmates  and  staff 
there  but  also  other  prison  units.

About  20  inmates  maintain  and  beau- 
tify the  prison  grounds  by  mowing, 
weeding,  hoeing  and  watering  the  grass 
and  flowers.  The  neat  grounds  prove 
the  value  of  this  work. 

Some  16  girls  are  brought  into 
Raleigh  early  every  evening  to  clean  the 
offices  of  the  prison  department  and  the 
offices  in  the  new  highway  building. 

Another  30  girls  work  in  the  prison 
kitchen  on  the  preparation  and  serving 
of  meals.  The  long  wooden  tables  and 
benches  usually  found  in  road  camp 
dining  rooms  have  been  replaced  with 
tables  and  chairs  for  four. 

About  18  girls  are  assigned  to  house- 
keeping work,  cleaning  the  inmate  living 
quarters  (cell  blocks  used  long  ago  for 
a  men's  road  camp  which  have  since 
been  converted  into  dormitories  for  the 
women) . 


Other  inmates  work  in  the  1,000- 
volume  library,  small  beauty  shop,  little 
sewing  room,  and  craft  room.  Each  girl 
in  alphabetical  order  is  entitled  to  one 
free  shampoo  and  set  each  month.  In 
the  little  sewing  room,  several  girls 
make  the  trim  blue  cotton  inmate  uni- 
forms. In  the  craft  room,  the  girls 
learn  to  weave,  braid  rugs,  and  do 
leather  work.  This  has  proved  of 
therapeutic  value  to  some  of  the  girls. 

A  small  commissary  is  operated  by 
and  for  the  inmates.  Handicraft  ma- 
terials, toilet  articles,  candy,  etc.,  can 
be  purchased  by  the  girls.  Any  profits 
go  into  the  welfare  fund  for  educational 
and  recreational  purposes. 

After  work-hours  and  on  week-ends, 
the  girls  can  attend  literacy  classes 
stressing  the  fundamentals  of  reading 
and  writing.  With  the  recent  addition 
of  five  typewriters,  some  2  5  girls  are 
learning  to  type.  A  Wake  County  repre- 
sentative of  the  Red  Cross  has  given 
some  of  the  girls  a  home  nursing  course, 
A  course  on  mother  and  child  care  was 
completed  earlier.  Two  choirs  have  been 
organized;  about  60  girls  participate. 
Besides  furnishing  music  for  the  weekly 
church  services,  the  choirs  have  appear- 
ed on  both  radio  and  TV  programs. 

Big  Construction  Prof-rani 

A  much-needed  construction  program 
was  started  several  years  ago  at 
Woman's  Prison.  Since  then,  a  new 
central  heating  plant,  the  commercial 
sewing  room,  and  an  administration 
building  have  been  completed.

Two  brick-faced  cottages  were  com- 
pleted this  summer.

\ings,  with  bedrooms  for  IS  girls  in

oom.  Each  private  room  will  have  a 
led,  desk,  chair,  and  a  built-in  wooden 
lothes  locker.  All  the  rugs  and  drapes

The  recently-completed  500-seat  audi- 
orium  is  a  handsome  structure  made  of 
ireproof  concrete  block  and  brick.

US  routes  are  shown  in  red,  NC  and 
paved  routes  in  black.  The  Blue  Ridge 
Parkway  is  outlined  in  green.  There's  a 
new  mileage  log  giving  the  distances 
between  Tar  Heel  cities.  Another  legend 
gives  the  approximate  mileages  from 
Raleigh  to  San  Francisco.  3,056  miles; 
and  Miami,  855  miles. 

On  the  reverse  side  of  tlie  map  are  16 
brand-new  colored  pictures  showing  such 
tourist  attractions  as  Grandfather  Moun- 
tain, Biltmore  House.  Bridal  Veil  Falls, 
Duke  University  Chapel.  Pinehurst  Golf 
Course,  Wright  Brothers  Memorial,  Lake 
Waccamaw,  an  ancient  shipwreck  at 
Nag's  Head.  Atlantic  Beach.  Hatteras 
Lighthouse,  Airlie  Gardens.  State  Fair 
Arena,  Horseback  riding  in  the  dogwood 
season,  Blue  Ridge  Parkway.  Rhododen- 
dron on  Roan  Mountain,  and  basket 
weavers  on  Cherokee  Indian  Reservation. 
In  the  center  are  sketches  of  the  State 
Flag,  the  State  Seal,  the  State  Flower 
(Dogwood),  and  the  State  Bird  (Car- 
dinal ) .

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Chairman  Graham  and  Chief  Engineer  Rogers  were  high 
in  their  praise  of  the  highway  employees  who  worlced  so 
untiringly  to  repair  the  hurricane  "Hazel"  damage.  Road  and 
bridge  crews  moved  so  quickly  into  damaged  areas  that  most 
highways  were  cleared  and  open  to  traffic  by  that  Friday 
night.  Graham  and  Rogers  commended  the  many  workers 
who  stayed  on  the  job  through  the  week-end  following  the 
hurricane  and  were  on  duty  from  early  morning  until  night. 

By  Wednesday  night  after  the  hurricane,  one  of  the  biggest 
breaks  in  the  road  system,  the  North  River  Bridge  east  of 
Beaufort,  had  been  opened  to  one-way  traffic.  Over  20  of  the 
bridge's  17-foot  timber  spans  had  been  washed  out.  The 
bridge  lost  nearly  all  its  deck  and  stringers. 

A  new  inlet  was  cut  across  Holden's  Beach  which  may  have 
to  be  bridged  or  filled.  An  inlet  was  cut  on  the  Carolina  Beach 
road  between  Carolina  Beach  and  Kure  Beach. 

The  bridge  between  Beaufort  and  Morehead  City  was  seri- 
ously damaged  by  a  storm-tide  current  which  washed  out  the 
channel  to  within  a  few  feet  of  the  bottom  of  its  supporting 
piles.  The  load  limit  was  reduced  to  three  tons  while  repairs 
wre  made.  A  contractor  drove  new  piles  after  his  pile  driver 


barge  was  pulled  off  the  banks  back  into  the  channel.  ' 
bridge  may  be  so  badly  damaged,  it  may  have  to  be 
placed. 

Serious  damage  was  done  to  the  roads  at  Holden  Bes

Beach.  The  road  to  Caswell  was  blocked  as  several  secti 
were  undermined  and  parts  may  have  to  be  rebuilt,  proba 
on  a  new  location.

'ublic  relations  is,  of  course,  relations 
h  the  public.  In  a  broad  sense  the 
)lic  is  all  of  the  people  of  the  universe; 
vever,  this  may  be  broken  down  into 
'erent  publics,  with  a  public  being  a 
up  of  people  who  are  mutually  inter- 
ad  in  one  or  more  factors.  The  particu- 
public  to  be  considered  in  this  dis- 
ision  is  based  upon  that  group  of  peo- 
who  are  interested  in  highways.  This, 
|Ong  others,  includes  people  who  use 
I  roads  for  business,  pleasure  or  con- 
lience,  and  more  particularly  the  peo- 
who  own  property  which  it  is  neces- 
i-y  to  acquire  for  highway  purposes, 
;;ether  with  people  who  are  employed 
"  1-  highway  work.  Among  the  latter  is 
'( ;it  ill-fated  group  whose  responsibility 
ii  is  to  acquire  from  the  owners  the 
pessary  property  for  highway  purposes. 

Eminent  Domain 

Property  for  highway  purposes  is  ac- 
lired  under  the  statute  of  eminent 
main,  which  is  and  has  been  described 
m  by  the  courts  as  a  harsh  law.  There- 
•e,  it  behooves  us  who  acquire  right 
iway  to  be  extremely  courteous,  fair  and 
olomatic,  taking  into  consideration  the 
man  element  in  acquiring  such  prop- 
:y.  In  the  event  that  extreme  caution 
care  is  not  resorted  to  in  acquiring 
operty,  which  is  usually  done  under 
otest,  there  is  great  danger  that  pres- 
re  might  be  brought  to  bear  to  the 
tent  that  the  rather  favorable  statutes 
lich  now  prevail  may  be  changed  to  the 
eat  disadvantage  of  the  various  com- 
issions  and  departments  whose  respon- 
jility  it  is  to  acquire  property  for  pub- 
I  use. 

Personal  Contact 

While  it  is  desirable  that  members  of 
e  Location  Department  contact  the 
operty  owners  regarding  the  location 
a  highway,  this  is  not  always  done, 
id  in  numerous  cases  the  Right-of-Way 
ttgineer  or  agent  is  the  first  representa- 
ve  of  a  Highway  Commission  or  Depart- 
ent  to  contact  a  property  owner  and, 
L  some  instances,  he  is  the  only  repre- 
intative  to  make  the  contact.  This  being 
le  case,  the  Right-of-Way  Engineer  or 
?ent  is  the  Commission  or  Department 
isofar  as  the  above  class  of  people  is 
mcerned.  You  can  realize  from  this  how 
uportant  it  is  to  promote  public  rela- 
ons  or  consider  the  human  element  to 
le  extent  as  outlined  above.  The  actions 
ad  dealings  of  a  Right-of-Way  Engineer 
'hen  he  starts  on  a  project  ordinarily 
iravel  along  to  other  property  owners. 


by  the  grapevine,  faster  than  he  can  make 
contacts,  so  it  behooves  him  to  be  care- 
ful and  considerate  from  the  beginning 
of  the  work  on  a  particular  project. 

Alternatives 

In  my  opinion,  one  appropriate  way  of 
demonstrating  the  human  side  of  a  nego- 
tiation is,  where  you  are  unable  to  agree 
with  a  property  owner  as  to  the  amount 
of  compensation  due,  to  explain  to  him 
that  every  reasonable  effort  has  been 
made,  such  being  the  case,  to  arrive  at 
the  amount  due  and  that  you  are  offering 
him  such  amount.  Then,  if  he  refuses  to 
accept  a  reasonable  amount,  he  should 
be  advised  that  there  are  prescribed  legal 
procedures  for  determining  the  matter, 
and  further  advise  him  that  he  would 
probably  be  better  satisfied  if  the  amount 
of  compensation  due  were  established  by 
the  courts.  He  should  be  further  informed 
that  if  the  amount  so  determined  be  less 
than  he  is  offered,  that  he  would  be  obli- 
gated to  accept  it;  and  if  it  were  more, 
the  Commission  or  Department  could  not 
be  criticized  for  allowing  more  from  pub- 
lic funds  than  the  evidence  at  hand  would 
justify. 

Condemning  A  Home 

No  doubt  we  all  realize  that  the  most 
unpleasant  duty  that  we  have  to  face  is 
the  taking  of  a  person's  home.  This  is 
especially  exasperating  and  creates  much 
adverse  public  sentiment  when  the  home 
belongs  to  an  elderly  individual  or  couple. 
It  sometimes  happens  that  the  above  men- 
tioned party  or  parties  have  lived  in  their 
residence  all  or  most  of  their  lives  and 
there  is  no  property  available  in  the  com- 
munity upon  which  to  move  same.  This 
necessitates  the  occupants  going  into  a 
new  neighborhood  and  starting  life  over, 
so  to  speak.  In  this  case  I  am  reminded 
of  an  elderly  gentleman  who  was  mar- 
ried and  had  several  children.  After  these 
children  were  grown  and  had  homes  of 
their  own  he  became  extremely  lonely, 
so  he  stepped  out  and  took  unto  himself 
a  young  wife.  Before  too  many  years  he 
became  ill  and  felt  sure  that  the  end  was 
at  hand.  He  called  all  of  his  children  to- 
gether and  told  them  that  apparently 
his  time  had  come  to  depart  from  this 


world  and  requested  of  them  that  he  be 
buried  between  his  first  wife,  their 
mother,  and  his  present  wife,  but  he  said 
to  them,  "I  want  you  to  tilt  the  box  just 
a  leetle  bit  toward  your  Mama."  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  under  the  above  mention- 
ed circumstances  that  we  would  be  justi- 
fied from  the  human  side,  and  through  the 
promotion  of  good  will,  to  "tilt  just  a 
leetle  bit"  toward  the  afore-mentioned  in- 
dividual or  couple.  However,  we  should 
not  tilt  to  the  extent  of  being  careless 
with  public  funds. 

Reasonable  Settlement 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  make  the  ob- 
servation that,  in  my  opinion,  if  we 
abide  by  the  Golden  Rule,  "Do  Unto 
Others  As  You  Would  Have  Them  Do 
Unto  You,"  that  the  human  side  of  right- 
of-way  negotiations  would  be  demon- 
strated in  a  manner  which  would  be 
equitable  to  all  parties  concerned.

In  line  with  the  Commission's  statewide  pro- 
gram to  modernize  the  primary  highway 
system,  US  19  and  23  were  dual-laned  from 
Canton  to  Junaluska  this  summer.  Cover  pic- 
ture shows  the  broad  road  as  it  approaches 
Canton.  The  road  was  made  bigger  and  wider 
for  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  motorist 
as  well  as  for  the  smooth  flow  of  the  traffic.

2.  The  Commission  cannot  be  respon- 
ble  to  the  permittee  for  damage  to  the 
:ants  or  shrubs  by  third  parties. 

Heinoval  of  Plaiit.s 

3.  The  permittee  is  responsible  for  the 
oving  or  removal  of  the  plants  at  his 
wn  expense  when  the  plants  interfere 
ith  highway  reconstruction,  safety  or 
tility. 

4.  The  Commission  is  not  responsible 
)r  maintenance  of  plantings  made  under 
ermit  unless  a  clear  and  definite  agree- 
lent  is  reached  before  planting. 

5.  If  an  individual  or  group  wants  to 
lant  on  private  property,  not  its  own, 

hich  is  adjacent  to  highway  right  of 
•ay,  a  voluntary  written  planting  ease- 
lent  must  be  obtained  from  the  property 
wner  and  submitted  with  application 
jr  a  planting  permit. 

6.  When  individuals  and  groups  pro- 
ide  funds  to  the  Commission  for  pur- 
base  of  plants,  payment  shall  be  made 
y  check  or  money  order  payable  to  the 
tate  Highway  and  Public  Works  Com- 
lission. 

I  Staiidard.s 

,  The  following  standards  apply  to  High- 
-ay  Commission  employees  as  well  as 
ridividuals  or  groups  who  deal  with  road- 
iide  planting. 

1.  Trees  or  shrubs  over  three  feet  tall 
hall  not  be  placed  less  than  20  feet  from 
dge  of  payment.  Exceptions:  mountain- 
us  sections  where  plants  will  not  add 

0  existing  topographic  hazards;  inter- 
ections  and  bridge  approaches  which  are 
rotected  by  curb;  and  service  roads 
arrying  light  or  low-speed  traffic. 

2.  High  shrubs,  low-growing  trees,  or 
rees  with  low,  dense  foliage  which  re- 
trict  sight  distance  may  not  be  placed 
i-ithin  1.000  feet  of  a  highway  or  rail- 
oad  grade  separation. 

1  3.  Plants  shall  not  be  placed  on  the  in- 
\ide  of  curves  or  at  other  locations 
vhich  might  reduce  existing  sight  dis- 
ance.  Any  planned  improvement  of  the 
ight  distance  must  be  considered. 
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4.  Plants  shall  not  be  placed  in  median 
areas  which  are  less  than  J/O  feet  in 
width.  Exceptions:  intersection  areas 
and  bridge  approaches. 

5.  Plants  shall  not  be  placed  at  loca- 
tions where  the  plants  will  be  detri- 
mental to  drainage  ditches  or  structures. 
No  plants  shall  be  placed  close  to  the 
edges  of  steep  cut  slopes  of  moderate 
height,  which  should  be  flattened  before 
planting.  No  plants  shall  be  placed  where 
they  will  interfere  with,  or  be  damaged 
by,  a  planned  or  probable  future  ex- 
pansion and  development  of  the  high- 
way. 

6.  Trees  which  will  grow  above  the 
minimum  clearance  under  a  utility  line 
shall  not  be  planted  less  than  13  feet  from 
the  line  of  poles.  When  possible,  a  dis- 
tance greater  than  the  minimum  15  feet 
should  be  used.  Exception:  low-growing 
plants  may  be  planted  in  the  cleared  area 
of  the  utility  line  if  the  plants  do  not 
interfere  with  wire  placement  or  repair. 

Treserve  Natural  Scenery 

7.  Formal  rows  of  plants  shall  not  be 
used  either  through  woodland  or  brushy 
cutover  land  or  along  highways  with  fre- 
quent curves,  steep  grades,  deep  cuts  or 
high  fills.  Exception:  evenly  spaced  rows 
of  trees  (no  tree  closer  than  50  feet  nor 
farther  than   100   feet  apart)    may  be 


planted  in  city,  town  or  village  ap- 
proaches, in  suburban  areas,  or  adjacent 
to  farm  homes. 

8.  Along  rural  highways,  only  native 
species  of  plants  shall  be  used.  Crepe 
myrtle,  abelia,  spirea,  etc.,  shall  be  con- 
fined to  intersections,  structures,  subur- 
ban areas,  and  adjacent  to  homes,  schools, 
churches,  factories,  filling  stations,  or 
other  places  of  business  and  habitation. 
Native  evergreens  are  not  adaptable  for 
formal  row  plantings;  their  dense  ground 
foliage  shuts  off  view  of  surrounding 
countryside.  Planting  clean-trunked  de- 
ciduous trees  is  better  than  native  ever- 
greens. 

Size  of  Plants 

9.  Medium-sized  plants  shall  be  used 
for  roadside  planting.  The  adverse  soil 
and  moisture  conditions  of  the  roadside 
forbid  planting  large  plants  which  are 
costly  to  plant  and  hard  to  establish. 
Seedling  plants  are  too  difficult  to  protect 
during  maintenance  operations. 

10.  Annual  or  perennial  flowers,  bulbs, 
shrubs  such  as  azaleas  and  roses,  cannot 
be  approved  because  they  require  special 
care  and  are  too  difficult  to  maintain. 

11.  Any  exception  to  the  above  stand- 
ards can  be  approved  only  by  the  Raleigh 
office  of  the  Commission.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  ANNUAL  EMPLOYEES  MEETING 


The  Ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Highway  Associa- 
tion was  held  in  Winston-Salem,  Septem- 
ber 24-25.  Convention  headquarter  were 
in  the  Robert  E.  Lee  Hotel. 

The  convention  went  on  record  as  ap- 
proving Highway  Chairman  Graham's 
program  for  primary  road  development. 
The  group  adopted  an  association  budget 
of  $23,000  for  the  current  fiscal  year; 
sent  to  the  personnel  committee  a 
resolution  urging  a  reduction  of  work- 
ing hours  for  Prison  Department  field 
personnel;  adopted  a  resolution  for 
"longevity  pay"  for  those  employees  of 
maximum  salary  in  their  classification ; 
adopted  a  resolution  asking  that  state 
agencies  be  exempt  from  the  Auto  Acci- 
dent Financial  Responsibility  Act;  voted 
down  a  proposal  to  give  employees  a 
hearing  when  discharged;  and  adopted 
a  resolution  asking  that  Highway  Com- 
mission employees  be  exempted  from 
paying  rent  on  state-owned  houses 
unless  "all  other  departments  are 
brought  under  the  same  program." 

The  group  tabled  a  request  for  pay- 
roll deductions  of  state  income  tax  on 
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the  grounds  that  such  an  arrangement 
would  be  too  costly.  Convention  dele- 
gates also  debated  the  possibility  that 
the  State  Legislature  may  put  them 
under  the  federal  social  security  pro- 
gram. They  decided  that  they  would 
rather  not  have  social  security  at  all  if 
it  would  cut  down  on  the  state's  present 
retirement  plan.  They  opposed  any  plan 
that  would  be  part  social  security  and 
part  retirement  program.  Instead,  they 
favor  the  present  retirement  plan  with- 
out social  security.  They  also  voted  down 
setting  up  a  separate  credit  union  for 
highway  employees. 

At  the  Friday  luncheon,  Ninth  Divi- 
sion Engineer  Z.  V.  Stewart  introduced 
Chairman  Graham  who  spoke  in  Gover- 
nor Umstead's  place  since  he  could  not 
attend  the  convention.  The  Chairman 
told  the  group  that  "there's  no  resting 
point  in  roadwork.  The  more  that's 
done;  the  more  there  is  to  be  done."  He 
said  that  transportation  is  everchanging 
and  that  "we  must  take  stock  of  what 
we've  done,  where  we  are,  where  we're 
going  and  how  we're  going."  He  said  the 
exhaustive   and   comprehensive  survey 


now  being  made  of  the  State's  roads  bj 
an  out  of  state  engineering  firm  shoulc 
provide  some  of  the  answers.  "Todaj 
the  State  is  using  a  primary  system 
built  in  the  twenties,  which  is  only  11 
per  cent  of  our  paved  mileage  but  whict 
carries  over  60  per  cent  of  traffic,"  h( 
said.  "We're  proud  of  our  fine  sec- 
ondary system,  but  our  primary  systen 
has  not  had  the  real  modernization  thai 
traffic  demands." 

At  the  annual  banquet  that  Frida; 
night,  Ninth  Highway  Commissione 
James  A.  Gray,  Jr.,  introduced  Ben  E 
Douglas,  director  of  the  Department  oil 
Conservation  and  Development,  wh(| 
said  that  "North  Carolina  has  the  bes 
roads  in  the  U.  S.  and  because  of  thi; 
we  can  tell  industries  all  over  the  natior 
that  they  can  sit  down  anywhere  in  thi; 
state  and  be  served."  He  cited  the  nev, 
and  expanded  businesses  which  hav( 
brought  many  new  jobs  also.  Besidei 
its  road  assets,  the  State  boasts  the  mos 
productive  workers  In  the  nation,  car 
supply  plenty  of  power  at  reasonable 
rates,  and  has  an  adequate  water  supply 
he  said.

Picture  was  made  on  a  Henderson 
County  road,  ten  days  after  being  treat- 
ed with  calcium  chloride  to  control 
dust.  District  Engineer  Paul  DuPre  of 
Hendersonville  says  that  two  pounds 
of  calcium  chloride  flakes  were  used 
for  each  square  yard  of  a  four-inch 
base  of  No.  7  stone.  The  four-inch  stone 
base  was  put  down  first,  then  wet  with 
water,  inunediately  followed  by  spread- 
ing the  calcium  chloride  from  lime 
spreaders.  Then  a  motor  grader  was  used 
to  mix  it.  A  ring  roller  compacted  the 
stone  and  calcium  chloride.  Stone  dust 
was  put  on  top  to  make  up  for  the  lack 
of  fines.  DuPre  estimates  the  treatment 
will  cost  about  $350  per  mile,  not  count- 
ing cost  of  the  stone.  Later  the  rough 
spots  will  be  machined  off  and  an  addi- 
tional half  pound  of  calcium  chloride 
will  be  applied  per  square  yard.  This 
county  road  has  a  daily  traffic  count 
of  75  vehicles.  It  will  be  watched  to 
see  how  it  holds  up  this  winter.  If  the 
road  is  in  good  shape  next  spring,  thei 
treatment  may  be  used  more  extensive- 
ly to  control  dust  on  unpaved,  lightly- 
travelled  county  roads.

Resident  Engineer  R.  R.  Roper  re- 
tired October  1,  after  34  years  of  high- 
way service.  His  many  highway  friends 
in  eastern  Carolina  miss  him  but  wish 
him  the  best  of  luck  in  his  well-earned 
retirement. 

He  began  his  highway  career  in  1921 
as  an  instrumentman  on  location  in 
Hyde  County.  Several  months  later  he 
was  promoted  to  senior  Resident  Engi- 
neer on  construction  from  the  Martin- 
Washington  County  line  to  Columbia: 
and  from  Columbia  east  to  Fort  Landing 
on  the  Alligator  River.  Earlier  he  con- 
structed the  grading  project  from 
Williamston  to  Washington  County  line. 
After  finishing  the  concrete  paving  from 
Martin  County  line  east  to  Roper,  he 
went  to  Edenton  in  the  spring  of  1926.

At  the  time,  this 
was  the  longest  highway  bridge  in  the 
State. 

Next,  he  was  on  the  concrete  paving 
east  of  Roper.  He  then  went  to  Wash- 
ington, N.  C,  to  be  in  charge  of  build- 
ing the  concrete  bridge  across  the 
Pamlico  River. 

In  1930,  he  went  to  Elizabeth  City  to 
construct  the  double  bascule  draw 
bridge  across  the  Pasquotank  River. 
After  building  the  piers  and  erecting  the 
lift  spans  and  with  the  approach  spans 
well  on  the  way,  he  left  Construction  to 
become  a  District  Engineer  when  the 
State  took  over  the  maintenance  of  all 
county  roads  in  1931. 

The  district  maintenance  office  was  in 
Edenton  and  for  six  years  he  directed 
maintenance  of  nine  northeastern  Caro- 
lina counties  from  there.  In  19  37,  the 
district  maintenance  office  was  moved  to 
Elizabeth  City,  where  he  remained  as 
district  engineer  until  1948  when  he 
went  back  on  construction.

M.  B.  McEwen  dates  his  highway  career 
from  September  1,  1921.  He  was  on 
location  as  a  rodman  in  the  old  Sixth 
District  with  J.  B.  Pridgen  as  district 
engineer.  A  year  later  he  transferred  to 
Construction  where  he  worked  till  1924. 
He  was  called  home  due  to  an  illness  in 
the  family  to  manage  the  farms.

Districts  Changed 

District  lines  were  changed  in  four  of 
the  14  highway  divisions  to  equalize  the 
work  load.  To  make  for  efficient  main- 
tenance operations,  several  districts  were 
realigned  so  that  each  would  have  3,000 
or  less  miles  to  be  maintained.  The  dis- 
tricts will  be  more  compact  and  easier 
to  cover. 

In  the  Fifth  Division,  Wake  County 
was  made  a  district  and  District  Engi- 
neer J.  P.  Brown,  who  had  charge  ot 
Wake,  Warren,  Vance  and  Franklin  coun- 
ties, was  retained  as  the  new  Wake  dis- 
trict engineer.  Wake,  with  1,458  miles  of 
roads,  has  the  third  largest  mileage  of 
any  county  in  the  State.  J.  B.  Cutchin  of 
New  Bern,  a  former  resident  engineer, 
was  transferred  to  Henderson  for  War- 
ren, Vance  and  Franklin  counties. 

In  the  Second  Division,  Beaufort  and 
Pitt  are  being  put  in  the  same  district. 
W.  W.  Wesley  remains  the  district  engi- 
neer with  offices  in  Washington,  N.  C. 
Greene,  Lenoir  and  Jones  make  up  a 
second  district.  Heber  Gray  remains  the 
district  engineer  with  offices  in  Kinston, 
Craven,  Carteret  and  Pamlico  make  up  a 
third  district  with  C.  Y.  Griffin  as  dis- 
trict engineer.  His  district  office  remains 
in  New  Bern. 

In  Division  Six,  Robeson  and  Columbus 
will  be  made  into  one  district.  E.  L. 
("P")  Green  has  moved  his  district  office 
from  Whiteville  to  Lumberton.  Harnett, 
Cumberland  and  Bladen  were  grouped 
into  another  district  with  Sam  Wilson  as 
district  engineer.  Wilson  will  have  dis- 
trict offices  in  the  division  office  in  Fay- 
etteville. 

In  the  Eighth  Division,  Chatham  and 
Randolph  will  be  put  in  one  district  with 
district  engineer  John  Hall  having  his 
office  in  Asheboro.  Montgomery,  Rich- 
mond and  Scotland  will  be  in  another 
district.  Oscar  Brame  will  be  the  district 
engineer;  the  district  offices  will  be 
moved  from  Sanford  to  Rockingham. 


New  Fontana  Highway  Opened 


When  Commissioner  Harry  Buchanan 
clipped  the  white  ribbon  in  the  formal 
opening  of  the  new  one-million-dollar 
all-weather  highway  linking  Fontana 
and  Bryson  City,  one  of  the  last  barriers 
isolating  a  section  of  western  North 
Carolina  was  broken. 

In  the  October  4,  celebration,  Buchanan 
proclaimed,  "the  people  of  Graham  Coun- 
ty and  Fontana  can  now  come  into  North 
Carolina." 

More  than  300  national,  State  and  re- 
gional dignitaries  gathered  at  the  in- 
spection of  US  19  and  NC  28  to  form  a 
motorcade.  They  drove  to  an  overlook 
about  two  miles  from  Fontana  where  the 
ceremony  was  held. 

The  celebration  was  continued  at  a 
luncheon  given  at  Fontana  by  Govern- 
ment Services,  Inc.  Former  Senator  Alton 
Lennon  said  that  "North  Carolina  has 
never  invested  a  million  dollars  from 
which  it  will  receive  more  dividends.  This 


new  road  is  going  to  mean  much  to  this 
section  and  to  all  the  State." 

THE  ASHEVILLB  CITIZEN  comment- 
ed, "A  scenic  wonderland  of  the  far 
west  is  opened  by  this  roadbuilding  tri- 
umph. 

".  .  .  Here,  then  is  a  wilderness  un- 
locked by  a  road  rising  and  falling  gently 
through  forests  of  virgin  timber  and 
skating  along  the  rims  of  beautiful  lakes 
mirroring  the  blue  skies  and  tumbling 
clouds.

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Survey  Shows  Primary  Roads 
Require  Major  Improvements 


Che  estimated  cost  of  improvements 
I  new  construction  on  the  North  Caro- 
|i  ijrinuiry  highway  system  from  July 
il954  to  June  30,  1955  is  $609,761,000, 
ording  to  a  "Report  on  North  Caro- 
a's  Highway  Needs"  prepared  by  Par- 
s,  Brinckerhoff,  Hall  and  MacDonald, 
gineers,  of  New  York.  The  survey 
iresents  seven  months  of  extensive 
dy  of  the  State's  roads  by  the  engi- 
fring  firm. 

Che  work  would  involve  $443,496,800 
9,265.91  miles  of  improvement  and 
,19.20  miles  of  new  construction  on  the 
mary  highway  system.  Right  of  way 
ts  would  be  $64,103,900  and  construc- 
n  costs  were  set  at  $379,392,900.

The  balance  of  the  $609,761,000,  an 
imated  $98,480,700,  would  be  used  to 
den  321  structures,  replace  753  and 
ild  740  needed  structures. 

The  report  said,  "The  largest  single 
m  of  new  construction  will  be  a  high- 
el  bridge  across  the  Cape  Fear  con- 


necting US  74  in  Brunswick  County  with 
Dawson  Street  in  Wilmington.  The  bridge 
will  have  an  overall  length  of  approxi- 
mately 5,500  feet,  and  provide  for  a  600 
foot  horizontal  and  155  foot  vertical  navi- 
gation clearance  as  required  by  the  War 
Department.  .  .The  estimated  cost  of  the 
bridge,  including  property  damage  and 
contingencies  is  $11,250,000. 

"Other  large  items  of  new  construction 
are  the  structures  for  the  Winston-Salem 
expressways.  . .  .The  estimated  cost  for 
the  structures  on  the  entire  East-West 
Expressway  is  $3,100,000." 

The  consultants  worked  out  their  find- 
ings and  recommendations  on  a  10-year 
basis  but  found  that  the  work  should 
be  done  in  six  years  and  the  financing 
could  be  handled  in  about  11. 

Methods  of  Financing 

Three  methods  of  financing  the  im- 
provement program  were  suggested:  a 
$153,000,000  bond  issue,  certain  "reforms" 
by  eliminating  several  of  the  Highway 
Fund  "diversions,"  or  an  increase  in  the 
State's  seven  cent  a  gallon  gasoline  tax. 

"The  logical  solution  of  this  problem 
would  be  the  adoption  of  a  program  of 
deficit  financing,"  the  report  said.  "Debt 
servicing  costs  would  be  met  from  the 
excess  in  revenues  which  are  expected 


to  accrue  in  the  Highway  Fund  during 
the  latter  years  of  the  program  and  be- 
yond." 

But,  highway  revenues  "could  be  fur- 
ther supplemented  during  the  entire  life 
of  the  bond  issue"  by  the  adoption  of 
some  of  the  proposed  "reforms." 

The  deficit  financing  (bond  issue) 
would  mean  borrowing  $39,000,000  during 
the  1955-57  biennium,  $53,000,000  during 
1957-59,  and  $61,000,000  during  1959-61  to 
supplement  regular  highway  funds. 

These  amounts  would  be  enough  to 
cover  the  deficits  created  by  the  moderni- 
zation program  in  the  first  three  bien- 
niums  (six  years),  including  interest 
costs  on  the  borrowed  funds  at  an  assum- 
ed average  rate  of  2.25  per  cent  per  year, 
according  to  the  report. 

•  The  funds  borrowed  in  the  first  six 
years  of  the  program  (1955-61)  could  be 
repaid  in  the  years  1961-65  to  the  extent 
of  $25,000,000  in  1961-63  and  $87,000,000 
in  1963-65. 

"On  the  basis  of  this  redemption  sched- 
ule," the  firm  said,  "there  would  be  an 
outstanding  debt  of  approximately  $41,- 
000,000  which  could  be  repaid  from  sur- 
pluses arising  in  the  fiscal  years  follow- 
ing that  date."  Expected  highway  rev- 
enues, if  present  income  levels  continue,

would  be  sufficient  to  accomplish  that 
in  1965-66. 

Possible  Changes 

The  suggested  "reforms"  would  in- 
clude : 

1.  Moving  part  of  the  cost  of  the  Pri- 
sons Department  operation  from  the 
Highway  Fund  to  the  General  Fund. 

2.  Requiring  counties  to  share  in  at 
least  half  the  cost  of  rural  county  road 
expenses. 

3.  Eliminating  gasoline  tax  refunds 
which  now  go  to  farmers  and  others  who 
buy  gas  for  non-highway  purposes. 

4.  Adopting  an  increased  diesel  fuel 
rate. 

5.  Increasing  registration  fees  of  pri- 
vately-owned trucks. 

6.  Setting  up  a  fuel  use  tax  control  for 
truckers. 

7.  Adopting  a  highway  use  tax  on  out 
of  state  commercial  vehicles. 

8.  Putting  the  one-fourth  cent  a  gallon 
inspection  tax  which  now  goes  to  the 
General  Fund  into  the  Highway  Fund. 

9.  Eliminating  the  Highway  Funds 
which  now  go  to  the  State  Board  of 
Paroles,  the  Probation  Commission,  and 
the  Utilities  Commission  inspection  pro- 
gram. 

Major  Needs 

The  report  stressed  tliat  the  "most 
urgent  highway  needs  in  North  Carolina" 
are  on  major  arterial  routes  which  make 
up  about  one-third  of  the  primary  road 
system. 

These  arterial  routes  total  no  more 
than  seven  per  cent  of  the  total  road 


and  street  mileage  under  the  Highway 
Commission  yet  they  carry  well  over 
60  per  cent  of  the  total  state  traffic.  Rural 
sections  of  the  primary  highway  system 
alone  carry  52  per  cent  of  the  traffic  and 
two-thirds  of  this  is  concentrated  on  one- 
third  of  the  mileage. 

"It  is  this  one-third  of  the  primary 
system  that  yields  a  profit  in  use  taxes 
over  and  above  its  amortized  replace- 
ment and  maintenance  cost,"  the  report 
added. 

The  primary  system  also  includes 
3,700  miles  which  average  less  than  1,000 
vehicles  per  day  and  "can  scarcely  quali- 
fy as  being  of  primary  importance,  es- 
pecially 1,320  miles  having  less  than 
500  vehicles  per  day." 

The  report  said  3,583  miles  of  existing 
highways  need  resurfacing  and  shoulder 
improvement  at  a  cost  of  $55,775,200. 
Another  3,615  miles  need  pavement  and 
shoulder  widening  and  resurfacing  as  re- 
quired at  a  cost  of  $175,331,900;  another 
2,667  miles  need  to  be  rebuilt  at  a  cost 
of  $90,294,900.  A  total  of  1,310  miles  of 
new  construction  on  the  rural  and  munic- 
ipal primary  highway  system  is  needed 
and  will  cost  an  estimated  $188,871,500, 
according  to  the  report. 

The  new  construction  would  include 
164  miles  of  four-lane  divided  highway, 
rural  and  municipal  roads,  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  total  four-lane  highways 
recommended.  The  remainder  would  be 
obtained  by  widening  or  by  the  addition 
of  two  new  lanes  to  existing  two-lane 
highways. 

In  the  process  of  eliminating  highway 
deficiencies,  some  sections  of  the  12,000- 
mile  primary  highway  system  should  be 
removed  from  primary  classification  and 
"others  must  be  improved  to  adequate 
standards,  and  new  mileage,  built  to  the 
most  desirable  standards,  should  be  add- 
ed," the  report  said.

"A  survey  of  the  County  System  brid 
revealed  that  approximately  50  per  c 
of  all  the  existing  structures  will  reqi 
replacement  during  the  next  ten  ye 
at  a  cost  estimated  to  be  $48,395,0( 
This  means  that  8,960  bridges  will 
needed  on  the  county  system  during 
ten-year  period. 

An  estimated  total  of  $1,464,300,000  i 
be  required  on  all  systems  and  for 
purposes  including  maintenance  dur 
the  coming  decade.  This  is  a  budget  t; 
of  accounting  and  is  an  estimate  of  t(! 
expenditures  required  during  the  fis 
years  1955-1965  to  adequately  imprci 
extend  and  maintain  the  State's  prim 
and  county  systems  of  roads. 

The  report  estimates  that  $1,441,781, 
will  become  available  during  the  sal 
period  (1955-65)  from  currently  availa 
revenue  sources,  leaving  a  deficit  of  o 
$22,500,000. 

It  is  stressed  in  the  report  that  " 
major  portion  of  highway  deficienc 
require  improvement  during  the  first 
years  of  the  contemplated  program,  d 
ing  which  years,  revenues  will  fall 
short  of  needed  expenditures.  Because 
the  large  backlog  of  deficiencies,  i 
attempts  to  schedule  a  pay-as-you-go 
provement  program  to  fit  the  annual  r 
enues  estimated  to  become  available  fr 
existing  sources  at  prevailing  tax  ra 
would  not  be  feasible.  It  would  necei 
tate  postponing  many  critical  imprc 
ments  with  resulting  additional  dii 
and  indirect  economic  losses  to  the  St 
and  it  citizens. 

Doing  Good  Job 

"The  State  Highway  and  Public  Wo 
Commission  is  performing  a  conscientii 
and  highly  creditable  job  of  improv 
and  maintaining  North  Carolina's  n 
network  despite  the  fact  that  the 
ministration  of  over  68,000  miles  of  ro 
and  streets  is  an  undertaking  of  ma 
proportion,"  the  survey  said. 

Constructive  Criticisms 

In   the   recommendations,   the  rep

kw  Rating  System  Used 
h  Paving  County  Roads 

H.  IMayiiard  Hicks,  Commissioner  of 
e  Second  Highway  Division,  has  in- 
tuted  a  new  priority  system  for  the 
lection  of  secondary  roads  to  be  sur- 
ced  in  his  division.  The  selection  of 
lich  road  to  improve  first  is  based  on 
e  actual  service  it  renders  its  com- 
unity. 

Each  unpaved  road  in  a  county  is 
aluated  by  certain  standards  and  then 
aced  in  its  order  for  improvement.  A 
py  of  the  priority  schedule  for  im- 
ovement  is  kept  in  the  division  office 
d  in  the  office  of  the  district  engineers, 
he  County  Commissioners  of  each 
;unty  receive  a  copy  also  so  that  they 
low  which  unpaved  roads  are  sched- 
led  for  improvement,  why,  and  theh' 
iority. 

The  system  works  like  this.  Each  un- 
ived  road  in  a  county  is  numbered, 
s  length  and  daily  traffic  count  are 
•ieorded.  Then  the  road  is  rated  on  the 

llowing  basis:  ten  points  for  each 
^hool;  seven  points  for  each  active 
ore,  garage,  filling  station  or  combina- 
■on;  three  points  for  each  cotton  gin, 
)rn  mill  or  small  plant;  three  for  each 
hool  bus  passing  in  one  day;  three 
Dints  for  an  RFD  mail  route;  three 
aints  for  daily  pick-up  milk  route; 
iiree  for  each  industrial  bus  passing  in 
ne  day;  one  point  for  each  two  vehi- 
es;  and  one  point  for  each  four  vehi- 


cles diverted.  The  one  point  given  for 
each  family  dwelling  is  divided  by  the 
mileage. 

Every  unimproved  county  road  in  the 
Second  Division  is  evaluated  on  the 
above  basis.  The  road  with  the  most 
points  receives  first  priority  and  is 
scheduled  first  for  improvement.  The 
road  evaluation  system  is  far  from 
perfect  but  to  date  it  has  worked  well 
in  informing  not  only  the  Highway  Com- 
mission but  also  the  County  Commis- 
sioners as  to  which  roads  should  be 
paved  first.  The  new  priority  system  has 
met  with  a  favorable  response  from  the 
newspapers  and  County  Commissioners 
in  Division  Two. 


The  five-mile  Oxford  bypass  was  com- 
l)leted  and  opened  to  traffic  this  fall. 
The  newly-completed  road  runs  from 
I  S  15  south  of  Oxford  across  NC  9(! 
to  US  158  on  the  east  side  of  Oxford. 
The  fine  highway  has  relieved  the  tratlic 
congestion  in  Oxford.  Many  big  through 
commercial  vehicles  have  been  using  the 
new  bypass.

engineers  and  the  municipalities.  Speci- 
alists in  expressway  location  and  design 
should  be  put  to  full-time  work  in  this 
phase  of  highway  development." 

Also,  "although  the  highway  standards 
and  geometries  now  used  are  basically 
satisfactory,  some  phases  of  highway 
design  in  North  Carolina  tend  to  be 
somewhat  mechanical  and  unimaginative. 
There  appears  to  be  a  great  deal  of  'most- 
miles-for-the-dollar'  philosophy  about  the 
approach." 

And,  "There  is  a  general  tendency  to 
follow  minimum  bridge  standards  too 
closely.  It  would  be  advantageous  if  more 
liberalism  was  applied  to  structural  de- 
sign." 

"Some  of  the  end  products  of  design 
and  construction  would  indicate  that  in- 
sufficient coordination  exists  between 
departments.  A  procedural  study  should 
be  made  to  find  the  reasons,  and 
remedies  should  be  instituted  according- 
ly." 

Another  suggestion,  "The  County  Road 
System  should  be  numbered,  and  some 
system  of  bridge  numbering  should  be 
adopted  which  would  identify  all  struc- 
tures according  to  routes." 

The  report  said,  "It  appears  that  in 
some  respects  the  Highway  Divisions 
have  too  much  autonomy.  This  affects 
the  Primary  System  particularly.  Instead 
of  being  planned  and  developed  on  a 
State-wide  basis,  improvements  tend  to 
be  carried  on  piece-meal  by  individual 
Divisions.  The  results  are  reflected  in 
obvious  differences  in  design  and  the 
type  and  quality  of  construction,  improve- 
ments and  maintenance  from  one  Divi- 
sion to  another.  Greater  responsibility 


for  Primary  System  development,  partic- 
ularly, should  be  centered  in  Raleigh. 

And,  "Greater  emphasis  should  be 
placed  on  the  relationship  between  traffic 
and  the  character  of  construction  and 
improvement.  More  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  potential  earning  power 
of  individual  road  sections,  particularly 
on  the  County  System,  before  costly  im- 
provements are  made. 

Advance  Planning 

"In  the  past,  many  roughly  parallel 
routes  have  been  constructed,  many  of 
which  were  not  built  to  necessary  stand- 
ards. This  has  often  resulted  in  the  di- 
version of  traffic  from  the  more  direct 
routes  to  avoid  congestion.  This  is  a 
highly  uneconomical  practice  which  could 
be  eliminated  by  proper  advance  plan- 
ning." 

Also,  "Until  now,  little  real  advanced 
planning  and  scheduling  has  been  done, 
particularly  in  the  matter  of  urban  con- 
struction." The  program  described  should 
be  properly  refined,  followed  according  to 
schedule  but  with  constant  readjustment 
to  meet  changing  conditions  and  de- 
mands. 

The  survey  says,  "To  preserve  the  capi- 
tal investment  and  the  full  utilization 
of  a  modern  arterial  highway  or  express- 
way it  is  necessary  to  place  controls  on 
access."  The  rapid  and  safe  movement 
of  large  volumes  of  traffic  through  both 
rural  and  urban  areas  requires  a  facility 
into  which  originating  traffic  cannot  en- 
ter except  at  properly  designed  and  des- 
ignated points.  "The  right-of-way  must 
be  rigidly  protected  against  roadside  de- 
velopments which  ultimately  destroy 
high  standards  of  safety  and  freedom  of 
movement." 

The  report  suggests  that  "properly  de- 
signed, a  third  lane  on  steep  grades 
allows  slow-moving  ascending  trucks  to 
move  out  of  the  way  of  faster  travelling 
traffic,"  and  "that  this  type  of  truck 
passing  lane  in  mountainous  terrain  could 
provide  important  economies." 

Regarding  maintenance,  "It  is  felt  that 
superior  and  more  economic  mainten- 
ance operations  would  result  if  stronger 
central  control  was  established.  This  is 
particularly  true  of  highway  mainten- 
ance which  is  now  practically  the  com- 
plete responsibility  of  the  individual 
Divisions.  Bridge  maintenance  is  already 
centralized  and  is  satisfactorily  conducted 
in  all  major  respects." 

Cost  Accounting 

Another  suggestion,  "A  system  of  cost 
accounting  should  be  established  for  all 
functions  including  improvements  and 
maintenance. . .  .it  now  is  extremely  dif- 


ficult. . .  .to  determine  certain  elemei 
of  costs  with  any  degree  of  accuracy." 

And,  "Improvements  and  maintenan 
budgets  should  be  prepared  on  the  has 
of  actual  need  rather  than  on  the  has 
of  a  rigid  formula  which  in  many  i 
spects  bears  little  relationship  to  requr 
ments." 

Also,  "The  full  cost  of  operating  pr 
ons  should  not  be  imposed  on  the  Hig 
way  Fund.  This  cost  is  primarily  a  Ge 
eral  Fund  responsibility." 

"To  properly  conduct  the  proposed  1 
provement  program  a  system  of  suffi 
ency  ratings  for  each  section  of  Prima 
System  highway  should  be  establish 
so  that  the  proper  refinements  of  ne 
and  priority  can  easily  and  quickly 
determined." 

It  was  recommended,  "No  roads 
streets  in  residential  subdivisions  outsi 
the  corporate  limits  of  towns  and  citi 
should  be  accepted  by  the  Highway  Co: 
mission  unless  constructed  to  specifi 
standards." 

"Primary  system  highway  data  shou 
be  expanded  to  include  a  record  of  t 
deficiencies  for  each  section  of  roac 
and  the  entire  highway  record  syste 
should  be  extended  to  include  full  da 
on  the  County  System.  Bridge  data,  i 
though  now  up-to  date  and  reasonabi 
conclusive  for  the  Primary  Syste 
should  be  extended  to  include  full  d 
tails  on  bridges  in  the  County  System 
It  was  suggested  that  more  detailed  tra! 
fic  information  be  gathered  on  varioij 
types  and  weights  of  trucks  using  tl 
State's  roads,  especially  the  prima: 
system. 

Cooperation 

"Closer  cooperation  between  the  Hig 
way  Commission,  the  Gasoline  Tax  Di' 
ion  of  the  Revenue  Department,  the  M 
tor  Vehicle  Department  and  the  Ti 
Research  Department,"  was  suggested. 

Instead  of  "the  present  method 
charging  motor  vehicle  registration  fe 
upon  'declared'  gross  weights,'  "  the  fe 
should  be  based  on  the  manufacturei 
statement  of  gross  weight  for  each  v 
hide. 

And,  "definite  prerequisites  should 
established  for  the  transfer  of  Coun 
System  roads  to  the  Primary  Syste) 
The  absence  of  any  specific  requiremen 
has  resulted  in  an  overextensive  Prima: 
System,  many  miles  of  which  carry  e 
ceptionally  low  traffic  volumes.  Whi 
Primary  System  requirements  are  esta 
lished,  all  mileage  on  the  System  shou 
be  reviewed,  and  those  portions  havii 
below  minimum  average  daily  traff 
volumes  should  be  transferred  back 
the  County  System  unless  they  have  ii 
portance  by  being  integrating  links."

Signal  Changes  Made 

Changes  in  the  design  of  traffic  signs 
and  other  control  devices  have  been 
approved  by  the  American  Association 
of  State  Highway  Officials,  the  Institute 
of  Traffic  Engineers,  and  the  National 
Committee  on  Uniform  Traffic  Laws  and 
Ordinances  as  revisions  of  the  Manual 
on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices.  The 
major  changes  are: 

1.  A  red  stop  sign,  with  white  letter- 
ing, and  with  at  least  the  lettering  re- 
flectorized,  replaces  the  former  standard 
yellow  sign.  No  contrasting  panels  or 
supplementary  messages  are  permitted. 

2.  A  "Yield  Right-of-Way"  sign  is 
adopted  for  use  at  certain  intersections 
where  a  full  stop  is  not  required.  This 
is  a  yellow  equilateral  triangle,  with 
one  point  downward. 

3.  "No  Passing"  and  "End  No-Pass- 
ing Zone"  signs  are  replaced  by  signs 


reading  "Do  Not  Pass"  and  "Pass  with 
Care",  respectively. 

4.  The  cardinal  direction  marker  is 
to  read  "North",  "South",  and  so  on, 
rather  than  "Northbound",  and  so  on. 

5.  The  minimum  mounting  height  to 
the  bottom  of  signs  in  rural  areas  is 
increased  to  five  feet. 

6.  Warning  signs  are  to  be  placed 
further  in  advance  of  the  dangers  ahead. 

7.  The  border  around  a  sign  is  now 
optional  rather  than  mandatory. 

S.  Railroad-crossing  pavement  mark- 
ings are  confined  to  the  right-hand 
portion  of  the  pavement. 

9.  Traffic-signal  installations  must 
show  at  least  two  signal  faces  visible  to 
traffic  on  each  approach  to  an  inter- 
section. 

10.  The  minimum  traffic  "warrants" 
(vehicular  volume)  justifying  traffic 
signal  installations  are  raised  in  certain 
respects.

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German  Emigre  Drafts 
In  Location  Map  Room 

The  United  States  in  general,  and 
North  Carolina  in  particular,  holds  out 
the  promise  for  a  new  and  better  life 
to  German  emigrant  Eleonore  Buch- 
mann,  draftsman  in  the  Raleigh 
Location  Department,  and  her  daughter, 
Angelica.  According  to  Eleonore,  Amer- 
ica is  a  "good  country"  abounding  with 
opportunity  for  advancement  to  the 
ambitious.  And  Eleonore  is  ambitious 
to  better  her  lot.  The  story  of  how  and 
why  they  came  to  North  Carolina  goes 
back  to  pre-World  War  II  days  when 
Eleonore  was  in  a  German  high  school. 
To  learn  more  about  other  people  and 
countries,  she  corresponded  with  "pen 
pals"  in  Africa,  India  and  the  United 
States.  Her  American  correspondent  was 
"Vera  Jeffreys,  who  is  an  employee  in 
the  Commission's  Insurance  and  Com- 
pensation Department.  The  war  inter- 
rupted their  friendship  by  mail  but 
afterwards,  Vera's  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  D.  Edwards,  renewed  the  cor- 
respondence. They  urged  Eleonore  to 
come  to  America.  When  the  time  came, 
they  even  sent  her  money  for  the  boat 
passage.  She  has  since  repaid  them. 

Thanksgiving  will  always  have  a 
special  meaning  for  Eleonore  and 
Angelica.  It  was  just  a  year  ago  that 
they  arrived  on  Thanksgiving  day  in 
New  York  from  Germany. 

Today  they  live  in  the  home  of  their 
sponsors,  the  Edwards,  on  their  farm 
near  Knightdale.  Angelica,  who  spoke 
no  English  a  year  ago  has  readily  pick- 
ed up  the  language.  She  now  chatters 
like  any  other  seven-year  old  Tar  Heel 
with  no  trace  of  an  accent.  Although 
Eleonore  had  had  six-years  of  English 
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in  school,  she  had  a  hard  time  under- 
standing and  speaking  English. 

Eleonore  has  a  varied  work  back- 
ground. For  five  years  after  graduating 
with  a  teachers  diploma  from  the  Teach- 
ers Seminary  in  Munich,  she  was  prin- 
cipal of  a  small  grammar  school  in 
Yenbach,  Austria.  There,  she  was  in 
charge  of  120  children,  ranging  in  age 
from  two  to  fourteen  years,  whose 
mothers  worked  in  the  nearby  munitions 
factories.  Then  for  three  years,  she 
worked  in  her  home  town,  Traunstein, 
Germany,  in  a  souvenir  factory.  There 
she  did  freehand  painting  of  wooden 
curios,  pictures,  small  boxes  and  plates. 
For  over  a  year  she  was  a  bookkeeper 
and  stenographer  in  a  toothbrush  factory 
in  Benshein.  Her  parents  and  two  mar- 
ried sisters  still  live  in  Traunstein. 

Eleonore  also  worked  part-time  in  a 
German  surveying  office.  Of  all  her  jobs, 
she  preferred  the  survey  drawing  so 
she  applied  for  and  got  a  job  as  a 
draftsman  in  the  Highway  Location 
Department. 

Here  on  an  emigration  visa,  she  hopes 
that  she  and  Angelica  can  eventually 
become  naturalized  American  citizens. 
An  independent,  as  well  as  industrious 
person,  she  is  determined  to  make  her 
own  way  financially,  and  has  done  so 
from  the  time  of  her  arrival  in  America. 

She  was  amazed  by  the  abundance  of 
food  in  American  groceries  as  contrasted 
to  the  near  starvation  of  post-Hitler 
days  in  Germany.  She  found  Americans 
friendly  and  helpful.  She  especially 
singled  out  the  kindness  and  encourage- 
ment she  received  from  H.  K.  Wither- 
spoon,  R.  Getty  Browning,  Florine 
Boone,  and  "Uncle  Bim"  Sawyer.  She 
says  their  understanding  boosted  her 
morale  many  a  time  when  she  was 
homesick  and  longed  for  familiar  sights 
and  sounds. 

But  most  of  all,  she  misses  the 
beautiful  snow-capped  mountains  (the 
German  Alps)  of  her  native  land  in 
Southern  Bavaria  where  she  enjoyed 
skiing  in  the  winter  and  swimming  in 
the  crystal  lakes  in  the  summer. 

Commission  Employs 
First  Lady  Engineer 

When  the  Highway  Commission  em- 
ployed its  first  full-fledged  lady  high- 
way engineer  in  its  Traffic  Engineering 
Department  last  fall,  pretty  Emily  Brown 
of  Wilmington  joined  the  ranks  of  a

Her  work  ranges  from  designing  hig 
way  intersections  to  surveying  existi 
speed  zones.  She  is  under  the  guidan 
of  State  Traffic  Engineer  Robert  Burc 
In  time,  Emily  wants  to  branch  out 
other  fields  of  traffic  engineering  whi 
deal  with  channelization,  parking  studit 
and  signalization.  The  major  emphasis 
the  Traffic  Engineering  Department 
on  redesigning  existing  highway  fac 
ities  into  adequate  and  safe  interchangi 

Since  her  father,  C.  E.  Brown,  had  beij 
a  highway  engineer  for  many  years,  si 
was  well  aware  of  the  entrenched  trac 
tions  she  would  encounter  in  a  mai 
engineering  world.  She  got  a  close-i 
view  of  highway  engineering  as  h 
father  is  Division  Engineer  of  the  Thi 
Division  with  headquarters  in  Wilmir 
ton. 

At  first,  her  father  gave  her  little  € 
couragement  since  he  knew  that  en| 
neering  is  a  demanding  and  often  than 
less  profession.  Nonetheless,  dating  fro 
high  school  days,  Emily  has  persisted 
her  determination  to  be  an  engine* 
Today  her  father  is  mighty  proud  of  h 
work. 

After  graduation  from  the  Fayettevil 
high  school,  Emily  studied  engineerii 
at  State  College,  receiving  her  Bachel 
of  Civil  Engineering  in  1953.  Althouf 
other  girls  had  studied  civil  engineerii 
at  State,  none  seemed  to  have  the  stamii 
to  complete  the  course  and  gradual 
Emily  Brown  was  the  first  woman 
actually  complete  all  four  years  in  tl 
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ivil  Engineering  School  and  receive  a 
?gree. 


Summers   between   school   terms,  she 
V|,  orked  as  a  draftsman  in  the  Raleigh 
I  lidge  Department.  After  receiving  her 
ichelor   of   Civil    Engineering  degree, 
If  realized  that  her  sex  would  limit  job 
(bssibilities  and  prevent  her  from  doing 
tual  construction  work.  She  returned 
State  for  a  year  of  graduate  work  and 
ncentrated  on  the  transportation  and 
ghway  design  phase  of  Civil  Engineer- 
g.  The  summer  of  '54,  she  earned  a  pro- 
ssional    degree    in    Civil  Engineering 
ith  an  option  in  Transportation  from 
tate. 

While  at  State,  she  was  a  member  of 
18  student  chapter  of  the  American 
pciety  of  Civil  Engineers  and  the  Engi- 
eer's  Council.  Last  spring,  she  was  a 
uest  of  the  American  Society  of  Women 
ngineers  when  they  held  their  annual 
invention  in  Washington,  D.  C. 


Looking  back,  she  cites  the  discour- 
gement  she  met  along  the  road  to  engi- 
eering  from  her  male  contemporaries. 
A  girl   in  engineering?  You  can't  be 
ifterious.  You'll  probably  get  married  and 
sti  |0t  finish  college,"  were  the  usual  re- 
laijiarks  tossed  her  way.  When  her  fellow 
itudents    and    teachers    realized  Emily 
as  in  earnest  about  studying  engineer- 
lijig,  they  were  only  too  glad  to  help  her. 

Despite  rebuffs  from  male  prejudice, 
lie  feels  that  engineering  is  a  fascinating 
ield  for  a  woman,  provided  she  has  an 
nalytical  mind,  is  proficient  at  math 
nd  drawing  and  has  determination.  She 
nderscores  determination  as  the  main 
sipquirement  for  a  lady  engineer.  Emily 
at  links  that  women  trained  in  Civil  Engi- 
lai  eering  can  find  their  places  in  consult- 
iig  engineering,  city  planning,  and  high- 
ay  and  bridge  design  for  the  State  or 
'ederal  Government. 


Interstate  Funds 
Go  To  8  Projects 

Of  the  $7,191,018  fund  available  for 
fork  on  the  Interstate  Highway  System, 
total  of  $6,560,000  was  allocated  to 
ight  needed  road  projects,  December  17. 
^'he  remaining  balance  of  $631,018  will 
e  held  in  reserve  for  engineering  con- 
ingencies.  The  fund  is  composed  of  60 
ler  cent  Federal  funds  and  40  per  cent 
;>tate  funds. 


Rather  than  a  fixed  formula,  the  1955- 
6  Federal  Interstate  funds  were  allo- 
cated on  the  basis  of  the  most  urgent 
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Research  Analyst  Nicholas  C.  Costes  prepares  undisturbed  soil  sample  for 
weighing.  The  soil  extruded  from  the  sides  of  a  multiplate  metal  culvert  pipe  which 
is  being  studied. 

The  pipe  is  (i6  inches  in  diameter,  576  feet  in  length,  and  has  been  installed 
under  a  170-foot  high  earth-rock  fill.  This  is  one  of  the  ma.jor  structures  on  the 
relocation  of  US  70  between  Old  Fort  and  Ridgecrest. 

Soil  samples  have  been  extruded  from  openings  made  along  the  sides  of  the  pipe 
by  removing  8x8  inch  square  sections  from  the  inner  surface  of  the  structure. 
The  sections  were  cut  by  electrically-driven  drill  and  a  power  saw.  A  mechanical 
.jack  and  a  special  mold,  designed  in  the  highway  laboratory,  were  used  in  the 
operation. 

The  purpose  of  the  extensive  research  on  the  above  structure  is  to  ascertain  the 
present  conditions  and  properties  of  the  precompacted  soil  mass  abutting  the  pipe. 

Future  experiments  by  the  research  department  of  the  Division  of  Materials  will 
make  possible,  for  the  first  time  in  engineering  history,  the  direct  determination 
of  the  tremendous  earth  pressures  generated  around  such  structures  under  the 
pressure  of  gigantic  Alls. 


road  needs.  While  the  allocation  of  cur- 
rent Interstate  funds  was  limited  to 
seven  divisions,  the  other  three  divisions 
which  have  sections  of  the  Interstate 
System  will  receive  their  proportionate 
share  in  future  allocations.  Four  highway 
divisions  have  no  Interstate  roads  in 
their  area  and  thus  are  not  eligible  for 
any  Federal  Interstate  money. 

The  largest  allocation,  $1,500,00,  will 
go  toward  the  partial  cost  of  grading 
and  structures  in  the  relocation  of  US 
70  in  Iredell  and  Catawba  Counties.  The 
work  will  mean  an  extension  of  the 
Statesville  bypass  west  for  16  miles  to 
Conover. 

In  Burke  County,  $1,000,000  has  been 
set  up  for  the  grading  and  structures 
in  the  relocation  of  US  70  from  NC  18, 
southeast  of  Morganton,  east  to  Hilde- 
bran,  bypassing  Valdese. 

Three  allocations  totaling  $1,820,000 
were  made  for  work  on  heavily-traveled 
US  301,  a  major  north-south  route 
through  the  State.  In  Johnston  County, 
$970,000  was  put  up  for  the  grading 
and  structures  in  the  relocation  of  US 
301  from  US  70-A  north  to  Kenly.  In 
Robeson  County,  $500,000  was  allocated 
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for  dual-lane  paving  of  US  301  around 
Lumberton.  Contract  on  the  grading  and 
structures  of  the  Lumberton  bypass  was 
let  earlier  and  the  work  is  near  com- 
pletion. Through  Cumberland  County, 
$350,000  was  just  up  for  an  extension  of 
US  301  north  from  the  Fayetteville  by- 
pass. 


A  total  of  $890,000  was  set  up  for  the 
partial  cost  of  grading  and  structures  for 
a  bypass  of  US  29  around  Salisbury. 
The  bypass  would  begin  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Rowan-Davidson  County  line  and 
would  run  on  the  southeast  side  of  Salis- 
bury, crossing  US  52  and  eventually 
tying  back  in  with  US  29  near  China 
Grove. 

A  total  of  $800,000  was  allocated  for 
the  grading  and  structures  in  the  relo- 
cation of  US  421  between  Greensboro 
and  Kernersville. 

A  Durham  project  will  receive  $550,000 
for  the  grading  and  structures  in  the 
relocation  of  US  15  from  Ferrell  Road  to 
Bacon  Rind  Bridge  in  Durham  County. 
The  work  will  be  on  the  north  side  of 
the  city  of  Durham  and  tie  in  with  im- 
provements already  underway  in  that 
area.

The  new  manual  will  prove  a 
ready  source  for  quick  reference  and  in- 
formation. Credit  for  preparing  and  edit- 
ing this  easily-understandable  biennial 
report  goes  to  Polk  Denmark  and  James 
S.  Burch  of  the  Statistics  and  Planning 
Division. 
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Last  fall  a  bridge  maintenance  crew 
of  Clay  Rogers  and  C.  W.  Rink  widened 
by  17  inches  the  roadway  clearance  of 
the  'bridge  over  the  Tuckaseigee  River 
near  Bryson  City. 


Like  Expressway 

"The  Winston-Salem  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce would  like  to  express  its  appreci- 
ation for  the  advanced  thinking  and 
planning  and  now  the  development  of 
the  Winston-Salem  Expressway.  Our 
Highway,  Street  and  Traffic  Committee 
and  our  Board  of  Directors  want  you,  the 
other  members  of  the  Commission  and 
the  Division  staff  to  know  that  we  do 
appreciate  what  is  being  done,"  accord- 
ing to  a  recent  letter  to  Highway  Chair- 
man Graham. 

And,  "We  believe  that  the  expressway, 
as  the  first  full  limited-access  highway 
ever  to  be  built  in  North  Carolina,  will 
be  a  great  asset  to  our  city  and  that  it 
will  materially  help  in  the  movement  of 
traffic  into  and  through  the  city.  We 
further  believe  that  it  will  be  of  tre- 
mendous value  to  all  the  people  of  north- 
west North  Carolina,  and  it  will  have  a 
great  effect  on  the  stimulation  of  trade 
and  business  in  our  city." 

In  conclusion,  "We  want  you  to  know 
that  we  are  ready  and  willing  to  cooper- 
ate with  the  Commission  and  our  fine 
Division  personnel  in  the  further  de- 
velopment of  our  highway  system,  not 
only  in  this  area  but  for  the  entire  state 
of  North  Carolina." 

The  highway  personnel  who  have  done 
such  a  splendid  job  in  planning  and 
working  on  the  expressway  are  to  be 
commended  for  the  goodwill  and  cooper- 
ation which  they  have  fostered  in  the 
city  of  Winston-Salem. 


Generators  Used 

When  Hurricane  Hazel  knocked  out 
power  in  the  Wilson  area,  George  Brink- 
ley  (Equipment  Superintendent  of  the 
Fourth)  and  his  men  were  ready.  They 
immediately  put  two  emergency  genera- 
tors in  operation.  The  generators,  one 
permanent,  the  other  portable,  are  kept 
ready  for  just  such  emergencies. 

The  big  5,000-watt  permanent  unit  in 
the  division  shop  was  switched  on  and 
furnished  power  for  the  shop,  mainten- 
ance yard,  road  oil  camp  and  sign  de- 
partment. This  enabled  all  highway  forces 
to  operate  gas  pumps  and  other  equipment 
in  a  normal  manner,  as  well  as  having 
lights  for  night  work. 

The  small,  portable  unit,  which  is 
usually  used  by  mechanics  on  the  road 
for  drilling,  was  set  up  at  the  prison 
camp.  It  supplied  power  and  lights  for 
cooking.  While  the  surrounding  area  was 
without  electricity  for  several  days,  the 
emergency  generators  meant  that  high- 
way workers  could  continue  their  work 
and  clear  the  roads  after  Hazel. 


The  new  Trent  River  Bridge  at  New  Bern  slioiihl  be  complete  by  February.  The 
big  bridge  is  1,763  feet  long,  has  a  200-foot  electrically  controlled  swing  span,  and 
a  28-foot  clear  roadway  with  two  three-foot  wide  walks.  The  substructure  consists 
of  concrete  piles  and  caps.  The  superstructure  was  built  of  steel  beams  with  con- 
crete floor  And  rails.  J.  B.  Cutchin  was  resident  engineer  on  the  majority  of  the 
work  luitil  he  was  transferred  to  Durham  as  a  resident  engineer.  J.  B.  Jennette  is 
supervising  the  completion  of  the  bridge.  If  the  weather  is  good,  the  i>ainting  and 
minor  items  can  be  finished  by  February  1.  The  new  bridge  is  located  on  US  70 
and  is  2,300  feet  downstream  from  the  old,  existing  bridge  over  the  Trent  River. 


Revised  Retirement  Being  Studied 


The  amended  Federal  Social  Security 
Act  means  that  State  highway  employees 
may  be  covered  by  Old-Age  and  Survivors 
Insurance  (O.AS.I.)  However,  members 
of  existing  State  retirement  systems 
must  participate  in  a  referendum.  Before 
any  integrated  or  combined  retirement 
and  social  security  program  can  be  adopt- 
ed, a  majority  of  the  State  employees 
must  approve  it. 

It  is  the  intent  of  Congress  that  par- 
ticipation in  Old-Age  and  Survivors  In- 
surance shall  not  reduce  benefits  already 
earned  in  the  existing  retirement  system. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Teachers' 
and  State  Employees'  Retirement  System 
and  the  Executive  Secretary,  Nathan  H. 
Yelton,  believe  State-employee  members 
of  the  retirement  system  are  entitled  to 
express  their  wishes  regarding  participa- 
tion in  the  Federal  Old-Age  and  Survi- 
vors Insurance  Program.  Already,  Yelton 
and  the  Board  have  met  with  State  em- 
ployee representatives.  Together,  they 
are  investigating  the  cost  of  several  pos- 
sible plans  of  combining  the  present  re- 
tirement system  with  the  O.A.S.I.  They 
will  determine  the  plan  best  suited  for 
the  entire  membership  of  the  State  Re- 
tirement System.  Any  legislation  pro- 
posed to  the  1955  General  Assembly  be- 
comes effective  only  upon  the  approval  of 
a  majority  of  the  State  employee  mem- 


bers of  the  retirement  system.  A  referen- 
dum, when  State  employee  vote  on  the 
program,  may  be  held  only  after  a  90- 
day  notice  to  the  members. 

State  employees  must  be  fully  inform- 
ed of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
of  a  combined  social  security  program. 
It  is  hoped  that  a  combined  social  secur- 
ity and  retirement  program  will  provide 
equal  benefits  for  all  State  employees 
with  additional  benefits  for  the  older 
ones. 

Any  combined  program  will  apply  only 
to  future  service.  It  has  no  bearing  on 
money  already  paid  into  the  State  Re- 
tirement System  by  State  employee-mem- 
bers. However,  should  a  combined  pro- 
gram be  adopted,  future  social  security 
contributions  would  not  be  refunded  since 
the  Old  Age  Survivors  Insurance  is  a 
Federal  tax.  But,  a  State  employee  would 
still  get  a  refund  of  his  contribution  to 
the  retirement  system. 

A  referendum  on  a  combined  social 
security  and  retirement  program  will  be 
submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  employee- 
members  of  the  State  Retirement  System 
this  fall.  However,  if  adopted,  a  State- 
employee  member  would  receive  full 
coverage  under  the  Old-Age  and  Survi- 
vors Insurance  program  retroactive  to 
January  1,  1955.

.  •OoVewor;  Hoijges/^'cbmpanied  by  Highway  Chairman 
"(n'alia'ii'i'a'na  dliief' Engineer  Rogers  made  a  flying  trip  to 
Ocracolte,  March  5,  to  tell  the  Ocracoke  residents  that  the 
Highway  Commission  plans  to  build  a  hardsurfaced  road 
on  Ocracoke. 

Some  250  islanders  gathered  in  the  school  reception  hall 
cheered  when  the  announcement  was  made  that  $300,000 
had  been  made  available  for  a  start  on  the  long-waited 
road.  Graham  said  that  a  survey  would  be  made  from  the 
edge  of  the  pavement  in  Ocracoke  to  the  pavement  on 
Hatteras  Island.  Ocracoke  village  now  has  about  three  miles 
of  nine-foot  wide  pavement,  all  within  the  community.  The 
$300,000  won't  be  enough  to  do  the  entire  job  of  bringing 
the  coastal  highway  all  the  way  into  Ocracoke,  Graham 
said,  but  how  it  will  be  spent  will  be  "governed  largely 
by  your  desires  and  your  recommendations  as  to  how  you 
can  realize  the  greatest  benefit  from  what  is  available." 

Tentative  plans  call  for  paving  6.8  miles  of  road  through 
the  sand  dunes  along  the  northern  part  of  the  island  and 
extending  the  road  on  Hatteras  Island  another  2.2  miles 
southward  toward  Ocracoke. 

The  Governor  and  his  party  flew  in  a  National  Guard 
Plane  from  Raleigh  to  Cherry  Point.  From  there  they  went 
by  Marine  helicopter  to  Ocracoke.  There  they  were  met 
by  Commissioner  Emmett  Winslow  of  Hertford  and  First 
Division  Engineer  W.  N.  Spruill  of  Ahoskie. 

The  Governor  has  allocated  $200,000  from  the  surplus 
highway  fund  of  July,  19  54,  for  the  road's  construction. 
Commissioner  Winslow  put  up  another  $100,000  from  First 
Division  betterment  funds. 

Theodore  Rondthaler,  principal  of  the  island  school,  head- 
ed the  local  delegation  and  presided  over  the  meeting  at 
the  school.  Also  on  hand  were  Stanley  Wahab,  district  vice 
president  of  the  All  Seashore  Highway  Association;  Joe 
Dubois  of  Sea  Level,  secretary  of  All  Seashore  Highway 
group;  Allyn  F.  Hanks,  superintendent  of  the  Cape  Hatteras 
National  Seashore  Park;  Hazen  Brooks,  park  ranger  as- 
signed to  the  Ocracoke  section  of  the  park  and  C.  F. 
Boyette,  operator  of  the  Wahab  Village  Hotel  where  a  sea- 
food dinner  was  served  before  the  meeting  started. 

Protest  Parkway  Toll 

Governor  Hodges  headed  a  North  Carolina  delegation 
which  protested  the  proposed  Federal  toll  charge  on  the 
Blue  Ridge  Parkway.  The  group  voiced  their  objections  to 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  Douglas  McKay  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  February  15. 

McKay  replied  that  the  system  of  establishing  fees  at 
national  parks  was  set  up  by  Congress  and  was  not  in- 
augurated by  his  department. 

However,  Governor  Hodges  said  the  tolls,  which  the 
Federal  Park  Service  plans  to  start  collecting  May  1,  "would 
be  unwise,  unsound  and  extremely  difficult  to  administer." 
He  said  the  2  5  U.S.  highways  and  hundreds  of  State  and 
private  roads  off  the  parkway  would  require  some  600 
entrances  for  toll-collecting  purposes. 

Highway  Chairman  Graham  said  the  idea  of  tolls  on  the 
parkway  had  ))een  turned  down  three  times  since  the  road 
was  built.  William  Medford,  State  Senator  from  Waynes- 
ville,  read  a  resolution  opposing  the  toll  charge  order  which 
was  adopted  by  the  Legislature.  U.  S.  Senator  Sam  Ervin 
objected  to  the  Park  Service's  proposal  for  tolls  on  the 
grounds  that  it  would  collect  annually  three  times  the 
yearly  cost  of  road  maintenance.

Two  Year  Construction  Program 
Approved  for  Primary  Highways 


The  Highway  Commission  recently 
pproved  a  two-year  primary  highway 
)nstruction  program. 

The  new  program  is  based  on  major 
ighway  needs  in  the  State  as  deter- 
ined  by  an  engineering  survey  made 
f  the  Parsons,  Brinckerhoff,  Hall,  and 
acDonald  firm.  The  more  pressing 
tatewide  highway  deficiencies  have 
Ben  scheduled  for  improvement.  Many 
;■  the  first  year's  projects  have  already 
3en  scheduled  or  let  to  contract.  The 
scond  year  work  was  tentatively  ap- 
roved  subject  to  approval  by  the 
ureau  of  Public  Roads  and  securing 
ght  of  way. 

The  two-year  pay-as-you-go  primary 
rogram  will  cost  an  estimated  $9  7,- 
33,000.  As  the  Governor  suggested, 
le  work  was  programmed  to  match  the 
loney,  and  the  projects  determined  on 
tatewide  need  rather  than  division 
llocations. 

Based  on  actual  revenues,  available 
loney  for  the  two-year  primary  pro- 
ram  will  total  $88.2  million.  A  total 
f  $21,112,832  will  be  available  each 
ear  from  federal  funds  while  the  State 


will  put  up  .$23,000,000  each  year  in 
n\atching  funds. 

The  schedule  of  projects  for  19  55-5(; 
would  cost  an  estimated  $48,879,000 
and  exceed  expected  funds  by  $4,766,- 
168.  Those  scheduled  and  tentatively 
approved  for  the  second  year,  1956-57, 
would  cost  an  estimated  $48,454,000 
and  exceed  expected  funds  by 
$4,341,168. 

Highway  Chairman  Graham  explain- 
ed that  "final  construction  costs  will 
vary  due  to  variation  in  final  quantities 
and  bid  prices  as  well  as  to  fluctuations 
in  right  of  way  costs." 

He  said,  "Our  experience  has  also  in- 
dicated that  due  to  local  conditions  and 
inability  to  secure  right  of  way  ex- 
peditiously, it  is  necessary  to  plan  more 
work  than  actual  funds  are  available 
for.  The  progress  of  construction  will 
also  materially  affect  our  ability  to 
place  all  of  the  proposed  work  under 
contract  on  the  proposed  schedule." 

In  addition  to  the  problem  of  securing 
right  of  way,  all  the  work  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads 
since  federal  funds  will  be  used.

Centerlines  Painted 

The  State  Highway  Commission 
linted  14,237.1  miles  of  white  center- 
ne  on  North  Carolina  highways  last 
Bar,  Traffic  Engineer  Robert  A.  Burch 
jported.  Much  of  the  work  was  re- 
ainting  lines  rulibed  off  by  traffic  or  on 
)ads  which  had  been  resurfaced. 

At  least  6,000  miles  of  usable  center- 
nes  did  not  require  repainting  last 
ear.  So  with  14,237.1  miles  painted 
1st  year,  the  State  now  has  approxi- 
lately  20,000  miles  of  well-centerlined 
'ighways. 

Another  6,552.3  miles  of  yellow  warn- 
ig  or  "no  passing"  lines  were  placed 
long  many  miles  of  the  14,237.1  miles 
f  white  centerlines.  Yellow  lines  are 
laced  where  the  sight  distance  for  a 
lotorist   is    600    feet   or   less.  Burch 


stressed  that  placing  the  yellow  line  is 
strictly  for  the  driver's  safety.  It  warns 
driver  to  stay  in  his  right  lane  and 
that  it's  dangerous  to  pull  over  into  the 
left  passing  lane.  He  urged  motorists 
to  take  advantage  of  the  yellow  warn- 
ing line  and  not  run  the  risk  of  an 
accident  by  crossing  it. 

Burch  said  it  takes  about  6.4  5  gallons 
to  paint  one  mile  of  highway.  Last  year 
a  total  of  1S0.S47  gallons  of  paint  were 
used  in  centerlining.  The  paint  is  manu- 
factured in  the  paint  plant  of  the  FMis- 
ons  Industries  at  Central  Prison.  For 
greater  night  visil)ility.  tiie  paint  is 
preniixed  with  refiectorized  beads  which 
shine  at  night.  A  reflectorized  center- 
line  adds  safety  to  night  driving. 

The  Commission  follows  the  national- 
ly recommended  standards  of  15  feet 
white  paint  witli  a  25-foot  skip  between. 
It  saves  paint  but  giv^s  same  effect  as  a 
continuous  line. 

Of  the  14,237.1  miles  of  while  ciMiter- 
liues  painted  last  year,  3  3  per  cent  or 
4,696.1  miles  were  painted  on  the 
heavily-travelled  Federal  or  US  routes 
while  31.1  per  cent  or  4,436.2  miles 
were  painted  on  State  or  NC  routes.  A 
total  of  5,104.S  miles  or  35.9  per  cent 
were  painted  on  county  roads  which 
usually  reciuire  repainting  every  three 
vears.  The  Federal  routes  on  primary 
highways  which  carry  big  volumes  of 
traffic  usually  must  be  repainted  annual- 
ly since  heavy  traffic  wears  it  off.  The 
Commission  hopes  to  eventually  center- 
line  all  paved  roads. 

Dust  Control  Studied 

Engineers  of  the  Calcium  Chloride 
Institute  have  been  conducting  schools 
to  better  acquaint  the  State's  highway 
engineers  with  the  properties  and  uses 
of  calcium  chloride  in  dust  control  on 
unpaved  roads.  Division  engineers,  their 
assistants,  district  engineers,  mainte- 
nance supervisors  and  key  supervisory 


foreman  from  each  county  have  or  will 
attend  these  schools.  The  first  meeting 
was  held  March  2.  in  the  Greensboro 
division  office  for  the  Fifth.  Seventh, 
and  Ninth  Divisions;  the  second  school 
was  held  at  the  prison  camp  in  Green- 
ville, Marcli  14,  for  the  First,  Second 
and  Fourth  Divisions.

David  Baxter  Thomas.  Division 
Equipment  Superintendent  for  the 
Seventh  Division,  was  stricken  by  a 
heart  attack  and  died  January  27.  He 
liad  been  attending  a  meeting  in  Raleigh 
regarding  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
social  security  and  retirement  program. 
Thomas  was  a  long-time  and  faithful 
highway  employee.  He  was  held  in  high 
esteem  by  many  State  employees,  not 
only  in  the  present  Seventh,  but  also  in 
Raleigh  and  Durham  where  he  hail 
worked  previously. 
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SICK  LEAVE  EXEMPTIONS — under 
conditions — now  allowable  under  new 
Federal  Income  Tax  Law.  Sick  leave  is 
not  taxable  in  certain  cases,  retroactive 
to  1/1/54;  the  employee  must  have  had 
his  pay  continued  while  absent  from 
work  because  of  illness  or  injury;  if 
employee  was  ill  and  not  hospitalized 
for  at  least  1  day  during  the  period  of 
illness  for  which  his  pay  was  continued, 
the  first  7  days  of  such  pay  is  taxable; 
if  employee  was  ill  and  was  hospitalized 
for  at  least  1  day  (not  necessarily  dur- 
ing the  first  7  days)  the  entire  period 
during  which  sick  leave  was  paid  is 
excluded  from  tax;  if  employee  suffered 
personal  injuries,  the  7-day  exclusion 
does  not  apply  and  he  does  not  have  to 
be  hospitalized  to  gain  the  tax  benefit. 
The  maximum  amount  you  can  deduct 
during  any  one  week  is  $100.  There  is 
a  special  space  on  the  Forms  1040  Tax 
Returns  to  show  this  deduction.  The 
regular  W-2  Withholding  Tax  Receipt 
does  not  reflect  sick-leave  payment,  but 
the  employee  can  make  the  deduction, 
and  the  deduction  can  be  verified  if 
necessary  (later  when  returns  might 
be  audited)  from  the  department  em- 
ploying the  claimant.  It  is  suggested 
that  where  such  claims  are  made  on 
Tax  Returns,  the  employee  attach  a 
statement  to  the  return  showing  dates, 
department,  regular  salary,  etc.  so  it 
can  easily  be  verified  if  Internal  Reve- 
nue feels  it  necessary.  This  deduction 
can  easily  save  quite  a  bit  of  tax  to 
some  of  our  employees  who  might  have 
been  out  several  weeks,  sick  leave,  and 
where  pay  was  continued  on  Workmen 
Compensation  Claim  (employee  elected 
to  receive  sick-leave  while  out)  that  can 
be  deducted  also  under  the  injury 
feature  from  first  day.  If  in  doubt  about 
filing,  check  with  your  local  Tax  Agent.

The  month  of  Jan- 
uary saw  a  total  of  9  employees  retiring, 
with  3  for  disability,  and  I  have  cleared 
several  more  that  are  now  pending.  If 
and  when  you  decide  to  apply  for  retire- 
ment— be  sure  of  your  rights  before 
you  sign  up  and  protect  yourself  or 
family  from  possible  loss.  You  have 
the  rights  to  certain  options,  which  will 
gladly  be  explained  to  you  if  you  will 
just  advise.  Always  remember,  if  you 
select  the  maximum,  and  receive  at  least 
one  retirement  check,  then  should  die 
the  balance  of  your  accumulations  are 
lost  to  your  beneficiary.

The  Board 
Trustees  met  on  1/4/55  to  consider  flii 
report  from  the  Actuary  on  plans  f 
coordination.  The  Board  felt  that

Questions  Answered 
On  Social  Security 

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS: 
Q.  Man  retires  at  6  5,  can  earn  nv 
to  $1200  per  year  without  reduction  in 
SS;  wife  at  6  5  get  V2  his  primary  bene- 
fit— can  she  work?  A.  Yes,  same  ^200 
applies. 

Q.  UnempU)yment  is  covered  under 
SS  for  weekly  payments  if  out  of  work, 
will  that  apply  to  us  under  SS.  A.  No, 
public  employees  exempt  from  this 
under  the  law. 

Q.  I  signed  a  non-election  blank  in 
1941,  can  I  belong  to  SS  if  this  passes? 
A.  Yes,  you  will  have  to.  Also,  you  can 
belong  to  the  Retirement  System  if  you 
wish  to  come  in  now  as  a  new  member, 
no  prior  service. 

Q.  Some  prison  employees  are  under 
Law  Enforcement  Plan,  will  they  come 
under  SS?  A.  Law  exempts  "police" 
and  clarification  is  beins  souslit  on  this 
now.  Is  Possible. 

Q.  Will  disability  he  reduced?  A,  No, 
remains  at  the  present  level. 

Q.  What  happens  to  funds  already 
paid  in?  A.  Protected  under  Constitu- 
tional Amendment  and  cannot  be  divert- 
ed. We  act  only  as  collection  agency  for 
SS,  they  will  handle  their  own  funds 
and  retirement,  we  will  continue  to 
handle  ours  as  in  past. 
Q.  If  coordinated,  can  I  still  withdraw 
funds  on  separation?  A.  Yes,  that  part 
in  our  own  System;  there  is  no  with- 
drawal of  SS  funds. 

Q.  If  come  under  SS,  I  understand 
we  have  to  retire  at  age  6  5.  A.  No,  you 
work  just  as  long  as  your  superior  will 
allow  so  far  as  SS  is  concerned.  Our  own 
law  would  remain  as  it  now  is. 

Q.  I  am  past  65.  so  SS  would  not  help 


nie  would  it?  A.  Yes,  you  begin  work 
under  SS  at  any  age  and  qualify. 
Q.  Any  disability  under  SS?  A.  No,  but 
if  coordinated  can  retire  at  full  dis- 
ability under  our  own  System,  can 
freeze  SS  account  as  allowed  by  law, 
and  collect  SS  later. 

Q.  .Just  what  ways  can  SS  pay  any- 
one? A.  You  must  live  to  age  65,  or  die 
and  leave  widow  and  children  under  IS 
ill  order  to  collect  from  SS. 

Q.  How  do  widows  and  children 
collect?  A.  On  death  of  covered  em- 
ployee, if  children  below  IS  the  widow 
and  each  child  collects  until  the  children 
reach  age  IS;  payments  then  stop 
until  widow  reaches  65,  when  she  again 
is  paid  a  benefit.  Maximum  that  can  be 
liaid  to  any  family  under  survivor  bene- 
fits is  $200  per  month  regardless  of 
number  of  children. 

Q.  If  die  on  the  jol).  how  are  we 
affected?  A.  If  die  prior  to  retirement 
under  our  plan,  only  a  refund  of  con- 
tributions (plus  interest)  is  made,  and 
will  continue  to  be  made.  SS  would  pay 
widows  and  children  under  18  as  ex- 
jilained  above.  If  no  children  under  IS. 
widow  would  not  collect  anything  until 
she  reaches  age  65. 

Q.  Are  Military  Service  Credits  allow- 
able on  SS?  A.  Yes.  if  you  desire  them. 
You  can  drop  them  out,  or  drop  any 
(lid  account,  if  you  have  been  away 
several  years  out  of  SS,  as  the  years 
out  with  no  earnings  on  SS  would  lower 
your  average  salary. 

Q.  Can  I  still  retire  at  age  60?  A.  Yes, 
and  if  properly  covered  can  get  SS  also 
at  age  65;  intervening  years  at  no  SS 
earning  would  reduce  your  average 
salary  and  thereby  reduce  your  SS  pay- 
ment.

Bituminous  Changes 

Several  important  revisions  were  re- 
cently made  in  the  STANDARD  SPECI- 
FICATIONS FOR  ROADS  AND  STRUC- 
TURES, to  improve  the  quality  of  bi- 
tuminous work. 

Tom  Fahnestock,  Bituminous  Engineer, 
and  the  other  engineers  in  the  Bitumi- 
nous Department  in  cooperation  with  the 
Laboratory  have  spent  much  thought  and 
time  in  making  these  revisions. 

Section  ,54,  Article— 1.3,  page  134,  For- 
mula for  Job  Mix,  has  been  changed  so 
that  the  contractor  is  not  required  to  sub- 
mit a  job  mix  formula.  Instead,  the  Bi- 
tuminous Engineer  will  establish  the  job 
mix  formula  based  on  the  samples  of  all 
aggregates  proposed  for  the  mix  by  the 
contractor.  The  samples  for  the  mix  must 
now  be  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  at 
least  ten  days  before  work  is  to  begin 
instead  of  seven  days.  This  change  will 
eliminate  some  unnecessary  correspond- 
ence and  allow  the  Laboratory  sufficient 
time  to  make  tests  and  design  the  best 
possible  pavement  mixture. 

A  new  article,  -1.4,  Application  of  Job 
Mix  Formula  and  Allowable  Tolerances, 
has  been  added  on  page  135.  Two  ranges 
of  tolerance:  Retained  on  No.  4  and 
larger  sieves.  .  .-f  7  per  cent;  and  Re- 
tained on  No.  10,'40,  80  &  200  sieves. .  .-f  5 
per  cent,  remain  the  same.  The  thFee 
other  ranges  of  tolerance  have  been 
changed:  Passing  No.  200  from  -\-  two  to 
+  one  per  cent;  Bitumen  from  4-  0.5 
to  -f-  0.3  per  cent;  and  temperature  of 
mixture  on  delivery  from  -|-  30  to-f  20 
degrees  F. 

Section  54.  Article  page  137,  Bi- 

tuminous Plant  and  Equipment,  has  an 
addition  to  the  second  paragraph:  "Stock- 
piles shall  conform  to  Section  400-1.2" 
(top  of  page  405).  This  addition  just 
re-emphasizes  the  importance  of  proper, 
neat  stockpiling.  The  correct  stockpile 
should  be  built  in  layers  not  exceeding 
three  feet  in  height.  Each  layer  should 
lie  completely  in  place  before  the  next 
is  laid.  Proper  stockpiling  prevents  segre- 
gation of  material  and  coning.  The  im- 
proved method  of  stockpiling  keeps  large 
aggregate  from  rolling  to  the  outside  of 
the  cone. 

Section  54,  Article  3.2  (a)  (3)  Feeder 
for  Drier,  page  138,  has  been  changed  so 
that  a  separate  feeder  shall  be  used  for 
each  size  of  aggregate.  However,  the 
maximum  number  of  required  feeders  is 
three. 

Section  54,  Article  3.2  (a)  (6)  Bins, 
page  139,  has  been  amended  to  require 
that  at  least  three  hot  bins  be  used  for 
all  bituminous  concrete  mixtures.  How- 
ever, more  than  three  can  be  used  if  the 
contractor's  plant  is  so  equipped.

Section  54,  Article  3.2  (b)  (4)  page 
142,  Control  of  Mixing  Time,  has  been 
changed  so  that  a  timing  device,  separate 
from  the  mixing  mechanism,  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  bell.  When  a  mixing 
cycle  is  completed,  the  bell  will  be  ad- 
justed to  ring  each  time. 

Section  54,  Article  3.17  page  150, 
changes  rate  of  rolling.  The  new  rate  is 
50  tons  per  hour  per  roller  instead  of 
the  old  rate  of  1,000  square  yards  per 
hour  per  roller. 

Section  402,  Article  1.6  and  1.7,  page 
415,  Bituminous  concrete  binder  course 
and  surface  course.  Class  H  and  I,  stipu- 
lates that  when  gravel  is  the  course  ag- 
gregate, at  least  50  per  cent  of  the  parti- 
cles shall  exhibit  fractured  faces.  For- 
merly, gravel  could  be  used  if  it  did  not 
exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  mix  by  weight. 
Section  (b)  has  been  changed  from 
"crushed  stone"  to  "coarse  aggregate." 

As  a  result  of  research  in  the  highway 
laboratory,  stability  requirements  for 
Class  H  and  Class  I,  bituminous  concrete 
binder  and  surface  course,  have  been  in- 
cluded to  insure  obtaining  highest  qual- 
ity of  bituminous  pavement  mixtures.  A 
new  article  (c)  requires  that  the  designed 
mixture  for  the  binder  course  shall  be 
able  to  withstand  at  least  200  pounds 
pressure  per  square  inch.  The  stability 
for  the  surface  course  must  be  at  least 
250  pounds  per  square  inch.  For  the  high- 
ways with  heavier  traffic,  greater  stabili- 
ties may  be  required. 

The  stability  of  the  bituminous  mix- 
tures will  be  determined  by  the  Labora- 
tory, using  the  unconfined  Compression 
Test  Method. 

Section  135,  Class  H — Bituminous  Con- 
crete Binder  Course,  Article  3  1,  Con- 
struction Methods,  page  183,  has  been 
changed  so  that  the  contractor  must  co- 
ordinute  the  placing  of  l)ituminous  con- 
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Crete  binder  material  and  surface  course. 
Now,  he  must  be  sure  that  the  binder  is 
covered  with  a  surface  course  before  the 
weather  and  seasonal  time  limit  runs  out 
December  15.  This  change  will  insure 
that  no  binder  will  be  left  unsurfaced 
from  December  15  to  March  1  when  no 
bituminous  mixture  may  be  produced  or 
placed  on  the  State's  highways. 

Section  140,  Class  I — Bituminous  con- 
crete surface  course.  Article  1.2,  page  184, 
Composition  of  Mixture,  has  been 
changed.  The  table  on  page  185  showing 
the  requirements  for  composition  of  mix- 
ture has  one  revision:  passing  the  No. 
200  sieve  is  now  4-8  instead  of  2-8  per 
cent  of  total  by  weight.  Also,  at  least 
one-half  of  the  fraction  passing  the  No. 
200  sieve  shall  be  added  mineral  filler  or 
stone  screenings  complying  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  specifications. 


Location  Men  Meet 

Some  of  the  top  personnel  of  the 
Locating  Department  held  a  one-day 
conference  in  Raleigh  in  January,  with 
Chief  Locating  Engineer  R.  Getty 
Browning  and  members  of  his  head- 
quarters staff. 

When  the  group  met  in  the  highway 
auditorium,  Highway  Chairman  Gra- 
ham said,  "You  are  largely  responsible 
for  the  property  owners'  reaction  to 
the  Highway  Commission,  since  you 
make  the  first  contact  by  going  on  a 
person's  land  for  a  survey. 

"It's  up  to  you,"  he  said  "to  convince 
the  property  owner  that  you  know  your 
job  and  that  you  are  making  the  best 
possible  location  for  the  greatest  service 
and  safety  to  the  motoring  public." 

He  cautioned  them  to  be  patient  with 
the  people  whose  property  they  mark 
for  right  of  way  acquisition.  Try  to  see 
the  side  of  the  property-owner,  he 
urged,   and   remember  people  don't 
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always  understand  why  surveys 
go   through   their   lands.   He  wa 
them  to  present  the  facts  clearly 
honestly  to  the  property  owner  andU'^ 
beware   of    making   misleading  sta) 
ments.   The  Highway  Commission  b  o« 
a  big  job  to  do,  he  stressed,  and  mti: 
have  the  public  support  if  it  is^ 
succeed  in  its  mission. 

State  Highway  Engineer  Bill  Rog«! 
reminded  the  group  that  they  and  tht 
locating  parties  are  the  representatii; 
of  the  Highway  Commission  in  the  coi, 
munities  in  which  they  work.  Peoi' 
judge  the  Commission,  "by  the  mann 
in  which  you  conduct  yourself  and  yo' 
group,"  he  said.  "You,"  he  emphasize 
"set  the  pattern  for  good  public  rell|*' 
tions." 

Graham  and  Rogers  told  the  locatii  leitl 
engineers  they  could  take  pride  in  th(  s 
work  and  in  their  record.  But,  Roge 
added,  the  public  is  able  to  judge  on 
by  what  it  sees.  He  suggested  that  Ij 
fore  starting  a  job  they  make  sure  tb 
know  themselves  what  is  involved  ai 
be  ready  to  present  the  facts  to  tl 
public. 

He  told  them  to  "remember  that  yt 
serve  all  the  people,  not  speci 
interests  or  a  favored  few.  Take  ca 
not  to  bring  discredit  on  yourself  or  tl 
Commission  by  bad  judgment  or 
chance  remark." 

Browning,  an  expert  in  the  field 
selling  highway  relocations  to  the  pubi 
and  road-builders  said  the  secret 
success  lies  in  fully  knowing  what  ycj 
hope  to  accomplish.  A  good  locatiij 
engineer,  he  said,  must  be  able  to  justii 
and  defend  his  decisions,  and  wh( 
necessary,  be  able  to  present  a  stat' 
ment  of  facts  that  will  stand  up  to  tl 
most  critical  examination. 

Several  of  the  locating  engineers  wl 
had  gathered  from  all  over  the  Sta 
brought  their  wives  along.

Promoted  to  Engineer 

Attractive  Martha  Enscore  is  the 
second  woman  to  qualify  for  a  Highway 
Engineer  I  rating  with  the  Highway 
Commission.  Emily  Brown  in  Traffic 
Engineer  Department  qualified  with  her 
degree  in  Civil  Engineering,  Martha 
qualified  by  her  on-the-job  experience 
and  training  in  the  Roadway  Design  De- 
partment. 

Her  highway  service  dates  from  Sep- 
tember, 1949,  when  she  came  with  the 
Commission  as  a  Draftsman  I.  She  was 
subsequently  promoted  to  Draftsman 
II  and  January  1,  1955,  Martha  was 
reclassified  as  Highway  Engineer  I. 

She  gives  most  of  the  credit  for  her 
on-the-job  training  to  R.  W.  McGowan 
and  Don  Freeman,  her  former  and 
present  squad  leaders.  However,  Dan 
Allen  and  Tom  Park  who  recognized 
her  competence  and  ability  were  in- 
strumental in  getting  her  classification 
changed.  Although  reclassified,  Martha's 


work  remains  the  same  as  before  the 
promotion.  She  continues  to  work  up 
roadway  plans  for  letting  to  contract. 

In  her  five  years  of  highway  work, 
she  has  learned  the  exacting  science 
of  plotting '  plans,  profiles,  and  cross 
sections  and  estimating  quantities  of 
materials  necessary  for  the  highway 
estimate  on  which  the  contractor  bases 
his  bid.  All  her  work  in  the  Raleigh 
roadway  drafting  room  is  based  on 
notes  made  by  the  field  survey  parties 
and  standards  set  up  by  the  Commission. 

Martha  Warren  Enscore,  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  V.  A.  Warren,  was  born 
in  Burlington,  and  graduated  from 
Burlington  High  School.  After  gradua- 
tion from  high  school,  she  attended  the 
Womans  College  and  graduated  in  1943 
with  a  B.  A.  in  primary  education. 

Although  trained  as  an  elementary 
teacher,  she  has  never  taught.  Instead, 
she  has  preferred  work  in  the  drafting 
and  engineering  field.  While  at  W.  C, 
she  did  take  a  course  in  mechanical 
engineering  drawing  and  several  art 
courses. 

Later  Martha  worked  for  several 
years  as  a  naval  architect's  aide  at 
Langley  Field.  There  she  was  employed 
by  the  National  Advisory  Committee  on 
Aeronautics.  She  did  research  and  made 
line  drawings  on  sea  planes.  This  work 
calls  for  a  high  degree  of  accuracy  and 
precision  drawing. 

For  a  short  time,  she  worked  for 
Pierson  and  Whitman,  a  Raleigh  Con- 
sulting engineering  firm.  Since  she  has 
been  with  the  Highway  Commission, 
she  has  taken  a  correspondence  course 
in  architectural  drawing  from  the  In- 
ternational Correspondence  Schools. 

In  May,  1951,  Martha  was  married  to 
Charles  Enscore  who  is  now  with  the 
General  Equipment  Company,  Raleigh 
wholesale  dealers  for  General  Electric 
heating  and  air-conditioning.  In  addi- 
tion to  engineering  and  sales  work, 
Charles  draws  up  heating  lay-outs.

Traffic  Increases 

Traffic  usage  on  tlie  main  liigiiways 
in  the  State  increased  by  two  per  cent 
in  1954  over  the  usage  in  19  53,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  from  the  Statistics  and 
Planning  division. 

The  two  per  cent  increase  was  based 
on  a  12-month  continuous  counting  by 
the  State's  2  0  regular  permanent  traffic 
counters. 

However,  the  slight  traffic  increase 
is  the  lowest  annual  increase  in  over 
ten  years.  It  was  affected  mainly  by 
traffic  usage  during  the  first  six  months 
of  19  54  when  little  traffic  growth  was 
recorded. 

Traffic  during  the  last  six  months  of 
1954  showed  a  definite  upswing.  Traffic 
was  up  six  per  cent  during  December, 
1954  over  the  same  month  in  19  53.  In 
January,  195  5,  the  traffic  increase  was 
up  nine  per  cent.  However,  January 
traffic  figures  are  none  too  reliable  be- 
cause of  the  normal  low  volume  of 
traffic  usage  then  plus  the  extreme 
effect  of  bad  weather. 

"It  does  appear  that  traffic  in  19  5  5 
will  be  considerably  higher  than  in  any 
previous  year  in  history.  Sales  of  license 
plates  are  running  about  seven  to  eight 
per  cent  above  sales  a  year  ago.  This 
seems  to  forecast  a  high  traffic  volume 
demand  for  the  year  to  come,"  James 
S.  Burch,  Engineer  of  Statistics  and 
Planning,  said. 

Extra  Work  Appreciated 

The  round-the-clock  efforts  of  the 
highway  crews  to  remove  the  big  Jan- 
uary snows  from  the  highways  brought 
several  favorable  comments. 

The  SHELBY  DAILY  STAR  said, 
"Congratulations  are  due  the  N.  C. 
Highway  Department  forces  here  for  the 
quick  and  adequate  manner  the  high- 
ways were  cleared  at  the  time  of  the 
snow. 

".  .  .  In  northern  cities  it  is  a  routine 
matter  to  get  out  the  snow  plows  for 
frequent  snows.  Streets  and  highways 
are  kept  clear  by  alert  crews  of  snow 
removers. 

"Down  South,  it  might  be  expected 
that  we  are  rusty  on  such  matters. 
However,  the  way  our  highway  work- 
ers and  street  clearers  got  down  to 
business  in  a  hurry  would  do  credit 
to  a  yankee  crew  experienced  in  ice  and 
snow  removal." 


The  GREENVILLE  DAILY  RE- 
FLECTOR said,  "A  word  of  praise 
should  be  said  for  the  work  of  high- 
way crews  who  did  a  commendable  job 
this  week  of  digging  North  Carolina's 
roads  from  under  the  heaviest  blanket 
of  snow  to  cover  the  state  in  seven 
years. 

■'.  .  .  By  (that)  Thursday  morning 
practically  all  the  primary  roads  had 
been  cleared  of  their  ice  and  snow  by 
the  highway  crews  and  most  of  the 
secondary  roads  were  made  passable. 
It  took  a  little  longer  for  rural  roads 
throughout  the  state  to  get  the  atten- 
tion they  needed,  but  these  also  were 
cleared  by  highway  crews  in  what 
appears  to  us  record  time."  They  cited 
"the  diligent  work  of  the  highway 
crews." 

In  an  editorial  headed  "Our  Highway 
Forces  Know  How  to  Clear  Away 
Snow"  the  WAYNESVILLE  MOUN- 
TAINEER said,  "After  traveling  300 
miles  across  the  State  the  day  after  the 
recent  big  snow,  we  appreciated  anew 
the  work  and  achievements  of  tlie  higii- 
way  forces. 

"The  30  0-miIes  of  highway  from 
here  to  Chapel  Hill  was  as  free  of  snow 
as  if  it  were  the  middle  of  August. 

"There  were  huge  piles  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  road,  but  the  pave- 
ment itself  was  as  dry  as  if  a  mid-sum- 
mer sun  were  shining  on  it. 

"Every  few  miles  there  were  crews 
of  workmen  pushing  the  huge  drifts 
down  embankments  to  keep  it  from 
melting  and  running  over  the  pavement. 

"From  one  crew  we  learned  that  the 
operators  of  the  scrapers,  sand  trucks 
and  spreaders  had  worked  throughout 
the  night  to  get  the  roads  open  and  to 
keep  them  clear. 

"Many  a  night,  the  forces  here  in 
Haywood  have  braved  the  cold  winds 
and  bitter  cold  to  keep  such  roads 
open  as  the  one  through  Soco  Gap, 
which  perhaps  catches  more  than  its 
equal  share  of  snow  and  ice.  But  the 
men  stay  with  their  job  and  keep  the 
roads  open  so  that  the  traveling  motor- 
ists can  go  and  come  with  ease  and 
safety. 

"Those  who  carry  on  this  work  are 
not  often  seen  on  the  job,  because  most 
of  the  time  they  have  to  work  from 
midnight  to  dawn.  Anyway,  they  have 
done  a  magnificent  job,  and  to  them  go

At  the  March  meeting  of  the  Commission,  John  Sprunt 
Hill  of  Durham,  a  pioneer  in  North  Carolina  highway 
progress,  presented  his  collection  of  papers  to  the  group. 

Hill  served  on  the  original  Highway  Commission  from 
1921  to  1931.  Even  before  19  21,  he  was  active  in  promoting 
good  roads.  He  was  a  booster  of  the  first  modern  high- 
way program  in  the  State  which  was  launched  in  1921  with 
a  $50  million  bond  issue  and  created  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion. 

His  collection  of  records  included  the  original  copy  of  a 
bill  setting  up  the  Commission  and  authorizing  the  bond 
issue.  Chairman  Graham  accepted  the  papers  saying  they 
would  be  a  valuable  addition  to  highway  records. 

Spry  and  vigorous  at  86,  Hill  regaled  the  group  with 
humorous  accounts  of  tliose  early  roadbuilding  days.

Ably  abetted 
by  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  the  people  of  Western  North 
Carolina  have  had  to  fight  with  might  and  main  to  preserve 
only  what  they  already  have.  For  the  time,  they  have  a  toll- 
free  parkway.

THE  CHARLOTTE  OI'.SERVER  thinks:  "Opponents  of 
the  parkway  tolls  should  continue  their  efforts  to  have 
Congress  formally  designate  the  road  as  a  public  freeway."

neering  problem  of  getting  through, 
over  or  around  Marshall.  Another 
problem,  he  said  was  getting  the  big 
highway  northwest  out  of  Asheville 
which  is  heavily  built-up  with  modern 
tourist  courts. 

Chairman  Graham  said  it  was  obvious 
from  the  hearing  that  western  North 
Carolina  needed  more  than  one  road 
outlet  to  the  west. 

Chief  Engineer  Rogers  explained  to 
the  French  Broad  enthusiasts  that  the 
Highway  Commission  doesn't  want  to 
take  away  any  road  from  any  county 
or  section.  He  cited  the  sincerity  of  pur- 
pose of  the  highway  locating  engineers 
in  getting  the  best  possible  location  to 
afford  transportation  services  that  all 
Tar  Heels  are  entitled  to.  He  stressed 
that  the  Highway  Commission  is  im- 
partial and  impersonal  in  its  locations 
and  that  a  new  road  is  located  where  it 
will  serve  the  greatest  number  of  peo- 
ple. He  told  the  French  Broad  group 
that  there  is  no  intention  to  remove 
any  existing  highway  route  number. 
Eventually,  the  highway  from  Clyde  to 
Asheville  can  be  made  four-laned  he 
said,  but  in  the  meantime  it  should 
adequately  serve  traffic  needs  for  the 
next  10-20  years.  The  problem  of  re- 
locating highways  to  meet  the  high  in- 
terstate standards  for  control  of  access 
was  explained.  Although  he  feels  that 
the  Pigeon  River  route  could  be  built 
more  quickly  and  more  economically 
than  the  French  Broad  route,  he  said 
the  French  Broad  route  had  not  been 
overlooked  and  would  be  studied 
further.

In  addition  to  its  heavy  schedule  of 
new  construction,  the  State  Highway 
Commission  has  the  very  extensive  and 
expensive  work  of  maintaining  some 
69,000  miles  of  highways,  roads  and 
streets.  This  gigantic  job  requires 
widening,  resurfacing,  shoulder  wid- 
ening, grassing,  relocation  and  curve 
elimination,  l)ridge-widening  or  re- 
building, ferry  operation,  signing  and 
marking  the  highways  lor  safety  and 
speed  limits. 


Road  Needs 
Estimated 

The  cost  of  needed  highway  construc- 
tion in  North  Carolina  through  19  64 
was  estimated  recently  by  the  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads  at  $1,216,000,000. 

Cost  of  highway  needs  in  the  various 
states  ranges  from  an  estimated  220 
million  in  Nevada  to  more  than  eight 
billion  in  California. 

Cost  for  improving  the  interstate 
system  in  North  Carolina  totalled  24  7 
million.  It  was  split  with  226  million  for 
rural  and  21  million  for  urban  roads. 

For  the  primary  and  secondary  fed- 
eral aid  systems,  the  Bureau  estimated 
North  Carolina  primary  needs  at  365 
million  dollars,  with  314  million  for 
rural  and  42  million  for  urban. 

Secondary  system  needs  in  the  State 
were  estimated  at  2  55  million,  all  for 
State  and  none  for  local  roads. 

The  report  estimated  that  federal  aid 
liighways  in  North  Carolina  would  cost 
858  million  dollars  and  that  other 
needed  highway  work  in  the  State,  not 
entitled  to  federal  aid,  would  cost  358 
million.

In  March,  State  Highway  Engineer 
H.  Rogers,  Jr.,  flew  to  Chicago, 
linois  to  attend  two  important  commit- 
ke  meeting  of  the  American  Association 
■  State  Highway  Oflacials. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Committee 
1  Planning  and  Design  Policies  for  the 
eometric  Design  Standards  for  the 
iterstate  Highway  System.  The  stand- 
rds  adopted  are  the  minimum  and 
othing  less  will  be  acceptable  to  the 
ureau  of  Public  Roads  for  construe- 
on  on  the  Interstate  System. 
The  ultimate  construction  will  elimi- 
late  all  crossings  at  grade  and  will 
iquire  complete  control  of  access.  How- 
ler, it  will  not  be  necessary  in  all 
ises  to  construct  grade  separations  at 
junty  road  crossing  where  such  cross- 
ig  have  a  low  traffic  volume.  However, 
is  essential  to  secure  the  necessary 
ight  of  way  when  initial  construction  is 
egun  so  that  in  the  future  a  grade 
3paration  can  be  l)uilt  when  and  if 
ecessary. 

Any    crossovers    between    lanes,  or 

ossings  at  grade  on  the  Interstate 
ystem  are  temporary  and  subject  to 
limlnation  in  the  future.  Engineers  are 

utioned  to  make  no  commitment  to 
ny  person  that  such  temporary  cross- 
igs  will  ever  be  permanent.  Real  estate, 
idustrial  and  business  properties 
lould  be  discouraged  from  developing 
t  such  temporary  crossings.  Such  de- 
elopments  would  necessitate  the  im- 
lediate  construction  of  grade 
eparations  since  they  materially  change 
lie  traffic  pattern. 

The  Interstate  Highway  System  is  the 
lost  important  in  the  United  States  as 

carries  more  traffic  per  mile  than  any 


other  comparable  national  system  and 
includes  the  roads  of  greatest  signific- 
ance to  the  economic  welfare  and  de- 
fense of  the  Nation. 

Backbone  of  Nation 

Since  the  Interstate  System  is  the 
backbone  of  the  Nation's  highway  sys- 
tems, it  must  be  designed  and  protected 
with  control  of  access  to  insure  its 
permanence,  utility  and  safety,  and  with 
flexibility  to  provide  for  possible  future 
expansion.  Two-lane  highways  should 
be  designed  so  that  slow-moving  vehi- 
cles can  be  passed  with  ease  and  safety 
at  practically  all  times.  Divided  high- 


ways should  be  designed  as  two  separate 
one-way  roads,  where  feasible,  to  take 
advantage  of  terrain  and  other  condi- 
tions for  economy,  safe  and  relaxed 
driving  and  pleasing  appearance. 

Where  financial,  physical  or  other 
conditions  make  it  necessary  to  defer 
the  construction  of  some  part  of  the 
ultimate  design,  the  geometric  design 
features  of  alignment,  profile  right  of 
way,  or  control  of  access  should  not  be 
deferred.  Once  alignment,  grade  and 
sight  distances  are  molded  into  the  land- 
scape and  tied  down,  they  are  most 
difficult  and  expensive  to  correct.  Ac- 
quiring additional  right  of  way  and 
rights  for  control  of  access  may  be 
prohibitive  in  cost.  In  determining 
geometric  features  and  right  of  way,  a 
generous  factor  of  safety  and  adequacy 
should  be  used. 

Interstate  highways  should  be  de- 
signed to  serve  safely  and  efficiently  the 
large  volumes  of  passenger  vehicles, 
buses,  trucks  (including  tractor-trailer 
and  semi-trailer  combination),  and  mili- 
tary equipment  for  at  least  a  20-year 
period  from  date  of  construction. 

All  railroad  grade  crossings  shall  be 
eliminated    ultimately.    The  required 
right  of  way  for  the  separation  should 
be  acquired  or  reserved  initially. 
Eliminate  Grade  Intersections 

All  at-grade  intersections  of  public 
highways,    except    as    permitted  for 
sparsely  settled  rural  areas,  shall  be

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AS  OF  THIS  WRITING  DATE  the 
opinion  of  tlie  majority  of  members  of 
tlie  Nortli  Carolina  General  Assembly  is 
that  the  19  55  Session  will  adjourn 
around  June  1;  It  is  hoped  that  when 
you  read  this  article,  adjournment  will 
be  history  and  we  will  know  where  we 
stand. 

AS  OF  NOW  the  increment  funds  are 
not  completely  safe,  but  we  do  have 
more  hopes  of  being  able  to  salvage  the 
program  than  we  did  a  few  weeks  ago. 
Every  possible  contact  has  been  made 
State-wide  with  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  particularly  with 
those  members  on  the  Appropriations 
Committees  and  on  the  joint  Sub-Com- 
mittee. We  have  had  sufficient  promises 
to  hold  the  program  in  line,  and  I  hope 
when  you  read  this  that  we  can  safely 
say  that  we  have  won. 

INSURANCE  CHANGES  are  being 
discussed,  with  present  plans  calling  for 
a  meeting  of  our  Insurance  Committee 
(R.  W.  Dawson,  Chairman)  with  offi- 
cials of  the  Connecticut  General  Life 
Insurance  and  Mr.  H.  K.  Witherspoon 
in  May  or  June.  At  that  time  we  plan 
to  discuss  in  detail  the  proposed  changes 
to  see  if  they  can  be  put  into  effect 
with  the  new  contract  date  next  Octo- 
ber 1. 

THESE  CHANGES  are  being  discuss- 
ed at  the  request  of  many  of  our  mem- 
bers over  the  State.  One  suggested 
change  would  be  to  add  two  more  Life 
Groups  to  the  contract,  since  we  now 
have  a  spread  from  .$3  500  to  $5000. 
The  proposal  would  l)e  to  add  another 
group  at  $4,000  and  another  at  $4500 
to  take  care  of  those  employees  in  that 
group.  A  survey  has  l)een  made  and 
it  has  been  determined  that  we  would 
have  approximately  .3  59  employees  in 
the  group  from  $4,000  but  not  over 
$4500,  and  144  in  the  group  over  $4500 
but  not  over  $5000.  It  is  entirely  possi- 
ble that  these  additional  groups  may 
be  added  with  the  new  contract.  Also, 
proposals  are  being  studied  and  an  in- 
formal poll  is  being  taken  during  April 
among  the  employees  on  possible  in- 
creases in  the  daily  hospital  room 
allowance.  As  you  know,  this  was 
originally  set  at  $5  per  day  due  to 
ability  of  the  majority  to  pay  and  think- 
ing at  that  time  the  allowance  was 
more  sufficient  than  it   now  is.  Since 


19  49  the  hospital  costs  have  increased 
to  such  an  extent  that  we  feel  the  $5 
is  entirely  too  low.  Surveys  being  taken 
are  on  three  proposals,  one  to  increase 
the  allowance  to  $6,  one  to  $6.50,  one 
to  $7.50,  and  the  majority  will  prevail. 
It  was  felt  that  this  information  would 
be  helpful  to  your  Committee  in  dis- 
cussing the  changes  with  the  Insurance 
Company  and  to  settle  on  which  grou]) 
is  more  desirable.  Members  as  a  whole 
advise  that  the  allowance  for  "extras" 
and  the  allowance  for  surgical  is  satis- 
factory at  the  present.  The  Company  has 
warned  that  the  impact  of  the  increase 
may  be  harmful  to  our  experience  in 
the  future  in  view  of  the  tremendous 
number  of  claims  being  submitted;  how- 
ever, we  do  feel  that  the  Company  has 
authority  to  set  the  rates  that  should 
provide  for  all  contingencies,  and  that 
the  impact  here  should  not  be  any  more 
than  it  would  for  some  other  company 
handling  the  same  type  hospitalization. 
We  should  have  a  definite  decision  in 
May  or  June. 

SOCIAL  SECURITY— RETIREMENT 
COORDINATION  at  the  date  of  this 
writing  is  still  in  the  forefront  for 
thousands  of  employees.  At  this  date, 
the  bills  have  cleared  the  House  Re- 
tirement Committee,  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  floor  of  the  House,  and 
then  referred  to  House  Appropriations 
as  a  safety  measure.  Your  Secretary  has 
))een  called  for  discussion  of  the  bills 
by  a  sub-committee,  and  we  feel  the 
bills  will  be  cleared  before  you  have 
opportunity  to  read  this  article. 

IF  THESE  BILLS  CLEAR  THE  LEGIS- 
TURE,  we  plan  to  have  meetings  in 
every  Chapter  in  the  State,  and  furnish 
all  possible  information  so  the  member- 
ship will  be  intelligently  able  to  vote 
their  convictions  when  the  referendum 
is  called.  Also,  when  we  have  our  An- 
nual Unit  Meetings  in  July  and  August, 
it  is  hoped  we  will  be  able  to  call  in 
more  employees  than  the  usual  number 
of  delegates  so  a  fruitful  discussion  of 
the  proposal  can  be  held. 
MORE  QUESTIONS  BEING  ASKED 
daily  about  SS-Retirement,  and  space 
does  not  permit  full  discussion  here. 
However,  to  clear  two  important  points: 
withdrawals  of  your  contributions  to 
the  State  System,  both  past  and  future, 
will  still  be  allowed  if  you  separate  and 
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desire  to  withdraw.  There  are  no  witl 
drawals  of  SS  funds.  None  of  tt 
money  you  have  previously  paid  in 
to  be  bothered,  as  protected  by  th 
Constitutional  Amendment.  Disability  : 
to  be  retained  in  full,  with  a  suppl 
ment  being  made  to  the  3%  system  i 
the  future  to  allow  disability  retirt 
ment  at  the  full  5%  rate.  Some  ha^v 
asked  me  do  benefits  increase  undt 
SS  when  the  contributions  go  up  t 
2V^%  in  19  60 — the  answer  is  we  do  m 
know.  Congress  can  change  the  SS  la- 
whenever  they  wish,  and  they  may  ii 
crease  benefits,  or  they  may  remain  b 
the  same  level  as  at  present.  Th 
original  SS  System  was  established  o 
anticipation  of  gradual  increase  to 
4%  contribution.  Every  change  tha 
Congress  has  made  since  193  7  has  bee 
a  change  for  the  betterment  of  the  plai 
so  we  can  only  hope  for  the  future. 

YOUR  ASSOCIATION  has  worked  da 
and  night,  7  days  a  week,  since  earl 
January  to  safeguard  your  interests  i 
the  General  Assembly.  We  only  hop 
that  our  efforts  have  been  successfu 
and  you  can  be  sure  of  one  thing:  i 
there  had  been  no  organization  at  al 
nobody  knows  what  could  have  happen 
ed  to  your  living  standards.  This  ha 
been  one  of  the  hardest-fought  Legisla 
tures  I  have  ever  worked  in,  with  mor 
groups  opposing  taxes  than  ever  befort 
with  other  groups  proposing  taxes  am 
maintenance  of  services.  We  have  bee' 
called  before  more  Legislative  Commit 
tees  than  ever  before,  our  counsel  ha 
been  sought  more  than  any  sessio:

Inventory  Procedure 
Outlined  in  Manual 

A  new  mimeographed  manual  on  pro- 
cedure for  inventory  control  has  recent- 
ly been  completed.  It  is  the  handiwork 
of  three  division  equipment  superin- 
tendents— Henry  Alford,  George  Brink- 
ley,  and  J.  F.  Abernathy — and  two 
automotive  parts  supervisors — Harry 
Long  and  B.  P.  Lambert.  They  have  dis- 
cussed and  worked  out  some  easily 
understood  rules  regarding  handling  of 
highway  equipment. 

As  stated  in  the  preface,  there  are 
many  problems  in  properly  maintaining 
stocks  of  replacement  parts  at  all  points 
throughout  the  State.  Lack  of  parts 
when  needed  may  cost  thousands  of 
dollars  each  year  to  the  State  in  "down 
time"  loss  of  work  by  equipment  and 
men,  "cluttered"  shops  hinder  progres- 
sive work  by  foreman  and  mechanics, 
repair  costs  skyrocket,  tempers  flare 
and  bad  relations  occur  with  other  de- 
partments when  needed  equipment  is 
tied  up  and  not  producing. 

The  manual  is  an  answer  to  this 
problem  as  well  as  overstocking.  There 
is  a  guide  to  reducing  stocks  of  obsolete 
parts.  The  committee  of  five  under  the 
direction  of  Bob  Setzer  worked  toward 
a  three-fold  purpose:  Standardize  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  all  part  stocks 
within  the  Highway  Commission  so  that 
work  will  be  along  same  general  plan 
in  each  division,  stress  constant  re- 
evaluation  and  adjustment  to  changing 
conditions  so  that  it  will  become  a 
matter  of  pride  and  self-satisfaction 
rather  than  a  painful  chore,  and  stimu- 


Turnpike  Survey 
Being  Conductc 

An  extensive  traffic  surveys  as  to 
feasibility   of  a   North   Carolina  tu 
pike  has  been  underway  since  Ma 
31.  The  field  work  should  be  comple 
by  June  1. 

North  Carolina  along  with  the  hi 
way  departments  of  West  Virginia  i 
Virginia  is  conducting  an  origin-  de 
nation  survey  to  determine  how  mi 
present  traffic  would  likely  use  a  t 
turnpike  running  from  Ohio  j 
western  Pennsylvania  through 
Virginias  and  Carolinas.  Some  88  mi 
on  the  northern  end  of  the  propoi 
turnpike  is  already  built  and  open 
toll-paying  traffic. 

Across  the  State  from  Burlington 
Asheville,  sixteen  traffic  stations  hi 
been  in  operation.  All  drivers  pass: 
the  stations  are  asked  the  locations 
their  trip  origins  and  destination.  T 
"interview"  stations  are  being  operai 
for  periods  varying  from  16  hours 
five  24-hour  days.  The  stations  i 
located  near  Winston-Salem,  Dobs 
Pilot  Mountain,  Wallburg,  Dought 
Clemmons,  Kernersville,  Whitsett,  W 
come,  Mooresville,  Richfield,  Conco^ 
Mars  Hill  and  Marshall. 

All  drivers  are  asked  two  questioi 
"Where  did  this  trip  start?  Where  v 
it  end?"  No  names  or  license  numbi' 
are  recorded.  The  stations  are  not  us 
to  check  driver  licenses  or  vehicl 
Highway  Patrolmen  are  present 
handle  traffic,  prevent  delays  and  assi 
safety  and  order.

The  results  of  the  origin-destinati 
surveys  being  made  in  the  Tri-Stc 
area,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  a 
North  Carolina,  will  be  correlated 
Coverdale  and  Colpitts,  an  engineeri 
firm  who  will  determine  whether  ti 
proposed  turnpike  would  be  feasil 
and  self-paying  from  tolls.

iniinated  ultimately  and  the  reyuired 
ght  of  way  for  the  separation  or  inter- 
lange  shall  be  acquired  or  reserved 
iiitially.  All  at-grade  intersections  of 
rivate  driveways  shall  be  eliminated, 
irminated,  rerouted  or  intercepted  by 
outage  roads  in  the  initial  construe- 
on  except  where  permitted  in  sparsely 
■jttled  rural  areas. 
The  design  speed  shall  be  at  least  70, 
0  or  50  mph  for  flat,  rolling  and  moun- 
linous  topography,  respectively,  and  de- 
ending  on  the  nature  of  the  terrain 
Qd  development. 

A  generous  allowance  should  be  made 
n  curvature,  superelevation  and  sight 
istance. 

For  design  speeds  of  70,  60,  and  50 
iph,  gradients  generally  shall  not  be 
eeper  than  three,  four  or  five  per  cent, 
aspectively.  In  rugged  terrain,  the 
radient  may  be  one  per  cent  steeper, 
nd  in  unusual  conditions  two  per  cent 
eeper. 

TraflSc  lanes  shall  not  be  less  than  12 
'3et  wide.  Where  the  two-direction 
lolume  of  mixed  traffic  per  hour  is  ex- 
acted to  be  over  600  in  ten  years,  a 
ivlded  highway  shall  be  provided  ini- 
ally.  Where  the  traffic  count  in  20 
ears  will  exceed  800  volumes  per  hour 
exceeds  the  lower  two-lane  design 
ipacity,  the  highway  shall  be  designed 
s  a  divided  highway.  Efficiency  and 
apacity  of  two-lane  highways  may  be 
icreased  by  providing  climbing  lanes 
n  upgrades  or  more  frequent  and 
jnger  sections  safe  for  passing. 

Median  Standards 

Medians  in  rural  areas  shall  be  at 
i&st  20  feet;  in  urban  areas,  16  feet 
'^ide.  Narrower  medians  may  be  pro- 
ided  in  urban  areas  of  high  right  of 
ay  cost,  on  long  and  costly  bridges, 
nd  in  mountainous  terrain.  No  median 
|my  be  less  than  four  feet  wide.  Where 
rossings  at  grade  are  provided  initially 
n  divided  highways  with  narrow 
ledians,  the  median  on  the  interstate 


highway  shall  be  at  least  IG  feet  wide 
at  the  intersection. 

Shoulders  usable  by  all  classes  of 
vehicles  in  all  weather  shall  be  provided 
on  the  right  of  traffic.  The  usable  widtli 
of  shoulder  shall  be  not  less  than  eight 
feet.  In  mountainous  terrain  involving 
high  cost  for  additional  width,  the 
usable  shoulder  width  must  be  at  least 
four  feet. 

Side  slopes  shall  be  4:1  or  flatter 
where  feasible  and  not  steeper  than  2 : 1 
except  in  rock  excavation  or  other 
special  conditions. 

Right  of  Way  Widths 

Fixed  minimum  widths  of  right  of 
way  are  not  specified  because  wide 
widths  are  desirable.  However,  condi- 
tions may  make  narrow  widths  neces- 
sary, and  right  of  way  need  not  be  of 
constant  width. 

In  rural  areas,  right  of  way  widths 
should  be  not  less  than  the  following, 
plus  additional  widths  needed  for  heavy 
cuts  and  fills:

All  culverts  shall  be  of  sufticient 
length  to  accommodate  the  pavements, 
median,  and  shoulders  without  reduc- 
tion in  width. 

Bridges  and  overpasses,  preferably  of 
deck  construction,  should  be  located 
to  fit  the  over-all  alignment  and  profile 
of  the  highway. 

Structure  Standards 

The  clear  height  of  structures  shall  be 
not  less  than  14  feet  over  the  entire 
roadway  width,  including  the  usable 
width  of  shoulders.  The  clear  height 
should  be  not  less  than  15  feet  in  rural 
areas  on  interstate  routes  remote  from 
alternate  routes.  Allowance  should  be 
made  for  any  contemplated  resurfacing. 

The  width  of  all  bridges,  including 
grade  separation  structures,  of  100  feet 
in  length  or  less  between  abutments  or 
end  supporting  piers  shall  equal  the 
full  roadway  width  on  the  approaches, 
including  the  u  sable  width  of 
shoulders. 

Barrier  curbs  on  bridges  longer  than 
100  feet  shall  be  offset  at  least  two 
feet.  Offsets  to  face  of  parapet  or  rail 
shall  be  at  least  3  Vz  feet  measured  from 
edge  of  through  traffic  lane  and  apply 
on  right  and  left.  Provision  should  be 
made  for  emergency  stopping  of  vehi- 
cles on  long  bridges  carrying  heavy 
traffic  volumes.

Extensive  improvements  are  n  e  a  r  i  n  g  completion  at 
Woman's  Prison  in  Raleigh.  Above  scenes  show  several  of 
the  newly-completed  buildings. 

Top  picture  was  made  of  one  of  the  two  new  honor 
cottages  for  young  first  offenders.  Each  brick-faced  struc- 
ture was  designed  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  a  prison.  The 
cottages  have  windows  of  a  new  detention  type  without 
the  usual  grilles  and  bars.  The  two  honor  cottages,  both 
located  outside  the  prison  gates,  feature  private  bedrooms 
for  72  young  first  offenders. 

Middle  picture,  on  left,  shows  a  young  inmate  cleaning 
one  of  the  36  individual  bedrooms  in  the  cottage  for  white 
first  offenders.  There  is  another  honor  cottage  exactly  like 
this  one  for  the  colored  first  offenders.  The  attractive  rugs 
and  draperies  were  woven  by  inmates  on  looms  in  the 


prison  craft  room.

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CxftH^Mcaif  Taking  ^hajie 

Work  on  the  most  extensive  intracity  highway  improve- 
ment in  the  State  is  well  underway.  The  big  Winston-Salem 
East-West  Expressway  has  been  designed  to  carry  heavy 
traflic  through  the  city.  The  present  project  begins  at  Clover- 
dale  Avenue  and  extend  1.6  miles  east  to  Liberty  Street. 

The  work  includes  construction  of  two  35-foot  wide  traffic 
lanes  separated  by  a  median  strip.  The  Expressway  will  have 
controlled  access.  Ten  bridges  for  grade  separations  at 
street  crossings  will  be  built.  Contract  estimate  for  the 
present  work  of  grading  and  structures  only  is  $2. 093, 000. 
Contractors  are  Sanford  Construction  Company  of  Sanford 
structures;  and  J.  K.  Cecil  and  Sons  of  Lexington,  grading. 
Completion  date  is  December  31,  1936. 

Future  extensions  of  the  project  will  tie  in  on  the  west 
with  the  Yadkin  River  Bridge  on  US  138  and  on  the  east 
with  US  138  and  421  beyond  city  limits  of  Winston-Salem. 
Estimated  total  cost  of  all  the  work  is  $10  million.  The  work 
is  being  done  in  the  Ninth  Division  where  James  A.  Gray, 
Jr.,  is  Commissioner;  Z.  V.  Stewart  is  division  engineer;  and 
W.  S.  Sizer  is  resident  engineer  assisted  by  J.  H.  Berrier.

A  beautiful  new  bridgre  is  being  built  at  Rozzells  Ferry  over  t\ 
Catawba  River  on  NC  16,  northwest  of  Charlotte,  between  Mecklenbur 
and  Gaston  counties.  Piers  of  the  old  narrow  one-way  bridge  are  bein 
recapped  and  braced  with  new  steel  piles  to  be  incorporated  in  the  ne 
bridge.  Since  water  at  the  bridge  site  has  a  maximum  depth  of  46  fe' 
below  the  spillway  of  the  dam,  extra  long  steel  piles  with  a  maximui 
length  of  80  feet  arc  being  used.  The  old  through  truss  bridge  wit 
timber  floor  and  14V*;  foot  roadway  is  being  dismantled. 

The  new  bridge  which  is  expected  to  be  complete  by  June  1,  195 
will  be  1,059  feet  long,  have  a  26-foot  wide  roadway  and  concrete  floe 
and  rails.  The  bridge  will  consist  of  three  73'6"  spans,  three  203'9 
spans,  and  three  more  73'6"  spans.  The  73'6"  span  units  are  continuoi 
I-beams  while  the  203'9"  spans  are  continuous  deck  plate  girders  havin 
variable  depths.  The  203'9"  span  will  be  one  of  the  longest  continuoi 
deck  plate  girders  on  any  bridge  in  the  State!

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Scientific  Research  Improves 
Design  of  Bituminous  Mixes

was  readily  apparent  that  highway 
■jineers  must  completely  revamp  their 
inking  if  the  highway  system  was  to 
p  pace  with  traffic  demands.  More  and 
ire  the  need  for  a  highly  organized  de- 
n  system,  coupled  with  improved  con- 
uction  practices,  was  realized, 
[n  North  Carolina,  as  in  many  other 
,tes,  it  had  been  a  general  policy  to 
y  on  experience  in  establishing  for- 
ilas  for  bituminous  mixes.  Little  or  no 
jard  was  given  to  any  scientific  method 
design.  While  the  value  of  experience 
)uld  not  be  minimized,  neither  should 
be  used  as  the  sole  basis  for  deciding 
various  factors  involved  in  selecting 
I  mix  formulas.  Engineers  responsible 
bituminous  paving  had  considered  the 
)blem  a  minor  one  and  consequently 
a  devoted  little  time  to  developing  new 
t  methods  or  construction  procedures. 

Paving  Specifications 

klost  pavements  are  constructed  under 
nket  specifications.

irely  different  nature.  One  aggregate 
ght  be  very  porous  and  absorptive 
ile  the  other  was  non-absorptive.  If 
same  bitumen  content  were  used  in 
h  cases,  one  of  the  pavements  would 
)bably  be  over  asphalted  and  have  a 
idency  to  bleed,  shove,  and  rut.  It 
)uld  be  realized  that  each  different 
terial  is  an  individual  problem  and 
)uld  be  treated  accordingly. 
;n  an  effort  to  combat  some  of  the 
ir  increasing  highway  problems,  Chief 
terials  Engineer  C.  E.  Proudley  estab- 
tied  the  Research  Department  as  a 
t  of  the  Division  of  Materials.  The 
lartment  was  set  up  under  the  super- 
ion  of  A.  Duke  Morgan,  Materials  Re- 
5  '.reh  Engineer.    It  was  originally  plan- 


ned to  do  research  in  all  phases  of  high- 
way work  wherever  the  need  arose.  This 
plan  was  followed  so  far  as  field  projects 
were  concerned,  but  the  situation  was 
somewhat  different  in  the  laboratory.  The 
major  problem  at  that  time  was  to  study 
the  various  types  of  bituminous  mixtures 
and  develop  a  reliable  method  of  design 
which  could  be  used  with  assurance  for 
the  tremendous  job  at  hand.  The  200 
million  dollar  paving  program,  which  be- 
gan about  this  time,  demanded  that  more 
attention  be  given  to  bituminous  paving. 
It  was  the  desire  of  all  concerned  to 
build  long  lasting  pavements  that  would 
perform  satisfactorily  with  a  minimum 
of  maintenance.  The  previous  system  of 
"design"  would  not  meet  the  requirements 
for  such  a  vast  paving  program.  There- 
fore, the  course  of  action  for  the  labora- 
tory was  automatically  planned — assist 
the  Bituminous  Engineer  and  his  person- 
nel in  any  way  possible  to  carry  through 
their  job. 

Exliaustive  Kcsearcli 

A  project  of  this  type  is  not  one  which 
can  be  completed  in  a  short  while.  It 
requires  that  a  large  backlog  of  test  re- 
sults be  accumulated  before  conclusions 
can  be  drawn;  it  requires  careful  analyza- 
tion  of  the  test  data  by  people  who  have 
a  thorough  understanding  of  the  signifi- 
cance of  each  item  under  study;  it  re- 
quires the  coordinated  effort  of  both  lab- 
oratory and  field  personnel  who  are  will- 
ing to  keep  working  even  though  results 
are  often  discouraging  and  appear  with- 
out value;  and  last,  it  requires  the  con- 
fidence of  those  in  responsible  positions 
to  see  that  worthwhile  information  ac- 
quired in  the  laboratory  is  applied  in 
the  field.    It  would  be  worthless  to  de- 


velop a  practical  method  of  design  unless 
it  were  properly  applied  in  the  field. 

At  the  start,  the  laboratory  was  greatly 
hampered  by  a  lack  of  equipment  and 
trained  personnel.  Another  serious  prob- 
lem was  a  room  or  area  in  which  to 
work.  For  several  months,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  use  a  portion  of  the  Concrete 
Testing  Laboratory  known  as  the  "sand 
room."  This  added  inconvenience  made 
operations  more  difficult.  In  June,  1947, 
a  separate  laboratory  32'  x  31'  was  con- 
structed solely  for  the  use  of  the  Re- 
search Laboratory.  It  now  became  pos- 
sible to  purchase  equipment  and  place  it 
in  a  permanent  location. 

Test  for  Sand  Asplialt  Mixtnre 

Original  equipment  consisted  of  three 
2-inch  Hubbard-Field  forming  molds  and 
one  breaking  mold.  This  type  of  equip- 
ment is  suitable  for  testing  sand  asphalt 
mixes  only.  The  test  consists  essentially 
of  a  briquette,  one  inch  high  and  two 
inches  in  diameter,  made  from  the  mix- 
ture under  study.  This  briquette  is 
placed  in  a  two-inch  diameter  cylindrical 
sleeve  and  extruded  through  a  1%  inch 
opening  in  the  bottom  of  the  sleeve.  The 
sample  is  broken  at  140°  and  maximum 
dial  reading  is  recorded  as  the  stability. 

For  approximately  one  year,  the  scope 
of  the  activities  was  confined  to  this 
particular  investigation.  After  that  time, 
it  was  felt  that  the  laboratory  personnel 
were  capable  of  using  this  equipment  as 
an  aid  in  deciding  the  optimum  bitumen 
content  for  sand  mixes. 

As  could  be  expected,  this  type  of  in- 
vestigation was  not  readily  accepted  by 
some  of  the  older,  career  men  with  the 
highway  department.  They  may  have 
felt  that  methods  in  use  at  that  time 
were  adequate  for  solving  all  problems 
that  arose  with  bituminous  mixes.  At 
any  rate,  the  investigational  work  con- 
tinued and  was  eventually  accepted  and 
recognized  as  a  valuable  aid  for  solving 
some  of  the  problems. 

In  the  second  year  of  operations,  Mar- 
shall Stability  equipment  was  purchased 
(Continued  on  page  2)

for  a  study  of  bituminous  concrete  mix- 
tures. One  outstanding  feature  of  this 
equipment  is  its  portability  and  the  ease 
with  which  it  can  be  used  in  the  field. 
Raw  materials  were  secured  from  many 
jobs  and  brought  into  the  laboratory  for 
study.  At  the  same  time,  the  equipment 
was  taken  on  various  job  sites  and 
samples  were  prepared  in  the  field  for 
testing.  Reports  on  each  project  were 
sent  to  the  Bituminous  Engineer  and 
others  concerned  with  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  job.  At  that  time,  in- 
formation contained  in  these  reports  was 
merely  for  the  records  and  had  no  part 
in  establishing  job  mix  formulas.  The 
value  of  this  type  of  testing  soon  became 
apparent  and  was  often  requested  by  the 
bituminous  department. 

Modified  six-inch  Hubbard-Field  testing 
equipment  was  manufactured  by  the  State 
Highway  Shop  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  Marshall  equipment.  The  six 
inch  test  works  on  exactly  the  same  prin- 
ciple as  the  two  inch  Hubbard  Field  ex- 
cept mixtures  containing  coarse  aggre- 
gate may  be  used  with  the  larger  equip- 
ment. These  two  tests  (Marshall  and 
6  inch  Hubbard  Field)  were  used  for 
approximately  two  years  with  moderate 
success.  While  both  of  these  tests  pro- 
duced valuable  design  information,  they 
had  certain  shortcomings  which  left  some 
questions  unanswered.  An  empiracal  test 
of  this  type  often  produces  results  of 
questionable  value.  When  the  laboratory 
personnel  became  highly  proficient  in  the 


performance  of  the  test  procedures  and 
the  results  are  analyzed  by  qualified  per- 
sonnel, these  variables  are  reduced  to  a 
minimum.  Even  then,  erratic  results  are 
sometimes  obtained.  One  of  the  major 
disadvantages  was  the  inability  to  repro- 


duce stability  results  within  a  very  sn 
range. 

In  a  search  for  more  accurate  i 
simpler  methods,  the  laboratory  lear: 
of  the  Unconfined  Compression  Test.  T 
type  of  test  is  used  for  bituminous  c 
Crete  and  is  made  on  molded  cylindri 
speciment  four  inches  high  and  f 
inches  in  diameter.  The  specimens 
broken  at  77°  F.  after  a  24  hour  cur 
period  at  140°  F.  Load  is  applied  at 
inch  per  min.  directly  to  the  test  sp 
men  and  the  stability  reported  in  P.  S 
Of  the  various  types  of  tests  investiga 
the  Unconfined  Compression  has  produ 
the  most  reliable  results.  Stability  val 
are  reproducible  within  a  very  sn 
range.  The  test  is  relatively  simple 
perform  and  requires  no  complicated 
expensive  equipment. 

A  vibratory  compactor  is  used  in 
junction  with  this  test  to  determine  o 
mum  aggregate  combination.  It  has  b 
found  that  the  blend  of  aggregates  wh 
produces  maximum  density  (minim 
void  content)  will  produce  a  bitumin- 
mixture  with  a  higher  stability  than 
be  obtained  with  less  dense  gradings 
the  same  aggregate.    The  compactor 
steel  table  which  vibrates  at  4300  cyt 
per  minute.    A  predetermined  amount 
aggregate  is  placed  in  a  special  cylin 
which  fits  on  the  vibratory  table.  1

)sely  by  Waller.  He  designed  and  re- 
ied  testing  equipment,  analyzed  results 
d  eventually  came  up  with  tests  to 
mdardize  the  design  of  bituminous 
ixes.  His  efforts  took  much  of  the 
(esswork  and  "sight  engineering"  out  of 
ladbuilding.  Now  exhaustive  laboratory 
sts  evolved  through  his  meticulous  and 
instaking  research  are  used  to  get  the 
|st  design  mix  possible  with  available 
lad  materials  for  a  good  durable  pave- 
:5nt  which  will  stand  up  under  heavy 
iffic  and  loads.    By  scientifically  blend- 


ing the  road  materials,  e.g.,  stone,  fine 
aggregates,  mineral  filler,  and  asphalt,  in 
the  right  paving  combination,  the  State 
is  now  usually  able  to  get  a  good  firm 
bituminous  pavement  which  bonds  well 
and  will  stand  up  under  many  years  of 
traffic  pounding  and  the  ravages  of 
weather. 

Waller  worked  in  the  highway  labora- 
tory summers  between  college  terms  and 
then  parttime  while  attending  State  Col- 
lege. Upon  graduation  in  1949  with  a 
B.S.  degree  in  General  Engineering,  he 
began  fulltime  work  with  the  Highway 
Commission. 

During  World  War  II,  he  spent  two 
years  as  a  machinist's  mate  in  the  Navy. 
He  took  ROTC  at  State  College  and  upon 
graduation,  was  commissioned  a  Second 


Lieutenant.  Today  he  is  a  First  Lieu- 
tenant in  the  Air  Force  Reserve. 

Waller  was  born  in  1927,  in  Petersburg, 
Virginia,  but  his  family  moved  to  Gary 
when  he  was  a  child  and  he  was  edu- 
cated in  the  Gary  High  School.  He  is  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Fred  Waller.  His 
father  is  a  laboratory  technician  in  the 
highway  physical  testing  laboratory. 

Waller  is  married  to  the  former  Phyllis 
Moore  of  Greenville.  They  live  in  Long- 
view  Gardens,  a  suburb  of  Raleigh,  and 
have  two  children:  four-year  old  David, 
and  one-year  old  Donna.  They  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Longview  Baptist  Church. 

Waller  is  a  member  of  the  Raleigh  En- 
gineers Club,  the  N.  C.  Society  of  Engi- 
neers, and  the  American  Society  of  Mili- 
tary Engineers.

They're  making  good  progress  in  building  Charlotte's  new  t  iosstown  boulevard. 
Top  picture  of  the  Morehead  Street  bridge  was  made  at  beginning  of  project. 

Anchor  bolts  were  set  with  extreme  care  in  the  piers  and  abutments  since  they 
were  set  on  horizontal  curves.  When  the  steel  beams  were  set  in  place,  all  anchor 
bolts  fitted  in  perfectly.  The  structure  consists  of  two  spans  of  I-beams,  one  34  feet 
long,  the  other  43  feet  long.  The  width  of  the  roadway  from  curb  to  curb  is  80  feet. 
The  width  of  the  sidewalk  is  six  feet.  Note  the  beautiful  retaining  walls. 

The  South  Boulev^ard  Bridge  is  56  feet  from  curb  to  curb  and  has  two-foot 
wide  sidewalks  on  each  side.  It  was  no  small  feat  to  build  the  structure  since  it  is  on 
a  24  degree  curve.  Note  the  new  lightweight  aluminum  handrails.  Earthwork  in 
background  was  used  in  building  approach  to  the  new  bridge. 

The  new  2.066-mile  long  crosstown  boulevard  runs  from  Morehead  Street  to 
Independence  Boulevard  at  Hill  Street.  It  will  carry  US  29,  74,  and  NC  27  on 
the  southeast  side  of  Charlotte.  Work  has  been  underway  since  June.  1954,  and 
should  be  completed  by  January  1.  1956.  H.  R.  Stewart  of  Asheville  holds  the 
contract  for  the  grading,  paving  and  structures  for  a  contract  estimate  of 
$1,340,578.55.  M.  E.  Beatty  is  division  engineer  while  W.  A.  Little  is  resident 
engineer  on  the  job. 

There  are  five  other  major  structures,  including  a  triple  box  culvert  over  Irwin 
Creek,  at  the  following  locations  in  Charlotte:  Irwin  Creek  Bridge,  Clarkson  Street 
Bridge,  Bridge  over  mainline  of  the  Southern  Railroad,  and  Bridge  over  Columbia 
Branch  of  the  Southern  Railroad.

whole  assembly  is  vibrated  for  20  minutes 
with  accurate  volume  measurements  made 
before  and  after  vibrating.  Using  these 
volume  measurements  and  the  weight  of 
material  in  the  cylinder,  the  aggregate 
density  is  then  calculated. 

Bituminous  Concrete  Mixture 

The  Unconfined  Compression  Test  along 
with  the  vibratory  compactor,  has  been 
used  extensively  for  the  past  18  months 
to  design  mixes  for  many  projects 
through  the  state.  It  will  be  a  matter 
of  years  before  this  test  method  can  be 


evaluated  with  any  degree  of  certainty. 
Sufficient  time  should  be  allowed  to  study 
the  service  behavior  of  pavements  de- 
signed by  this  method.  Results  of  this 
work  appear  quite  promising  at  this  time. 

It  has  now  become  a  matter  of  routine 
for  materials  to  be  sent  to  the  Bituminous 
Laboratory  for  grading  checks  and  de- 
sign mixes.  The  laboratory  technique 
has  been  perfected  to  the  point  that  re- 
sults obtained  from  these  tests  may  be 
used  with  a  reasonable  assurance  of  suc- 
cess. The  work  performed  in  the  labora- 
tory is  not  meant  to  be  a  cure-all.  It  is 
simply  an  aid  in  determining  job  mix 
formulas,  optimum  bitumen  contents,  and 


aggregate  gradings  to  be  used  on  sti 
projects.   Experience  and  sound  judgmi 
will  always  play  an  important  parf 
the  construction  of  a  highway  system 
gardless  of   the  new   test  methods 
veloped.    But  a  combination  of  good  ju 
ment  and  experience  coupled  with  a  s 
isfactory  design  procedure  will  grea 
improve  the  chances  for  high  quali 
long  lasting  pavements. 

At  present,  the  job  of  designing 
tuminous  mixtures  is  one  which  requi 
full  use  of  the  laboratory  equipment  a 
personnel.  Consequently,  extensive 
search  projects  along  other  lines  can 
be  accomplished  under  the  present  ( 
cumstances. 

Minor  Research 

None  of  the  minor  research  investi 
tions  conducted  during  the  past  five  yes 
is  discussed  in  this  report.  Most  w^ 
of  such  nature  that  they  could  be  cc 
pleted  in  a  relatively  short  time  and 
ports  made  to  proper  authorities  ui 
completion.  Detailed  information  on  thi 
projects  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

Of  necessity,  the  present  plans  for  i 
bituminous  laboratory  are  to  contit 
giving  assistance  with  mix  designs  w 
the  remaining  time  devoted  to  minor 
search  investigations. 

Requirements  based  on  the  Unconfli 
Compression  Test  have  now  become 
part  of  our  general  specifications  for 
tuminous  paving.  Minimum  stabil 
limits  have  been  set  at  200  P.  S.  I. 
binder  mixes  and  250  P.  S.  I.  for  CI; 
"I"  surface  course  mixtures.  Each  pi 
ect  is  analyzed  separately  and  where  c 
ditions  warrant  higher  stability,  val- 
are  required.  When  construction  of! 
project  is  started,  the  laboratory  for 
make  periodic  checks  to  assure  that  1 
contractor  is  meeting  all  requirements 

It  is  believed  that  this  system  will  p 
vide  the  taxpayers  a  much  higher  tyi 
longer  lasting,  pavement  at  little  or 
increase  in  cost.

section  without  major  changes  to  the 
station.  Total  cost  of  the  dual-stations 
including  the  scales,  right  of  way,  con- 
struction and  buildings  was  about  $39,000. 

The  scale  buildings  and  scale  pits  were 
built  by  highway  bridge  maintenance 
forces  under  the  supervision  of  Bridge 
Superintendent  K.  R.  Scott.  The  drain- 
age, grading  and  paving  was  completed 
by  highway  forces  in  the  Seventh  Divi- 
sion under  District  Engineer  L.  H.  Gun- 
ter.  The  Fairbanks-Morse  Company  su- 
pervised the  installation  of  the  scales. 
A.  S.  Furtado,  electrical  engineer  with 


the  Bridge  Maintenance  Department,  de- 
vised the  wiring  and  flood  lighting. 

The  double  station  ranks  with  the  best 
in  the  State  and  will  compare  favorably 
with  any  in  the  nation.  Its  round-the- 
clock  operation  should  result  in  control  of 
excessive  truck  axle  and  weight  loads. 
As  a  result,  pavements  and  bridges  in  a 
wide  area  of  the  State  will  be  protected 
from  the  damage  of  overloaded  trucks. 
The  stations  will  be  staffed  by  employees 
of  the  State  Department  of  Motor  Ve- 
hicles since  the  Highway  Commission  is 
not  a  law-enforcement  agency.

Driveway  Entrance 
Standards  Adopted 

A  new  booklet  giving  the  "Minimum 
Standards  for  Entrances  to  Highways 
from  Commercial  Establishments"  was  re- 
cently approved  by  the  Highway  Com- 
mission and  5,000  copies  are  now  being 
printed  for  free  distribution.  The  new 
standards  supersede  similar  but  stricter 
ones  adopted  in  1951,  and  apply  only  to 
new  construction.  However,  the  revised 
standards  are  more  liberal  than  the 
previous  ones  and  all  property  owners 
should  be  able  to  comply  with  them  with 
little  interference  in  their  n  o  r  m  a  1 
operations. 

The  purpose  of  the  new  booklet  is  to 
provide  design  standards  so  that  traffic 
may  move  orderly  and  safely  out  of  pri- 
vate properties  with  a  minimum  interfer- 


ence to  through  highway  traffic.  Any 
property-owner  wishing  to  construct  a 
driveway  connecting  with  a  State  High- 
way must  apply  to  the  District  Engineer 
for  an  Access  Permit  since  any  work  on 
the  highway  right  of  way  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Highway  Commission. 

Safer  Highways 

The  booklet  is  an  effort  to  make  the 
State's  highways  safer  and  freer  from 
hazards  by  preventing  construction  of  any 
driveway  directly  into  an  intersection 
where  there  are  already  many  conflict 
points.  Rather,  the  booklet  explains,  any 
new  driveway  must  be  built  so  that  it 
turns  traffic  into  the  main  traffic  stream 
or  into  a  side  street.  By  preventing  pav- 
ing the  entire  frontage  of  adjacent  prop- 
erty, the  Commission  hopes  to  eliminate 
parking  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
highway.

He  says  that  since  most  of 
the  husbands  left  it  up  to  their  wives 
to  register  complaints  about  the  street 
widening,  he  was  usually  confronted  by 
the  ladies.  He  did  make  it  a  cardinal 
rule  to  always  be  on  the  construction 
site  and  readily  available  for  any  com- 
plaints the  ladies  might  make.  Then, 
too,  he'd  hear  them  out  and  then  as 
calmly  and  diplomatically  as  possible 
explain  that  the  construction  was  not 
going  to  damage  their  property.  He 
recalls  there  was  one  lady-property- 
owner  who  always  claimed  the  highway 
was  being  widened  on  her  land.  For 
several  mornings,  she'd  be  waiting  for 
Pettigrew  to  come  on  the  job.  To  prove 
that  the  construction  was  being  done 
within  the  specified  62  feet  of  right  of 
way  and  not  on  her  property,  he'd  let 
her  hold  one  end  of  the  measuring  tape 
and  he'd  hold  the  other  end  from  the 
centerline.  Then,  together  they'd 
measure.  But  he  gives  credit  for  tact- 
fully handling  the  ladies'  complaints  to 
his  past  experience.  "With  four  women

something  about  getting  along  with 
women."

RETIREMENT  REFERENDUM  DATE 
set  for  October  26,  the  date  on  which  the 
vote  will  be  taken  on  coordination  of 
Social  Security  with  our  State  Retire- 
ment System.  Details  on  method  of  vot- 
ing and  tabulation  will  be  announced  at 
a  later  date.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  a  majority  of  the  eligible  members 
of  the  Retirement  System  must  vote  in 
favor  of  coordination,  or  it  fails.  Your 
Secretary  has  compiled  facts  and  figures, 
questions  and  answers  in  a  printed  hand- 
book which  is  being  distributed  at  the 
Unit  Meetings,  and  it  is  hoped  that  care- 
ful scrutiny  of  these  will  answer  most 
of  the  problems  presented  by  individuals, 
and  that  the  information  contained  there- 
in will  give  each  member  a  better  picture 
of  the  proposal. 

NEW  INSURANCE  PROPOSALS  for 
the  next  contract  year  have  been  ap- 
proved by  Insurance  Committee  of  the 
Association  after  meeting  with  officials 
of  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance 
Company  and  Mr.  Witherspoon.  Follow- 
ing the  recent  verbal  poll  among  the  mem- 
bers on  proposed  changes  in  hospital  room 
allowances,  was  decided  to  have  another 
DoU  taken  and  offer  only  two  proposals 
(based  on  the  previous  vote  indication), 


this  to  be  either  an  increase  to  $7.50  per 
day,  or  no  change  in  the  present  $5  al- 
lowance. It  should  be  understood  that  a 
change  to  $7.50  per  day  will  also  increase 
the  hospital  extras  up  to  $112.50  instead 
of  the  present  $75  maximum  and  that  de- 
pendent maternity  allowance  would  be 
increased  to  $75,  whereas  it  is  only  $50 
in  the  present  contract.  Employee  ma- 
ternity would  be  up  to  14  days  plus  the 
increased  extras  up  to  $112.50,  whereas 
it  is  now  up  to  14  days  plus  only  a  maxi- 
mum of  $75  extras.  There  would  be  no 
change  in  surgical  benefits,  and  the  new 
increased  cost  for  the  employee  would  be 
only  37c  per  month,  and  new  increased 
cost  for  employee  with  family  members 
would  be  only  $1.32  per  month.  In  addi- 
tion to  room  allowance  increases,  it  is 
proposed  to  add  certain  new  life  groups. 
Under  this  proposal,  salaries  from  $3000 
to  $3500  annually  would  carry  $3500  life; 
salaries  from  $3500  to  $4000  would  carry 
$4000  life;  salaries  from  $4000  to  $4500 
would  carry  $4500  life,  and  salaries  above 
$4500  would  carry  $5000  life. 

It  should  be  remembered  by  all  that 
careful  consideration  is  given  to  any 
changes  in  our  insurance  contract;  we 
must  protect  the  present  carriers  and 
those  retired  or  contemplating  retire- 
ment; we  must  not  do  anything  that  will 
lower  our  standards  or  might  have  an 
ill  effect  on  the  policy  contract  each 
year.  Every  change  is  approved  by  our 
actuaries  and  consideration  is  given  in 
every  respect  to  the  majority  of  our  mem- 
bers and  their  ability  to  pay,  as  well  as 
what  is  thought  they  would  desire  in 
increased  insurance  benefits.  These  pro- 
posals are  not  something  that  is  made  up 


and  presented  by  the  company,  but 
something  presented  to  us  at  the  requtj 
of  the  Association  for  facts  and  figur 
on  such  changes,  and  your  committ 
never  jumps  hastily  to  conclusions,  b 
only  agrees  to  changes  when  it  is  provi 
to  be  safe  and  sound.

OUR  JOB 

The  State  Highway  Commission  is 
responsible  for  68,911  miles  of  high- 
ways, roads  and  streets,  according  to 
the  latest  report  from  the  Division  of 
Statistics  and  Planning.  During  1954, 
the  total  mileage  increased  by  721 
miles. 

Almost  50  per  cent,  or  34,265 
miles  of  the  68,911  miles,  are  hard- 
surfaced.  The  rest  are  graded  and 
stabilized  for  all-weather  driving. 

The  rural  primary  system  consists 
of  10,7  36  miles  of  paved  miles  and 
146  miles  unpaved  miles;  the  munici- 
pal primary  system,  1,123  paved  and 
four  unpaved  miles:  the  rural 
secondary  system,  21,364  paved  and 
34,150  unpaved  miles;  and  municipal 
secondary  system,  1.04  2  paved  and 
346  unpaved  miles. 
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Facts  and  Figures  on  Coordination  of 

State  Retirement  and  Social  Securit

Foreword: 

If  the  Teachers'  and  State  Employees'  Retirement  System 
is  coordinated  with  Social  Security,  it  must  be  done  by  refer- 
endum vote  of  the  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  A 
majority  of  the  eligible  voters  (not  just  those  voting)  must 
vote  in  favor  of  the  coordination  or  it  fails.  A  referendum 
date  has  ben  set  by  Governor  Hodges  for  Wednesday,  October 
26,  1955.  The  Teachers'  and  State  Employees'  Retirement  Sys- 
tem under  direction  of  Executive  Secretary  Nathan  Yelton  will 
hold  the  referendum  on  that  date.  Votes  will  be  taken  by 
written  ballot  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  later. 

If  the  two  plans  are  coordinated,  it  will  work  as  follows: 

1.  There  will  be  no  reduction  in  retirement  allowances  for 
those  already  retired. 

2.  For  members  in  service,  benefits  would  be  paid  in  full 
for  both  membership  and  prior  service  up  to  the  time  the 
coordinated  program  would  become  effective,  which  would 
be  January  1,  1955. 

3.  No  decrease  in  disability  benefits  as  a  result  of  the  com- 
bination of  Social  Security  and  Retirement.  Disability  benefits 
would  be  paid  as  at  present  on  the  5%  basis  and  would  not 
be  affected  in  any  way  by  the  addition  of  Social  Security. 

4.  Each  member  of  the  Retirement  System  will  contribute 
3%  of  salary  to  the  Retirement  System  under  the  proposed 
plan  and  2%  to  Social  Security  up  to  a  salary  of  $4,200  per 
year.  On  that  part  of  the  salary  in  excess  of  $4,200  per  year, 
members  would  contribute  5%  of  their  salaries  for  the  Retire- 
ment System  exclusively. 

5.  The  20-year  vested  right  clause  of  the  law,  and  early 
retirement  (30-year  clause)  would  remain. 

6.  For  those  members  who  wish  to  retire  at  age  60,  an 
increased  benefit  would  be  pai3  between  age  60  and  age  65 
when  Social  Security  begins  payment.  The  purpose  of  this  is 
to  avoid  penalizing  those  employees  who  wish  to  retire  at 
age  60. 

7.  The  cost  to  the  State  for  both  retirement  and  Social 
Security  will  be  the  same  until  January  1,  1960,  at  which  time 
there  will  be  a  one-half  of  one  per-cent  increase  for  both  the 
employee  and  the  employer  for  Social  Security.

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  were  approved  by  the  Actuary 
for  the  System,  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  by  the  office 
of  the  Attorney  General.  Our  Actuary  tells  us  that  no- 
body will  lose,  the  majority  will  gain;  that  any  future 
reduction  in  System  Benefits  will  be  more  than  offset 
by  allowances  under  Social  Security,  plus  the  rights  of 
survivor  benefits  provided  under  SS. 

SS  Costs  will  go  up  beginning  in  1960,  provided  Congress 
adheres  to  the  present  plan.  Nobody  can  predict  accurate- 
ly what  will  be  done  then,  and  it  is  our  belief  that  we 
can  hold  the  State  System  to  a  minimum  3%  System 
in  any  event. 

SOCIAL  SECURITY— QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS: 
ALREADY  RETIRED:  If  now  drawing  old-age  benefits,  will 

receive  bigger  pension,  from  $5  to  $13.50  more  per  month. 
RETIRING  IN  FUTURE?  At  65  or  later,  can  count  on 

larger  check,  up  to  $162.80  per  month  for  a  retired  couple. 
HOLDING  JOB  AFTER  RETIREMENT?  Now  permitted  to 

earn  to  $1200  per  year  without  loss  of  SS;  At  age  72,  can  earn 

unlimited  amount. 


Official  name  is  Old  Ag(| 
and  Survivors  Insurance;  benefits  payable  to  people  in  theij 
old  age,  or  because  the  family  breadwinner  died.

$20  billions  held  for  SS. 

ADMINISTRATION  COSTS— 2c  from  each  tax  dollar;  verlj 
low. 

INVESTMENTS— One-third  of  Insurance  Companies  havl 
funds  invested  in  U.  S.  Bonds,  same  as  SS  has  entire  amoun 
in  Bonds.  Government  acts  as  Trustee  of  funds  for  SS. 
QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS: 

ARE  ALL  WORKERS  COVERED?  About  9  out  of  10.  Thos 
not  covered  are  doctors,  lawyers,  dentists,  firemen  and  police 
men  now  under  a  retirement  system,  career  members  of  armei 
forces,  and  some  civilian  federal  employees.  If  you  go  ovei 
seas  as  civilian  employee  of  an  American  firm,  you  ar 
covered  also.  Citizenship  is  not  a  requirement  of  coverage 
if  you  live  and  work  in  U.  S.  in  covered  occupation,  you  ar 
eligible  for  benefits. 

ARMED  FORCES  SERVICE  COUNT?  Yes,  if  you  serve, 
between  9/15/40  and  7/1/55,  for  90  days,  up  to  $160  pe 
month  earnings. 

HAVE  WORKED  DURING  YEAR  FOR  2  DIFFEREN'., 
FIRMS,  BOTH  DEDUCTING  SS  TAXES,  AND  I  HAVE  BEEI 
TAXED  ON  MORE  THAN  $4,200— WHAT  CAN  I  DO?  Yoi 
can  recover  the  excess  amount  by  getting  a  credit  or  rebat 
on  your  Federal  Income  Tax  Return. 

ARE  PAYMENTS  WE  MAKE  USED  TO  MEET  CURREN' 
GOVERNMENT  EXPENSES,  SO  THAT  LATER  WHEN  J 
LOT  OF  PEOPLE  ARE  ELIGIBLE  FOR  BENEFITS  THERl 
WON'T  BE  ENOUGH  TO  PAY  THEM?  No;  all  SS  tax  mone; 
is  kept  by  the  US  Treasury  and  separate  from  other  Treas 
ury  functions.  All  funds  invested  in  bonds,  with  interest  paii 
to  SS  Board;  reserve  now  over  $20  billions. 

MY  HUSBAND  DIED  LAST  MONTH,  LEAVING  ME  ANI 
TWO  BABIES  AS  SURVIVORS.  HE  HAD  BEEN  COVEREI 
BY  SS  ONLY  20  MONTHS.  CAN  WE  COLLECT  BENEFITS 
Yes,  survivor  benefits  and  a  payment  toward  his  funeral  ex 
penses,  if  you  apply.  He  had  been  covered  6  quarters  (1 
months)  and  considered  "currently  insured."  Your  lump-sun 
payment  will  be  3  times  the  monthly  benefit  he  would  hav 
been  entitled  to,  not  less  than  $90  or  more  than  $225;  yoi 
will  get  monthly  payments  for  self  and  children  until  botl 
reach  age  18.  The  most  these  may  total  is  80%  of  your  hui 
band's  average  monthly  earnings  while  he  is  covered,  or  $20C 
whichever  is  lower. 

MY  HUSBAND  DIED  IN  1947,  WHEN  OUR  CHILDREf 
WERE  5  AND  11.  HE  HAD  WORKED  IN  A  COVERED  JOI 
FOR  18  MONTHS.  A  NEIGHBOR  WITH  CHILDREN  WA 
WIDOWED  A  FEW  MONTHS  AGO  AND  IS  COLLECTINC 
SURVIVOR  BENEFITS,  BUT  I  WAS  TOLD  AT  THE  TIMI 
MY  HUSBAND  DIED  THAT  I  WAS  NOT  ELIGIBLE— WHY 
Because  at  the  time  you  were  not  qualified,  he  law  has  beei 
changed  since,  however,  and  you  are  now  qualified  and  shouh 
apply  immediately — there  are  estimated  200,000  dependanti 
of  workers  who  died  between  6/30/40  and  9/1/50  who  art 
also  eligible.  You  will  get  benefits  retroactive  to  9/1/5 
for  yourself  and  for  the  child  who  is  still  under  18,  but  not  fo 
the  child  who  has  reached  18  since  your  husband's  death 
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WHAT  ARE  THE  BENEFITS  AT  RETIREMENT?  Based 
a  average  monthly  earnings  for  period  you  have  been 
)vered  under  SS,  up  to  maximum  average  of  $350  per  month 
ilary.  Take  55%  of  first  $110,  add  20%  of  the  remainder 
;  this  total;  if  sum  works  out  to  odd  pennies,  raise  it  to 
le  next  highest  10c  figure.  That  is  your  benefit,  with  a 
laximum  of  80%  of  the  worker's  average  monthly  wage,  or 
!00,  which  ever  is  lower. 

AT  TIME  I  STARTED  PAYING  INTO  SS,  MY  WAGES 
TERE  LOW  AND  STAYED  THAT  WAY  A  LONG  TIME. 
OW  I  AM  MAKING  A  GOOD  WAGE,  YET  MY  OVERALL 
;ONTHLY  AVERAGE  IS  STILL  LOW.  OTHER  PEOPLE 
AKING  LESS  THAN  I  DO  TODAY  WILL  HAVE  A 
IGHER  LIFETIME  AVERAGE,  AND  COLLECT  MORE 
ENEFITS.  IT  DOES  NOT  SEEM  FAIR.  It  isn't  and  for 
lat  reason  the  law  allows  some  options.  You  mayy  disregard 
1  the  years  before  1951  in  figuring  your  average  monthly 
ages,  if  to  your  advantage.  Furthermore,  Congress  in 
154  provided  that  workers  may  drop  out  up  to  5  years  of  low 
irnings  in  figuring  the  average. 

WHAT  IF  I  DON'T  RETIRE  AT  AGE  65?  Most  people 
m't;  average  retirement  age  is  now  68.  However,  make  sure 
)ur  records  are  in  order  at  age  65  by  visiting  your  nearest 
S  Office.  Let  the  SS  Office  know  if  your  earnings  drop 
jlow  $2,080  per  year,  because  if  they  do  you  can  then  collect 
)me  SS.  After  age  72,  earn  all  you  may  without  affecting, 
it  up  to  that  time  $1200  is  maximum  without  loss  of  some 
S  benefits.  You  may  retire  at  any  age  after  65,  and  that 
;e  is  not  compulsory. 

I  AM  AN  ENGINEER.  NEXT  MONTH  I  WILL  BE  65 
ND  WOULD  LIKE  TO  RETIRE.  I  EXPECT  TO  BE 
ALLED  ON  ONCE  OR  TWICE  A  YEAR  AS  CONSULTANT 
ND  MY  FEES  ON  OCCASION  WILL  BE  MORE  THAN 
J,080,  BUT  FOR  THE  REST  OF  THE  YEAR  I  WILL  EARN 
OTHING.  AM  I  STILL  BARRED  FROM  COLLECTING 
S  BENEFITS?  No.  People  between  65  and  72  whose  earnings 
re  not  spread  evenly  over  the  year  may  collect  benefits  for 
18  months  when  they  are  not  working,  regardless  of  how 
Luch  they  earn  during  the  other  months. 

I  AM  OVER  65  BUT  CAN'T  RETIRE  BECAUSE  I  AM 
ARNING  $2,500  A  YEAR.  MY  NEIGHBOR,  WHO  IS  THE 
AME  AGE  HAS  QUIT  WORKING,  COLLECTS  FULL  BENE- 
ITS  ALTHOUGH  HE  RECEIVES  $10,000  A  YEAR  IN  DIVI- 
ENDS  FROM  INVESTMENTS  AND  PROPERTY  RENTALS. 
HAT  DOES  NOT  SEEM  RIGHT  TO  ME.  It  doesn't  seem 
ight  to  some  Members  of  Congress,  either,  and  there  has 
Ben  talk  of  taking  corrective  steps.  Dividends,  rentals,  etc., 
re  not  counted  as  "salaries  and  wages"  earned.  After  72  you 
m  earn  what  you  please  without  hindrance  to  your  SS 
enefits,  and  there  is  talk  of  lowering  this  age  still  further, 
o  provide  all  workers  at  age  65  would  cost  an  estimated  $2 
illions  a  year  to  present  cost  of  the  program,  requiring  a 
igher  SS  tax  than  is  now  being  paid. 

ARE  SS  BENEFITS  SUBJECT  TO  INCOME  TAX?  No.  And 
lat  increases  their  real  value  to  you. 

I  AM  65  AND  HAVEN'T  WORKED  FOR  2  YEARS.  I  RE- 
ENTLY  LEARNED  THAT  I  AM  ENTITLED  TO  SS  BENE- 
ITS.  CAN  I  COLLECT  FOR  THE  2  YEARS  THAT  HAVE 
ASSED  SINCE  I  REACHED  65?  You  can  collect  for  1  year 
nly.  Benefits  are  retroactive  only  for  a  maximum  of  1  year. 

I  HAVE  A  SS  PROBLEM,  BUT  THERE  IS  NO  LOCAL 
FFICE.  WHAT  DO  I  DO?  Contact  district  offices  near  you. 
'here  are  532  over  the  country.  Your  Postmaster  can  tell 
ou  where  these  are  and  also  can  tell  you  when  a  representa- 
ive  might  be  in  your  local  town. 

MY  SS  CHECK  WAS  STOLEN  FROM  MY  MAILBOX. 
[QW  DO  I  REPORT  THAT  AND  WILL  I  GET  A  NEW 


CHECK  IF  THE  OTHER  IS  FORGED  AND  CASHED?  Report 
the  loss  at  once  to  SS  Office;  if  the  check  is  unlawfully  cashed, 
you  will  get  a  new  one. 

THE  COMPANY  I  WORK  FOR  HAS  A  PENSION  PLAN 
FOR  ITS  EMPLOYEES.  DOES  THAT  MEAN  I  CANNOT 
COLLECT  SS?  No.  The  President  has  urged  exploring  the 
relationship  between  public  retirement  programs  and  private 
pension  plans  to  supplement  them.  Many  large  busines  firms 
and  corporations  have  supplemented  their  SS  and  pension 
plans. 

WHAT  WAS  THE  REASON  FOR  A  SS  LAW  IN  THE 
FIRST  PLACE?  Security  was  attained  in  earlier  days  thru 
interdependence  of  members  of  families  upon  each  other,  or 
the  families  within  a  small  community  upon  each  other. 
The  complexities  of  great  communities  of  organized  industry 
make  less  real  these  simple  means  of  security.  Therefore  we 
are  compelled  to  employ  the  active  interest  of  the  nation 
as  a  whole  thru  government  in  order  to  encourage  a  greater 
security  for  each  individual  who  composes  it — this  from 
President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt. 

MAN  RETIRES  AGE  65,  CAN  EARN  UP  TO  $1200  PER 
YEAR  WITHOUT  REDUCTION  IN  SS— HIS  WIFE  AT  AGE 
65  GETS  1/2  HIS  PRIMARY  BENEFITS— CAN  SHE  WORK? 
Yes,  the  same  $1200  would  apply  to  her  as  well  as  the  husband 
if  she  works  separately. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  IS  COVERED  UNDER  SS  FOR  WEEK- 
LY PAYMENTS  IF  OUT  OF  WORK— WILL  THAT  APPLY 
TO  STATE  EMPLOYEES  IF  COORDINATED?  No,  public 
employees  are  exempt  from  this  provision. 

I  SIGNED  A  NON-ELECTION  BLANK  FOR  RETIREMENT 
IN  1941,  CAN  I  BELONG  TO  SOCIAL  SECURITY  IF  THE 
COORDINATED  PLAN  IS  ADOPTED?  Yes,  you  will  have  to. 
Also,  you  can  belong  to  the  Retirement  System  if  you  wish, 
coming  in  as  a  new  member  from  the  date  of  application 
with  no  credit  for  any  prior  service. 

ARE  TEMPORARY  EMPLOYEES  COVERED  UNDER  THIS 
PLAN?  Yes,  they  will  be  under  SS. 

SOME  PRISON  EMPLOYEES  ARE  UNDER  THE  LAW 
ENFORCEMENT  OFFICERS— WILL  THEY  COME  UNDER 
SS?  The  law  exempts  '"police  and  firemen  under  established 
retirement  system." 

WILL  DISABILITY  BE  REDUCED?  No,  it  remains  the 
same  with  supplement  from  reserve  funds  to  make  the  new 
3%  system  equal  to  the  old  5%— no  reduction  in  payments. 

WHAT  HAPPENS  TO  FUNDS  ALREADY  PAID  IN?  Pro- 
tected under  Constitutional  Amendment  to  the  Retirement 
System.  Cannot  be  diverted  or  sent  to  SS;  we  act  only  as 
collection  agency  for  SS  funds  in  the  future  and  Retirement 
System  and  SS  will  be  separate  accounts;  we  continue  as  in 
the  past,  SS  funds  remitted  to  Baltimore. 

IF  COORDINATION,  CAN  I  WITHDRAW  FUNDS  ON  SEP- 
ARATION? Yes,  you  can  withdraw  retirement  contributions. 
No  withdrawal  on  SS  funds. 

DO  I  HAVE  TO  RETIRE  AT  AGE  65  UNDER  SS?  No,  you 
can  work  as  long  as  permissable.  Our  own  law  on  retirement 
is  not  changed,  however. 

I  AM  PAST  65  NOW.  WOULD  SS  HELP  ME?  Yes,  you  can 
qualify  regardless  of  age. 

IS  THERE  ANY  DISABILITY  UNDER  SS?  No,  not  for 
actual  payments;  you  can  "freeze"  your  salary  upon  disability 
and  the  intervening  years  will  not  count  against  your  salary 
average. 

IF  I  DIE  ON  THE  JOB,  HOW  ARE  WE  AFFECTED?  You 
will  be  entitled  to  refund  from  State  System  of  your  contri- 
butions plus  interest,  to  beneficiary.  If  properly  covered  under 
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SS  and  the  coordinated  plan,  your  survivors  are  entitled  to 
certain  benefits.  Wife  and  children  under  18  are  paid  a 
maximum  of  $200  a  month,  with  benefits  ceasing  at  time  chil- 
dren reach  18,  and  widow  receiving  payment  again  at  age 
65  if  she  has  not  remarried  and  you  were  fully  covered  at 
time  of  death. 

CAN  I  STILL  RETIRE  AT  AGE  60— AND  DO  I  HAVE  TO 
RETIRE  AT  AGE  65?  Yes  to  the  first,  no  to  the  second. 
You  can  retire  at  age  60,  select  an  option  that  pays  more 
and  an  adjustment  will  be  made  at  age  65  when  SS  comes 
in,  to  allow  you  the  same  average  monthly  payment  over 
the  entire  period  of  retirement.  You  may  work  on  after  65  if 
you  wish  and  it  is  permissible. 

WHAT  ABOUT  FUTURE  COSTS  OF  SS?  As  at  present,  is 
supposed  to  go  to  21/2%  in  1960,  3%  in  1965,  31/2%  in  1970, 
and  4%  in  1975. 

IF  RETROACTIVE  TO  1/1/55,  HOW  DO  WE  PAY  SS 
BACK  PAYMENTS-  You  have  paid  5%,  and  2%  will  be  chan- 
nelled off  and  sent  to  SS — you  will  not  know  the  difference. 

I  HAVE  A  WIFE  UNDER  SS— CAN  WE  BOTH  RETIRE 
AT  AGE  65?  Yes,  on  individual  accounts  if  desired;  if  her 
survivor  portion  of  your  coverage  is  more,  she  can  accept  that 
and  forget  her  own. 

DOES  "SURVIVOR"  MEANS  THAT  HUSBAND  MUST  BE 
DEAD?  No,  wife  at  age  65  collects  her  share  even  if  husband 
is  living. 

DO  I  HAVE  TO  DIE  ON  THE  JOB  TO  COLLLECT  SS? 
If  you  die  on  the  job  and  are  covered  your  survivors  collect; 
refund  is  granted  under  State  System. 

QUARTERS  OF  COVERAGE  NEEDED:  (to  be  fully  insured 
at  age  65)

TWO  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS: 

A  person  who  reaches  65  before  October  1,  l'J5H,  or  a  person 
who  dies  after  March  31,  1956,  and  before  October  1,  1958,  will 
be  fully  insured  even  if  he  does  not  meet  the  "fully  insured" 
requirements  if:  he  has  a  quarter  of  coverage  for  every 
calendar  quarter  after  1954  and  until  he  reaches  65  or  dies, 
and  at  least  6  of  his  quarters  of  coverage  were  earned  after 
1954.  Workers  who  died  after  June  30,  1940,  and  before 
September  1,  1950,  are  fully  insured  under  the  1954  amend- 
ments if  they  had  6  quarters  of  coverage  (1V>  years  work)  or 
more.  This  is  an  important  change  because  under  the  old  law 
these  workers  may  have  needed  more  than  6  quarters  of 
coverage.  The  new  law  makes  monthly  survivors  insurance 
payments  possible  for  their  widows,  children,  or  dependent 
parents  if  all  other  requirements  are  met.

An  attempt  was  made  above  to  pick  average  employees,  both 
young  men  and  older,  men  with  long  service  and  lesser.  You 
should  note  the  ages  of  beginning  into  service,  and  birth  dates, 
have  quite  a  bearing  on  pension  payments.  Some  above  have 
about  made  their  entire  time  now  under  the  complete  5% 
System,  meaning  no  matching  of  State  Funds  after  age  60, 
meaning  a  small  reduction  in  State  payments  under  coordi- 
nated system  compared  with  present  system,  but  picking  up  a 
great  deal  in  SS.  A  young  man  now  will  have  very  little  time 
under  the  5%  System,  meaning  only  a  slightly  higher  pay- 
ment eventually  under  the  coordinated  plan;  however,  that 
man  pays  no  more  at  present  and  in  the  meantime  has  ad- 
vantage of  survivor  benefits  to  wife  and  children  in  event  of 
death,  which  benefit  he  does  not  have  under  the  present  State 
System,  plus  his  secondary  benefits  (wife  at  age  65)  under  SS. 

IN  ALL  CASES,  consideration  must  be  given  to  survivor 
benefits  and  to  the  secondary  benefits,  not  available  under  the 
present  plan  but  available  under  the  coordinated  plan.

A  big  pile-driving  barge  is  being  used  to  build  the  new- 
bridge  over  the  Croatan  Sound.  Mammoth  octagonal  precast 
concrete  piles,  ranging  in  length  from  32  to  87  feet,  are 
ferried  on  a  barge  to  the  construction  site.  There  they  are 
lifted  by  derrick  onto  the  larger  barge  and  then  placed  in 
the  "leads"  at  right  and  driven  by  a  steam-powered  driving 
hammer.  Just  one  of  the  87-foot  long  piles,  pictured  above, 
weighs  18  tons! 

The  T.  A.  Loving  firm  of  Goldsboro  which  is  constructing 
the  modern,  new  bridge  has  driven  about  one-third  of  the 
piles  across  the  sound.  When  complete  in  another  year  or 
so,  the  bridge  will  be  14,265  feet  long  and  have  a  24-foot 
clear  roadway.  E.  H.  Baggs  of  Manteo  is  resident  engineer; 
W.  iV.  Spruill  is  First  Division  Engineer. 

Building  the  14,265-foot  long  bridge  will  require  two  40- 
foot  spans;  278  of  the  42 -foot  long  spans;  32  of  the  70- 


foot  spans ;  and  the  channel  span  which  is  130  feet  in  lenj 
The  channel  span  is  to  be  a  fixed  through  plate  girder  s 
providing  navigation  clearance  of  80  feet  horizontally  . 
45  feet  vertical  clearance  above  normal  water  surface, 
other  spans  are  of  I-beam  type  with  concrete  floor  and  r 
on  i)recast  concrete  pile  foundations.  The  piles  under 
70-foot  and  130-foot  spans  are  capped  two  feet  above  nori 
water  and  post  and  beam  jjiers  extend  from  there  to 
superstructure.  Piles  under  the  40-foot  and  42      foot  sp 
extend  to  a  cap  sujiporting  the  superstructure  directly. 

The  quantities  for  the  bridge  include  14,657  cubic  yard; 
concrete;  5,887,780  pounds  of  reinforcing  steel;  6,735, 
pounds  of  structural  steel;  66,146  lineal  feet  of  20-f 
octagonal  precast  concrete  inles;  and  22,998  feet  of  22-1 
octagonal  precast  concrete  piles.  Contract  price  for  the 
bridge  is  $2,530,064.90.

Gun  fancier  D.  M.  Black  of  Cherryville  numbers  more 
than  8  5  antique  guns  in  his  collection.  His  absorbing  hobby 
requires  research  and  study.  Before  adding  a  gun  to  his 
collection,  he  asks,  "Who  made  it?  Where?  Why?  What's 
it  worth?" 

His  hobby  has  given  him  an  insight  into  the  lives  of  earlier 
generations.  Along  the  way,  he  has  learned  the  history  of 
the  people,  their  progress,  and  the  vital  part  that  firearms 
played  in  the  history  of  America. 

The  first  primitive  hand  gun  was  invented  in  England 
about  1327.  By  1490,  the  matchlock  system  had  also  been 
invented  in  England.  When  the  Puritans  came  to  America 
in  1628,  they  brought  90  Snaphouse  (later  evolved  into  the 
flintlock  system)  muskets  and  ten  matchlock  muskets. 
Firearms,  then,  were  a  necessity  of  life  to  provide  food  and 
protection.  Guns  were  used  to  kill  wild  game  as  furs  were 
one  means  of  barter  or  exchange. 

About  1547,  the  rifle  had  been  invented.  "Rifle"  comes 
from  the  German  word,  "riffeln",  meaning  to  groove.  The 
barrel  of  a  rifle  contains  a  system  of  spiral-shaped  grooves 
which  cause  a  spinning  motion  of  the  projectile. 

As  the  use  of  firearms  increased,  gun  powder  was  in- 
vented. At  the  Battle  of  Kings  Mountain,  East  Tennessee 
backwoodsmen  carried  the  Kentucky  Rifle  which  proved 
deadly  for  the  British.  The  bullet  was  wrapped  in  greased 
buckskin  as  it  was  loaded  into  the  barrel.  The  British  were 
amazed  at  the  fine  marksmanship  and  precision  of  these 
frontier  rifles.  They  imported  a  German  rifle  which  was 
much  inferior  to  the  Kentucky  Rifle.  The  musket  was  11 
guage  and  weighed  11  pounds.  A  good  marksman  might 
make  40  per  cent  of  hits  on  a  target  the  size  of  a  man  stand- 
ing at  100  yards. 

Another  useful  gun  in  the  Revolution  was  the  flintlock 
musket  which  was  equipped  with  a  bayonet. 

Guns  Play  Important  Part  in  American  History 

In  18.35,  Samuel  Colt  invented  the  revolver  which  today 
bears  his  name.  By  its  inventions,  America  has  given  the 
world  the  rifle,  the  Pepperbox,  the  Deringer,  and  the  Colt 
Revolver.  These  old  weapons,  invented  to  keep  the  peace 


are  a  noble  reminder  of  those  who  blazed  trails  and  pushi 
back  the  frontier  to  build  a  nation.  The  cotton  plant 
carried  a  Deringer  when  he  dealt  with  the  profession 
gambler  on  steamboats  that  plied  the  waters  of  t 
Mississippi  and  Tennessee  Rivers.  The  sheriff  packed  a  Cc^"' 
when  he  headed  the  Vigilantes  for  law  and  order.  T 
Kentucky  Pistol  was  the  gun  of  the  frontier  fur  trader.

Efland-Thomasville  Road 
Opens  to  Traffic  Soon 


The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  reports  on  a  national 
basis  that  available  comparisons  indicate  that  the  "con- 
trolled access"  feature  on  rural  highways  resulted  in  one- 
third  the  rate  of  fatalities  and  one-half  the  rate  of  accidents 
compared  to  a  standard  rural  highway  without  control  of 
access. 

"Controlled  Access"  is  one  of  the  best  tools  in  the  engi- 
neer's safety  kit.  It  is  designed  to  reduce  obstacles  to  the 
free,  uninterrupted  flow  of  through  traffic  by  eliminating  or 
restricting  entrances  and  exits  to  the  adjacent  property  by 
limiting  the  number  of  connections  with  high-speed  main 
highways.  Entrances  and  exits  are  provided  at  only  certain 
predetermined  points  of  safety. 

Ribbon  Develojjnient  Chokes  Road 

Lack  of  access  control  cuts  the  carrying  capacity  of  a  high- 
way by  50  per  cent  in  rural  areas  and  up  to  7  0  per  cent  in 
urban  areas.  The  arterial  highway  that  was  originally  built 
for  through  traffic  soon  loses  its  value  as  the  adjacent  road- 
side is  built  up  and  slowly  chokes  the  highway  with  roadside 
congestion.  In  a  few  years,  there's  a  through  high-speed 
highway  pockmarked  with  posted  speed  limits  of  3  5  to  4  5 
miles  per  hour  and  reduced  to  a  business  street. 

When  this  happens,  it's  an  expensive  proposition  for  the 
Highway  Commission  to  go  back  in  and  build  another  high- 
way on  an  entirely  new  location,  often  parallel  to  the 
original  and  often  more  direct  but  congested  route.  If  this 
is  allowed  to  happen,  the  State  will  eventually  exhaust  Its 
most  direct  highway  locations. 

In  terms  of  traffic  use,  the  "controlled  access"  highway 
will  cost  less  in  the  long  run  than  the  conventional  design 
roads.  The  State  can  design  and  build  a  standard  two-lane 
highway  with  good  alignment  and  sight  distance  that  can 
adequately  carry  4,000  vehicles  per  day.  However,  if  more

Two  Roadside  Parks 
Renovated  Recently 

Landscape  Engineer  Frank  Brant  re- 
ports that  two  of  the  State's  15  road- 
side parks  have  been  modernized  by  the 
installation  of  permanent  up-to-date 
restrooms  and  drinking  fountains.  The 
recently  modernized  parks  are  located 
on  US  17  between  Vanceboro  and  New 
Bern  and  on  US  19,  just  west  of  Soco 
Gap  in  western  North  Carolina.  Con- 
struction will  start  soon  on  installing 
modern  restrooms  and  drinking  foun- 
tains in  the  park  on  US  421,  just  south 
of  Clinton. 

In  June,  a  beautiful  roadside  park 
was  completed  on  the  new  four-laned 


mountain  highway  (US  70)  between  Old 
Fort  and  Ridgecrest.  Like  several  of  the 
other  roadside  parks  in  the  mountains,  it 
is  situated  in  a  cool,  wooded  cove 
next  to  the  highway. 

All  of  the  parks  are  located  on 
heavily-travelled  mainline  highways. 
Each  is  usually  located  in  a  grove  of 
trees,  visible  but  away  from  the  noise 
of  the  main  highway.  Each  has  a  pro- 
tected drinking  water  supply,  sanitary 
restrooms,  picnic  tables  and  benches, 
outdoor  fireplaces,  and  covered  garbage 
cans.  Wood  for  building  fires  in  the 
outdoor  ovens  is  even  furnished  and 
neatly  stacked.  Maintenance  forces  of 
the  Landscape  Department  police  the 
parks  daily.

An  extensive  re-signing  of  the  State's

More  than  1,000  speed  zone  locations 
rural  areas  and  towns,  with  less  than 
lOO  populations,  were  thoroughly 
died  and  reclassified  by  the  highway 
iffic  engineering  staff.  As  a  result,  a 
al  of  15,000  posts  and  signs  have 
jn  erected  across  the  State  by  the 
ifision  Sign  Supervisors  and  their  men. 
'The  speed  zones  mean  just  what  they 
They  have  been  posted  with  the 
.ximum  safe  driving  speed.  The  new 
ns  take  out  the  former  tolerance.  In- 
ad  of  posting  a  25  m.p.h.  sign  and 
ping  that  a  driver  will  slow  down 
30  or  3  5  m.p.h.  which  might  be  the 
le  safe  maximum  speed,  they've  posted

jns  make  no  allowance  for  the  driver

Newly-Worded  Signs 

The  old  "Speed  Zone  Ahead"  sign  has 
3n  replaced  by  a  new  "Reduce  Speed 
ead"  which  must  be  posted  600  feet 
advance  of  a  restricted  zone.  A  new 
esume  Safe  Speed"  sign  replaces  the 
"End  of  Speed  Zone"  which  is  still 
dely  used  in  many  other  states.  Critics 
r  "End  of  Speed  Zone"  is  so  worded  to 
courage  a  driver  to  suddenly  speed 
and  to  think  he  can  go  as  fast  as  he 
es.  The  new  "Resume  Safe  Speed" 
itisfies  such  complaints,  signals  the 
d  of  a  restricted  speed  area,  and  yet 
esn't  imply  that  excessive  speed  is 
fe. 

No  survey  was  made  of  speed  zones  on 
e  highway  system  within  towns  of 
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more  than  2,500  population  which  usual- 
ly have  personnel  and  facilities  to  make 
their  own  survey. 

The  survey  showed  that  some  speed 
zones  were  improperly  marked;  that  not 
enough  signs  had  been  posted  in  the 
restricted  area.  Others  had  no  legal 
basis;  they  had  no  legal  status  or  ordi- 
nance on  record.  The  unreasonable  re- 
strictive speed  zones  were  eliminated. 
All  the  new  zones  were  placed  on  a 
reasonable,  uniform  basis. 

Only  Three  Ranges 

The  old  conglomeration  of  50,  40,  30, 
2  5  and  15  m.p.h.  speed  zones  were 
simplified  by  posting  only  three  ranges 
— 35-45-55  m.p.h. — outside  the  usual 
20  m.p.h.  sign  in  business  districts. 

There  have  been  some  complaints — 
mostly  from  residents  of  areas  where 
the  speed  zone  has  been  increased  from 


35  to  4  5  m.p.h.  So  far,  there  have  been 
no  complaints  where  entirely  new  speed 
zones  have  been  set  up. 

The  zones  were  rated  on  the  following 
bases:  85  percental  speed  (the  speed 
that  85  percent  of  the  motorists  drive 
at  or  below  through  the  particular 
area),  roadside  development,  pavement 
surface  and  coefficient  of  friction,  the 
existence  of  schools,  available  sight 
distance,  horizontal  curvature,  pre- 
valence of  pedestrians,  and  the  Ball 
Bank  Indicator  reading. 

To  maintain  a  free  flow  of  traffic,  the 
Traffic  Engineering  Department  did 
away  with  many  unnecessary  and  obso- 
lete speed  zones.  They  have  been  fair  to 
the  through  motorists  and  not  imposed 
any  undue  restriction.  Some  zones  were 
abolished,  others  were  increased,  some 
reduced  and  many  new  ones  were  put 
in  after  their  comprehensive  survey. 


New  bridge  over  Inland  Waterway  at  Sears  Landing  between  Hampstead  and 
Topsail  Island  was  nearing  completion  before  Hurricane  Connie.  Construction, 
begun  in  February,  1954,  was  considerably  delayed  by  Hurricane  Hazel.  High 
water  at  time  destroyed  a  great  deal  of  the  contractor's  materials  and  damaged 
the  unfinished  fender  system.  After  the  storm  scoured  the  east  bank,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  add  70  feet  to  the  approach  on  the  east.  The  electrically-controlled  swing 
span  is  250  feet  long.  When  complete,  the  new  bridge  will  have  a  24-foot  wide 
clear  roadway  with  three-foot  wide  sidewalks  on  each  side.  L.  T.  Mercer  of  Jackson- 
ville, resident  engineer  on  the  bridge,  took  this  picture.

The  piers  for  the  big  1,450-foot  long  bridge  on  US  158  over  Cloverdale 
Avenue  on  the  west  side  of  Winston-Salem  are  pictured  on  the  cover. 
The  extensive  urban  highway  project  is  1.63  miles  long;  of  this,  .42 
mile  is  structures  alone. 

When  complete,  the  Expressway  will  be  four-laned,  divided  by  a 
raised  median  strip.  With  full  control  of  access,  there  will  be  no  cross- 
overs between  opposing  lanes  of  traffic.  Entrance  and  exit  will  be  on 
the  ramps  at  the  grade  separations.  The  four  lanes  spread  to  six  lanes 
for  deceleration  lanes  at  the  interchanges.  The  big  city  project  has 
been  designed  for  right  hand  turns  only.  On  a  joint  bid,  Sanford  Con- 
struction Company  and  J.  K.  Cecil  and  Son  are  doing  the  work.  W.  S. 
Sizer  is  resident  engineer.  The  grading  and  structures  are  scheduled  for 
completion  by  January  1,  1957. 


Design  Engineers  Promoted

Brown  has  nine  years  of  highway  experience.  He  was 
educated  at  Wake  Forest  High  School  and  studied  engineer- 
ing at  State.

He  attributes  much  of  his  on-the-job  training 
to  T.  G.  Moody  who  was  his  squad  leader  before  Brown's 
promotion.

right  of  way  is  acquired,  the  State  builds  two  more  lanes 
separated  from  the  original  road  by  a  30-foot  grassed 
median  strip,  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  highway  is  upped 
to  20,000  vehicles  per  day. 

If  right  of  way  is  acquired  for  a  four-lane  divided  high- 
way and  its  access  is  controlled  with  parallel  service  roads 
entering  only  at  designated  safe  points,  the  highway  can 
safely  carry  up  to  30,000  vehicles  per  day. 

"Controlled  Access"  guarantees  the  continued  use  of  a 
highway  as  a  heavy-duty,  through-traffic  facility.  It  is  the 
most  economical  method  of  protecting  the  tremendous  in- 
vestment being  made  in  modern  highways.  It  contributes  to 
the  orderly  development  of  adjacent  properties  and  the 
general  land-use  pattern.  By  separating  opposing  traffic 
streams  as  in  the  Super-highway  section  from  Thomasville

Yelton,  Executive  Secretary  of  our 
State  System,  has  been  designated  as 
the  individual  to  hold,  supervise  and 
conduct  the  referendum  ordered.  It  is 
his  plan  to  have  an  officer  selected  in 
each  agency,  who  will  be  authorized  to 
appoint  as  many  assistants  as  necessary 
to  handle  the  ballot  on  local  levels 
throughout  the  State  and  to  certify  the 
results  to  the  Retirement  System,  and 
Earl  Crump,  Personnel  Director  of  SH 
&  PWC  has  been  designated  to  handle 
our  ballots. 

THE  QUESTION  TO  BE  VOTED  ON 
SHALL  BE  AS  FOLLOWS:  "Shall  ser- 
vices by  employees  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  who  are  members  of  the  Teach- 
ers' and  State  Employees'  Retirement 
System,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
135  of  Volume  3B  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes as  amended,  be  included  in  the 
agreement  between  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  Secretary  of  Health. 
Education  and  Welfare  of  the  United 
States,  providing  Social  Security  cover- 
age for  the  State,  such  inclusion  to  be

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BALLOTS  will  be  secret,  written 
ballots.  A  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  State  System  viunt  vote  in  favor  for 
the  proposal  to  carry  successfully,  mean- 
ing that  we  are  voting  against  the 
registration.  A  person  not  casting  a 
ballot  will  in  effect  be  voting  against 
the  proposal.  Absentee  ballots  will  be 
allowed  for  those  employees  who  will  be 
on  vacation,  or  who  might  be  away  from 
duty  on  account  of  illness,  jury  duty, 
military  duty,  or  for  other  legitimate 
reasons. 

AT  THIS  WRITING  DATE  division- 
wide  meetings  have  been  held  in  Divi- 
sions throughout  the  State,  including 
the  Raleigh  Area,  with  the  exceptions  of 
Division  7,  12,  13,  and  14.  By  the  time 
you  read  this,  meetings  will  have  been 
held  in  Division  7,  13  and  14,  and  it 
is  now  planned  to  have  meetings  in 
Division  12  in  October.  At  each  meeting 
representatives  of  the  Social  Security 
Administration,  State  Retirement  Sys- 
tem, the  Raleigh  Office,  and  your  High- 
way Employees  Association  have  been 
present  to  conduct  a  program  of  ex- 
planations of  the  proposed  plan,  follow- 
ed by  a  question-answer  period.

New  Sign  Shop  is  Arranged  for  Efficienc 


The  newly-completed  division  sign  shop  for  the  Fourteenth 
Division  at  Sylva  is  one  of  the  best-planned  shops  in  the 
State.  The  various  rooms  were  arranged  for  their  most  con- 
venient use  by  the  sign  employees. 

One  corner  room  is  used  to  reclaim  old  signs.  A  sand  blast 
machine  has  been  rigged  up  to  clean  paint  off  old  signs  in 
less  than  one  minute.  It  replaces  the  old  method  of  soaking 
signs  in  acid  bath  and  then  scraping,  which  was  tedious  and 
took  much  longer. 

Another  room  is  devoted  to  carpentry  work.  Here  with  mod- 
ern tools  most  any  type  of  sign  can  be  built. 

In  the  storage  room,  top  left  picture,  the  various  types  of 
signs  are  indexed  and  neatly  stored  in  separate  racks. 

The  top  center  picture  shows  Leon  Barron  using  the  spray 


room.  Here  the  signs  to  be  sprayed  are  hung  in  front 
funnel-type  rack.  Gone  are  the  sickening  paint  fumes 
suction  fan  at  the  small  end  or  outlet  of  the  funnel  draws 
all  excess  spray.  The  suction  fan  keeps  the  workmen  f 
getting  sprayed  themselves.  Behind  the  suction  fan,  th( 
a  water  spray  which  kills  the  outgoing  paint  spray 
keeps  it  from  spraying  the  countryside.

You  Are  Safer  on  a  Four-laned 
Controlled  Access'  Highway 


100  million  vehicle  miles  of  use,  and 
two  fatal  accidents! 

For  the  whole  primary  highway  sys- 
tem (composed  of  two,  three  and  four- 
laned  designs),  the  accident  rate  was 
215  per  100  million  vehicle  miles  of 
use! 

The  expressway  sections  with  "full 
control  of  access"  had  34  per  cent  fewer 
accidents  than  the  sections  with  "no 
control  of  access",  and  57  per  cent  fewer 
accidents  than  on  the  average  primary 
highway  in  North  Carolina. 

The  report  pointed  out  that  some 
accidents,  of  course,  were  more  serious 
than  others.  Then,  too,  so  few  accidents 
on  the  study  sections  were  fatal  that 
they  could  not  be  exactly  rated  on  this 
basis.  One  year  is  too  short  a  time  for 
exact  ratings,  but  the  study  verifies  our 
own  observations. 

The  study  bears  out  a  recent  survey 
by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads 
which  shows  that  rural  primary  high- 
ways with  "controlled  access"  have 
only  one  third  the  rate  of  fatal  accidents 
and  one-half  the  rate  of  other  accidents, 
as  compared  to  similar  highways  with- 
out "control  of  access." 

Design  For  Safety 
The  accident  study  proves  that  the 
most  effective  way  to  reduce  accidents  is 
to  build  more  safety  into  the  highway 
itself. 

The  major  highway  with  "full  con- 
trol of  access"  where  motorists  safely 
enter  and  leave  only  at  grade  separations 
is  34  per  cent  safer  than  the  highway 


where  motorists  can  haphazardly  dart 
in  and  out  from  private  or  business 
driveways  adjacent  to  the  main  highway. 

Highway  Chairman  A.  H.  Graham 
commented,  "Engineers  have  known  for 
a  long  time  that  a  large  percentage  of 
accidents  result  from  turning  into  or 
off  a  major  highway.  For  some  time, 
they  have  urged  control  of  vehicular 
entrance  and  exit  by  prohibiting  too 
numerous  driveways,  filling  station  exits, 
and  crossing  roads  which  produce 
'marginal  friction'." 

"The  safety  of  a  highway  depends  as 
much  on  the  roadside  conditions  as  on 
the  design,  alignment  and  sight  distance 
of  the  pavement  itself.  If  all  traffic 
moves  at  about  the  same  speed  and  the 
side  access  is  controlled  so  that  the 
motorist  enters  or  leaves  the  highway 
only  at  safe  points,  traffic  will  flow  along 
smoothly  like  water  in  a  pipe,  with  no 
friction  or  reason  for  a  mix-up. 

"The  meaning  of  'controlled  access' 
is  not  clear  to  the  average  driver,  nor  is 
he  always  conscious  that  the  principle 
has  been  applied  to  the  highway  on 
which  he's  driving. 

"  'Controlled  access'  is  often  loosely 
expressed  in  'Superhighway,  Turnpike, 
Expressway  or  Freeway.' 
"  'Controlled  access'  permits  through 
traffic  to  flow  freely  and  continuously 
at  road  speed,  in  safety  and  without 
interference  or  danger  from  entering 
side  traffic.  With  'controlled  access', 
traffic  from  abutting  property  enters  the 
paved  service  road  which  is  parallel  to

the  main  highway.  The  service  or  access 
road,  in  turn,  enters  the  main  highway 
only  at  predetermined,  safe  points.  All 
intersecting  county  or  primary  roads 
cross  either  over  or  under  the  main  high- 
way on  bridges  or  grade  separations. 

"  'Controlled  access'  benefits  the 
motorist  by  cutting  down  on  the  irrita- 
tion and  fatigue  from  slowing  and  stop- 
ping to  let  side  traffic  in.  It  saves  driver 
time  and  reduces  operating  motor 
vehicle  cost. 

"It  has  been  shown  that  the  driver's 
time,  especially  for  businessmen  and  for 
truckers,  has  a  real  economic  value  of 
significant  proportion.  Motor  vehicle 
operating  costs  are  reduced  when  stops, 
starts,  braking  and  delays  are  cut 
down. 

"Lack  of  access  control  cuts  the  carry- 
ing capacity  of  a  highway  by  50  per  cent 
in  rural  areas  and  up  to  70  per  cent  in 
urban  areas. 

"We  have  all  seen  a  good,  adequate 


rural  highway  become  gradually  but 
surely  hemmed  in  by  roadside  property 
development,  driveways,  parallel  park- 
ing and  pedestrian  movements.  Soon  the 
major  highway  becomes  choked,  con- 
gested, unsafe  and  altogether  unfit  to 
carry  heavy  traffic.  Widening  or  major 
remodeling  of  the  highway  is  usually  im- 
possible due  to  this  fringe  property  de- 
velopment along  the  roadside. 

Relocate  Congested  Route 
"The  existing  highway  must  usually 
be  abandoned  as  a  through  highway  in 
favor  of  a  new  location.  A  sure  sign  of 
the  over-congested  and  obsolete  high- 
way is  the  '3  5  miles  per  hour  speed 
limit.'  The  need  for  the  reduced  speed 
limit  is  almost  always  the  lack  of  'con- 
trolled access'.  Besides,  there  is  a  serious 
loss  to  the  driver  in  time  and  money,  if 
he  must  continue  to  use  congested  and 
unsafe  highways. 

"The  abandonment  of  the  State's  in- 
vestment in  a  whole  highway  location  in- 
volves much  waste.  We  cannot  afford  to 
endlessly  'build  another  road'  to  replace 
the  one  that  has  become  inadequate  to 


One  life  was  lost  when  the  high  waters  of  lone  washed  a  house  against  the 
bridge  over  the  Cross  Mill  Pond  on  a  county  road  near  Elizabethtown.  The  road 
across  Mattamuskeet  Lake,  NC  94.  was  badly  washed  and  eroded.

"However,  once  the  driver  uses  a  'co 
trolled  access'  highway,  he  becom 
enthusiastic  about  it,  even  though 
may  not  understand  the  restrictions 
volved.  One  of  our  best  examples  of 
'controlled  access'  highway  is  the  foi 
lane  divided  Lexington  Bypass  whe 
abutting  homes  and  businesses  are 
back  off  the  main  highway  on  paral 
service  rciads  which  enter  the  expre 
way  only  at  safe,  designated  points.  Tl 
'controlled  access'  highway  has  be 
hailed  as  one  of  the  finest  highways 
the  State.  It  has  met  with  univers 
praise  and  acceptance  by  our  motor 
hide  users.  (Such  a  highway  more  th 
pays  for  itself  and  justifies  the  vast 
penditure  of  road  construction  fun 
because  of  its  wide  usage.) 

"On  the  other  hand,  the  adjoini 
property-owner  almost  always  oppos 
the  construction  of  a  'controlled  acce 
highway.  Most  people  are  inclined  to  s 
'It's  a  fine  idea,  but  not  on  my  land.' 

"However,  a  motorist  wishing  to  fi 
a  tourist  court  or  filling  station  will 
able  to  pull  out  of  the  main  traffic  stre 
onto  a  parallel  service  road.  The  patte 
for  'controlled  access'  highways  resu 
in  a  more  attractive  frontage  for  roi 
side  property-owners  and  provi( 
motorist-customers  safe  and  uncluttei 
service  roads  to  the  places  they  seek 
reach. 

Traffic  Increasing 

"Highway  traffic  will  increase. 
North  Carolina,  it  has  doubled  in 
last  nine  years!  Reliable  forecasts  p 
diet  that  traffic  will  increase  as  much 
the  next  16  years  as  it  did  in  the  1 
nine. 

"Major  highway  improvements  m 
be  designed,  not  for  today,  but  for  so 
20  or  30  years  hence.  The  longer 
delay  accepting  'controlled  access" 
our  major  traffic  arteries,  the  more 
pensive  and  unsatisfactory  will  high\( 
transportation  be  for  us  and  for 
next  generation. 

"Two  impediments  stand  in  the  v 
of  building  'controlled  access'  into  ( 
major  highways.  First,  the  increas 
cost  of  right  of  way;  second,  the  opp( 
tion  of  abutting  property-owners.  1 
'controlled  access'  highway  requi 
broad  right  of  way  of  200  to  260  f 
width  with  room  for  two  2  4-foot  throi 
traffic  lanes  separated  by  a  gras! 
30-foot  median  strip,  and  flanked 
parallel  paved  service  roads  for  abutt 
property  and  low-speed  local  traffic

"Getting  the  additional  land  needed 
r  such  a  wide  right  of  way  adds  great- 
to  the  right  of  way  costs.  In  some 
eas,  the  right  of  way  cost  for  such  a 
idth  to  get  control  of  the  entrances  and 
:its  to  the  main  highway  has  exceeded 
e  actual  co?t  of  constructing  the  high- 
ay  itself. 

It  doesn't  follow,  however,  that  such 
1  expenditure  is  unwise.  On  the  con- 
ary,  it  is  the  most  economical  way  to 
iiild  and  preserve  our  main  highway 
cations. 

Long  Range  Planning 
"To  date,  the  State  has  completed 
pout  100  miles  of  'controlled  access' 
ghways;  another  140  miles  are  in  pre- 
ss of  construction  on  our  portion  of 
e  Interstate  Highway  System — that 
tal  interregional  network  of  major 
ads  across  the  country.  The  high 
indards  of  the  Interstate  System, 
aich  carries  the  bulk  of  our  heavy 
affic,  require  that  they  be  built  with 
mtrolled  access'. 


"Eventually  another  500  miles  of 
Interstate  and  additional  non-interstate 
miles  will  be  built  with  'controlled 
access'  in  North  Carolina.  Many  miles 
are  under  preliminary  location  surveys 
at  this  time. 

"Commonsense  convinces  us  of  the 
wisdom  of  such  designs  on  our  major 
trunk  lines.  While  the  'control  of  access' 
is  expensive  in  terms  of  acquiring  right 
of  way  and  construction  cost,  this  fea- 
ture is  in  the  public  interest,  is  in  pub- 
lic demand,  is  justified  and  necessary 
for  accident  prevention  and  economy  of 
motor  vehicle  operation.  Its  use  on  our 
major  heavily-traveled  highways  is 
highly  advisable. 

"The  'controlled  access'  highway  is 
the  Highway  of  the  Future.  But,  if  the 
public's  great  highway  investment  is  to 
be  preserved  and  protected,  for  the  years 
of  traffic  growth  ahead,  this  principal 
of  design  for  new  highway  construction 
must  be  adopted." 


Downtown  Boulevard 
Opened  to  Traffic 

U.  S.  Senator  W.  Kerr  Scott  told  the 
crowd  gathered  for  the  dedication  of  the 
new  Downtown  Boulevard  in  Raleigh 
that  any  proposed  Federal  highway  pro- 
gram should  be  financed  by  halting  the 
diversion  of  gasoline  taxes,  instead  of 
by  a  bond  issue.  He  emphasized  that  the 
need  for  roads  was  great  but  "the  heavy 
users  ought  to  pay  for  them." 

Mrs.  Vance  Baise,  widow  of  the 
long-time  Chief  Highway  Engineer,  cut 
the  ribbons  officially  opening  the  new 
boulevard  to  traffic,  October  2  6. 

Earlier,  the  Marines,  the  Raleigh 
High  School  band,  and  a  group  of  old- 
time  cars  had  preceded  a  motorcade  of 
State  and  city  officials  up  Fayetteville 
Street  to  the  Peace  Street  overpass  on 
the  new  thoroughfare. 

At  the  luncheon  which  followed  the 
ribbon  cutting,  Mayor  Fred  Wheeler 
cited  the  cooperation  of  city  and  State 
officials  in  making  the  boulevard  a 
reality.  On  behalf  of  Raleigh,  he  thanked 
the  highway  official  for  the  road. 

Mayor  James  Briggs  recognized  some 
of  the  guests:  Ed  Rankin,  private  secre- 
tary to  the  Governor;  Former  Highway 
Chairman  Henry  Jordan,  Former  High- 
way Commissioner  Earp,  Commissioner 
Bonnie  Sorrell,  Chief  Engineer  Rogers, 
Division  Engineer  Hunter  Irving,  For- 
mer Division  Engineer  T.  J.  McKim, 
Engineer  of  Statistics,  J.  S.  Burch, 
Former  Mayors  Graham  Andrews  and 
P.  D.  Snipes  as  well  as  the  present 
members  of  the  Raleigh  City  Council. 

Highway  Chairman  A.  H.  Graham 
very  forcefully  explained  the  thinking, 
planning  and  hard  work  that  had  gone 
into  the  Dawson  Street  project.  He  said 
that  plans  for  the  extension  of  the 
Dawson  Street  job  (Downtown  Boule- 
vard) to  US  1-A  and  US  1  would  be  let 
to  contract  soon.  He  stated  that  the 
Highway  Commission  was  aware  of  the 
urgent  need  for  a  connection  of  South 
Dawson  Street  across  Western  Boule- 
vard to  US  15-A  and  70,  south  of 
Raleigh,  and  full  "control  of  access"  will 
be  applied  to  any  future  belt  roads. 

In  defense  of  the  design  and  engineer- 
ing of  the  Downtown  Boulevard,  he 
scored  the  "drug  store  engineers  who 
sprang  up  all  over  the  place  with  long 
lists  of  deficiencies,"  as  well  as  one  local 
newspaper  editor  who  wrote  three 
articles  on  the  "seven  deadly  sins"  of 
the  project. 
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TENTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION

arrived  in  Winston-Salem  on  Tuesday 
afternoon  to  work  on  final  plans  prior 
to  registration.  We  were  extremely  busy 
that  night,  all  day  Wednesday,  but  were 
ready  for  registration  to  begin  at  9:00 
A.M.  on  Thursday.  The  meeting  of  the 
General  Executive  Committee  on  Thurs- 
day afternoon  saw  20  resolutions  pre- 
sented for  consideration,  with  some  be- 
ing accepted,  some  being  rejected,  after 
the  usual  arguments  pro  and  con  for  or 
against.  Thursday  evening  a  beautiful 
buffet  dinner  was  given  all  in  attendance 
on  the  Balinese  Roof  of  the  Hotel  Robert 
E.  Lee,  followed  by  selection  by  an  im- 
partial committee  of  MISS  HIGHWAY 
EMPLOYEES  ASSOCIATION  OF  1955 
and  MRS.  HIGHWAY  EMPLOYEES  AS- 
SOCIATION OF  19  55.  The  winners 
selected  were  Miss  Ellen  Bender  of  Jones 
County  and  Mrs.  Peggy  Wilson  of  Aber- 
deen, with  the  runner-ups  being  Miss 
Nancy  O'Berry  of  Columbus  County  and 
Mrs.  William  J.  Davis  of  Hertford.  The 
winners  and  the  runner-ups  were  pre- 
sented with  loving  cups  and  bonds  by 
the  Hon.  Edwin  Gill,  who  officially 
crowned  them  as  queens,  at  the  banquet 
on  Friday  Evening.  This  is  the  first  time 
this  has  been  attempted,  and  from  the 
enthusiastic  reception  received  we  be- 
lieve it  will  be  carried  on  in  the  future 
on  a  larger  scale. 

Business  sessions  got  underway  on 
Friday  morning,  and  a  roll  call  showed 
more  than  a  sufficient  number  of  dele- 
gates present.  The  Mayor  of  Winston- 
Salem  welcomed  the  group,  the  Hon. 
Marshall  Kurfees,  with  Vice-President 
Bob  Brown  responding.  The  usual  an- 
nual report  was  made  l)y  the  President, 
who  gave  a  most  effective  address  to  the 
group.

spouse,  he  being  loved  and  admired  by 
all  Highway  Employees.  Resolutions 
were  considered  during  the  afternoon, 
as  follows: 

To  request  the  SH&PWC  to  grant  3  5- 
year  service  pins  and  certificates  instead 
of  stopping  at  30-year  pins  as  now — to 
request  cost  data  from  Personnel  De- 
partment on  longevity  pay  for  employees 
"frozen"  at  maximum  of  their  salary 
grade,  this  to  be  considered  by  the  19  5  6 
Convention  for  legislative  action  in  the 
19  57  Legislature — to  request  the  Retire- 
ment System  Board  of  Trustees  to  en- 
dorse legislative  action  to  allow  option 
selected  by  an  employee  to  be  binding 
if  the  employee  flies  and  dies  prior  to 
receiving  first  check  (now  gets  only  a 
refund  of  contributions) — to  arrange 
conference  with  officials  of  Prison  De- 
partment and  Personnel  Department  to 
study  equalization  of  working  hours  of 
Prison  Employees  with  those  of  Main- 
tenance; also,  to  work  on  reduction  of 
hours  for  bridge  tenders  and  others  now 
working  more  than  50  hours  per  week — 
to  study  rising  cost  of  living  and  make 
definite  recommendations  to  19  56  Con- 
vention on  amount  of  salary  increase  to 
be  requested  of  the  19  57  Legislature; 
to  confer  with  Legislators  prior  to  that 
time;  to  ask  the  SH&PWC  to  include 
an  amount  for  this  in  the  19  57-59 
budget  when  prepared — pledged  support 
to  a  Constitutional  Amendment  to  be 
voted  on  in  19  5  6  for  increase  in  pay  for 
Legislators — pledged  loyalty  and  sup- 
port to  present  administration — to  set 
forth  certain  procedures  for  any  com- 
pany to  follow  desiring  to  bid  on  our 
insurance  contract — to  ask  that  Prison 
Employees  be  granted  additional  in- 
surance and  that  temporary  employees 
l5e  allowed  to  participate  with  certain 
restrictions — to  arrange  conference  with 
officials  to  relieve  the  situation  at  Cen- 
tral Prison  whereby  employees  at 
present,  due  to  shortage  in  personnel, 
are  in  many  cases  unable  to  take  annual 
leave  and  thereby  lose  accumulation — 
to  endorse  a  minimum  of  3%  in  the  Re- 
tirement System  even  if  integrated  with 
Social  Security — rejected  overtime  pay 
for  employees  in  emergencies  since  they 
can  now  get  compensatory  time;  Mr. 
Crump  in  his  address  advised  that  this 
should  be  uniform  according  to  regula- 
tions, and  if  any  employee  did  not  re- 
ceive proper  compensatory  time  he 
should  take  the  matter  up  with  proper 
authorities —  rejected  proposal  to  have 
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matching  retirement  funds  after  age  f 
due  to  costs  involved — deferred  actic 
for  present  on  a  straight  40-hours  woi 
week  for  all  now  worl'ing  more  than 
— endorsed  legislation  to  provide  f 
payroll  deductions  for  income  tax 
the  State  the  same  as  for  Federal  Incon 
Tax. 

The  19  56  Convention  is  to  be  held 
Asheville,  after  a  close  vote  betwe* 
Asheville  and  Fontana  Village.  Invit 
tions  were  received  from  Myrtle  Beac 
Raleigh,  Durham,  Greensboro,  Winsto 
Salem,  Asheville  and  Fontana. 

All  in  all,  it  was  a  most  constructi 
Convention,  and  ideas  brought  forth  ai 
given  consideration  will  help  the  ei 
ployees   and   the   Commission   in  t 
coming  year.  One  of  the  highlights  w 
the  presentation  of  engraved  plaques 
follows:  to  Unit  #  6  as  the  first  enti 
Unit  to  have   100%   membership  th 
year;    to  Pender  County  as  the  fli 
County  Chapter  to  have  100%  memb( 
ship  reported;  to  Unit  #   3  Road  ( 
Chapter  as  the  flrst  affiliate  Chapter 
report  100%  membership;  and  to  Wils 
County  Chapter  as  the  Chapter  showi 
the  most  progress  of  any  chapter  di 
ing  the  past  year.  These  groups  are 
be  highly  commended  for  their  work 
behalf  of  the  Association,  working  t 
ward  the  common  goal  of  helping 
employees  better  themselves.

Durant  Dies 


Friends  of  Grant  J.  Durant,  Presi- 
?nt  of  Froehling  &  Robertson,  Inc., 
ispection  Engineers,  Richmond,  Vir- 
nia,  will  be  saddened  to  learn  of  his 
Uath  October  22.  For  many  years,  he 
ossf as  the  principal  contact  of  his  firm  for 
le  inspection  of  materials  purchased 
itside  the  State  which  were  used  on 
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highway  maintenance  and  construction. 

Durant,  61,  was  born  in  Mukwonago. 
Wisconsin,  son  of  the  late  Robert  and 
Ellen  Jones  Durant.  He  was  educated 
at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  the 
University  of  Indiana.  In  World  War  I, 
he  served  in  the  Army  Chemical  War- 
fare Service.  He  joined  Froehling  and 
Robertson  in  1920  and  became  its 
president  in  1935.  He  was  a  member  of 
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the  Congregational  Church  of  Muk- 
wonago; the  Rotary  International;  the 
Masonic  Lodge,  Union  Bridge,  Mary- 
land; American  Society  for  Testing 
Materials;  American  Association  of 
Asphalt  Paving  Technologists;  Central 
Engineers  Club  of  Virginia;  and  the 
American  Legion.  He  is  survived  by  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Helen  Shepard  Durant.

The  late  Billy  McKee  was  a  great  "good  roads"  enthusiast 
in  the  old  days.  He  was  active  in  promoting  the  bridging 


of  the  Catawba  at  several  points.  He  was  on  the  Mccklenbi 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  when  the  Rozzelles  Fei|| 
Bridge  was  built  in  the  early  1900's  to  replace  the  old 
which  was  operated  by  the  Rozzelle  family.  That  brid 
was  washed  out  during  the  1916  tlood  in  the  Catawba  Rii 
Basin.  The  bridge  was  rebuilt  several  years  later.  In 
mid-twenties  it  was  raised  when  the  Duke  Power  Compjj 
built  the  Mountain  Island  Dam  to  hold  the  back  water. 

The   old   Rozzelle   Ferry   Bridge   was  dismantled 
summer  and  is  being  replaced  by  a  more  modern  struct 
which  will  carry  NC  16  from  Charlotte  to  Newton.  A 
Little  is  resident  engineer  on  the  new  bridge. 


Tom  Morton  Dies 

One  of  the  Commission's  ablest  engi- 
neers, Thomas  G.  Morton,  died  October 
21,  in  Raleigh.  He  had  been  in  highway 
construction  work  most  of  his  life. 

Born  June  25,  1907,  in  Oxford,  he  was 
educated  at  Oakdale  High  School.  In 
1926,  he  was  graduated  with  a  B.  S. 
degree  in  Civil  Engineering  from  N.  C. 
State  College.  From  19  26  to  19  27,  he 
worked  as  a  draftsman  with  the  Highway 
Commission. 

For  two  years,  he  was  with  the 
Alabama  Highway  Department.  Prom 
19  29  to  1941,  he  was  on  construction 
and  design  with  the  Missouri  Highway 
Department.  For  three  and  one  half 
years  during  World  War  H,  he  served 
with  the  U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers  on 
construction  of  barracks,  warehouses, 
roads,  and  airfields  in  the  Pacific. 


During  this  period,  he  rose  from  Captain 
to  Lieutenant-Colonel. 

In  194  6,  he  returned  to  highway 
work  as  a  Senior  Resident  Engineer  on 
construction  in  Division  Five  out  of 
the  Greensboro  office.

HONOR  ROLL  OF  30-YEAR  HIGHWAY  EMPLOYEE

Convention  Talks 

At  the  annual  convention  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Highway  Em- 
ployees Association,  Chairman  A.  H. 
Graham  pointed  out  that  out  of  9,000 
permanent  highway  employees,  over 
300  have  30  or  more  years  of  continuous 
State  service. 

Highway  construction  is  not  keeping 
pace  with  the  automobile  industry,  he 
said.  Despite  the  addition  of  20,000 
miles  of  hardsurfacing  since  1947,  the 
paved  mileage  per  vehicle  has  dropped 
from  147  square  yards  to  10  3  square 
yards  in  1955. 

Most  of  the  primary  road  system,  built 
in  the  twenties,  he  added,  is  inadequate 
for  the  great  traffic  volume  and  high- 
speed modern  cars.  Even  if  the  Inter- 
state Highway  System  (714  miles  of  it 
in  State)  were  modernized,  the  other 
primary  roads,  designed  and  built  for 


urer  Edwin  Gill  recalled  the  vital  ro 
that  good  roads  played  in  the  history 
the  State.

Rocky  Mount  Bypass 
Officially  Opened 

Governor  Hodges  officially  opened  the 
Rocky  Mount  Bypass  on  US  301  to 
traffic,  October  4.  Dal  Alford,  Chairman 
of  the  Nash  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners, was  master  of  ceremonies  of 
the  brief  highway  dedication. 

The  ribbon,  officially  opening  the  new 
highway,  was  cut  by  Ginger  Roney, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ben  Roney. 
Her  father  is  administrative  assistant  to 
Senator  Kerr  Scott,  former  Governor. 

Highway  Chairman  A.  H.  Graham  told 
the  group  that  US  301  would  eventually 
be  a  limited-access  four-lane  highway 
from  the  Virginia  line  to  the  South 


Carolina  line.  He  spoke  of  the  need  for 
better  highways  to  keep  up  with  the  in- 
creased traffic  load.  More  and  better 
highways  must  be  built,  he  emphasized. 

Major  Charles  Speed,  Safety  Director 
for  the  Motor  Vehicles  Department,  told 
the  audience  that  although  the  highway 
was  built  for  safety,  drivers  should  use 
self-discipline  at  all  times  on  the  high- 
way. 

Ed  Washburn,  immediate  past  presi- 
dent of  the  US  301  Highway  Association, 
said  that  301  was  the  most-travelled 
north-south  highway  in  the  State  and 
the  best-known  to  tourists.

Orton  Boren,  Chairman  of  the  North  Carolina  Turnpike 
Authority,  reported  to  the  Highway  Commissioners  at  their 
December  meeting  that  plans  for  a  north-south  turnpike  in 
the  western  part  of  Virginia  and  the  Piedmont  of  North 
Carolina  had  been  shelved  for  the  present. 

He  explained  that  the  failure  of  the  new  West  Virginia 
Turnpike  to  carry  its  anticipated  traffic  load  plus  "relatively 
low  revenues"  had  resulted  in  the  pigeonholing  of  plans  for 
connecting  toll  roads  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  The 
situation  will  be  reviewed  every  six  months  by  the  consulting 
engineers  as  the  picture  may  change. 

As  originally  planned,  the  present  88-mile  West  Virginia

CONTINUOUS  EXPRESSWAY 
U.S.  29-70

The  last  link  in  the  55-mile  long  super- 
highway from  Thomasville  to  Hillsboro 
was  completed  last  fall  after  years  of 
planning  and  three  years  of  concentrated 
hard  work  and  construction.  It  is  a  major 
relocation  of  US  29  and  70  through  the 
populous  industrialized  Piedmont  section 
of  the  State. 

The  80-mile  continuous  toll-free  ex- 
pressway is  part  of  a  long-range  plan 
to  dual-lane  US  29  and  70  all  the  way 
from  Charlotte  to  Raleigh. 

The  whole  expressway  is  posted  for  tRe 
maximum  safe  spesd  of  55-miles  per 
hour  in  North  Carolina.  No  railroads  or 
other  highways  intersect  or  cross  the 
expressway  at  grade.  Instead,  grade 
separations  or  bridges  carry  the  express- 
way either  over  or  under  intersecting 
roads  and  railroads.  There  are  a  limited 
number  of  grade  crossings  of  light- 
traffic  secondary  roads;  these  will  be 
eliminated  as  service  roads  are  provided. 

There  is  not  a  single  stop  light  or  re- 
stricted speed  zone  on  the  expressway. 
The  through  motorist  can  drive  the  entire 
link  without  delay. 

New  signs  reading  "Limited  Access 
Highway,  Entrance  Driveway  by  Permit 
Only  from  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion" have  been  posted  along  the  road- 
side. By  controlling  the  entrance  and 
exit  of  the  highway,  the  Highway  Com- 
mission will  preserve  its  direct  relocation 
of  US  29  and  70  for  many  years  to  come. 
It  has  been  shown  that  limitation  of 
access  to  a  big  highway  is  the  most 
potent  weapon  ever  developed  for  acci- 
dent prevention. 

From  the  Yadkin  River  to  south  of 
Greensboro,  the  expressway  is  dual-laned 


with  a  30-foot  grassed  median  strip 
separating  opposing  lanes  of  traffic.  From 
Greensboro  to  Hillsboro,  the  expressway 
is  paved  as  a  standard  2  4-foot  wide,  two- 
laned  primary  highway.  Right  of  way 
has  been  acquired  for  future  dual-laning 
of  this  section  when  heavy  traffic  justifies 
it. 

The  expressway  is  well  marked  with 
large  refiectorized  signs  to  signal  the 
driver  when  he  is  approaching  a  point 
of  exit  from  the  highway. 


Schools  Held  Soon 

The  Asphalt  Institute  of  College  Park, 
Maryland,  will  sponsor  three  one-day- 
long asphalt  schools  for  highway  engi- 
neers this  winter,  State  Bituminous 
Engineer  T.  V.  Fahnestock  reports. 

District  Engineer  R.  K.  Williams,  Jr., 
of  Richmond  and  other  members  of  the 
Asphalt  Institute  will  conduct  the  meet- 
ings. 

Special  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the 
quality  and  construction  control  of  all 
asphalt  work.  Division  office  employees, 
resident  engineers,  inspectors,  and  key 
road  oil  employees  will  participate  in  the 
meetings. 

The  schools  will  be  held:  Monday, 
January  30,  in  the  Goldsboro  highway 
office  for  Divisions  One,  Two,  Three,  Four 
and  Six;  Wednesday,  February  1,  in  the 
Asheville  highway  office  for  Divisions 
11,  12,  13  and  14;  and  Friday,  February 
3,  in  the  Greensboro  highway  office  for 
Divisions  Five,  Seven,  Eight,  Nine  and 
Ten. 


Surplus  Allocated       Symposium  Held  Soon 


Governor  Luther  Hodges  allocated 
$2,656,000,  December  9,  to  seven  road 
construction  projects  and  $56,000  for  the 
purchase  of  land  near  the  highway  build- 
ing in  Raleigh. 

The  allocations  included: 

Mecklenburg,  $500,000  for  the  11.5 
mile  long  US  29  bypass  around  north 
Charlotte. 

Craven,  US  17  bypass  around  Bridge- 
ton,  $100,000. 

Warren,  bridge  over  Roanoke  River  to 
replace  Eaton  Ferry,  $300,000. 

Cumberland,  overpass  on  Rowan  Street 
in  Fayetteville,  $500,000. 

Forsyth,  for  work  on  US  52'  in  "Old 
Salem",  $400,000. 

Ashe,  grading  for  relocation  of  NC  16 
from  Grumpier  to  Virginia  State  line, 
$450,000. 

Catawba,  grading  for  additional  lane 
on  US  64,  70  and  321  from  point  east  of 
Hickory  to  point  in  Hickory,  $350,000. 

For  the  purchase  of  a  lot  on  the  south- 
west corner  of  New  Bern  Avenue  and 
Blount  Street  in  Raleigh,  $56,000. 

Previously,  the  Governor  had  set  up 
$959,000  for  prison  system  improvements, 
$50,000  for  a  bridge  and  access  road  to 
a  new  consolidated  school  east  of  Murphy 
in  Cherokee  County,  and  $20,000  each 
for  preliminary  surveys  for  two  new 
bridges  —  over  the  Alligator  River  be- 
tween Sandy  Point  and  East  Lake  and 
over  the  Cape  Fear  River  at  Wilmington. 

At  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1954-55,  there 
was  $7,688,589  in  the  Highway  Surplus. 
After  the  Governor  made  the  above 
allocations,  $3,983,129  was  left  over  for 
possible  emergencies  and  to  match  possi- 
ble additional  federal-aid  funds  which 
may  come  if  Congress  approves  an  ex- 
panded federal-aid  highway  program.

,  ents  in  Eastern  North  Carolina  was 
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le  nine  mile  by-pass  built  for  US  301 


around  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.  Already  this 
project  is  serving  some  4,000  vehicles 
daily,  and  has  materially  relieved  traffic 
congestion  in  Rocky  Mount. 

The  grading  for  a  new  4-lane  section 
of  US  301  was  completed  in  Wilson 
County  just  North  of  Wilson.  This  is 
one  of  many  sections  of  Interstate  Route 
301  which  are  being  modernized.  Paving 
is  to  follow  under  a  current  contract. 

US  301  both  North  and  South  of 
Fayetteville  in  Cumberland  County  was 
completed  in  the  form  of  a  4-lane  ex- 
pressway with  control  of  access  for  con- 
struction lengths  totalling  over  8  miles, 
including  major  bridges  over  the  Cape 
Fear  River.  This  Cumberland  County 
section  of  US  301  ranks  with  the  finest 
highways  in  the  Nation. 

Further  South  on  US  301,  a  new  51/2 
mile  section  by-passing  Lumberton  has 
been  graded,  new  bridges  and  traffic 
structures  have  been  completed  in  antici- 
pation of  early  paving  of  this  section. 

Many  other  segments  of  US  301  are 
under  construction,  as  noted  in  later 
sections  of  this  listing. 

Down  in  Columbus  County,  US  701 
was  completely  modernized  both  North 
and  South  of  Whiteville,  involving  many 
new  bridges. 

The  double-tracking  of  US  70  between 
Raleigh  and  Durham  to  a  4-lane  ex- 
pressway was  completed  early  in  19  55 
and  represents  a  traffic  improvement  of 
first  magnitude  in  this  area. 


Downtown  Boulevard  in  Raleigh,  one 
of  the  State's  finest  and  most  modern 
urban  expressways  was  opened  in  the 
fall,  is  carrying  over  11,000  vehicles  per 
day,  and  is  relieving  many  nearby  streets 
of  their  traffic  burdens. 

In  Person  County,  US  501  from  near 
Longhurst  to  the  Virginia  State  line  was 
modernized  and  repaved  for  a  length  of 
over  9  miles. 

In  Greensboro,  the  extension  of  Lee 
Street,  an  important  urban  expressway, 
was  completed  as  a  4-lane  boulevard  to 
connect  with  the  new  US  29  East  of  the 
City's  center. 

US  220  from  Madison,  North  Carolina, 
toward  Greensboro  for  a  length  of  6 
miles  was  completed  as  a  modern  high- 
way section. 

In  the  "sand-hill"  country  a  new  10 
mile  length  was  graded,  with  new  struc- 
tures, to  carry  US  15-5  01  between 
Carthage  and  the  Pinehurst  area. 

US  1  from  Aberdeen  south  for  about 
six  miles  to  Lumber  River  was  mod- 
ernized and  repaved,  being  completed 
during  the  year  to  a  4-lane  expressway 
design. 

Down  in  Anson  County,  a  seven  mile 
section  of  US  52  between  Wadesboro 
and  Morven  was  graded  and  paved  on  a 
remodeled  location. 

Also  in  Anson,  a  major  paving  project 
on  US  74  has  just  been  completed, 
offering  important  traffic  relief  on  this 
route.

A  new  10  mile  section  of  US  21  be- 
tween Charlotte  and  Mooresville  was 
graded  and  paved. 

An  old  and  obsolete  section  of  US 
70  from  Salisbury  9  miles  long  toward 
Statesville  was  completely  straightened, 
modernized,  repaved,  and  opened  to 
traffic. 

In  the  heart  of  Charlotte,  Inde- 
pendence Boulevard,  built  by  the  State 
several  years  ago,  was  extended  from 
Morehead  Street  directly  West  across 
the  City  to  connect  with  Wilkinson 
Boulevard.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
spectacular  projects  in  the  State,  handles 
enormous  traffic  volumes,  and  provides 
a  through-Charlotte  route  for  US  74 
traffic  including,  perhaps  the  heaviest 
traffic  intersection  in  the  State.  This 
section  now  involves  negligible  delay. 

On  US  15  8  from  Reidsville  to  Stokes- 
dale,  an  entire  20  mile  section,  was  re- 
surfaced and  widened  to  better  handle 
its  traffic  burden. 

A  major  section  of  US  421,  4  V2  miles 
long  between  Winston-Salem  and 
Kernersville  was  relocated,  regraded, 
paved  and  opened  for  traffic  service. 

Up  in  Surry  County  a  7  mile  length  of 
US  52  between  Mount  Airy  and  Pilot 
Mountain,  N.  C,  was  completely  rebuilt 
on  new  location  and  modern  alignment, 
was  paved  and  opened  during  1955. 

A  twelve  mile  section  of  US  321  be- 
tween Lenoir  and  Hickory  was  rebuilt, 
paved  and  completed  during  the  year, 
as  well  as  a  by-pass  around  Lenoir  on 
this  route. 

East-West  travellers  passing  through 
Morganton  will  hail  the  recent  comple- 
tion of  a  new  by-pass  on  US  70,  saving 


much  travel  time  and  downtown  traffic 
congestion  in  Morganton. 

A  new  section  of  Interstate  US  2  9  has 
been  graded  from  the  South  Carolina 
State  Line  7  miles  long  to  near  Kings 
Mountain,  N.  C,  during  the  year,  pro- 
viding for  later  paving  as  a  4-lane  di- 
vided design.  A  part  of  this  improve- 
ment has  already  been  opened  to  traffic. 

Western  Improvements 

The  well-known  4-lane  mountain  ex- 
pressway from  Old  Fort  to  Ridgecrest 
was  extended  to  Black  Mountain,  N.  C, 
involving  new  location,  major  grading, 
new  structures  and  a  4-lane  divided 
design. 

Out  in  Haywood  County,  a  new  high- 
way was  cut  through  the  mountain 
wilderness  from  the  Tennessee  State 
Line  for  7  miles  of  heavy  grading  be- 
tween Waterville  and  Cold  Spring.  When 
paved,  this  will  represent  a  new,  low 
level,  direct  and  easily  travelled  entrance 
to  Western  North  Carolina  in  the 
Pigeon  River  area. 

US  23  between  Franklin  and  Dills- 
boro  was  rebuilt  on  new  location  for  9 
miles  through  heavy  mountainous 
terrain. 

Current  Construction 

In  addition,  there  were  underway,  at 
the  end  of  19  55,  a  great  number  of  con- 
tract projects  involving  an  aggregate 
contract  value  of  over  $36  million.  Some 
of  these  current  major  projects,  each 
involving  over  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars,  are  listed  as  follows: 

The  bridging  of  wide  Croatan  Sound 
in  Dare  County  is  in  full  swing.  This 
long  bridge  between  Manteo  and  Manns 
Harbor  will  replace  the  ferry  service 
between  these  points  and  will  be  of  great 
benefit  to  this  section  of  the  State,  as 
well  as  to  thousands  of  summer  vaca- 
tioners and  sport  fishermen. 


Down  in  Hyde  County,  old  and  narrow' 
US  264  between  Leechville  and  Swani 
quarter  is  being  rebuilt  and  widened  foi! 
a  length  of  almost  20  miles. 

In  Pamlico  County,  from  Bayboro  tc 
Vandemere,  routes  NC  304  and  NC  SO'! 
are  being  regraded,  widened  and  re 
surfaced  for  a  length  of  6  V2  miles. 

In  Martin  County,  NC  125  is  being  re 
built  and  widened  for  a  length  of  l-I 
miles  between  Hamilton  and  Wil 
liamston. 

In  the  Elizabeth  City  area,  a  new  by 
pass  southwest  of  the  City  is  under  con 
struction,  including  modernization  0 
NC  170  to  Weeksville,  N.  C,  and  tb 
Navy  Blimp  base.  ! 

At  Greenville,  a  by-pass  is  under  con 
struction  for  NC  11  on  the  West  sid( 
offering  some  potential  relief  for  thi 
traffic  burdened  city. 

From  New  Bern  to  Havelock  US  7 
is  being  rebuilt  on  a  4-lane  divided  ex 
pressway  design  to  serve  traffic  to  an 
from  Cherry  Point,  Morehead  City,  an 
Bleaufort.  Several  alignment  improve 
ments  are  involved. 

A  by-pass  for  US  70  is  being  built  ai 
Kinston  to  relieve  major  traffic  conges 
tion  on  that  section  of  this  major  east 
west  route. 

Goldsboro  Bypass

Also  at  Goldsboro,  a  major  by-pas 
project  underway  will  carry  US  70  con 
pletely  around  that  City,  offering  nor 
stop  service  and  major  traffic  relie 
Major  structures  at  the  US  117  intei 
change  and  ACL  Railroad  are  also  ii 
volved. 

In  Wilmington  several  major  Higl 
way  Streets  are  being  widened  by  th 
State  Highway  Commission;  i.e.,  Nort 
3d,  North  2nd,  and  Cowan  Streets. 

Below  Wilmington,  a  new  section  ( 
NC  130  is  being  built  from  Southpoi 
to  Orton  Plantation,  in  connection  wit 
the  new  Sunny  Point  Ammunitio 
Terminal. 

A  new  bridge  is  being  built  ov( 
Banks  Channel  at  Wrightsville  Beac 
with  pumped-in  sand  fill  approaches. 

US  17  from  Jacksonville  to  Folkstone

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A  14-mile  section  of  US  701  is  being 
built  in  Columbus  County  between  Tabor 
City  and  Whiteville. 

Several  sections  of  Interstate  US  301 
are  under  construction  on  new  location 
as  limited  access  expressway  designs. 
These  sections  are  almost  continuous 
from  North  of  Wilson  to  South  of  Dunn. 
Another  section  of  this  same  route  in- 
volves a  major  by-pass  at  Lumberton. 
These  projects  combined  represent  a 
large  portion  of  the  State's  1955  con- 
struction expenditures. 

NC  8  7  in  Harnett  and  Cumberland 
Counties  is  being  rebuilt  between  Man- 
chester and  Spout  Springs,  involving 
new  paving  throughout. 

Route  NC  71  is  being  widened  and  re- 
modeled between  Red  Springs  and 
Parkton. 

A  five  mile  by-pass  on  US  15-A  to  the 
West  of  Laurinburg  has  been  completed 
except  for  the  bituminous  pavement 
wearing  surface.  This  paving  will  be 
started  as  soon  as  weather  permits. 

Renovation  of  US  I 

A  long  section  of  US  1  is  being  built 
on  new  location  to  by-pass  Henderson, 
North  Carolina,  eliminating  much  travel 
delay  on  this  major  route  in  that  City. 

On  the  same  route,  a  new  by-pass  is 
being  built  completely  around  Sanford 
on  its  West  side  to  relieve  US  1  traffic 
congestion. 

A  new  internal  4-lane  divided  express- 
way by-pass  is  being  built  on  US  1 
through  Southern  Pines,  N.  C,  for  a 
length  of  five  miles.  This  will  offer  major 
relief  to  through  and  local  traffic  in  this 
quiet  resort  town. 

New  US  15-501  is  being  paved  be- 
tween Carthage  and  Pinehurst  on  the 
new  location  recently  graded. 

Old  route  NC  27  between  Troy  and 
Carthage  is  being  rebuilt  and  widened 
for  a  length  of  over  12  miles. 

Within  a  few  days  after  January  1, 
1956,  it  is  expected  that  traffic  will  be 
turned  onto  the  new  North  Durham  by- 
pass expressway  section,  connecting  US 
70  at  Durham  with  the  Raleigh  boule- 
vard. This  will  relieve  considerable 
traffic  congestion  and  delay  in  this  area 
Northeast  of  Durham. 

To  the  North  from  this  by-pass  a  new 
section  of  US  15  is  being  built  to  the 
Neuse  River.  Grading  work  is  under- 
way and  structures  are  being  built. 

The  newly  opened  Downtown  Boule- 
vard in  Raleigh  is  being  extended  North 
to  connect  with  and  carry  US  1.  The 
grading  of  this  big  project,  involving

forward  in  the  renovation  of  the  primary  highway  system.  The  new  highway  was 
opened  to  traffic,  November  1. 


wide  4-lane  paving  an-d  many  expensive 
structures  has  been  let  to  contract. 

In  Greensboro,  a  new  expressway  sec- 
tion for  US  29  is  being  built  around  the 
Southern  and  Eastern  parts  of  the  City. 
Work  underway  involves  grading,  struc- 
tures and  paving.  This  design  is  for  a 
4-lane  divided  expressway. 

A  new  location  route  for  US  421  is 
being  graded  from  Kernersville  to  near 
Greensboro  to  join  the  new  US  70-29 
expressway  Southwest  of  Greensboro, 
and  eliminating  all  traffic  delays  on  this 
Interstate  section. 

A  by-pass  is  being  graded  around  the 
West  side  of  Reidsville  to  handle  through 
traffic  on  US  158  and  US  29  involving 
also  an  extension  south  to  US  29.  This 
5.3  mile  improvement  will  offer  great 
relief  to  traffic  congestion  in  Reidsville. 

Winston-Salem  Expressway 
Perhaps  the  most  expensive  and  am- 
bitious project  ever  attempted  by  the 
Commission  is  the  current  expressway 
through  the  very  heart  of  Winston- 
Salem.  This  big  job  is  well  advanced  and 
will  represent  a  very  significant  traffic 
improvement.  Its  eventual  cost  will  ex- 
ceed $10  million. 

On  US  70  in  Iredell  County  a  heavy 
grading  project  is  underway  from  the 
Catawba  River,  8.3  miles  east  to  join 
with  the  recently  completed  Statesville 
by-pass.  This  Interstate  expressway  de- 
sign, with  limited  access,  will  eliminate 
a  very  crooked  old  section  of  US  70 
which  has  been  serving  for  over  27 
years. 

A  contract  has  been  let  for  building  a 
by-pass  for  US  321  within  the  Western 
section  of  Hickory,  and  connecting  with 
US  70  on  the  South.  The  length  is  al- 
most 3  miles  and  the  property  complica- 
tions represent  a  difficult  problem. 

A  major  by-pass  expressway  at  Salis- 
bury on  US  29,  involving  a  4-lane  con- 


trolled access  design  6 1/^  miles  long  is 
under  construction  on  this  Interstate 
route.  At  present,  Salisbury  is  one  of 
the  worst  traffic  delay  points  on  the 
Interstate  system  in  North  Carolina.  An 
adjoining  project  now  underway  extends 
South  for  8  miles  to  near  China  Grove, 
North  Carolina;  the  design  being  the 
same  as  on  the  by-pass  at  Salishury. 

US  21  Modernized 

US  21  North  of  Charlotte  is  to  be 
paved  on  new  location  for  a  length  of 
about  10  miles,  the  Contract  already 
having  been  let. 

NC  16  South  of  Charlotte  is  being 
widened,  remodeled  and  repaved  for  3 
miles  along  Providence  Road. 

A  new  bridge  on  NC  16  is  being  built 
to  replace  the  obsolete  and  inadequate 
structure  over  the  Catawba  River  near 
Mount  Holly,  North  Carolina. 

From  Lincolnton  south  for  about  4 
miles,  NC  150  is  being  rebuilt  on  new 
location  involving  grading  and  several 
new  bridges. 

Up  in  Ashe  County,  NC  16  is  being 
rebuilt  for  5  miles  between  Grumpier  and 
Jefferson,  involving  heavy  mountain 
grading. 

Six  miles  of  US  421  from  near  North 
Wilkesboro  toward  Yadkin  County  are 
being  rebuilt  on  modern  alignment. 
Another  section  of  the  same  route,  5 
miles  long  near  Lewis  Fork  Church  is 
being  built. 

West  of  North  Wilkesboro,  major 
changes  are  being  made  in  the  location 
of  US  421  for  a  length  of  over  11  miles. 
Heavy  grading  and  several  major  struc- 
tures are  involved  in  the  elimination  of 
many  sharp  curves  and  steep  grades. 

Heavily    travelled    US    70  between 
Valdese  and  Morganton  will  get  traffic

They're  making  good  progress  on  the  new  nine-mile  long  Henderson  bypass. 
Above  435-foot  long  bridge  is  being  built  over  the  niainlme  of  the  Seaboard  Rail- 
road and  present  US  1,  about  three  miles  south  of  Henderson,  near  Bear  Pond. 
More  than  50  per  cent  of  the  work  has  been  finished  on  the  grading  for  a  two- 
laned  pavement  and  building  seven  major  structures  in  addition  to  the  one  above. 
Bridges  are  being  built  to  carry  the  bypass  over  Epsom  Road,  under  NC  39,  under 
Chicken  Farm  Road,  under  Warrenton  Road,  over  the  Seaboard  Railroad,  and  over 
present  US  1,  north  of  Henderson.

relief  due  to  the  construction,  now 
underway,  of  a  new  expressway  to  the 
South  on  new  location,  avoiding  all 
towns  and  delay  points. 

In  Rutherford  County,  US  221  is  be- 
ing rebuilt  toward  Marion,  North  Caro- 
lina, for  a  length  of  6  miles.  Heavy 
grading  and  structure  costs  are  involved. 

Also  in  Rutherford  and  in  McDowell 
Counties,  NC  2  6  is  being  rebuilt  and 
paved  from  Dysortville  southeast  for  a 
length  of  over  8  miles. 

A  new  section  of  Interstate  route  US 
29  is  being  built  for  a  length  of  10  miles 
in  Gaston-Cleveland  Counties,  this  sec- 
tion running  from  near  Grover,  North 
Carolina,  into  Gaston  County.  Interstate 
expressway  standards,  including  access 
control,  are  being  followed. 

Up  in  Henderson  County,  US  64  is  be- 
ing built  on  new  location  to  modern 
standards  from  Horse  Shoe,  N.  C,  to 
Transylvania  County  line. 

In  Transylvania,  NC  276  is  being  re- 
built from  NC  2  80  to  near  Blantnyre  for 
a  length  of  6  ^2.  miles. 

In  Jackson  County,  NC  281  is  being 
completely  rebuilt  to  modern  standards 
for  a  length  of  4  miles  southeast  from 
Tuckaseigee  River. 

Major  route  US  19  is  being  widened 
and  rebuilt  for  2.7  miles  between  Bryson 
City  and  Lauada. 

The  above  listings  omit  all  minor  pro- 
jects. Also  omitted  are  betterment  work 
and  the  vast  maintenance  operations  of 
the  Commission,  which  involved  about 
$60  million  during  the  last  fiscal  year.

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Section  Foreman  Paul  Vaughn  and  his 
son,  Jimmy,  of  604  Church  Street  in 
Farmville  collect  and  repair  antique 
clocks.  Every  week  they  spend  one  and 
half  hours  winding  the  60  old  clocks.  All 
the  timepieces  will  run  for  eight  days 
on  one  winding  although  they  are  wound 
every  seven  days. 

The  timely  hobby  started  over  two 
years  ago  when  young  Jimmy  visited 
relatives  in  Virginia.  While  there,  an 
aunt  gave  him  an  old  broken  clock. 
Jimmy  and  his  dad  carried  it  to  a  Green-

ville  jeweler  for  repairs.  After  eyeing 
the  $20  repair  bill,  the  Vaughns  decided 
to  repair  old  clocks  on  their  own. 

The  result  is  the  collection  of  old 
timepieces  which  line  the  walls  of  a 
room  in  their  home.  According  to  Vaughn, 
sixty  clocks  in  one  room  sound  like  "hail 
on  a  tin  roof."  That's  quiet  compared  to 
the  hours  and  half-hours  when  the  clocks 
set  up  their  chorus  of  chimes  to  signal  the 
time. 

The  ticking  and  chiming  doesn't  in- 
terfere with  sleep  in  the  Vaughn  house- 
hold as  they  just  close  the  doors  to  the 
clock  room  and  the  rest  of  the  house  is 
relatively  quiet. 

So  fascinating  is  the  hobby  to  the 
pair  that  Jimmy  and  his  father  spend 
late  afternoons  and  evening  repairing 
all  newly-acquired  timepieces.  The  elder 
Vaughn  even  uses  his  vacation  time  from 
State  work  at  his  hobby. 

They  have  collected  the  clocks  from 
old  abandoned  packhouses  and  from  attics 
in  country  homes.  When  they  get  an 
old  clock,  many  of  which  are  hand- 
carved,  the  timepieces  are  usually  long 
past  working,  the  woodwork  and  glass 
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have  turned  black  from  years'  accumula- 
tion of  dust  and  dirt,  and  the  mechanical 
portion  has  generally  rusted. 

The  father  and  son,  who  spend  most 
of  their  spare  time  in  the  work  shop  of 
their  home,  completely  strip  down  the 
clocks  and  begin  the  tedious  and  pain- 
staking task  of  re-working  the  antique 
clocks. 

Vaughn  says  it  takes  a  pint  of  paint 
remover  —  at  70  cents  —  to  remove  the 
varnish  and  dirt  from  the  woodwork. 
After  cleaning,  the  hand-carved  wood  is 
given  a  new  coat  of  varnish.  The  clock 
works  get  a  complete  overhaul,  with  worn 
gears  being  replaced  with  spare  parts 
collected  from  other  clocks,  since  new 
parts  are  no  longer  available. 

Although  there  is  no  accurate  way  of 
determing  the  age  of  the  clocks,  Vaughn 
thinks  most  of  the  clocks  are  over  100 
years  old.  He  is  especially  proud  of  oVie 
clock  which  not  only  gives  the  hours, 
minutes  and  seconds  but  two  cylinders 
indicate  the  month  and  the  day. 

In  their  search  for  old  clocks,  the 
Vaughns  have  picked  up  other  antiques 
which  are  now  on  display  with  the  clocks. 
They  have  an  old  organ  from  the  Vaughn 
homeplace  in  Murfreesboro.  It  is  over 
100  years  old,  is  in  good  shape  and  can 
be  played  by  Mrs.  Vaughn.  They  picked 
up  an  old  spool  desk  in  Falkland.  It  was 
formerly  used  to  store  spools  of  thread 

An  old  spinning  wheel  handed  down 
from  Vaughn's  great-great  grandmother 
sits  in  the  center  of  the  room.  It  has 
been  repainted.  They  have  an  old  hat 
stand,  an  ancient  coffee  grinder,  and  an 
old  brandy  jug  which  dates  from  Civil 
War  days. 

So  the  next  time  you  stop  to  wind  your 
watch,  think  of  Paul  and  Jimmy  Vaughn, 
spending  one  and  half  hours  every  week 
winding  their  old  clocks.

A  public  servant  realizes  the  impor- 
ince  of  good  public  relations  as  his 
jars  of  service  increase.

One  of  the  most  frequent  contracts 
lith  the  public  is  the  flagman  who  is 
iisponsible  not  only  for  the  safety  of 
le  workmen  but  also  the  driving  pub- 
ic. Daily  in  almost  every  county  there 

a  direct  contract  between  the  flagman 
id  the  public. 

The  good  flagman  is  always  courteous, 
ving  brief  information  for  the  delay 
r  danger,  e.g.,  "patching  ahead"  or 
:resh  asphalt."  He  stands  on  the 
|ioulder  opposite  the  barricade,  but  if 
|iis  is  not  practical,  he  may  stand  in 
le  barricaded  lane.  The  good  flagman 
2ver  stands  in  the  lane  being  used  by 
affic. 

He  stations  himself  so  that  drivers 
cm  either  direction  can  see  him.  If 
3ssible,  he  should  be  visible  for  at 
ast  500  feet.  If  possible,  he  wears  a 
ght-colored  shirt  or  coat  so  that  he 
m  be  seen.  He  faces  the  traffic  when 
gnalling  to  slow,  stop  or  proceed.  He 
ows  traffic  by  waving  a  red  flag  across 
le  front  of  his  body.  His  arm  and  flag 
■e  never  raised  above  his  shoulder.  To 
gnal  traffic  ahead,  he  lowers  his  red 
ag  and  with  his  free  hand  he  motions 
affic  on.  He  nevers  uses  the  flag  to 
gnal  traffic  to  proceed. 
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Concrete  Workshop 

The  Third  Annual  Ready-Mixed  Con- 
crete Workshop  was  held  January  9-10. 
in  Raleigh  under  the  direction  of  the 
Division  of  Materials,  to  improve  the 
standard  of  concrete  work. 

Ready-Mixed  Concrete  producers 
throughout  the  State  sent  their  operat- 
ing personnel  for  instruction  in  the  cor- 
rect procedure  for  control  of  Portland 
cement  concrete  proportioning,  mixing, 
transporting,  placing  and  curing. 

The  program  was  based  on  a  recently- 
initiated  plan  of  the  Division  of  Mate- 
rials to  certify  concrete  technicians  who 
demonstrate  ability  to  make  the  neces- 
sary computations,  adjust  the  designed 
mixes,  perform  the  applicable  tests,  and 
prove  their  interest  in  the  production 
of  high  quality  concrete.  Certificates 
were  issued  to  those  who  passed  a  rigid 
examination. 

Workshop  arrangements  were  made 
under  the  join  sponsorship  of  C.  E. 
Proudley,  Chief  Materials  Engineer,  and 


H.  J.  Stockard.  Executive-Secretary  of 
the  Ready-Mixed  Association  in  the 
Carolinas.  Course  instructors  included 
J.  E.  Thompson,  Jr.,  Physical  Testing 
Engineer:  George  Turner  and  H.  F. 
Waller,  of  the  concrete  laboratory  staff. 

Inspectors  to  Meet 

The  Division  of  Materials  will  hold  a 
refresher  course  in  Raleigh  February 
9-10,  for  materials  inspectors  from  the 
14  highway  divisions  on  the  techniques 
and  specifications  applicable  to  inspec- 
tion work. 

Robert  C.  Coggin,  the  Materials  Engi- 
neer in  charge  of  materials  inspectors 
assigned  to  the  division  offices,  will  lead 
the  discussions.  C.  E.  Proudley,  Chief 
Materials  Engineer,  will  program  the 
work  of  the  conference  and  the  instruc- 
tion in  the  laboratories. 

More  than  50  men  including  the 
Laboratory  heads,  the  Materials  Engi- 
neers. Field  Materials  Inspectors  and 
engineers  from  allied  departments  are 
expected  for  the  conference.

Paving  Record  Set 

A  State  record  in  placing  plant  mix 
was  set  last  fall  when  90,225  tons  of 
bituminous  concrete  binder  and  surface 
course  were  placed  In  a  ten-week  period. 

On  a  20.48-mile  resurfacing  of  US 
158  from  Reidsville  to  Stokesdale  in 
Rockingham-Guilford  counties,  Rea  Con- 
struction Company  of  Charlotte  started 
September  5,  1955.  On  November  16, 
Rea  had  finished  placing  90,225  tons 
of  plant  mix  on  top  of  the  old  surface- 
treated  road  which  was  built  in  193  6  and 
widened  to  2  4  feet  in  19  5.3. 

By  resurfacing,  the  old  pavement  was 
smoothed  and  strengthened.  The  State 
now  has  a  first-class,  modern  road. 

All  the  resurfacing  material  came 
from  one  plant  and  was  produced  In  a 
six-ton  mixer.  The  Cedarapids  asphalt 
mixing  plant  is  fully  automatic.  The 
bins  were  charged  automatically;  the 
materials  were  automatically  weighed 
in  correct  proportions.  The  asphalt  and 
mineral  filler  were  added  automatically; 
the  time  of  mixing  was  controlled  auto- 
matically. The  plant-mix  was  even 
dumped  automatically  into  the  trucks. 

State    Bituminous    Engineer    T.  V. 


Fahnestock  says  that  the  automatically- 
controlled  plant  gave  an  excellent,  uni- 
form mix  and  eliminated  the  possibility 
of  getting  a  too  rich  or  too  lean  mix. 

R.  L.  Hickerson  was  resident  engineer 
on  the  work.  R.  H.  Greason  was  road- 
way inspector.  B.  Farrington  and  Bob 
Canada  were  the  plant  inspectors.  A.  P. 
Pelt,  a  former  highway  employee,  was 
superintendent  for  Rea.

The  portion  of  the  bypass  lying  with 
the  city  limits,  Patterson  Street,  w 
renamed  "Junius  K.  Powell  Boulevar 
in  honor  of  the  Whiteville  attorney  w 
authored  and  engineered  the  Powell  B 
through  the  1951  Legislature.  The  Pow- 
Bill  provides  for  the  annual  distributic 
of  one-half  cent  per  gallon  of  the  tot 
gasoline  tax  to  incorporated,  activ 
eligible  and  qualified  municipalities  f 
improvements  on  non-highway  systc 
streets. 

In  addition  to  Graham,  other  highw 
officials    included    Commissioner  C. 
Hasty  of  Maxton;  Division  Engineer  L. 
Whitfield  of  Fayetteville;  District  Ens 
neer  E.  L.  Green  of  Lumberton;  O.

C.  G.  Ta 
Construction  Company  paved  the  n( 
highway. 


The  new  "inside  bypass"  of  Morganton  was  recently  c()ni|)lcte(l  and  opened  to 
traffic  after  dedication  ceremonies  in  November.  The  Morganton  bypass  is  3.257 
miles  long  and  runs  from  US  70  on  the  east,  south  of  town  and  west  across  NC  18 
and  US  64  to  tie  back  in  with  US  70  on  the  west. 

Chief  Engineer  Rogers  was  the  principal  speaker  for  the  dedication.  The  bypass 
was  named  "Fleming  Drive"  in  honor  of  Commissioner  .J.  Fleming  Snipes  of  Marion. 
After  luncheon  at  the  Community  House  for  the  local  and  highway  officials,  U.  S. 
Senator  Sam  J.  Erviu  traced  the  State's  roadbuilding  program  since  1921.  Mayor 
H.  L.  Riddle  presided  both  at  the  luncheon  and  at  the  ribbon-cutting.  Commissioner 
Snipes  cut  the  ribbon  on  the  east  of  the  new  bypass  while  Mrs.  Snipes  and  Mrs. 
Clarence  Bohler,  secretary  in  the  Morganton  Chamber  of  Commerce,  cut  the  ribbon 
to  the  west. 
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Saiifoid  Construction  is  using  a  crane  and  special  rig  in 
unloading,  transporting,  and  installing  100-foot  long  I- 
beains  on  the  many  big  structures  of  the  Winston-Salem 
Expressway.

The  880-foot  long  bridge  over  the  Yadkin  River  between  Rowan  and 
Davidson  Counties  is  the  major  structure  on  the  Salisbury  Bypass.  The 
structure  work,  under  contract,  to  Foster  and  Creighton  of  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  involves  815,000  cubic  yards  of  concrete,  1,580,990  pounds  ot 
reinforcing  steel,  and  3,343,000  pounds  of  structural  steel!  The  big 
river  bridge  is  of  I-beam  construction  and  will  have  a  56-foot  clear 
roadway  with  a  divider  median  strip.  When  complete,  it  will  carr> 
heavy  car  and  truck  traffic  on  US  29.

The  State  Highway  Commission  let 
f51,413,196  to  contract  during  calendar 
ear  1955.  This  was  not  the  full  amount 
)f  work  done  by  the  Commission  as 
here  was  a  big  backlog  of  incomplete, 
ictive  v/ork  which  was  still  under  con- 
truction. 

The  contract  work  in  1955  exceeded 
he  19  54  work  by  $4  million  and  the 
953  work  by  $13  million. 

The  $51  million  figure  consisted  of 
39,054,253  for  actual  value  of  con- 
racts,  $7,982,59  5  for  necessary  rights- 
f-way,  $3,249,692  for  engineering  and 
ontingencies,  and  $1,027,656  for  inci- 
lental  work  done  by  railroads,  for  land- 
caping  and  other  such  items. 

Almost  $8  million  of  the  $51  million 
/as  spent  for  acquiring  rights-of-way. 
'his  figure  represented  more  than  15 
er  cent  of  the  job  costs,  due  to  the 
oaring  cost  of  property  rights.  Right 
f  way  funds  do  not  show  up  in  road 
inprovements  but  do  materially  reduce 
unds  available  for  actual  road  con- 
truction. 

The  $51  million  figure  involved  1,306 
liles  of  major  improvements  or  new 
onstruction.  A  total  of  $29,687,706 
ame  from  the  State  Highway  Fund 
rhile  Federal  Aid  monies  accounted  for 
he  other  $21,626,490.  Federal  funds 
lay  not  be  used  for  maintenance,  better- 
lents,  or  prison-connected  work. 

In  February,  1955,  the  Commission 
nnounced  a  two-year  program  of  pri- 
lary  highway  projects  as  the  goal  for 
955-57.  Of  the  $51  million  let  to  con- 
ract  in  1955,  $29,847,050  went  for 
rejects  in  the  announced  program.  The 
rogram  was  based  on  major  primary 
ighway  needs  as  determined  by  the 
ngineering  firm  of  Parsons,  Brinkerhofl, 
[all  and  McDonald  following  an  inten-

sive  six-month  survey  and  study  made  in 
1954  of  North  Carolina's  highways, 
bridges,  roads  and  streets.  The  more 
pressing  needs  of  the  survey  were  in- 
cluded in  the  announced  program  list 
although  many  of  the  projects  had 
already  been  let  to  contract  when  the 
program  was  announced. 

The  primary  highway  program  was 
planned  to  utilize  all  available  Federal 
Aid  funds  with  matching  State  monies. 
Statewide  need  was  stressed  in  the  selec- 
tion of  projects  rather  than  on  a  strict 
division  allocation  basis. 

The  final  construction  costs  will  de- 
pend on  variations  in  final  quantities, 
and  job  revisions,  as  well  as  fluctuations 
in  property  values  and  costs.  Due  to 
local  conditions  and  inability  to  secure 
right  of  way  expeditiously,  the  Com- 
mission planned  more  work  than  could 
be  met  with  actual  available  funds.  The 
progress  of  construction,  weather  and 
availability  of  materials  has  also  affected 
the  placing  of  the  proposed  work  under 
contract  on  the  planned  schedule.  Most 
primary  construction  involves  prior  ap- 
proval by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads. 

Now  Under  Contract 

Some  of  the  major  projects  already 
put  under  contract  in  the  January  and 
February  lettings  in  1956,  include: 

Beaufort:  Grading  and  widening  US 
264  between  Bunyan  and  Yeatsville. 
Grading  and  widening  US  264  from 
Belhaven  for  7.66  miles  to  Leechville. 


Brunswick:  Widening  to  2  2  feet  and 
resurfacing  US  17  from  northeast  of 
Shallotte  for  5.61  miles  northeast  past 
Supply. 

Buncombe:  Grading,  paving  and  struc- 
tures in  modernization  of  NC  63  from 
Leicester  northwest  for  3.4  miles. 

Cabarrus:  Widening  US  29-A  for  1.08 
miles  from  its  junction  with  US  29  east 
toward  bridge  over  Irish  Buffalo  Creek 
at  Concord. 

Craven:  Grading,  paving  and  drain- 
ing in  New  Bern  from  west  city  limits 
east  to  carry  US  17  and  7  0  for  1.6  miles 
to  Queen  Street. 

Davidson:  Regrading  and  widening 
nine-mile  section  of  NC  4  9  between 
Yadkin  River  and  the  Randolph  County 
line. 

Durham:  5.5  miles  of  paving  east- 
bound  lane  of  Chapel  Hill  Boulevard 
from  Durham  to  Chapel  Hill  on  existing 
graded  roadway. 

Forsyth:  6.98  miles  of  grading  and 
structures  in  relocation  of  NC  150  from 
south  of  the  Davidson-Forsyth  county 
line,  north  across  country  to  south  end 
of  Park  Circle  in  Winston-Salem. 

Hyde:  10.68  miles  of  building  the 
first  major  road  on  isolated  Ocracoke 
Island.  The  work  will  involve  placing 
six-inch  compacted  stone  base,  a  bitumi- 
nous surface  treatment  and  several 
creosoted  timber  bridges  from  north- 
east of  Ocracoke  Village  northeast  along 
Ocracoke  Island  toward  Hatteras.

Mecklenburg:  11.55  miles  of  grading 
and  structures  in  relocation  of  US  29 
from  its  junction  with  NC  49,  east  of 
Charlotte,  across  country  on  north  side 
of  Charlotte,  to  east  of  Little  Rock  Road. 
This  is  probably  the  most  extensive 
structure  work  ever  let  to  contract  in 
one  project  by  the  Commission.

Maintenance 

Operations 

by  F.  M.  EDGERTON 

District  Engineer  at  Nashville 

(Editor's  Note:  The  Area  maintenance 
plan  of  personnel  organization  is  being 
tried  in  all  counties  of  Divisions  Four 
and  Ten,  as  well  as  several  counties  in 
Division  Six.  The  new  plan  seems  to 
be  working  very  well.  We  thank  Harry 
Burgin  and  F.  M.  Burgin  for  their  in- 
formative articles.) 


In  1931  when  the 
State  assumed  re- 
sponsibility for  the 
maintenance  of  all 
county  roads  in  ad- 
dition to  the  pri- 
mary roads,  the 
Chief  Engineer 
with  the  Division 
Engineers  e  s  t  a  b- 
lished  a  plan  for 


maintenance  which  has  never  been  ma- 
terially changed. 

This  District  useO  to  be  divided  into 
sections  of  road  ranging  in  length  from 
30  miles  of  hard-surface  to  120  miles  of 
dirt.  A  section  foreman  plus  a  helper  and 
truck  were  assigned  to  each  section.  If 
the  section  was  unpaved,  the  foreman 
also  had  a  road  machine.  He  did  as  much 
work  as  possible  with  this  equipment  and 
helper.  Prison  gangs,  working  under  a 
foreman  and  supervised  by  the  mainte- 


nance supervisor,  from  time  to  time, 
would  do  heavy  maintenance  work  or 
new  construction  on  these  sections.  This 
method  has  varied  in  several  divisions. 
However,  there  has  never  been  any 
graders,  few  if  any  bulldozers,  and  no 
official  sanction  of  another  plan. 

In  those  days,  the  State  had  no  motor 
front-end  loaders.  Most  of  the  work  was 
done  by  hand  or  with  a  road  machine.  A 
few  of  the  trucks  had  a  blade  attached 
under  the  truck  for  light  machining. 
Labor  was  our  most  plentiful  commodity. 
In  this  modern  age  it's  easy  to  see  why 
those  work  methods  are  now  outmoded. 

September  1,  1955,  District  Two  of  Di- 
vision Four  changed  its  maintenance 
organization  pattern  to  the  "area  system," 
which  had  been  recommended  by  the 
State  Maintenance  Engineer  and  others. 
The  district,  composed  of  Nash  and 
Wilson  counties,  is  now  subdivided  into 
five  areas.  Each  area,  composed  of  300- 
400  miles,  is  under  an  Area  Foreman  who 
has  complete  charge  of  all  maintenance 
work  in  his  area.  Usually,  the  Area  Fore- 
man has  one  or  two  prison  crews,  one 
or  two  motor  graders,  and  one  or  two 
foreman  with  smaller  crews  for  patching 
or  light  work. 

The  Area  Foreman  is  equipped  with 
a  pick-up  truck.  He  covers  his  entire 
area  in  assigning  others  to  specific  work. 
The  majority  of  his  time  is  spent  where 
the  most  difficult  job  is  being  performed. 

In  addition,  there  are  two  Construction 
Foreman  who  build  roads  which  have 
been  added  to  the  State  system.  They 
prepare  the  roads  for  surfacing  which  is 
done  by  the  Division  Road  Oil  outfit.  The 


Construction  Foreman  can  stake  out  new 
roads  to  a  stated  degree  of  curve.  By  ex- 
perience, they  are  qualified  to  direct  con- 
struction. The  size  of  their  crews  depends 
on  the  size  of  the  specific  job.  They  can 
and  do  borrow  men  and  equipment  from 
the  area  forces.  The  shifting  of  men 
from  maintenance  to  construction  or  from 
one  area  to  another  is  at  the  discretion  ot 
the  Maintenance  Supervisor. 

This  district  comprises  a  variety  of 
roads,  ranging  from  very  fiat  roads  to 
roads  with  an  eight  to  ten  per  cent 
grade.  The  soil  varies  from  a  dark,  sandy 
loam  to  a  red  clay  and  to  a  rock  forma- 
tion. About  64  per  cent  of  all  roads  in  our 
district  are  hard-surfaced.  Our  problem 
varies  from  drainage  in  one  section  to 
erosion  in  another. 

The  maintenance  picture  has  changed 
so  much,  both  in  methods  and  require- 
ments, that  is  was  necessary  to  revise  the 
maintenance  operation  pattern.  Rural 
roads  that  used  to  carry  only  20  to  30 
vehicles  per  day  now  carry  100  to  200 
vehicles  or  more  daily.  The  truck  and 
road  machine  have  been  replaced  with 
modern  motor  graders.  The  hand  method 
of  clearing,  grubbing  and  loading  ma- 
terials has  given  way  to  time  and  labor- 
saving  machinery. 

The  major  operation  in  the  early  stages 
of  maintenance  was  dragging  to  fill  ruts, 
hauling  to  fill  washes,  ditching,  cutting 
right  of  way,  and  installing  pipe  or 
wooden  boxes  across  the  road  for  drain- 
age. 

In  1931,  each  section  had  its  foreman 
and  his  helper  who  lived  in  the  section 
assigned  to  them.  Usually  there  was  a 
house  for  rent  wherever  we  needed  to 
put  a  man.  Today  it's  impossible  to 
scatter  the  men  in  such  a  way.  Today's 
maintenance  requires  a  different  ap- 
proach. 

We  hope  with  this  "area  unit"  of  divi- 
sion to  have  better  supervision  of  all 
work.  It  should  make  preventive  mainte- 
nance the  main  objective.  When  needed, 
cracks  can  be  poured  to  prevent  spoiling. 
Ruts  beside  the  pavement  can  be  kept 
smooth  to  prevent  washing  or  beating 
out  from  traffic.  Where  side  ditches  are 
inclined  to  wash,  stone  or  other  material 
can  be  placed  to  prevent  washing.  Small 
obstructions  can  be  removed  from  drain- 
age ditches  to  prevent  heavy  blockage. 

Under  the  "area  system"  of  supervi- 
sion, banks  in  cuts  can  be  sloped  and 
turfed  to  prevent  washing.  Waste  dirt 
can  be  used  to  ease  fill  slopes  for  the 
same  reason.  This  preventive  mainte- 
nance will  save  much  right  of  way  cutting 
since  the  mowing  machine  operator  can 
easily  reach  most  of  the  right  of  way. 

Under  this  revised  set-up,  surface

failures  can  be  spotted  and  repaired  be- 
fore they  require  a  large  patch.  Either 
during  or  after  a  rain,  we  make  an  in- 
spection to  see  that  surface  drainage  is 
properly  cared  for  at  the  edge  of  sur- 
face-treated roads.  By  continuous  check- 
ing, we  can  reduce  "rutting"  by  traffic 
and  surface  damage  from  freezing. 

Through  personnel  meetings,  our  fore- 
men, supervisors  and  workers  discuss 
methods  of  handling  the  many  little 
problems  of  maintenance.  As  a  result  of 
these  meetings,  we  feel  we  are  making 
real  progress  toward  a  better  mainte- 
nance program. 


Road  Maintenance

Maintenance  on 
highways  in  the 
2nd  District  of  the 
10th  Division  has 
been  increasing  in 
the  last  few  years 
by  leaps  and 
bounds.  The  tre- 
mendous growth  of 
business  and  homes 
in  this  area,  to- 
gether with  the 
large  increase  in 
cars  and  trucks  with  their  traffic  loads, 
have  meant  increased  demands  on  the 
Highway  Commission. 

A  constantly  ringing  telephone  in  the 
District  Office  very  forcibly  reminds  us 
of  these  facts.  All  calls  are  courteously 
answered  and  many  matters  are  settled 
at  once  in  telephone  conversation.  Many 
others  demand  attention  in  the  field, 
some  are  urgent.  Danger  spots  are  im- 
mediately referred  by  telephone  to 
proper  Maintenance  Truck  Shed;  from 
which  a  messenger  contacts  the  proper 
foreman  for  necessary  repairs. 

In  Mecklenburg  County  we  haive 
1,146.83  miles  of  highways  of  which 
902.13  miles  are  paved  and  244.70  miles 
are  unpaved.  To  this  we  add  27.0  miles 
of  new  roads  each  year.  In  Cabarrus 
we  have  7  82.57  miles  of  highways  of 
which  478.23  miles  are  paved  and 
304.34  miles  are  unpaved.  To  this  we 
add  18.0  miles  of  new  roads  each  year. 

Regular  maintenance  is  referred 
through  Supervisors  and  Supervisory 
Foremen  to  Section  Foremen  over  the 
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affected  area.  There  is  a  Supervisor  in 
each  County;  Cabarrus  County  Super- 
visor reports  to  District  Office  twice 
each  week;  Mecklenburg  County  Super- 
visor reports  every  day.  All  foremen  and 
men  report  daily  to  Truck  Sheds  at 
either  Charlotte,  Huntersville  or  Mt. 
Pleasant.  We  have  a  Supervisory  Fore- 
man in  each  county;  under  these  men 
are  Section  Foremen  over  sections  of 
235  to  275  miles  of  road.  Each  Section 
Foreman  has  two  additional  foremen 
with  prison  labor  to  assist  in  hand  work, 
on  maintenance  of  shoulders,  ditches, 
right-of-way,  pipe  lines  and  other  work 
e.xcept  hard  surface  repairs. 

A  Cold  Patch  Foreman  is  assigned  to 
each  section  to  repair  holes  or  breaks 
in  pavement,  and  to  pour  cracks.  There 
are  four  sections  in  Mecklenburg  County 
and  three  in  Cabarrus  County.  We  have 
one  cold  patch  crew  on  upkeep  of  all 
pavement  on.  streets  that  form  a  part 
of  the  State  Highway  Systems  in  the 
City  of  Charlotte.  One  "floating"  cold 
patch  crew  in  Mecklenburg  County 
works  wherever  needed.  This  crew  with 
a  1,000  gallon  Distributor  and  four  dump 
trucks,  with  four  small  spreaders  attach- 
ed, spread  several  carloads  of  Kentucky 
Rock  over  a  few  miles  of  slippery  pave- 
ment last  summer  and  made  them  skid- 
proof  and  safe  in  any  kind  of  weather. 
The  Distributor  also  spreads  emulsion  or 
asphalt  in  Dust  Prevention  Work,  iu 
season. 

This  floating  crew  and  distributor  also 
seals  badly  cracked  spots  on  surface 
treatment  with  RC-2  Asphalt  and  No. 
11  Stone  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  to  pre- 
vent entry  of  moisture. 

All  our  cold  patch  materials  are 
mixed  in  small  concrete  mixers.  Sand 
and  stone  are  dried  in  improvised  dryers 
so  as  to  provide  uniform  mixes.  We  also 
use  about  1,000  tons  of  hot  asphalt  from 
a  commercial  plant,  Type  F-2  or  Type  I, 
mostly  in  City  of  Charlotte. 

Two  Athey  Loaders  in  Mecklenburg 
County  and  two  Pettibone  Mulligan 
Loaders  in  Cabarrus  County  load  excess 
ditch  material  from  side  ditching  opera- 
tions during  summer  months.  This 
material  is  used  to  build  up  shoulders 
and  other  places  where  dirt  is  required. 
Equipment  also  used  in  ditching  with 
each  Loader  is:  1  Heavy  Truck  or  Wheel 
Type  Tractor,  1  Road  Machine,  2  Motor 
Graders  and  3  to  5  Dump  Trucks. 

A  floating  squadron  of  trucks  in  each 
county  places  surfacing  on  all  roads 
other  than  hard  surface.  A  Shovel  or 
Payloader  loads  these  materials. 

All  Motor  Grader  Operators  are  as- 
signed a   definite  section  of  unpaved 
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roads  and  shoulders  of  heavily  travelled 
hard  surface  roads  to  keep  smoothed  up. 

Last  year,  in  addition  to  regular 
maintenance  work,  our  forces  prepared 
about  15  miles  of  roadway  for  pavement 
on  County  Road  System  in  each  county. 
In  this  operation  we  smoothed  out 
alignment  and  grades,  pulled  up 
shoulders,  placed  and  spread  base  ma- 
terial and  finished  shoulders  after  our 
Road  Oil  Outfit  completed  surface  treat- 
ment. The  base  stone  was  placed  by  our 
forces  in  Mecklenburg  County;  the  base 
stone  in  Cabarrus  County  was  hauled  by 
contract.  All  base  stone  was  secured 
from  Quarries  at  Midland  and  Bakers, 
North  Carolina. 

About  the  end  of  November  all  men 
and  equipment  are  assembled  at  their 
respective  Truck  Sheds  and  a  Snow 
Drill  held.  Snow  Plows  or  Snow  Drags 
and  Sand  Spreaders  are  attached  to 
trucks  and  thoroughly  greased;  lights 
are  tested  on  all  equipment;  loaders  are 
also  readied  for  use  if  needed.  We 
always  find  that  some  details  need  at- 
tention so  we  think  the  time  well  spent. 

And,  on  another  kind  of  maintenance, 
we  pick  up  truckloads  of  beer  cans, 
paper  and  other  debris  from  our  main 
highways.  Last  but  not  least,  may  they 
rest  in  peace,  we  buried  in  Mecklenburg 
County  last  year,  as  a  result  of  telephone 
requests,  314  dogs,  102  cats,  4  calves, 
4  foxes,  1  goat,  1  coon  and  2  pigs  which 
had  been  killed  on  our  highways!  !  ! 


The  road  roughness  indicator  is  used 
by  the  research  department  of  the  Divi 
sion  of  Materials  as  a  rapid  method  of 
measuring  the  riding  qualities  of  a  pave 
ment  surface.

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In  1954,  Harnett  County  maintenance  forces  under  the 
direction  of  R.  N.  Weaver,  Maintenance  Supervisor,  and 
Sam  M.  Wilson,  District  Engineer,  widened  botli  sides  of 
tiie  pavement  on  US  15-A  in  Harnett  with  local  sand-clay- 
gravel.  The  base  for  the  36-inch  widening  was  then  given 
a  bituminous  surface  treatment.  After  one  year  of  use, 
sections  of  the  widened  strixj  had  sunk  as  low  as  3/4  inch 
from  the  original  pavement. 

Last  October,  maintenance  forces  axiplied  a  tack  of  RC-2 
to  the  depressed  sections.  Then  they  brought  the  sections  up 
to  grade  by  spreading  a  hot  sand  asphalt  plant-mix.  A 
special,  home-made  spreader  strike-off  box  was  used. 

The  plant-mix  was  shoveled  by  hand  from  the  truck  body 
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into  the  spreader  box.  A  standard,  portable  coil-type  burnc 
and  its  fuel  tank,  installed  in  the  rear  20  inches  of  th 
spreader,  kept  the  plant-mix  hot.  A  i>atch  roller  was  use 
to  compact  the  plant-mix. 

The  strike-off  spreader,  which  runs  directly  on  the  pav« 
ment,  is  seven  feet  long  and  two  feet  nine  inches  wide.  Th 
front  compartment  which  is  the  hopper  is  3'8"x2'9".  Thei 
are  two  adjustable  screeds  -  one  at  the  rear  of  the  hoi>per,  tli 
other  20  inches  back  from  the  first  one.  The  entire  spread* 
was  made  from  eight-inch  drag  blades.  Each  side  consisi  '^^ 
of  two  eight-inch  blades.  The  ends  and  adjustable  strik« 
off  screeds  are  each  made  with  one  thickness  of  drag  blade 
The  spreader  is  steered  from  a  pintle  hook  on  truck. 


New  Maintenance  Pattern 

Division  Ten  is  in  the  process  of  adopting  the  proposed 
new  organization  pattern  for  maintenance  personnel.  The 
change  has  required  no  major  personnel  adjustments. 

District  Two  of  Division  Ten  has  a  total  of  1,887.1  miles 
which  is  less  than  the  mileage  assigned  to  the  average 
district.  However,  the  metropolitan  area  of  Charlotte  adds 
population,  motor  vehicles,  vehicle-miles,  and  numerous 
problems  which  are  not  present  in  the  average  district.  Of 
the  1,887.1  miles  in  the  district,  a  total  of  1,343.3  miles  or 
71  per  cent  of  the  district  mileage  are  paved  roads  and 
streets.  It  is  significant  that  all  State  Highway  and  County 
Road  extensions  in  the  Charlotte  city  limits  are  maintained 
by  State  forces.

If  you  plan  to  retire  and  receive  Social 
ecurity  benefits,  you  will  have  to  estab- 
sh  proof  of  your  age,  the  Highway 
ersonnel  Department  reports. 

If  you  have  children  under  18  years  of 

e  at  time  of  your  retirement,  they  will 
;  eligible,  as  well  as  your  wife,  to  draw 

neflts.  This  is  true,  no  matter  what 
le  age  of  the  wife  if  the  children  are  in 

ir  care. 

When  the  wife  of  a  retired  employee 
rns  65  and  is  living  with  her  husband, 

•le  is  eligible  for  social  security  on  her 

isband's  record. 

However,  it  is  necessary  for  all  poten- 
al  beneficiaries  to  establish  convincing 
oof  of  age.  One  of  the  types  of  proof 
age,  listed  below,  must  be  furnished, 
ly  proof  of  age  will  be  returned  upon 
quest. 

A  birth  certificate  is  the  most  con- 
ncing  proof  of  age.  Submit  it  rather 
an  a  baptismal  certificate  or  a  state- 
mt  of  birth  shown  in  a  church  record, 
you  do  not  have  any  of  these  proofs 
they  are  not  readily  obtainable,  sub- 
t  the  proof,  listed  next  in  order  rather 
an  a  proof  lower  on  the  following  list. 
Additional  proof  of  age  may  be  request- 
by  the  Social  Security  Administration 
your  document  is  not  convincing  proof, 
is  to  your  advantage  to  submit  a  docu- 
snt  high  in  order  of  preference  on  the 
llowing  types  of  proof  of  age: 
1.  A  birth  certificate.  (A  delayed  birth 
rtificate  is  acceptable  if  it  is  ten  years

10.  Military  record. 


11.  Passport. 

12.  School  record,  certified  by  keeper  of 
such  record. 

13.  Vaccination  record,  certified  by  the 
keeper  of  such  record. 

14.  An  insurance  policy  showing  your 
age  or  date  of  birth. 

15.  Labor  Union  or  fraternal  record, 
certified  by  the  keeper  of  such  record. 

16.  Marriage  records  showing  your  age 
or  date  of  birth.  (Application  for  mar- 
riage license,  marriage  certificate,  or 
church  record  must  be  certified  by  the 
keeper  of  such  record.) 

17.  Other  evidence,  e.g.,  signed  state- 
ments from  persons  who  have  knowledge 
of  your  date  of  birth,  voting  record,  poll- 
tax  receipts,  driver's  license,  etc.  (A 
Social  Security  office  will  provide  the  re- 
quired number  of  forms  to  secure  such 
statements.)

Right  of  Way  Aims 

With  the  rising  cost  of  acquiring 
needed  property  for  highway  construc- 
tion, it  is  interesting  to  note  what  the 
Right  of  Way  profession  uses  as  its 
measure  of  proficiency.

"1.  To  show  faith  in  the  worthiness  of 
our  profession  by  industry,  honesty,  and 
courtesy,  in  order  to  merit  a  reputation 
for  high  quality  of  service  and  fair 
dealing. 

"2.  To  add  to  the  knowledge  of  our 
profession  by  constant  study  and  to 
share  the  lessons  of  our  experience  with 
our  fellow  members. 

"3.  To  build  an  ever-increasing  con- 
fidence and  goodwill  with  the  public  and 
our  employers  by  poise,  self-restraint 
and  constructive  cooperation. 

"4.  To  ascertain  and  weigh  all  of  the 
facts  relative  to  real  properties  in 
making  an  appraisal  thereof,  using  the 
best  and  the  most  approved  methods  of 
determining  the  just  and  fair  market 
value. 

"5.  To  conduct  ourselves  in  the  most 
ethical  and  competent  manner  when 
testifying  as  an  expert  witness  in  court 
as  to  the  market  value  of  real  properties, 


thus  meriting  confidence  in  our  knowl- 
edge and  integrity. 

"6.  To  accept  our  full  share  of  re- 
sponsibility in  constructive  public 
service  to  community,  state  and  nation. 

"7.  To  strive  to  attain  and  to  express 
a  sincerity  of  character  that  shall  enrich 
our  human  contacts,  ever  aiming  toward 
that  ideal — 'The  Practice  of  the  Golden 
Rule.'  "

Graham  Allocates 

Interstate  Funds 

At  the  February  24,  meeting  of  the 
Highway  Commission,  Chairman  Graham 
announced  the  allocation  of  $4,660,000 
from  the  $6,895,700  available  for  expendi- 
ture after  July  1,  1956,  from  the  federal 
Interstate  and  matching  State  funds  to 
seven  road  projects. 

He  explained  that  he  and  the  Chief 
Engineer  were  in  complete  agreement  as 
to  the  allocation  of  a  part  of  the  Inter- 
state funds  now  and  the  retention  of 
about  30  per  cent  —$2,235,700— for  cur- 
rent grading  and  structure  projects  that 


will  need  paving  during  the  next  fiscal 
year. 

The  allocations,  based  on  State-wide 
need,  were  made  to  the  following  projects: 

Division  Four,  Johnston-Wilson  Coun- 
ties— US  301  from  Kenly  to  a  point  one 
mile  south  of  Lucama,  grading,  drainage 
and  structures — $700,000. 

Divisions  Five  and  Seven,  Orange- 
Durham  Counties — US  70  from  Eno  Sta- 
tion to  west  end  of  Durham  Bypass, 
grading  and  structures  for  dual-lane — 
$650,000. 

Division  Six,  Robeson  County — US  301 
from  south  end  of  Lumberton  Bypass  to 
US  74,  paving— $250,000. 


Division  Seven,  Orange-Alamance  Coui 
ties— US  70  from  Efland  to  NC  49,  su 
facing  and  shoulders — $260,000. 

Division  Nine,  Forsyth  County- 
Winston-Salem  Expressway,  grading 
structures  from  east  end  of  current  co 
struction  project  (7476),  east — $1,600,00' 

Division  12,  Catawba  County — US 
from  Catawba  River,  west,  grading  a' 
structures— $500,000. 

Division  13,  Burke  County — US  7 
grading  and  structures  from  NC  18  we 
toward  Glen  Alpine— $700,000.

0"(tuc,4f >oji  •  an^  :  W^e/faTe'  ap- 
proved the  agreement  between  the  State 
and  the  Teachers  and  State  Employees' 
Retirement  System  for  a  coordinated 
social-security-state  Retirement  pro- 
gram. Under  the  agreement,  the  State 
will  continue  to  match  the  5  per  cent 
salary  contribution  made  by  employees. 
The  State  will  match  all  employee  con- 
tributions to  the  State  Retirement  Sys- 
tem only  to  age  6  0  of  an  employee.  How- 
ever, the  State  will  match  all  taxes  paid 
to  Social  Security  by  an  employee,  re- 
gardless of  his  age,  until  his  retirement 
or  termination  of  State  employment. 

All  State  employees  occupying  perma- 
nent positions  are  now  covered  by  Social 
Security  retroactive  to  January  1,  1955. 
A  person  who  was  first  employed  by  the 
State  after  January  1,  1955,  is  covered 
by  Social  Security  only  from  the  date 
of  his  enrollment  in  the  State  Retire- 
ment System. 

Any  State  employee  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Retirement  System  and 
left  State  employment  on  or  before  April 
4,  1956,  was  eligible  to  receive  a  full 
refund  of  his  5  per  cent  salary  contribu- 
tion to  the  State  Retirement  System. 

Any  State  employee  who  is  a  meml^er 
of  the  State  Retirement  System  and 
leaves  State  employment  after  April  5, 
1956,  is  also  eligible  to  receive  a  full 
refund  of  his  5  per  cent  salary  contribu- 
tions made  to  the  State  Retirement 
Fund  up  to  January  1,  195  5. 

However,  on  his  5  per  cent  salary 
contribution  made  to  the  State  Retire- 
ment Fund  from  January  1,  19  55,  for- 
ward, an  employee  is  eligible  to  receive 
3/5's  of  a  refund  on  his  contribution. 
The  other  2/5's  of  the  5  per  cent  salary 
contribution  from  January  1.  19  55, 
forward  goes  as  a  tax  to  Social  Security 
and  is  not  refundable.  This  is  true  of 
all  contributions  on  salaries  up  to 
$4,200.

The  Highway  Commission's  "Navy  of 
lare"  consists  of  nine  "ships."  Two  of 
le  ships  are  small  wooden  boats  —  the 
Tyrrell"  and  "Barcelona"  —  with  capa- 

ty  for  11  cars  each.  They  are  used  as 
)ares  and  work  boats. 

TTie  other  seven  steel  ferry  boats  are 
3ed  on  the  regular  runs.  The  boats  were 
idened  from  the  original  32  feet  width  to 
feet.  They  can  now  accommodate  four 
nes  of  traffic  on  deck. 

In  the  process  of  converting  these  boats, 
le  bows  of  each  were  lengthened  to  108 
et  overall  from  the  new  bow  to  the 
ern.  All  the  boats  are  equipped  with 
vo-way  radios  to  our  central  main  sta- 
on  which  is  located  at  the  shipyard 
Manns  Harbor.  We  maintain  a  shop 
kere  for  all  types  of  repairs  and  main- 
nance  on  the  boats.  In  addition,  we 
ave  a  marine  railway  for  pulling  the 
afts  out  of  the  water  to  work  on  the 
des  and  bottoms.  It  also  makes  it  easy  to 
place  the  propeller  shafts  and  propel- 
rs.

Highway  Commission  Maintains 
Vital  Ferry  Boat  Operation

and  scale,  and  repainting  with  red  lead 
anti-corrosive  paint,  deck  painting  is 
done  by  our  forces.  We  accomplish  a 
complete  overhaul  job  twice  a  year  on 
each  of  our  ferries. 

The  "Governor  Scott"  —  regularly  as- 
signed to  the  Alligator  River  ferry  run  — 
and  the  "Governor  Cherry"  and  "Sandy 
Graham" — regularly  assigned  to  Croatan 
Sound  —  are  each  powered  by  two  IGS 
h.p.  GM  diesels.  The  two  engines  furnish 
sufficient  power  except  during  hurri- 
canes and  extreme  high  tides  when  the 
boats  are  unable  to  operate  and  are  tied 
up. 

Since  1947,  we  have  had  steel  boats 
operating  across  Alligator  River  and 
Croatan  Sound.  To  date,  we  have  only 
missed  eight  days  of  operation  from  bad 
weather  conditions  or  other  causes  during 
the  nine  year  period. 

At  Oregon  Inlet  where  the  tides,  winds 
and  fog  are  much  more  hazardous,  we 
operate  four  converted  LCU's.  Each  is 
powered  with  three  instead  of  two  165 
h.p.  GM  diesels.  The  operating  hazards 
of  shallow  water,  shifting  shoals  and  fast- 
flowing  ebb  and  flood  tides  make  the 
operation  more  dangerous  than  at  Croatan 
Sound  or  Alligator  River.  At  present,  the 
"Lindsay  Warren"  and  the  "Herbert  C. 
Bonner"  are  regularly  assigned  to  Oregon 
Inlet.  Tlie  "Governor  Umstead"  and  the 
"Conrad  Wlrth"  are  in  the  shipyard  for 
their  semi-annual  overhauling.  They  will 
be  available  at  the  Inlet  by  June  1,  1956. 

When  our  new  summer  schedule  goes 
into  effect,  we  will  operate  two  regular 
boats  on  a  double  schedule  leaving  each 
side  every  half  hour.  A  Third  boat  will 
pick  up  cars  left  on  either  side  between 
scheduled   operations.    The   fourth  boat 


will  be  used  as  a  spare  when  either  of 
the  other  three  is  broken  down. 

During  1955,  30,970  vehicles  and  ap- 
proximately 80,220  passengers  were  fer- 
ried across  Alligator  River.  Some  73,458 
vehicles,  including  two  school  buses  each 
school  day,  and  approximately  201,040 
passengers  were  ferried  across  Croatan 
Sound.  Another  93,267  vehicles  and  ap- 
proximately 171,397  passengers  were  fer- 
ried across  Oregon  Inlet. 

The  three  operations  ferried  a  total 
of  197,695  vehicles  and  approximately 
452,657  passengers.  Total  cost  of  the  whole 
operation  during  1955  was  about  $215,000. 
From  every  standpoint,  we  may  reason- 
ably expect  a  traffic  increase  at  each  point 
during  this  year. 

In  February, 1947,  the  two  wooden  boats 
— the  "Tyrrell"  and  "Dare" — were  pur- 
chased for  $20,000  from  the  Roanoke 
Ferry  Company  when  the  State  took  over 
the  ferry  operation  across  Croatan  Sound. 
In  April,  1947,  two  LCT  Navy  landing 
crafts  were  purchased  for  $10,000  each 
from  the  Maritime  Commission.  The 
"Governor  Cherry"  was  converted  from 
one  of  these  LCT's  by  Craig  Brothers, 
Norfolk,  Virginia,  in  May,  1947,  for 
$21,700.  The  "Sandy  Graham"  was  con- 
verted from  an  LCT  by  Craig  Brothers  in 
July,  1947  for  $22,400. 

In  the  fall  of  1948,  an  LCU  landing 
craft  was  purchased  for  $22,000  from  the 
Peck  Iron  and  Metal  Company,  Ports- 
mouth, Va.  It  was  converted  to  the  "Gov- 
ernor Scott"  ferry  boat  by  Dunns  Marine 
Railway,  Inc.,  West  Norfolk,  Va.,  in 
February,  1950,  for  $16,400.  At  this  time, 
we  were  operating  two  wooden  boats  at 
Oregon   Inlet  —  the   "New   Inlet"  and

Maintenance  Problems  of 

Mountainous  Fourteenth 

By  PAUL  DUPRE 
Assistant  Division  Engineer  at  Sylva 


While  the  maintenance  problems  en- 
countered in  the  14th  Division  are  no 
different  than  those  met  and  solved  in 
the  other  13  divisions,  they  are  more 
varied  and  probably  encountered  more 
often  and  with  more  severe  intensity. 

We  still  have  to  clean  ditches,  clean 
out  pipe,  patch  pavement,  and  perform 
other  routine  maintenance  operations. 
However,  due  to  the  constant  freezing 
and  thawing  during  the  winter  months, 
spring  usually  finds  the  mountain 
counties  which  make  up  the  14th  Divi- 
sion farther  behind  in  our  work  than 
some  other  divisions.  There  is  more 
material  to  remove  from  the  ditches; 
the  pipes  require  more  cleaning;  and 
there  are  probably  more  holes  to  patch 
in  the  pavement  than  in  the  "flat 
country." 

The  14th  is  composed  of  ten  counties, 
only  one  of  which  lies  below  the  moun- 
tains and  about  one-fourth  of  this 
county  is  mountainous.  The  elevation 
varies  from  about  1,000  feet  above  sea 
level  at  Tryon  to  4,0  00  feet  at  Soco  Gap 
and  5,000  feet  at  Max  Patch  near  the 
Tennessee  line. 

The  maintenance  men  of  the  14th 
have  just  now  begun  to  try  to  clean 
ditches  and  pipes  which  have  been 
filled  by  the  freezing  and  thawing  of 
snow  and  sleet  which  occuj'ed  this  past 
winter.  We  are  using  either  a  belt  loader 
or  rubber-tired  front-end  loader,  two 
or  three  trucks,  and  a  motor  grader. 
The  grader  operator  has  to  be  very 
careful  not  to  tear  up  any  more  pave- 
ment than  he  can  help.  The  ditches  are 
full  of  rocks  and  small  boulders  which 
have  rolled  down  the  slopes  during  the 
rains  and  thawing  which  constantly 
occur. 

For  the  large  slides  which  seem 
always  to  occur  whenever  mountainous 
terrain  is  encountered  in  road  building, 
one  shovel  or  front-end  loader  and  two 
or  three  trucks  are  used.  It  would  be 
nice  if  we  could  always  use  the  material 
which  slides  down  the  steep  slope  of 
a  cut  in  a  washed-out  place  in  one  of  the 
large  fills  on  the  road.  However,  it  is 


often  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception 
that  the  slide  will  usually  be  too  far 
away  from  where  the  material  is  need- 
ed that  the  slide  material  has  to  be 
wasted.  Instead,  other  material  must 
be  loaded  and  hauled  to  the  large 
washes.  This  makes  for  double  trouble 
and  double  expense. 

Prison  Labor  Used 
We  in  the  14th  have  six  prison  camps 
from  which  prisoners  are  worked  on 
the  roads.  Due  to  the  excessive  num- 
ber of  prisoners  which  must  be  worked, 
manual  labor,  of  necessity,  must  be 
used  rather  than  new  and  modern  ma- 
chinery. More  prisoners  must  be  sent 
to  a  job  than  is  really  needed  because 
the  gangs  cannot  be  broken  up  into 
smaller   units.   The   public   sees  some

loafing  and  some  working.  Until  plai 
of  efficiently  working  what  prisoner; 
we  need  is  solved,  this  cannot  be  helped 
At  present,  a  study  is  being  made  o 
the  merits  and  costs  of  prison  labor  vs 
free  labor.  In  Graham  County,  prisoner 
are  not  used  while  in  Clay  County 
which  is  comparable  in  mileage,  are; 
and  population  to  Graham,  the  mainte 
nance  work  is  done  with  prisoners.  Th' 
difference  in  cost  between  the  tw. 
counties  is  not  very  much  at  present^ 
although  Graham's  topography  is  mucl 
more  rugged.  However,  Graham  ani, 
Clay  are  two  of  the  smallest  counties  iij 
the  State  and  a  comparison  on  this  smal, 
a  scale  might  be  misleading. 

In  the  14th,  we  have  4,392.5  miles  o 
road.  This  figure  breaks  down  to  783. 
miles  on  the  State  system,  and  3,609.1 
miles  on  the  county  system.  On  thj 
State  system,  726.7  miles  or  92.8  pe 
cent  are  paved.  Only  799.0  miles  or  22. 
per  cent  of  the  County  system  are  paved 
Each  county  in  the  14th  has  its  ow 
patch  crew  except  Cherokee-Clay  an 
Swain-Graham  which  share  a  crew.  Th 
crews  are  constantly  busy  trying  to  re 
pair  the  hard  surface  sections  whic' 
have  suffered  from  winter  weathei 
damage  and  traffic  damage.  In  the  14tli 
we  have  gang  foremen  with  each  prisos 
gang.  Definite  sections  in  each  count 
are  assigned  to  a  certain  foreman.  I 
the  larger  counties  a  floating  gang  i 
also  used.  This  is  also  true  in  th 
remote  sections  of  counties  where  it  i 
not  practicable  or  feasible  to  try  t 
transport  prisoners  long  distances.  Bac 
gang  foreman  is  directly  responsible  t, 
a  supervisory  or  county  foreman  wh 
checks  on  the  work  in  the  entire  count 
each  day.  Due  to  the  limited  fund 
available  for  maintenance  in  the  14t] 
it  is  not  thought  practicable  to  use  th 
area  foreman  plan. 

No  article  on  maintenance  in  the  14t 
would  be  complete  without  mentionin 
winter  maintenance,  e.g.,  snow  and  i(! 
removal.  While  other  divisions  msl 
have  snow  drill  in  November,  the  m€|i 
of  the  14th  have  been  on  the  real  thir 
for  almost  a  month.  Due  to  the  demant 
of  the  travelling  public  who  never  seei 
to  stop  moving,  we  have  to  place  froi 
two  to  five  men  in  each  county  on  nigl 
patrol.  These  men  check  the  roads  ■ 
night  and  apply  sand,  chloride  or  sa 
as  needed  on  slick  spots.  In  event  of 
snow  or  a  general  ice  storm,  these  m< 
call  for  more  help  from  the  other  mai 
tenance  personnel.  We  have  just  tak( 
the  last  of  the  night  men  off  duty  Api 
1st.  At  the  same  time,  our  weather  ms 
who  stays  in  a  small  office  at  Soco  Gi 
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jail  night  long,  with  no  company  except 
I  the  telephone,  every  night  from  Novem- 
ber 1st  to  April  1st  each  year  has  just 
gone  back  to  his  regular  job.  His  only 
job  is  to  check  on  the  weather  and  re- 
port to  the  maintenance  sheds  any 
!  unusual  or  dangerous  weather  which 
< could  make  the  roads  unsafe.  We  can- 
jnot  stop  weather  but  we  try  to  keep  the 
! roads  open  for  the  public. 

Keep  School  Busses  Runninn 

On  top  of  all  the  jobs  outlined  above, 
we  think  our  most  important  job  is  to 
'keep  the  school  busses  running  at  all 
itimes.  This  is  a  never-ending  task.  There 
are  2,866.7  miles  of  unpaved  roads  in 
ithe  14th  Division.  About  8  5  per  cent  of 
this  mileage  is  on  the  school  bus  system. 
It  takes  constant  machining  with  motor 
graders,  ditching  with  machinery  and 
prisoners,  and  a  constant  convoy  of 
trucks  adding  crushed  stone  to  keep  the 
roads  passable  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

To  all  the  other  jobs  add  a  fleet  of 
'2  5-30  mowing  machines  which  are  used 
each  work  day  during  the  summer 
months  in  mowing  shoulders  along  the 
:county  roads  as  well  as  the  State  High- 
ways. Also  add  the  bumper-to-bumper 
tourist  trafflc,  during  the  summer 
months  which  demands  and  gets  good 
roads  to  travel  on  and  you  have  a  com- 
plete picture  of  the  mountainous  14th 
division. 

P.  S.  In  the  mountains  you  can 
always  expect  the  unexpected.  During 
the  mid-morning  hours  before  daylight 
this  morning,  April  11th,  a  drizzling 
rain  turned  to  white  and  by  8  a.m.  a 
blanket  of  snow  covered  the  mountain- 
ous area.  The  snow  varied  from  eight 
Inches  at  the  Haywood-Transylvania 
line  on  US  276  and  the  Clay-Macon  line 
'on  US  6  4  to  five  inches  in  Soco  Gap  and 
in  the  Cashiers-Highlands  area. 
We  still  like  our  mountains! 


Push -Button  Plant  Turns  Out 
Good  Mix  for  Cold  Patch  Work 


Maintenance  Supervisor  J.  L.  Stewart 
of  Lee  County  and  Ralph  Spivey, 
Mechanic  from  the  District  Shop  in 
Sanford,  have  built  a  cold-patch  mix 
plant  with  dryer  which  can  turn  out  one 
ton  of  material  every  five  minutes  or 
about  12  tons  per  hour. 

The  plant  which  only  cost  about 
.$1,250  can  be  satisfactorily  operated  by 
three  men.  The  blower,  burner,  conveyor 
and  mixer  were  obtained  from  abandon- 
ed equipment  at  the  highway  shop  in 
Raleigh.  The  electric  motors  were 
procured  from  State  rock  quarries. 
Other  equipment  and  parts  were  sal- 
vaged from  abandoned  equipment  at 
the  District  Shop  in  Sanford. 

The  material  —  half  sand  and  half 
gravel  —  is  picked  up  by  a  hough 
loader  from  separate  stock  piles  and 
put  into  the  upper  hopper  which  holds 
2V2  cubic  yards.  A  worm,  operated  by 
a  ten  H.P.  electric  motor,  carries  the 
sand  and  gravel  out  of  the  upper  hopper 
to  a  six-foot  conveyor,  also  powered  by 
the  same  ten  H.P.  electric  motor.  The 
conveyor  takes  the  sand  and  gravel 
from  the  worm  and  dumps  it  into  the 
dryer,  a  24-inch  by  18-foot  long  corru- 
gated metal  pipe. 

Powered  by  a  5  H.P.  electric  motor, 
the  dryer  revolves  at  the  rate  of  25 
r.p.m.  It  is  equipped  with  four 
3"x3"xl8'  pieces  of  angle  iron  which 
are  used  as  mixing  blades  to  keep  the 
material  falling  as  the  dryer  revolves. 
At  the  lower  end  of  the  dryer  is  a  burner 
and  blower,  both  salvaged  from  an  old 
tank  car  heater.  The  burner  is  placed 
into  the  end  of  the  dryer.  At  the  upper 
right  end  of  the  dryer  is  a  3  6-inch  blow- 


er (closed  in)  connected  to  the  side  of 
the  dryer.  The  blower  pulls  the  fire, 
smoke  and  moisture  through  the  dryer. 
It  pulls  the  smoke  and  moisture  out 
through  the  smoke  stack. 

The  sand  and  gravel  comes  out  of 
the  hopper  at  approximately  2  50  de- 
grees F.,  and  goes  into  the  lower 
hopper  (22  cubic  feet  each  side).  One 
man  operates  both  the  burner  and  dryer. 

The  lower  hopper  has  two  separate 
compartments.  Sand  and  gravel  is  used 
from  only  one  side  at  a  time.  As  a 
result,  one  side  of  hopper  is  always  full. 

This  operation  is  done  by  revolving  a 
lid  to  4  5  degree  angle  both  left  and 
right.  The  material  is  then  taken  from 
one  side  of  the  lower  hopper  into  a  14- 
cubic  foot  cement  mixer  by  opening  one 
of  the  lids  in  the  bottom  of  the  hopper. 

The  material  is  approximately  225 
degrees  F.  when  it  enters  the  mixer 
which  is  powered  by  a  15  H.P.  electric 
motor.  While  the  mixer  is  revolving,  the 
mixer-operator  puts  in  the  asphalt  by 
opening  a  valve  from  a  small  supply 
tank  which  is  connected  to  the  600 
gallon  storage  tank.  He  applies  about 
eight  to  ten  gallons  of  asphalt  per  ton 
of  sand  and  gravel.  The  sand,  gravel  and 
asphalt  are  mixed  for  four  minutes. 

The  material  is  then  loaded  on  the 
trucks  by  lowering  the  spout  on  the 
mixer  while  it  is  still  revolving.  Trucks 
can  back  under  the  mixer  which  is 
eight  feet  above  lower  level.  After 
the  material  is  unloaded,  the  opera- 
tor opens  other  bin  in  bottom  of  lower 
hopper  and  refills  the  mixer  again. 
The  process  is  continuous  since  there 
are  three  levels  and  no  waiting  for 
hopper  to  refill.

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Two  long-time  highway  employees, 
0.  K.  Stephens  of  Winston-Salem  and 
W.  D.  Canfield  of  Albemarle,  have  invent- 
ed and  patented  a  curb  laying  machine. 
For  several  years  now,  it  has  been  manu- 
factured commercially. 

The  Stephens-Canfield  automatic  curber 
can  lay  curbs  automatically  in  a  fraction 
of  the  time  required  by  old-fashioned 
methods.  Using  any  standard  mix,  it 
lays  at  the  rate  of  7V2  feet  per  minute. 
No  time-consuming  reshaping  or  retouch- 
ing is  required. 

The  machine  for  street,  curb  and  gutter 
work  and  traffic  channelization  is  being 
used  by  several  highway  divisions  as 
well  as  highway  departments  in  other 
states.  In  many  cities  across  the  country 
it  has  been  used  with  complete  satisfac- 
tion in  producing  low-cost  curbing. 

It  is  a  simple  operation  to  feed  asphal- 
tic  or  Portland  cement  concrete  into  the 
hopper  where  it  is  extruded  through 
worm  gear  into  the  curb  mold  under  high 
pressure.  The  compaction  pressure  causes 
the  machine  to  move  forward  on  the  line 
marking.  A  hot  application  or  tack  coat  of 


emulsified  asphalt  must  first  be  put  down 
to  receive  and  bond  the  curb  to  the  paved 
area.  The  machine  can  lay  curbs  on  the 
subgrade,  on  the  base  or  on  the  finished 
pavement. 

Only  three  men  are  required  in  the 
operation  of  the  machine.  On  straight 
runs,  up  to  1,800  feet  of  curb  have  been 
laid  in  a  normal  working  day. 

Stephens  recalls  that  he  "conceived 
the  idea  of  the  machine  from  a  clay  mix- 
ing machine  that  is  used  by  potters.  By 
trial  and  error  at  the  State  highway 
shops  in  Elkin  the  machine  was  develop- 
ed. Later  the  frame  of  the  machine  was 
made  of  lighter-weight  material  so  it 
would  propel  easier.  The  mix  for  the 
curb  propels  the  machine."  The  height, 
size,  weight  and  speed  have  all  been  syn- 
chronized to  allow  a  smooth  even  distri- 
bution of  the  mixture. 

"The  Wall  Manufacturing  Company  of 
Winston-Salem  has  exclusive  manufactur- 
ing rights  on  the  machine.  They  had  the 
distributor  rights  until  merging  with 
B.  L.  Hardin  Associates,  Inc ,  of  Salis- 
bury, November,  1954." 


Maintenance  Methods  In 
Mountainous  Alleghany

We  thought  spring  had  arrived  by 
April  1,  but  snow  and  sleet  fell  April 
7-8  and  then  again  April  11-17.  We  hope 
this  will  be  the  last  snow  for  the  season 
which  usually  begins  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber. 

As  a  result,  there  are  about  six 
months  each  year  with  very  restricted 
work  for  Maintenance  forces.  Any  work 
that  weather  will  permit  is  carried  on, 
e.g.,  clearing  right  of  way,  quarry  and 
crusher  operation.  During  the  winter, 
there's  often  a  week  at  a  time  when

the  weather  is  too  rough  for  any  work 
except  the  very  essential  job  of  snow  re- 
moval, treating  snow  and  ice  with  sand, 
and  using  salt  or  Calcium  Chloride.  This 
time  is  a  total  loss  with  reference  to 
doing  work  of  a  constructive  nature. 
Nevertheless,  expenses  continue  to 
pile  up  on  a  budget  that  is  too  small. 
If  you've  ever  done  any  road  work  on 
snow,  sleet,  ice,  slides,  floods  and  the 
like,  you've  probably  noticed  they 
always  happen  on  Saturdays,  Sundays, 
or  holidays,  and  usually  at  night. 

Prior  to  the  winter  season,  we  work 
out  a  schedule  of  routes  and  responsi- 
bility. This  is  a  usual  procedure  in  the 
District  Offlce  where  we  have  the 
cooperation  of  the  Maintenance  Super- 
visor in  the  area.  The  schedule  is  then 
discussed  with  the  County  Supervisory 


Foreman.  If  any  changes  are  desirable, 
they  are  made.  All  who  will  need  to 
know  are  furnished  a  copy  of  the  ap- 
proved schedule  and  a  copy  for  the 
bulletin  board. 

As  a  rule,  our  State  highways  are 
first  in  order.  Next  come  the  surfaced 
county  roads.  After  this  come  school 
bus,  milk,  and  mail  routes. 

During  all  planning  and  talking 
about  our  work,  the  question  of  safety 
and  our  responsibility  to  the  travelling 
public  is  kept  in  the  forefront. 

We  try  to  keep  all  available  equip- 
ment in  the  best  condition  possible. 
Even  thought  we  may  not  have  to  use 
all  the  equipment,  we  like  to  be  pre- 
pared and  not  take  a  chance. 

The  major  item  used  for  light  snows 
is  a  group  of  small  trucks  with  V-type 
snow  plows  attached  underneath.  With 
heavy  snows  and  drifts,  in  addition  to 
the  small  trucks,  we  use  four-wheel 
drive  trucks  with  the  V-type  plow  in 
front  of  the  trucks.  We  also  have  a  V- 
type  plow  which  can  be  used  in  front  of 
motor  graders.  It's  sometimes  necessary 
to  use  bull  dozers  and  track-mounted 
shovels  on  county  roads. 

With  the  winter  behind  us,  we  still 
have  the  job  of  repairing  road  damage 
from  freezing,  snow  sleet,  ice  and  rain. 
Side  ditches  and  pipe  lines  need  to  be 
cleaned  out.  This  can  be  done  with  hand 
labor  till  the  weather  is  suitable  and 
the  ground  can  be  handled  with  motor 
grader,  front-end  belt  loaders  and 
trucks. 

Waste  material  can  be  used  to  fill 
wash-outs  or  to  widen  fills.  The  greater 
part  of  our  highways  in  Alleghany  were 
built  with  narrow  shoulders  and  fills. 
The  shoulders  that  have  gotten  too 
high  will  need  to  be  cut  down.  This  will 
be  done  as  soon  as  possible  to  save  all 
grass  possible.  Where  possible,  we  use 
a  motor  grader  and  belt  loader. 

Winter  weather  really  shows  the  pub- 
lic where  bituminous  surface  treatment 
has  failed.  The  important  job  of  repair- 
ing the  surface  must  be  done  quickly. 
Cracks  will  be  poured,  skin  patching 
will  be  needed,  and  many  sections  will 
need  a  new  and  strengthened  base  with 
a  new  treatment.  The  work  on  the  sur- 
face-treated highways  and  county  roads 
will  be  pushed  to  the  fullest  extent.  It 
will  be  carried  out  in  the  order  most 
suitable  to  the  Road  Oil  Department. 

The  roads  that  do  not  have  bitumi- 
nous surface-treated  pavements  must 
not  be  forgotten.  They,  too,  must  be  ma- 
chined to  improve  the  riding  surface. 
Crushed  stone  or  gravel  must  be  addedi 
to  weak  places.  Right  of  way  must  be 
cut.  Ditches,  both  side  and  tail,  must 
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be  opened.  Pipe  lines  must  be  cleaned 
out. 

The  Bridge  Department  will  be 
placing  bridges  that  need  fills  due  to 
replacements  or  relocations. 

In  Alleghany,  69  miles  of  State  high- 
ways are  bituminous  surface  treated. 
On  the  county  road  system,  only  3S.2 
miles  of  the  total  373.1  miles  are 
bituminous  surface  treated. 

At  present,  we  have  19  monthly  per- 
sonnel and  40-45  prisoners  per  day. 

Area  Foreman  Plan 
Steps  Up  Efficiency

When  the  $200 
million  rural  road 
bond  program  was 
inaugurated  in 
1948,  most  main- 
tenance forces 
were  suddenly 
faced  with  the 
enormous  task  of 
building  a  vast 
networiv  of  paved  county  roads. 

During  the  four  years  of  the  program, 
little  emphasis  was  placed  on  mainten- 
ance. However,  even  before  its  comple- 
tion, it  was  apparent  that  some  changes 
would  have  to  be  made  in  the  mainten- 
ance organization  to  keep  up  with  the  en- 
larged road  system.  A  county  road  sys- 
tem which  had  been  composed  mainly 
of  unpaved  roads  was  now  made  up  of 
hardsurfaced  roads. 

In  this  district,  for  many  years  we  had 
followed  the  maintenance  organizational 
pattern  —  common  to  this  section  of  the 
State  —  of  hardsurfaced  sections,  dirt  sec- 
tions, and  prison  floating  gangs.  These 
forces  worked  under  the  direction  of  a 
Road  Maintenance  Supervisor.  He  had  one 
Supervisory  Foreman  as  an  assistant 
who  worked  mostly  on  construction  jobs. 
The  system  had  worked  fairly  well 
through  the  years. 

But  with  an  expanded  road  system  and 
the  ever-increasing  demands  from  the 
public  for  more  and  better  road  service, 
the  supervisory  personnel  spent  most  of 
their  time  dealing  with  the  public  on 
Highway  Commission  policies  regarding 
drainage,  driveway  permits,  right  of  way 
encroachments,  and  removal  of  advertis- 
ing signs  from  the  right  of  way.  The 
supervisory  personnel  also  conferred 
with  municipal  officials  on  maint.enance 
of  streets  from  Powell  Bill  Funds  or 


streets  within  a  municipality  on  the 
State  system.  They  discussed  bus  routes 
and  school  driveways  with  school  of- 
ficials. As  a  result,  very  little  time  was 
left  for  actual  supervisory  work  of  main- 
tenance forces. 

Municipal  maintenance,  begun  on  an 
experimental  basis  in  1952,  was  one  of  the 
first  changes  made.  One  Section  Foreman, 
selected  in  each  county,  was  given  the 
necessary  labor  and  equipment  to  carry 
out  the  maintenance  on  all  State  High- 
way System  streets  within  every  city 
and  town  in  the  county. 

.Siute.sst'ul  Municipal  Maintenance 

Municipal  maintenance  proved  to  be 
a  successful  operation.  After  a  two  year 
trial  period,  it  was  put  on  a  permanent 
basis  in  1954.  Besides  the  marked  im- 
provement in  our  municipal  maintenance, 
a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  was  created 
between  highway  employees  and  county 
and  town  officials.  Our  better  public  re- 
lations eliminated  most  complaints. 

In  August,  1955,  we  adopted,  on  a  trial 
basis,  the  "Area  Foreman"  system  in  each 
county  of  this  district.  Under  this  system, 
each  county  was  divided  into  areas  rang- 
ing from  315  to  350  miles  of  State  high- 
ways, paved  and  unpaved  county  roads. 
An  Area  Foreman  was  selected  to  super- 
vise the  maintenance  in  his  area.  He  was 
assigned  a  pickup  truck  for  transporta- 
tion. 

Three  motor  graders  with  operators  and 
three  prison  gangs  were  assigned  each 
Area  Foreman.  Two  of  the  prison  crews 
had  the  same  makeup:  one  foreman,  one 
driver  and  truck,  plus  eight  to  ten  prison- 
ers. The  crews  cut  right  of  way,  cleaned 
ditches,  and  laid  pipe.  The  third  prison 
crew  was  composed  of  one  foreman,  one 
driver  and  truck,  and  five  prisoners.  This 
crew  could  be  used  as  a  patch  crew  on 
hardsurfaced  roads  or  as  a  cleanup  crew 
to  work  shoulders  and  do  routine  shoulder 
maintenance  which  required  a  small 
labor  crew. 


Supervisory  ?\)renian  H.  M.  Tharring- 
ton,  Section  Foreman  E.  H.  Xorris,  and 
Road  Maintenance  Supervisor  M.  P.

Each  area  was  assigned  two  mowing 
machines  in  season.  When  working  shoul- 
ders or  making  any  major  repairs,  extra 
trucks,  loaders,  air-compressor,  roller  and 
any  other  equipment  which  was  needed 
were  used. 

Each  Area  Foreman  lives  within  his 
assigned  area.  He  reports  to  the  mainten- 
ance yard  every  morning  and  afternoon 
to  go  over  the  day's  work  with  his  Super- 
visor. Together  they  plan  and  inspect  the 
work  in  his  area. 

By  having  the  Foreman  live  in  his  area, 
the  public  has  quickly  learned  they  can 
contact  a  person  with  authority  in  case 
of  emergencies,  e.g.,  snow,  ice  and  wind- 
storms. Tlie  Foreman  is  also  available  for 
routine  maintenance  complaints. 

Too  often  under  the  old  organizational 
pattern,  a  person  would  see  a  highway 
employee  working  and  make  some  minor 
complaint.  The  highway  employee  would 
usually  tell  him  he  had  nothing  to  do 
with  that  phase  of  the  work  and  to  con- 
tact someone  else  with  his  problem.  By 
the  time,  the  person  reached  either  the 
Supervisory  or  District  Engineer,  he  was 
usually  disgruntled  by  being  put  off  After 
this  "run-around,"  he  was  difficult  to 
handle.  Under  the  area  system,  most  of 
the  minor  complaints  can  be  handled 
quickly  and  efficiently  within  the  area. 

Two  objections  were  made  to  the  Area 
type  maintenance  organization:  too  many 
men  would  ride  around  doing  nothing  and 
it  would  increase  the  cost  of  maintenance. 
This  has  not  proven  true.  Instead  of 
having  19  Section  Foremen  each  using  a 
two-ton  dump  truck  to  check  their  sec- 
tions, we  now  have  only  seven  Area  Fore- 
men each  using  a  pick-up  truck. 

The  new  maintenance  pattern  releases 
additional  men  and  trucks  for  actual 
maintenance  work.  It  cuts  down  on  the 
number  of  miles  travelled  for  routine 
maintenance  inspection. 

As  in  all  districts.  Maintenance  Funds 
are  limited.  We  don't  claim  we're  saving 
money  by  these  changes.  But  after  careful 
checking,  we  feel  we  have  greatly  in- 
creased the  efficiency  of  our  organiza- 
tion. We  do  think  we  are  getting  more 
and  better  maintenance  for  every  dollar 
spent. 

After  seven  months  under  the  new  sys- 
tem, we  feel  the  roads  in  this  district  are 
now  in  better  shape  maintenance-wise 
than  at  any  time  in  the  past  few  years. 

More  important,  we  have  made  great 
strides  in  improving  our  public  relations. 
A  better  understanding  has  been  created 
between  highway  employees  and  the 
public.  In  addition  to  reassuring  the  pub- 
lic that  we  are  sincerely  trying  to  im- 
prove our  general  highway  conditions,  we 
are  cooperating  with  the  public  to  get  the 
job  well  done. 
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Aggregate  Dryer  Works 
Well  at  Salisbury  Plant

dryers  used  in  our 
district  for  making 
cold  patch  materi- 
al were  designed 
and  built  by  our 
Gang  Foreman 
E.  L.  Setzer  who 
received  the  D.  B. 
McCrary  Award  in 
1950  for  his  work. 
The  dryers  consist  of  revolving  cylinder 
(10-gauge  corrugated  metal  pipe)  30 
inches  in  diameter  and  16  feet  in  length. 
Longitudinal  blades  or  baffles  are  mount- 
ed on  the  inside  for  turning  and  aerating 
the  aggregates  as  they  pass  through  heat 
and  flame  dii'ected  into  the  front  end 


of  the  cylinder.  TTie  heat  and  flame  are 
supplied  by  a  No.  60  low-pressure  burner 
with  60  cycle,  220  volt  electric  motor.  The 
revolving  cylinder  is  powered  by  a  three 
H.  P.  slow  speed  (125  R.P.M.)  three 
phase,  60  cycle,  220  volt  electric  motor. 

The  aggregates,  fed  into  the  rear  end 
of  the  cylinder,  are  dried  and  heated  as 
they  pass  through  the  heat  and  flame.  Af- 
ter passing  through  the  cylinder,  the  ag- 
gregate is  deposited  into  the  skip  pan  of  a 
regular  concrete  mixer,  where  the  proper 
amount  of  asphalt  is  added.  The  material 
is  then  deposited  into  the  mixer  and  al- 
lowed to  remain  until  all  particles  are 
thoroughly  coated  and  mixed.  It  is  then 
ready  to  be  placed  and  rolled. 

TTie  total  cost  of  building  one  of  these 
dryers,  including  pipe,  motors,  burner 
and  labor,  amounts  to  about  $1,200. 
They  will  dry  and  heat  from  seven  to 
nine  tons  of  aggregate  per  hour. 

The  dryers  are  now  being  used  in  all 
districts  of  the  Ninth  and  Tenth  Divis- 
ions. We  just  finished  one  for  the  8th. 


As  the  patch  can  be  made  while  the 
materials  are  still  hot,  it  affords  greater 
density  and  less  likelihood  of  raveling. 
We  feel  the  dryers  have  been  of  great 
value  in  the  course  of  our  bituminous 
maintenance  patch  work,  especially  in 
cold  and  winter  weather. 

We  have  built  about  15  of  the  dryers 
in  the  past  ten  years  and  made  many 
improvements  over  the  original  model.  I 
cannot  think  of  any  further  improvement 
to  make,  at  the  present  time,  and  feel 
that  our  latest  model  is  adequately  serv- 
ing the  purpose  for  which  it  was  built. 
It  is  purely  and  simply  an  aggregate 
dryer  for  maintenance  patch  work.  Any 
further  improvement  would  have  to  be 
along  the  line  of  increased  capacity.  It 
would  be  safer  and  more  economical  to 
purchase  a  regularly-manufactured  Hot 
Mix  Asphalt  Plant  for  increased  capacity. 

We  will  be  glad  to  demonstrate  and  ex- 
plain in  detail,  to  any  one  interested,  the 
construction  and  operation  of  the  dryers 
at  our  Salisbury  plant.

Fuel  is  pumped  from  an  under- 
ground storage  tank.

During  his  34  years  of  highway 
service  District  Engineer  William  Wray 
White  of  Greensboro  has  been  in- 
strumental in  the  training  and  quali- 
fying of  many  men  who  in  time  have 
made  a  creditable  name  for  themselves 
with  the  Highway  Commission.

"Barcelona"  —  which  had  just  been  pur- 
chased from  the  private  owner,  J.  B. 
Tillett,  for  $42,500.  The  "New  Inlet"  has 
since  been  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  and 
the  "Barcelona"  is  still  operated  by  us 
as  a  work  boat. 

In  the  spring  of  1953,  LCU  621  was  loan- 
ed without  charge  to  the  Highway  Com- 
mission by  the  Park  Service,  Department 
of  the  Interior.  It  was  converted  in  June. 

1953,  by  Dunns  Marine  Railway,  Inc. 
West  Norfolk,  Virginia,  to  the  ferry  boat, 
"Governor  Umstead,"  for  $16,400.  It  was 
put  in  commission  as  the  first  steel  boat 
at  Oregon  Inlet  on  the  Fourth  of  July 
week-end  in  1953.  The  boat  is  equipped 
with  three  165  h.p.  GM  diesels  —  regular 
Navy  equipment  prior  to  conversion. 

In  April,  1954,  the  National  Park  Serv- 
ice, Department  of  Interior  loaned  us 
without  charge  LCU  599  and  LCU  1045. 
In  June,  1954,  the  Dunns  Marine  Railway, 
Inc.,  converted  LCU  1045  to  the  ferry 
boat  "Lindsay  Warren"  for  $21,938.  The 
boat  was  put  in  commission  as  the  second 
steel  boat  at  Oregon  Inlet  in  July,  1954. 
The  following  two  months  Dunns  Marine 
Railway,  Inc.,  converted  the  LCU  599  to 
the  "Conrad  Wirth"  for  $21,938.  This 
boat  was  put  in  commission  in  October, 

1954,  as  the  third  steel  boat  at  Oregon  In- 
let. 

In  July,  1955,  the  National  Park  Serv- 
ice, Department  of  Interior,  loaned  us 
without  charge  LCU  871.  It  was  converted 
by  Dunns  Marine  Railway,  Inc.,  to  ferry 
boat  "Herbert  C.  Bonner"  in  October,  1955, 
for  $22,615.  This  boat  is  now  operating 
at  Oregon  Inlet  as  the  fourth  and  last 
steel  boat  for  Oregon  Inlet. 

We  have  numerous  problems  in  the 
ferry   boat   operation ;    each   requires  a 


different  method  of  solution.  At  Orego 
Inlet,  we  have  to  contend  with  tide; 
winds,  shallow  water  and  shifting  shoaL 
It  is  necessary  that  we  continually  chang 
markings  for  the  changing  channels.  On 
of  our  biggest  problems  is  being  able  t 
take  care  of  traffic  satisfactorily  whe 
it  piles  up  on  the  north  side  in  the  morr 
ing  and  on  the  south  side  at  night. 

Everybody  seems  to  want  to  get  a 
early  start  at  the  same  time.  They  v.'ar 
to  cross  the  Inlet  going  south  to  th 
villages,  as  far  as  Hatteras.  Some  folk 
even  go  to  Ocracoke.  They  want  to  stay  a 
long  as  posible,  too.  Usually  they  all  ai 
rive  at  the  south  ferry  dock  just  in  tim 
for  the  last  trip.  Generally  there  are  to 
many  cars  for  our  last  boat.  We  try  to  a 
ways  have  one  or  two  spare  boats  o 
hand  to  take  care  of  the  left-overs.  Ou 
biggest  complaint  stems  from  those  wh 
are  stranded  at  night  on  the  south  sid' 

Another  problem  is  shallow  wate 
The  sand  considerably  cuts  out  our  pre 
pellers  and  propeller  shafts.  They  mu 
be  replaced  at  regular  intervals  e\er 
two  or  three  months. 

Each  of  the  converted  LCU  steel  ferr 
boats  has  a  capacity  of  18  cars  on  dec 
Trucks  and  boat  trailers  considerably  r 
duce  the  number  of  vehicles  we  can  carr; 
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Last  year  we  voluntarily  went  on  Coa; 
Guard  inspection.  They  make  routine  ii 
spection  of  all  our  crafts  at  regular  inte 
vals.  Our  newest  ferry  boats  conform  fai 
ly  well  with  the  Coast  Guard  requir 
ments.  We  are  making  every  effort 
bring  the  older  boats  up  to  Coast  Guai 
standards. 

All  our   pilots  are  licensed.  John 
Wilson  of  Manteo  is  the  veteran  superiilfitt 
tendent  of  our  shipyard  and  ferry  ope

1,  194S;  appropriations  for  merit  and 
automatic  salary  increments  for  July  1, 
1950;  establishment  of  a  State  Personnel 
Department  separate  and  apart  from  The 
Budget  Bureau  —  1951  Legislature,  $15 
increases  July  1,  1951  and  appropriations 
for  increments  continued  —  1953  Legis- 
lature, 10%  increases  retroactive  to  July 
1,  1952  and  extending  to  July  1.  1955;  ap- 
propriations for  increments  continued  — 
1955  Legislature,  all  prior  salary  gains 
retained  plus  continuation  of  increments 
after  a  hard  struggle  and  a  very  close 
decision.  In  addition:  a  5-day  work  week 
for  all  employees  where  practical,  and  re- 
duction in  workweek  for  others,  with  no 
loss  of  salaries  by  such  reductions  —  our 
own  representative  appointed  to  State 
Personnel  Council  —  our  first  Personnel 
Director  for  the  Highway  Commission  — 
a  Classification  and  Pay  Plan  completed 
for  some  groups,  and  in  operation  on 
tentative  basis  for  others  —  our  own 
representative  on  the  Retirement  System 
Board  of  Trustees  since  1947  —  establish- 
ment of  the  $50  minimum  retirement 
allowance  based  on  minimum  20  years 
service  —  removal  of  salary  ceiling  on  re- 
tirement contributions  —  increase  in  con- 
tributions with  prior  service  paid  by  State 
— participation  in  educational  pi-ogram  on 
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coordination  of  Social  Security  with  the 
State  Retirement  System  —  annual  leave 
increased  from  12  to  15  days  and  made 
cumulative  from  year  to  year  up  to  30 
days;  made  an  absolute  right  instead  of 
just  permissive — use  of  leave  when  on 
Workmen  Compensation  Claim  —  active 
participation  in  1950  in  passage  of  Con- 
stitutional Amendment  to  safeguard  our 
retirement  funds  —  periodic  studies  of 
our  Insurance  Contract  for  your  protec- 
tion; addition  of  new  Life  Groups  to  the 
Insurance  Contract:  addition  of  family 
member  benefits  and  hospitalization  for 
employees. 

OUR  FUTURE  PLANS  —  longevity  pay 
for  those  employees  at  the  maximum  for 
their  respective  salary  classifications, 
based  on  continual  service  —  matching 
funds  for  retirement  from  age  60  to  age 
65  —  permissive  option  selection  after 
age  60  if  still  remaining  on  the  payroll 
— shorter  work  weeks  for  certain  groups 
now  working  more  than  50  hours  a  week 
— adequate  salaries  commensurate  with 
the  increase  in  cost  of  living. 

DOES  THIS  NOT  TELL  THE  STORY 
as  to  why  the  majority  of  our  employees 
(over  90 7o  )  are  members  in  the  Highway 
Employees'  Association?  Man  cannot  live 
by  bread  alone,  nor  can  individuals  do 
the  job  that  has  been  and  is  being  done 
by  the  Association  representing  all  the 
employees.
